B.  VON  RAPPAPORT 
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PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  Honorable  John  Purroy  Mitchel,  Mayor, 

and  to  the  Honorable  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment, 
of  the  City  of  New  York. 

Gentl^mbn  : — ^The  sixteenth  annual  report  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library  containing  in  detail  the 
reports  of  the  Treasurer  and  the  Chief  Librarian  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted. This  report  shows  a  steady  and  gratifying  increase  in 
the  uses  made  of  the  Library  by  the  people  in  the  way  of  books 
both  for  home  reading  and  for  reference  purposes. 

The  erection  of  two  additional  Carnegie  buildings  from  the 
Carnegie  Fund  was  begun  during  the  year  and  the  site  for  a 
third  selected.  These  buildings  will  afford  library  facilities  to 
communities  not  at  present  adequately  served  and  will,  there- 
fore, augment  to  a  considerable  degree  the  work  now  being  done 
by  the  Library.  The  opening  of  these  three  buildings  will  com- 
plete the  quota  of  twenty  branches  alloted  to  Brooklyn  in  the 
original  division  of  Mr.  Carnegie's  gift  to  Greater  New  York. 
The  Brooklyn  Committee,  however,  has  a  sufficient  amount  of 
money  on  hand  to  defray  the  cost  of  at  least  two  additional 
buildings.  These  are  urgently  needed  in  the  section  of  the  city 
now  known  as  Ridgewood  and  in  the  vicinity  of  Tompkins  Park. 
The  branches  in  these  sections  are  severely  hampered  for  lack 
of  room  and  the  additional  space  needed  cannot  be  easily  secured 
in  rented  quarters.  As  the  funds  are  in  hand  for  the  erection  of 
these  buildings,  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  City  will  authorize 
their  construction. 

Work  on  the  Central  Building  was  begun  in  1912  and  the 
foundation  for  the  Flatbush  Avenue  wing  has  been  completed. 
No  further  contract  can  be  made  for  work  on  this  building  until 
we  receive  an  additional  appropriation  from  the  City.  Our  large 
collection  of  valuable  works  located  in  the  Montague  building 
must  remain  without  adequate  fire  protection  until  our  Central 
Building  is  completed.  We  are  now  circulating  4,500,000 
volumes  annually  without  any  of  the  facilities  which  the  Central 
Building  will  afford.  We  cannot  too  earnestly  recommend  the 
prompt  construction  of  this  building.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT. 

January  2,  1914. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  sixteenth  annual  report  of  the 
Librarian,  together  with  the  reports  of  the  superintendents  of 
the  several  departments. 

As  has  been  pointed  out  in  previous  reports,  the  number  of 
people  using  the  Library  in  proportion  to  the  population  is  very 
small  indeed,  and  the  only  way  to  increase  this  proportion  is  by 
slow  and  constant  education — ^unless  we  adopt  methods  of  ex- 
tensive advertising.  The  records  show  that  out  of  a  population 
of  1,634,351  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn  only  301,100,  or  abont 
18%,  are  using  the  Library.  There  is  a  little  encouragement, 
however,  in  the  fact  that  the  number  represents  an  increase  of 
6,565  borrowers  over  the  total  number  registered  at  the  close 
of  1912. 

In  connection  with  the  registration  of  borrowers,  statistics 
kept  for  several  months  disclosed  some  interesting  facts  in  regard 
to  the  shifting  of  population. 

A  postal  notice  was  prepared,  calling  the  attention  of  bor- 
rowers to  the  expiration  of  the  cards  which  entitle  them  to  the 
privileges  of  the  Library  and  reminding  them  of  the  constant 
increase  in  the  Library's  facilities,  but  of  38,831  notices  sent  out, 
7,039  were  returned  by  the  Post  Office,  with  the  report  that  the 
person  addressed  could  not  be  found. 

These  figures  prove  that  the  population  of  the  sections 
served  by  our  branches  is  constantly  changing  and  indicate  the 
need  for  unceasing  e£Fort  on  our  part  to  bring  the  Library  and  its 
resources  to  the  attention  of  the  people  of  the  Borough. 

Branches. 

No  new  branches  were  opened  during  the  year  and  no 
additions  made  to  the  old  ones,  but  plans  for  the  last  three 
Carnegie  buildings  were  adopted  and  work  was  begun  on  two 
of  them,  at  Stone  and  Dumont  Avenues,  and  at  Eastern  Park- 
way and  Schenectady  Avenue. 

There  will  always  be  a  demand  at  the  branches  for  more 
room,  for  no  branch  librarian  wants  to  give  up  a  single  book, 
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and  it  is  hard  to  disabuse  the  minds  of  borrowers  of  the  idea 
that  a  branch  cannot  contain  all  the  books  which  would  properly 
find  a  place  in  the  main  collection.  The  absence  of  a  central 
library  has  led  residents  of  the  different  sections  of  the  city  to 
look  upon  the  branch  in  their  midst  as  "the  library"  and  they 
will  continue  to  do  so  until  the  central  building  is  completed. 
But  it  is  not  considered  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  whole 
library  system  to  have  more  than  a  certain  number  of  books  in 
each  branch,  a  weeding-out  process  being  resorted  to  once  in  so 
often  in  order  to  keep  the  books  down  to  the  shelf  capacity  of 
the  building. 

•  Some  buildings,  however,  are  wholly  inadequate  to  meet  the 
daily  calls  made  upon  the  staff.  Ridgewood  perhaps  is  carrying 
the  greatest  handicap,  having  small  quarters  and  a  large  circula- 
tion in  a  growing  section.  Efforts,  which  we  believe  will  meet 
with  success,  are  being  made  to  secure  a  Carnegie  building  for 
Ridgewood,  and  thus  give  this  neighborhood  what  it  needs  and 
deserves. 

Borough  Park  is  in  decidedly  crowded  quarters  and  will 
reniain  so  until  relief  is  afforded  by  the  erection  of  business 
blocks  in  that  section. 

Tompkins  Park  cannot  do  all  it  might  if  it  were  in  a  larger 
building,  and  here  relief  cannot  be  obtained  until  a  new  location 
is  found.  No  addition  to  the  present  building  in  the  park  is 
probable. 

The  deposit  stations,  the  first  step  in  local  library  interest, 
have  been  extremely  successful  during  the  past  few  years. 
These  stations  are  established  upon  request  in  newly  settled  dis- 
tricts and  by  their  growth  show  whether  or  no  a  branch  is 
needed  in  that  particular  place.  The  books  in  this  collection 
number  only  7,413  and  the  circulation  for  the  past  year  was 
91,261,  an  average  of  twelve  times  for  each  book. 

Many  petitions  are  on  file  for  the  establishment  of  stations 
in  different  parts  of  the  borough,  but  they  cannot  be  granted 
because  the  City  failed  to  appropriate  ftmds  for  the  extension 
of  the  system. 
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Books  and  Binding. 

Of  the  81,107  voltimes  added  to  the  Library  during  1913, 
only  6,177  were  new  titles. 

This  shows  the  great  extent  to  which  a  branch  system  such 
as  ours  is  obliged  to  duplicate  copies,  for  the  74,930  other  vol- 
umes represent  titles  already  in  the  Library.  This  will  be  seen 
to  be  necessary  if  we  consider  that  our  31  branches  represent  as 
many  different  communities  all  wanting  the  same  books  at  the 
same  time. 

But  the  growth  of  the  collection  as  a  whole  is  not  neglected 
on  this  account,  the  aim  being  to  purchase  many  important  new 
books  on  all  subjects,  while  at  the  same  time  are  purchased  at 
auction  and  from  second-hand  dealers  books  to  fill  gaps  in  the 
different  classes  of  knowledge. 

The  income  from  the  endowment  funds  is  used  exclusively 
for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  expensive  and  desirable  books, 
and  of  adding  to  the  collections  on  special  subjects,  such  as  the 
Civil  War,  costumes,  landscape  gardening,  etc. 

For  years  we  have  carried  in  stock  from  6,000  to  8,000 
volumes  purchased  from  time  to  time  at  low  prices.  Over  5,000 
volumes  of  popular  fiction  for  replacement  of  worn-out  copies 
were  supplied  to  branches  in  this  way  at  less  than  30^  per 
volume,  as  against  an  average  of  90^  had  the  same  books  been 
bought  new  through  the  trade. 

Because  the  work  of  the  Library  with  schools  has  not  been 
properly  correlated  there  is  much  unnecessary  duplication  and 
not  a  little  failure  to  cover  certain  ground  by  either  school  or 
Library.  For  instance,  as  has  been  called  to  your  attention,  the 
school  libraries  furnish  fiction  to  the  pupils  in  addition  to  what 
may  be  obtained  at  the  Library,  but  they  do  not  supply  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  books  for  the  required  supplementary  and  col- 
lateral reading. 

Nor  is  this  need  adequately  met  by  the  Library,  as  it  would 
require  more  money  than  could  be  spared  for  that  purpose.  But 
the  Library  does  try  to  meet  the  demands  of  teachers  of  normal 
and  high  schools  so  far  as  possible.    Easy  books  for  learning 
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English,  so  eagerly  desired  by  foreigners,  and  books  on  civics 
are  supplied  in  large  numbers  to  nearly  all  of  the  branches  where 
they  are  found  to  be  in  great  demand. 

Cataloguing. 
The  Library  contains  742,133  volumes  distributed  among  the 
branches,  stations  and  departments.    Montague  has  the  largest 
collection,  230,012  volumes,  while  six  have  over  25,000  each, 
and  several  others  over  20,000. 

3,092  bound  and  unbound  volumes  and  7,217  pamphlets 
were  received  as  gifts.  Through  the  kindness  of  the  publishers 
bound  copies  of  all  of  the  Brooklyn  papers  were  received  for 
reference  purposes. 

The  Library  also  received  through  the  generosity  of  Miss 
Mary  A.  Brackett  a  valuable  collection  of  nearly  one  thousand 
photographs  of  cathedrals  of  England,  Germany,  France  and 
Italy  and  temples  of  Egypt  and  Greece. 

The  salient  features  of  the  work  of  the  Cataloguing  Depart- 
ment during  the  year  are : 

(a)  81,107  volumes  catalogued,  of  which  6,177  were  Hooks 
having  titles  new  to  the  Library,  501  only  of  these  latter  being 
works  of  fiction;  (b)  the  completion  of  the  cataloguing  of  the 
Montague  collection  of  music;  (c)  the  addition  of  51,688  cards 
to  the  Library  of  Congress,  Harvard  University  and  University 
of  Chicago  Depository  Catalogue,  and  finally;  (d)  the  main- 
tenance of  the  high  standard  of  the  department  in  spite  of  many 
illnesses  of  members  of  the  force  and  the  complete  cataloguing 
of  all  books  purchased. 

Circulation. 

The  circulation  for  the  year  showed  a  total  of  4,583,897,  an 
increase  of  203,118  or  nearly  17,000  per  month. 

24  out  of  34  branches,  stations  and  departments  reported 
a  gain  in  circulation  for  the  year,  and  every  branch,  with  one 
exception,  showed  a  decided  increase  in  December  over  the 
corresponding  month  of  last  year.  The  gain  in  non-fiction  use 
has  been  noticeable  at  many  of  the  branches,  technical  books  in 
particular  being  in  constant  demand. 
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Two  reasons  arc  given  for  the  increase;  first,  the  notice  to 
former  readers  whose  applications  had  expired,  of  which  men- 
tion has  been  made,  and,  second,  the  modification  of  the  fines 
rule  so  as  to  permit  librarians  to  substitute  a  six-months' 
forfeiture  of  library  privil^es  in  cases  where  borrowers  have 
incurred  a  fine  of  less  than  28  cents.  The  old  rule  requiring  a 
payment  of  fines  was  found  to  cause  a  large  number  of  people 
(particularly  children)  to  give  up  their  cards  permanently. 

The  circulation  figures  show  Brownsville  at  the  top,  with 
396,853,  Bushwick  second,  with  345,540,  Saratoga  third,  with 
262,571  and  Montague  fourth,  with  261,259. 

The  Duplicate  Pay  Collection  was  extended  to  the  Macon 
and  Platbush  Branches.  It  proved  as  successful  at  both  as  at 
the  Montague  and  Bedford  Branches  where  it  had  been  estab- 
lished three  years  before.  The  collections  are  entirely  self- 
supporting,  with  a  balance  in  the  Treasury  of  $1,573.13.  1,478 
volumes  were  transferred  from  this  collection  to  the  general 
collection  during  the  year. 

Reference  Work. 

The  use  of  books  at  our  reference  library  proper  at  the 
Montague  Branch  has  been  particularly  good  in  the  daytime, 
but  the  evening  use  has  always  been  more  or  less  disappointing. 
The  average  evening  attendance  is  about  40.  We  are  not  alone 
in  this,  as  the  New  York  Public  Library  also  reports  a  larger 
day  than  evening  use. 

The  character  of  the  neighborhood  of  our  Montague  Branch  ' 
has  changed  materially  during  the  past  eleven  years.    It  is  no 
longer  a  residential  district  but  has  become  more  and  more  a 
boarding-house  section  occupied  by  business  people  who  spend 
their  evenings  in  search  of  amusement  rather  than  in  study. 

How  to  reach  students  in  all  parts  of  the  Borough  and  induce 
them  to  come  to  the  main  reference  library  is  a  problem  which, 
as  yet,  has  not  been  solved.  By  publicity,  through  electric  signs 
on  the  building,  circulars  to  clubs  and  associations,  frequent 
newspiaper  notices,  exhibition  of  rare  books,  and  through  lectures 
to  schools  and  other  institutions,  it  is  hoped  to  spread  the 
knowledge  of  the  valuable  collection  of  books  in  our  main  ref- 
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erence  library  to  every  comer  of  the  Borough.  We  cannot 
compel  attendance  upon  the  Library,  as  is  the  case  with  schools, 
but  by  quiet,  persistent  and  continuous  effort  we  can  make  the 
name  of  the  Library  familiar  to  everyone  in  Brookl)m. 

The  reference  work  at  branches,  while  not  so  broad  or  so 
extensive  as  at  the  Montague  Branch  where  the  main  collection 
is  housed,  is  an  important  feature  of  our  work.  Not  only  are 
the  needs  of  school  children  and  teachers  met,  but  we  reach  out 
to  real  students — ^those  who  are  giving  close  application  to  cer- 
tain definite  problems  in  specific  lines  of  study. 

The  need  of  an  additional  reference  assistant  at  each  of 
our  larger  branches  is  greater  than  reported  last  year,  and  has 
not  yet  been  met.  The  Board  of  Estimate  did  not  grant  the 
request  for  these  additional  assistants  as  asked  for  in  the  budget 
for  1914,  and  yet  the  calls  upon  our  force  are  of  such  constant 
nature  that  one  of  two  things  must  happen ;  we  must  either  have 
more  help  or  suffer  the  work  to  be  done  indiflferently  well. 

Children's  Department. 

Over  a  million  and  a  half  books  were  issued  by  the  Library 
to  juvenile  readers,  and  twenty-five  thousand  books  were  pur- 
chased for  this  department. 

The  Superintendent  of  the  Department  is  constantly  be- 
sought to  furnish  speakers  on  children's  reading  for  mothers' 
clubs  and  other  organizations  interested  in  the  education  of 
children.  These  meetings  form  an  excellent  opportunity  to  make 
known  the  aims  and  purposes  of  this  department  of  our  work, 
and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  we  are  often  obliged  to  decline  in- 
vitations during  the  busy  winter  months,  because  of  the  pressure 
of  other  duties. 

Traveling  Libraries. 

Along  with  other  activities  of  the  Library  the  Traveling 
Libraries  Department  under  the  superintendence  of  Mr.  Ralph 
M.  Dunbar,  who  succeeded  Mr.  Leon  M.  Solis-Cohen,  has  made 
rapid  strides  forward. 

The  work'  has  shown  a  gratifying  development  from  year 
to  year,  due  in  a  large  measure  to  extended  knowledge  of  its 
existence  by  a  larger  number  of  firms,  clubs,  associations,  etc. 
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The  number  of  libraries  loaned  increased  from  840  to  1,156, 
the  number  of  borrowers  from  245  to  334,  and  the  circulation 

from  147,941  to  180,929. 

The  establishment  of  traveling  libraries  in  department  stores 
and  public  schools  has  reduced  temporarily  the  circulation  pf 
books  at  Schermerhom,  Concord  and  City  Park  to  an  appreciable 
degree. 

More  intimate  relations  have  been  established  with  business 
houses,  factories,  clubs,  literary  associations,  schools  and  col- 
leges, so  that  we  may  say  that  1913  was  the  banner  year  for  this 
department. 

The  Department  was  moved  in  March  from  69  Schermer- 
hom  Street  to  more  commodious  rooms  in  the  People's  Trust 
Company  Building  at  the  comer  of  Nostrand  Avenue  and 
Herkimer  Street,  where  greater  space  and  better  light  and  air 
were  obtained.  The  increased  work  of  this  department  has 
been  carried  more  easily  because  of  the  more  convenient 
quarters. 

Publications. 

The  occasional  publications  of  the  Library  have  always  at- 
tracted the  favorable  attention  of  students  and  librarians,  and 
the  ones  issued  during  the  year  are  no  exception ;  in  fact,  two- 
Choosing  an  Occupation,"  prepared  by  Dr.  Kilboume,  and 
Books  that  Girls  Like,"  prepared  by  Miss  Hunt — have  received 
unusual  notice. 

In  addition  to  the  printed  lists  a  large  number  of  special 
lists  were  prepared  on  the  multigraph  and  mimeograph,  among 
which  are  the  monthly  bulletins  sent  to  teachers,  social  workers, 
and  those  interested  in  public  affairs. 

Auditoriums  and  Study  Rooms. 

The  library  auditoriimis  may  be  engaged  for  literary,  educar 
tional,  civic,  charitable  and  social  purposes ;  but  may  not  be  used 
for  religious  services  or  for  political  meetings,  or  for  business 
purposes. 

The  cheaper  rates  of  hall  hire  have  led  to  a  much  larger  U3C 
of  our  auditoriums,  and  when  the  fact  becomes  more  wid^ely 
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knowrn  that  these  halls  are  available  under  more  favorable  terms 
than  formerly  I  venture  to  say  that  the  nine  auditoriums  will  be 
used  every  evening  during  the  winter  season. 

The  more  liberal  rules  pertaining  to  these  rooms  have  re- 
sulted in  a  closer  identification  of  the  Library  with  civic  organiza- 
tions, teachers'  associations,  etc. 

The  value  of  moving  pictures  as  an  adjunct  to  educational 
work  is  being  recognized  by  educators  throughout  the  country, 
and  a  number  of  libraries  have  co-operated  with  other  agencies 
in  securing  the  display  of  pictures  of  an  instructive  of  literary 
character.  An  attempt  was  made  by  this  library  during  the 
past  few  months  to  follow  a  similar  course,  but  because  of  the 
difficulty  of  securing  satisfactory  arrangements  with  the  film 
manufacturers  the  plan  was  temporarily  abandoned.  The 
moving  picture  has  undoubtedly  come  to  stay  and  an3rthing 
which  the  Library  can  do  to  assist  in  the  effort  to  improve  the 
character  of  pictures  shown  is  not  only  within  its  province,  but 
will  be  well  worth  while. 

Physical  Efficiency. 

In  1912  the  New  York  Public  Library  reduced  the  hours 
of  labor  from  forty-two  to  forty  and  required  that  an  hour  be 
taken  for  lunch  and  supper.  After  an  investigation  of  con- 
ditions in  Brookl3m  the  same  rules  were  put  into  effect  here  on 
the  31st  of  March. 

At  first  a  few  branch  librarians  had  misgivings  for  fear  the 
routine  work  could  not  be  carried  on  the  shortened  schedule. 
Nine  months'  trial  converted  the  most  sceptical.  Not  only  was 
work  done,  but  it  was  better  done,  while  the  health  of  the 
members  of  the  staff  was  improved  to  a  marked  degree. 

Outdoor  exercise,  regular  hours  for  meals  and  a  congenial 
occupation  make  for  contentment  and  better  service. 

In  line  with  this  movement  for  greater  physical  efficiency, 
Dr.  George  J.  Fisher,  Secretary  of  the  International  Committee 
of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  and  a  resident  of 
Brooklyn,  gave  three  helpful  and  instructive  lectures  on  that 
subject  to  the  staff  in  April. 
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The  good  effects  of  the  lectures  were  manifest  in  a  short 
time  and  have  continued  throughout  the  year.  It  may  be  stated 
with  assurance  that  our  librarians  are  today  living  a  more 
rational  life  than  ever  before.  These  lectures  were  followed  by 
conferences  between  the  Chief  Librarian  and  Superintendents, 
who  recommended  to  the  Administration  Committee  that  a  close 
study  be  made  of  existing  conditions.  Such  an  examination 
would  pertain  to: 

1.  Library  conditions: 

Absence  with  and  without  pay^ 

Causes  of  absence, 

Vacations, 

Monotony  of  service. 

Fatigue, 

Staff  rooms. 

Ventilation, 

Heating, 

Lighting, 

Cleanliness. 

2.  Home  Conditions: 

Distance  from  branch, 
Cost  of  reaching  branch. 
Living  at  home, 
Boarding. 

A  study  of  physical  conditions  at  the  branches  carried 
through  1914  ought  to  show  us  whether  or  no  there  are  in- 
jurious features  connected  with  library  work  and  the  remedies 
therefor,  if  any. 

Staff. 

The  present  scheme  of  Library  Service  was  adopted  in  1903 
and  has  not  been  materially  changed.  The  need  for  a  revision 
of  this  scheme  which  has  to  do  entirely  with  the  appointment 
and  promotion  of  the  staff,  has  been  felt  for  some  time.  At 
present  our  salaries  are  too  low,  and  the  staff  too  small  to  cope 
with  the  growing  demands  of  the  public  in  all  lines  of  the 
Library's  activities.  We  find  that  our  assistants  are  being  tempted 
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to  other  libraries  because  the  initial  salary  is  larger  and  the 
prospect  of  advancement  greater.  In  order  to  meet  the  salary 
advancement  in  other  libraries  the  whole  scheme  of  library 
service  should  be  restudied  and  amended. 

In  1902  appeared  the  first  edition  of  "Rules  for  the  Guidance 
of  the  Staff."  These  rules  were  the  result  of  a  discussion  of 
the  detailed  work  at  the  branches,  which  disclosed  the  fact  that 
the  same  work  was  done  in  as  many  different  ways  as  there  were 
branches,  and  were  adopted  to  secure  uniformity  of  practice. 

These  rules  are  not  only  an  aid  to  the  branch  assistant  but 
form  the  basis  for  the  instruction  in  library  routine  to  candidates 
for  admission  to  our  service. 

The  modifications  of  rules  by  number  also  makes  it  much 
easier  for  the  members  of  the  staff  to  keep  in  touch  with  the 
latest  rulings  than  it  would  be  to  trust  to  their  memory  or  to 
oblige  them  to  look  through  a  mass  of  letters,  or  to  send  to  the 
Administration  Department  for  a  decision  in  any  given  case. 

These  rules  have  been  found  so  satisfactory  that,  soon  after 
the  first  publication,  they  were  adopted  in  toto  by  one  library,  and 
since  then  several  institutions  have  printed  similar  rules  for  the 
use  of  their  employees. 

The  result  of  the  first  full  year  of  the  Training  Class  con- 
ducted under  the  plan  of  cooperation  with  the  Pratt  Institute 
Free  Library  was  very  satisfactory.  Miss  Julia  A.  Hopkins,  the 
head  instructor,  is  a  splendid  teacher,  and  the  experience  of  the 
past  year  proved  the  advantage  of  extending  the  course  of  theo- 
retical instruction.  It  was  also  found  desirable  to  modify  in  a 
similar  way  the  practical  training  of  the  candidates  for  library 
service,  and  henceforth  that  part  of  the  instruction  will  be  made 
more  formal,  an  entire  month  being  given  to  the  instruction  of  the 
apprentices,  as  a  class,  in  routine  work  such  as  the  charging  and 
discharging  of  books,  registration  of  borrowers,  etc.,  before  they 
are  sent  to  the  branches  to  put  into  practice  the  instruction  which 
has  been  given  them. 

The  rules  governing  the  Training  Class  have  been  further 
modified  to  restrict  the  number  to  be  admitted  to  each  class,  and 
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to  require  all  candidates  for  admission  to  pass  an  "adaptability*^ 
test,  in  addition  to  the  formal  written  examination.  The  en- 
trance examination  will  therefore  be  made  competitive,  since 
the  number  to  be  admitted  will  consist  of  those  who  pass  the 
examinations  with  the  highest  percentage  and  who  possess  the 
best  qualifications  for  the  work. 

As  customary,  staflF  meetings  were  held  each  month  except 
during  the  stmimer,  and  in  addition  there  were  seven  general 
meetings  of  the  whole  staff.  Four  of  these  were  held  at  the 
Bedford  Branch,  at  which  Dr.  George  J.  Fisher,  Miss  Lutie  E» 
Steams,  Miss  Mary  E.  Ahem,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  A.  Borden  and 
Mr.  J.  S.  Kudalkar  addressed  the  librarians  on  topics  of  special 
interest. 

The  members  of  the  staff  also  attended  lectures  given  to  the 
Pratt  Institute  Library  School  students. 

The  holiday  hours  were  changed  so  that  on  the  four  principal 
holidays — Christmas,  New  Year's,  Fourth  of  July  and  Thanks- 
giving, the  buildings  are  open  from  9  to  12  instead  of  from  2  to  6,. 
thus  giving  all  employees  a  chance  to  have  the  afternoon  and 
evening  free. 

Since  the  inauguration  of  the  Department  of  Investigation 
and  Statistics  as  a  subdivision  of  the  Finance  Department  of  the 
City,  the  data  and  statistical  tables  which  the  Library  has  been 
obliged  to  furnish,  have  annually  increased.  The  latest  kind  of 
information  required  is  a  complete  inventory  of  library  property, 
together  with  a  quarterly  statement  of  equipment  purchased  or 
discarded.  The  work  involved  in  the  preparation  of  these  tables 
has  necessitated  the  employment  of  another  assistant  in  the 
Supply  Department.  The  inventory  represented  the  work  of  two 
persons  for  a  period  of  three  months. 

Several  important  changes  of  department  and  branch  heads 
took  place  during  the  year.  Brownsville,  the  busiest  branch  in 
the  system  and  the  hardest,  has  only  four  workers  who  have  been 
on  the  staff  more  than  two  years. 

Mr.  L.  M.  Solis-Cohen  left  the  library  in  April  to  take  a 
position  in  a  mercantile  house,  the  vacancy  being  filled  by  the 
appointment  of  Mr.  Ralph  M.  Dunbar. 
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Miss  Mary  Mathews,  who  came  to  us  in  1903,  resigned  on 
account  of  ill  health,  her  place  being  filled  by  Miss  Jane  G>nard 
from  Pittsburgh. 

Miss  Elizabeth  L.  Black,  in  charge  of  the  Sociological  De- 
partment at  Montague,  resigned  in  the  spring  to  become  the 
Assistant  Librarian  in  the  Library  of  the  School  of  Philanthropy, 
New  York,  and  she  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Isabella  M.  Cooper, 
formerly  connected  with  the  Library  School  of  Simmons  G>llege. 
Miss  Mary  E.  Myers,  after  25  years  of  faithful  library  service, 
resigned  to  enjoy  a  well-earned  rest. 

Resignations  were  also  accepted  from : 

Mr.  Alfred  D.  Keator,  Branch  Librarian  of  the  Williams- 
burgh  Branch ;  Miss  Alys  M.  Gordon,  Reference  Librarian,  Bed- 
ford Branch ;  and  Miss  Elsie  B.  Dawson,  Senior  Assistant  at  the 
Williamsburgh  Branch. 

It  is  fitting  that  mention  be  made  of  the  unusual  fact  that 
Miss  Frances  E.  Bostwick,  who  is  in  good  health  and  actively 
engaged  in  her  chosen  field,  celebrated  forty  years  of  continuous 
service  in  the  same  library  on  August  22nd.  She  has  been  a  most 
conscientious,  useful  and  tireless  assistant,  serving  with  the  old 
Brookl)m  Library  for  30  years,  and  since  1903  with  the  Brookl)m 
Public  Library.  It  is  with  special  appreciation  that  this  mention 
is  made  of  the  long  and  faithful  service  of  Miss  Bostwick,  who 
deserves  more  at  the  hands  of  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library  than 
the  funds  at  its  disposal  will  permit 

Miss  Sarah  A.  Van  Doren,  one  of  our  most  conscientious 
and  loyal  assistants,  passed  from  this  life  on  October  25th,  1913. 
She  had  been  a  most  successful  head  of  one  of  our  most  difficult 
branches — Sheepshead — ^and  had  endeared  herself  to  the  patrons 
of  that  branch. 

Miss  Anna  A.  Cortelyou,  children's  librarian  at  Schermer- 
hom,  died  on  November  26th,  1913,  after  seven  years  spent  in 
the  interests  of  the  Library  and  of  the  public. 

In  submitting  this  report  it  is  a  pleasure  to  speak  of  the  high 
character  of  the  staff  in  general,  and  of  the  fine  spirit  of  coopera- 
tion and  splendid  attitude  toward  the  work  and  the  public,  and  to 
note  the  sanity  of  the  children's  librarians  in  their  work,  the 
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absence  of  sentimentality,  and  their  success  in  educating  the 
children  to  become  orderly  and  well-behaved  in  the  library.

Book  Order  Department 

Early  in  the  year  the  "dead"  books,  which  had  been  col- 
lected from  the  branches  during  1912,  were  disposed  of  by  gift 
or  sale.  The  classification  of  the  "deadwood"  may  be  of  interest 
as  showing  the  subjects  in  which  popular  interest  dies 
out  the  most  quickly.  The  volumes  which  it  was  found 
desirable  to  discard  numbered  5,886,  representing  about  4,500 
titles.  Biography  was  far  in  the  lead,  with  1,477  volumes  no 
longer  worth  keeping,  although  not  worn  out;  sociology  was 
second,  with  871  volumes;  history  third,  with  785  volumes;  travel 
fourth  and  literature  fifth.  The  "dead"  fiction  was  insignificant, 
being  only  36  in  number.  Sociology  would  have  been  much 
lower  in  the  list,  had  it  not  been  for  the  deposit  of  public  docu- 
ments in  some  of  the  branch  libraries  in  the  early  days.

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The  total  expenditures  are  about  $14,000  greater  than  last 
year.  This  increase  was  made  possible  by  the  balance  available 
in  the  Directors'  Book  Fund. 

The  average  cost  per  volume  for  all  books  pur- 
chased during  1913  was  $1.17,  as  compared  with  $1.15  for 
1912  and  $1.24  for  1911.  The  average  cost  varied  from  95  cents 
per  volume,  for  duplicates  and  replacements,  to  ^.77,  for  the 
expensive  books  for  which  the  endowment  funds  are  used.  The 
increased  cost  was  caused  by  the  fact  that  this  year  more  books 
were  bought  in  special  bindings,  which  enabled  us  to  keep  such 
books  in  circulation  without  withdrawal  within  a  few  months  for 
rebinding. 

During  1913,  91,347  volumes  were  ordered,  28,880  slips  were 
filled  out,  copied  and  filed  in  the  order  drawer.  Of  the  above, 
1,887  were  ordered  for  the  Duplicate  Pay  Collection,  requiring 
463  order  slips,  and  15,295  books  were  bought  at  special  sales, 
requiring  10,002  order  slips.  This  year  again  the  amount  of  work 
to  be  done  showed  a  decided  increase  and  gave  no  opportunity 
to  compare  with  our  catalogues  the  special  lists  which  are  ap- 
pearing in  various  bibliographies  from  time  to  time.  Until  this 
comparison  can  be  made  and  lists  of  desiderata  prepared,  very 
little  real  progress  is  possible  in  the  building  up  of  our  central 
collection  at  the  Montague  Branch.  It  is  doubtful  if,  with  the 
opening  of  three  new  branches,  the  present  force  can  carry  on 
even  the  absolutely  necessary  routine  work.  The  request  for  an 
additional  assistant  in  this  Department  was  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  but  denied  by  the  Board  of  Estimate.

During  the  year  37,134  volumes  (exclusive  of  periodicals) 
were  botmd  by  the  Chivers  Bookbinding  Company,  at  an  average 
cost  of  59  cents,  as  compared  with  57  cents  the  preceding  year; 
312  Yiddish  books  were  bound  by  S.  Rosenblum,  at  an  average 
cost  of  50  cents ;  689  volumes  of  periodicals  and  newspapers  from 
Montague  Branch  were  bound  by  Chivers,  at  an  average  cost  of 
$1.87;  and  1,000  volumes  by  Henry  Blackwell,  at  an  average 
cost  of  $1.07;  838  volumes  of  periodicals  from  the  other  branches 
were  bound,  at  an  average  cost  of  $1.07;  107  volimies  of 
fiction  were  bound  by  William  Crawford,  at  an  average  cost  of 
49  cents.  The  increase  in  the  average  cost  of  binding  was  due 
to  the  greater  proportion  of  books  of  larger  size,  as  well  as  to  a 
greater  use  of  the  better  grade  of  binding.  The  collection  at  the 
Montague  Branch  is  now  in  excellent  condition,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  Congressional  and  State  documents,  which  should  be 
rebound  within  the  next  year  or  two. 

During  the  year  statistics  were  kept  of  the  average  circula- 
tion of  certain  discarded  books,  with  the  following  results :

The  decrease  this  year  in  the  number  of  issues  of  books  in 
Binder  "A's"  binding  is  probably  due  to  the  poorer  grades  of 
paper  used  by  the  publishers.  Indeed  as  the  cost  of  books  to 
libraries  increases,  the  paper,  print  and  binding  seem  to  decrease 
in  quality. 

During  the  last  five  years  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  as- 
certain answers  to  the  following  questions:  (1)  To  what  an 
extent  is  the  present  method  of  library  bookbinding  superior  to  the 
methods  used  before  the  bookbinding  reformation  of  ten  years 
ago?  (2)  Which  of  the  bookbinders  using  the  modem  methods 
can  give  us  the  greatest  number  of  issues  per  volume? 

Thousands  of  books  of  the  same  type  (adult  fiction)  have 
been  examined  and  their  circulation  under  similar  conditions  com- 
pared. The  books  from  the  binders  using  the  old  methods  show 
an  average  number  of  issues  of  48.  By  use  of  improved  methods 
the  average  number  of  issues  was  increased  all  the  way  from 
50%  for  Binder  "C"  to  100%  for  Binder  "A,"  thus  doubling  the 
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life  of  the  book  in  the  case  of  the  best  binding.    The  books  irom 
the  modem  binders  show  a  circulation  as  follows : 

Binder  "A"  99  issues  per  volume. 
Binder  "B"  82  issues  per  volume. 
Binder  "C"    71  issues  per  volume. 

It  seems  improbable  that  future  statistics  will  change  this 
comparison  very  materially.  It  will,  therefore,  probably  be  un- 
necessary to  continue  the  careful  compilation  of  statistics  of  cir- 
culation, but  more  attention  should  be  given,  in  cooperation  with 
the  library  binders,  to  the  study  of  exceptional  books  to  determine 
whether  such  books  will  give  better  service  if  reinforced,  re- 
bound, linen-guarded,  or  otherwise  treated.  Certain  books,  which 
in  the  case  of  juveniles  seem  to  be  the  more  expensive  picture 
books,  give  out  very  quickly  after  purchase  in  spite  of  any  treat- 
ment which  the  binders  have  hitherto  been  able  to  devise.  A 
study  of  these  cases  may  influence  our  purchases.  A  book  cost- 
ing $1.  and  showing  a  circulation  of  25  is  four  times  as  expensive 
for  the  Library  as  one  costing  the  same  amount  with  a  circulation 
of  100. 

The  stock  record  shows  little  change  from  last  year.  5,076 
voltmies  were  supplied  from  stock  at  an  average  cost  of  42  cents. 
With  the  opening  of  three  new  branches  it  should  be  possible  to 
weed  out  most  of  the  non-fiction  and  confine  stock  to  popular 
books,  which  will  move  rapidly.

Cataloguing  Department. 

The  number  of  accessions  received  and  sent  to  the  various 
branches  this  year  amounted  to  81,107  volumes,  an  increase  of 
5,683  over  last  year.  As  usual,  Montague  ranks  as  the  recipient 
of  the  largest  number  of  volumes,  12,344,  and  Sheepshead  as  that 
of  the  smallest  number,  271.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the 
branches  having  the  largest  circulation  have  not  in  all  cases  re- 


ceived  books  in  proportion  to  their  circulation,  as  the  appended 
table  will  show.  The  number  prefixed  in  each  case  indicates  the 
rank  of  the  branch  under  that  particular  head.

The  new  titles  added  to  the  Library  this  year  total  6,177,  in 
8,005  volumes,  and  of  these  only  501  volumes  represent  new 
fiction.  These  5,696  new  titles  of  non-fiction  necessitated  the 
assigning  of  that  many  class  numbers  to  fix  their  relative  positions 
on  the  shelves,  and  26,132  headings  for  the  card  catali^ue  to  bring 
their  subject  matter  to  the  attention  and  assistance  of  the  public. 
The  accessions  in  foreign  languages,  included  in  the  grand  total 
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above,  numbered  2,354  this  year,  915  Yiddish,  460  German,  428 
French,  257  Russian,  162  Polish,  88  Italian,  13  Danish,  12 
Hebrew,  4  Dutch  and  2  Lithuanian  books  having  been  added. 
These  foreign  books  take  longer,  naturally,  to  properly  catalogue, 
classify  and  subject-head  than  do  the  books  in  the  language  with 
which  we  are  all  most  familiar  and  with  whose  literature  we  are 
most  conversant,  and  the  work  on  them  is  almost  doubled,  for  in 
addition  to  preparing  the  union  records,  they  have  to  be  catalogued 
by  this  department  for  the  various  branches.  As  heretofore, 
we  were  successful  in  our  endeavor  to  clear  the  building  of  the 
year's  purchases  before  starting  in  the  new  year.  This  necessi- 
tated, as  it  always  does,  a  temporary  redivision  of  the  work  and 
consequent  falling  behind  in  some  of  the  routine,  which  had  to 
give  way  before  this  need.  The  largest  number  of  volumes  sent 
to  the  branches  during  any  one  month  was  12,812,  distributed 
during  the  month  of  October.  The  number  of  volumes  recata- 
logued  for  Montague  does  not  loom  large  in  figures  but  meant 
difficult  and  expert  cataloguing.  A  few  titles  will  serve  to  indi- 
cate the  character  of  the  books  done,  the  usual  "hard  nuts"  and 
fag  ends  of  things  left  to  the  last : 

Bangorian  controversy,  pamphlets  necessitating  two  sets  of 
cards,  243  for  the  union  catalogue  and  the  same  number  for  the 
Montague  catalogue,  a  total  of  486  cards  for  one  book;  tracts 
in  divinity,  pamphlets,  880  cards.  (The  number  of  cards  for  these 
collections  is  large,  and  it  required  many  hours  research  work  to 
verify  and  look  up  authors)  ; 

Denslow,  Van  Buren,  Why  I  ams  (Why  I  am  a  socialist, 
etc.),  50  cards ;  Schmidel,  Histoire  veritable  d'un  voyage  curieux, 
58  cards ;  Bibles  in  foreign  languages,  about  ISO  in  number,  which 
took  much  time  in  research  and  transliteration.  To  quote  just  a 
few  of  the  languages  and  dialects:  Rarotongan,  Greenland, 
Eskimo,  Malay,  Malayalim,  Gaelic,  Manx,  Chinese,  Modem 
Greek,  Maori,  Persian,  Bulgarian,  Servian,  Russian,  Bhugel- 
khunda,  Manchurian,  Mpongwe,  Ga,  Tahitian,  and  many  others 
in  the  American  Indian  dialects  and  the  dialects  of  India,  etc. 

We  have  not  yet  reached  the  point  where  we  discard  and  lose 
as  many  books  as  we  add  per  year,  but  we're  nearing  it,  this 
year's  record  having  reached  the  high-water  mark  of  49,908 
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volumes  discarded  and  lost,  47,101  having  been  actually  dis- 
carded, 2,053  lost  beyond  peradventure  and  654  lost  and  paid 
for  by  the  borrowers  thereof.  The  cataloguing  of  the  old  col- 
lection of  music  at  Montague  was  completed  this  year,  the  new 
accessions  kept  up  to  date  and  work  has  begun  on  the  Thallon 
Collection,  a  gift  presented  to  the  library  last  year  and  numbering 
about  840  bound  volumes,  comprising  opera  scores  and  works 
of  famous  composers  and  others,  besides  sheet  music  of  every 
description.  The  Schermerhom  recataloguing  is  not  quite 
finished,  though  nearly  so.  Many  more  titles  new  to  the  system 
were  discovered  in  this  collection  during  the  process  of  cata- 
loguing than  had  been  expected  or  suspected.  Other  unexpected 
work,  too,  somewhat  hampered  the  calm  and  even  trend  of  the 
recataloguing,  as  did  also  the  five  months'  absence  on  account 
of  illness  of  one  of  the  well-trained  members  of  the  staff.  The 
Chief  Librarian  and  the  Reference  Librarian  revised  the  collection 
of  reference  and  restricted  books  at  the  Montague  Branch.  About 
2,432  volumes  were  changed  either  from  reference  to  restricted 
or  circulating,  or  from  restricted  to  reference  or  circulating. 
This  necessitated  about  82  days'  work  computed  for  one  assistant, 
and  meant  searching  for  and  changing  the  shelf-list  and  catalogue 
cards  at  Montague  (6,079  in  number),  for  these  books,  writing 
2,432  slips  and  indicating  thereon  the  necessary  changes  that  they 
might  be  duplicated  in  the  union  records,  and  changing  the  mark- 
ing in  the  books  themselves,  the  latter  process  in  particular  ac- 
companied by  much  scraping  and  scratching  of  bindings,  etc., 
and  consuming  much  time  in  the  process.  For  the  books  cata- 
logued and  recatalogued  50,796  catalogue  and  shelf-list  cards 
were  filed,  of  which  6,101  were  printed  cards  obtained  from  the 
Library  of  Congress,  and  44,695  of  which  were  typewritten  be- 
cause unobtainable  at  the  time  from  the  Library  of  Congress. 
The  branches  sent  117,351  catalogue  cards  for  revision  during  the 
year,  of  which  37,109  were  printed  cards,  with  the  necessary  call- 
numbers  and  headings  filled  in  on  the  t)rpewriter.  The  De- 
pository Catalogue  was  augmented  by  51,688  printed  cards, 
43,855  of  which  were  received  from  the  Library  of  Congress, 
7,176  from  the  Harvard  University  Library  and  657  from  the 
Library  of  the  University  of  Chicago,  besides  an  additional  784 
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needed  reference  cards  which  were  prepared  by  this  department. 
The  department  lost  through  illness  and  other  causes  this  year, 
approximately  275  working  days,  computed  for  one  assistant,  an 
entire  working  year.  The  statistics  for  the  entire  library, 
monthly  and  annual,  have  been  compiled  by  this  department  as 
in  the  past,  and  as  usual  the  ordinary  routine  of  the  Department, 
embracing  many  details  of  which  no  adequate  account  can  be 
kept  without  an  undue  expenditure  of  time,  has  kept  pace  with 
the  days  as  they  slipped  down  the  year.  The  various  innovations 
which  were  considered  and  have  been  put  in  practice  this  year  by 
the  Chief  Librarian  concerning  the  time  schedule  and  other 
matters  relating  to  the  greater  comfort,  personal  and  professional, 
of  the  assistants  generally,  have  tended  greatly  to  add  to  their 
happiness  and  contentment  and  consequently  to  their  enthusiasm 
for  their  work.

Reference  Department. 

The  work  of  the  Reference  Department  has  proceeded  with 
but  little  variation  in  the  regular  routine  described  in  previous 
reports.  A  report  at  this  time  naturally  concerns  itself  not  so 
much  with  past  accomplishments  as  with  plans  and  hopes  for 
the  future.  Your  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  two  im- 
portant subjects  relating  to  the  expansion  and  improvement  of 
the  reference  use  of  the  Library. 

I,  Specialization.  The  value  of  specialization  in  reference 
work  has  been  fully  demonstrated  by  the  success  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Sociology,  which  was  established  three  years  ago  in 
separate  rooms  and  with  special  assistants.  The  results  of  this 
specialization  have  been  very  noticeable.  It  brings  all  the  books 
in  a  class  together  where  the  readers  can  find  them  on  open 
shelves.  It  provides  quiet  study  rooms  near  the  books.  It 
insures  expert  assistance  to  readers.    It  makes  it  possible  for 
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assistants  familiar  with  the  literature  of  the  special  subject  to 
keep  close  watch  for  notices  and  reviews  of  new  publications 
to  be  ordered,  and  to  prepare  reference  lists  and  indexes  and 
otherwise  be  ready  to  fill  requests  for  reference  material  quickly. 

This  division  of  the  reference  work  has  not  only  furnished 
better  facilities  for  those  interested  in  the  subjects  included  in 
the  special  department,  but  has  permitted  more  time  and  atten- 
tion to  be  given  to  readers  along  other  lines  in  the  main  reference 
room.  But  with  the  normal  increase  in  the  reference  use  of  the 
Library  as  its  resources  are  becoming  more  widely  known,  and 
the  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  reference  questions 
from  the  branch  libraries,  it  is  not  possible  with  the  small  staff  in 
the  main  reference  room  to  properly  handle  the  work.  There  is 
urgent  need  of  the  development  of  other  special  departments. 

The  constant  demand  at  the  reference  desk,  and  from  the 
branch  libraries,  for  information  on  a  wide  range  of  subjects 
connected  with  manufacturing,  engineering,  and  mechanics,  leads 
to  the  conclusion  that  a  Department  of  Technology  is  the  one 
that  should  next  receive  attention.  With  the  large  number  of 
employees  of  manufacturing  plants,  skilled  mechanics,  engineers, 
architects  and  students  of  technical  schools  which  go  to  make  up 
the  population  of  Brooklyn^  there  is  bound  to  be  a  growing 
demand  for  books  and  files  of  periodicals  dealing  with  the  many 
divisions  of  technology.  Although  separate  rooms  will  not  be 
available  until  the  new  central  building  is  completed,  it  is  not 
too  early  to  begin  the  development  of  this  department.  It  is 
recommended  that  an  assistant  who  has  a  technical  education  be 
appointed  for  this  Vork  as  soon  as  practicable.  Such  an  assist- 
ant could  give  as  much  time  as  necessary  to  aiding  readers  in 
technical  subjects  and  devote  the  remainder  to  developing  the 
department  in  anticipation  of  its  establishment  in  the  new  build- 
ing. 

2.  Reference  Collection.  The  experience  of  the  past  year 
has  confirmed  the  statement  made  in  a  previous  report  that 
Brooklyn  needs  a  large  reference  collection  in  which  one  could 
be  sure  of  finding  always  in  the  library  copies  of  all  its  important 
and  standard  books.  While  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library  enjoys 
the  distinction  of  having  the  largest  circulating  collection  of 
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books  in  the  Greater  City,  the  Reference  Department  finds  itself 
constantly  handicapped  by  the  lack  of  a  stationary  collection. 
The  Borough  of  Brookl3m  with  an  area  of  77  square  miles  has  a 
population  of  considerably  over  a  million  and  half,  making  it 
rank  in  this  respect  ahead  of  every  other  city  in  the  United 
States  except  Chicago.  The  majority  of  the  people  are  engaged 
in  regular  occupations  and  have  but  a  limited  amount  of  time 
at  their  disposal  for  educational  purposes.  The  presence  of 
reference  libraries  in  other  boroughs  of  the  city  is  of  small 
practical  value  to  these  busy  people.  While  the  Brooklyn  Public 
Library  cannot  hope  to  rival  the  New  York  Public  Library  and 
the  large  special  libraries  in  furnishing  facilities  for  extended 
investigation  and  research  work  by  specialists,  it  should  possess 
a  reference  collection  of  sufficient  scope  and  completeness  to 
meet  the  needs  of  any  considerable  portion  of  the  people  of  the 
Borough. 

The  Library  in  its  new  central  building  on  Eastern  Parkway 
will  occupy  a  commanding  position.  Rapid  transit  development 
will  make  it  easily  accessible  from  various  parts  of  the  Borough. 
Grouped  about  will  be  many  other  educational  institutions,  in- 
cluding public  high  schools,  private  schools,  the  Brooklyn 
Museum  and  Botanic  Gardens,  the  projected  Commercial 
Museum,  and  the  affiliated  schools  of  the  proposed  University 
of  Long  Island.  The  reference  library,  fully  equipped  and 
organized,  should  be  ready  to  take  its  place  among  all  these 
other  institutions  at  the  educational  center  of  Brooklyn.

Department  of  Branches  and  Apprentices. 

At  the  close  of  1913,  as  we  visit  our  branches  and  find  our 
reading  rooms  filled  with  readers,  we  are  reminded  of  a  few 
winters  ago  when  the  rooms  were  filled  by  the  unemployed. 
Throughout  the  year,  the  circulation  has  been  increasii^,  both 
small  and  large  branches  reporting  that  it  has  been  harder  to 
carry  the  work  with  the  same  staflf  than  formerly. 
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One  of  the  radical  changes  for  the  year  has  been  the  re- 
duction in  hours.  The  experiment  of  a  40-hour  instead  of  a 
42-hour  schedule  was  tried  and  seemed  to  work  so  well  that 
it  was  made  a  permanent  thing,  and,  with  the  lessening  of  hours, 
the  staff  was  required  to  take  a  longer  lunch  hour.  This  en- 
ables the  members  of  the  staff  to  eat  their  lunch  leisurely  and 
perhaps  take  a  ten  or  fifteen  minute  walk  in  the  open  air.  The 
work  has  not  suffered  by  the  lessening  of  hours,  as  the  mem- 
bers of  the  staff  during  the  hour  of  rest,  have  relaxed  in  every 
way,  have  had  a  change,  and  have  come  back  to  their  tasks  more 
alert,  mentally  and  physically,  and  able  to  concentrate,  thus 
accomplishing  much  better  work. 

Early  in  the  year,  the  Kings  Highway  Station  seemed  a 
real  library.  The  station  was  given  its  own  collection  and  the 
room  was  very  attractive  with  the  shelves  filled  with  books  in 
publishers'  bindings.  The  size  of  the  collection  was  inadequate 
to  the  demand,  so  while  the  station's  new  accessions  have  seemed 
large  for  the  small  quarters,  they  have  been  none  too  large  for 
its  needs. 

The  Sheepshead  Bay  Station  has  been  open  every  week 
day  this  year.  The  circulation  has  not  increased  as  much  as 
we  hoped,  but  the  work  has  been  more  satisfactory  and  the 
public  has  been  better  served.  The  children  now  use  it  for 
reference  work  and  the  adults  enjoy  the  reading  room. 

Conditions  at  the  Brownsville  Branch  have  changed  very 
little  during  the  year.  The  same  congestion  has  existed  in  the 
reading  rooms  and  the  circulation  has  steadily  increased.  The 
work  at  the  Bushwick  Branch  has  changed  somewhat.  Its  ref- 
erence work  has  increased  so  that  it  is  taking  nearly  all  of  one 
person's  time,  which  was  partially  provided  for  by  an  addi- 
tional appointment  just  before  1913  was  ushered  in,  but  with  an 
increase  of  over  41,000  volumes,  one  additional  assistant  is  not 
sufficient. 

Other  branches  that  have  been  hard  pressed  by  increase 
of  work  and  no  extra  appointments  are  Borough  Park,  DeKalb, 
Flatbush,  and  Kensington.  The  Borough  Park  Branch  needs  a 
larger  building  to  do  the  work  required  of  it 
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Early  in  the  year,  students  from  the  Pratt  Institute  Library 
School  and  the  State  Library  School  did  some  of  their  practice 
work  in  our  system.  We  assigned  them  to  our  busy  branches 
where  they  would  have  an  opportunity  to  see  demonstrated  the 
principles  taught  in  theory. 

Death  claimed  two  of  our  staflf  this  year,  Miss  Van  Doren 
and  Miss  Cortelyou.  Miss  Van  Doren  of  the  Sheepshead  Bay 
Station  had  been  with  us  about  ten  years.  No  one  on  our  staff 
would  be  more  missed  by  her  public  than  Miss  Van  Doren. 
She  had  entered  into  their  interests  and  home  life  in  her  quiet 
way  to  a  degree  that  few  would.  Miss  Cortelyou  had  been 
with  us  as  a  children's  librarian  about  seven  years.  Her  staff 
mates  will  often  think  of  her  sweet,  sunny  disposition. 

As  in  previous  years,  those  of  our>3taff  who  could  be  spared 
were  permitted  to  attend  the  library  conferences  at  Atlantic 
City,  Kaaterskill,  and  Lake  George,  as  well  as  our  own  local 
New  York  and  Long  Island  meetings. 

Two  members  of  our  staff  took  the  six  weeks'  summer 
course  in  library  economy  at  the  State  Library  School.  While 
it  meant  giving  up  their  vacation  to  work,  they  received  pleasure 
as  well  as  profit,  and  returned  with  a  broader  outlook. 

The  usual  outside  activities  have  been  carried  on.  Neigh- 
borhood visits  have  been  m^de,  lists  or  interesting  items  re- 
garding the  branch  have  been  sent  to  local  papers,  and  a  few 
branches  have  continued  to  send  a  worker  to  the  factories  once 
a  week.  There  is  a  large  field  for  work  in  the  factories  but  we 
cannot,  with  our  present  staff,  do  any  more  than  we  are  doing. 
This  work  has  to  be  done  during  the  half  hour  allowed  the 
employees  for  lunch.  Some  of  the  factories  have  a  circulation 
of  75  or  more  books  in  this  time. 

Of  the  sixty-five  applicants  who  took  the  entrance  examina- 
tions in  February  and  September,  twenty-eight  passed.  The 
February  Class  finished  the  course  in  September  and  seven  were 
put  on  the  eligible  list  and  three  on  the  substitute  list.  The 
second  class  of  the  year  is  still  in  progress.  The  work  of  the 
Training  Class  has  changed  very  little  since  the  report  of  1912. 
The  class  work  for  the  first  four  months  of  each  course  has 
been  in  charge  of  Miss  Hopkins,  and  has  consisted  of  lectures 
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in  bibliography,  library  economy,  reference  work,  classification, 
cataloguing,  history  of  libraries  and  current  topics.  The  ma- 
jority of  the  members  of  the  classes  of  1913  were  high  school 
girls.  The  class  that  was  graduated  early  in  1913  had  two 
members  of  maturer  years.  Such  leaven  is  good  for  the  class. 
The  younger  mind  often  thinks  quicker  but  does  not  show  the 
judgment  of  the  maturer  mind,  so  one  offsets  and  is  a  spur  to 
the  other. 

One  of  the  classes  visited  Doubleday,  Page  and  Co.'s  pub- 
lishing house  at  Garden  City.  The  students  were  given  every 
attention  and  opportunity  to  ask  questions.  They  had  had  lectures 
on  making  and  binding  books  but  here  they  saw  the  actual  work 
done.  The  ideal  conditions  of  the  plant  impressed  them  as  much 
as  the  work. 

The  Superintendent  has  done  more  branch  visiting  this 
year  than  ever  before.  Some  of  the  visits  have  been  work 
periods  of  an  hour  or  more,  because  of  illnesses  on  the  staff 
and  of  there  being  no  available  substitute  workers.  Even  with 
this  increased  visiting  over  previous  years,  the  Superintendent 
still  feels  that  she  is  spending  too  little  time  at  the  branches, 
but  the  routine  work  takes  a  great  deal  of  time  each  day. 

The  resignations,  transfers  and  promotions  during  the 
year  have  made  changes  in  every  branch  with  four  exceptions. 
These  changes  have  included  branch  librarians,  and  senior  and 
junior  assistants,  and  have  entailed  a  great  amount  of  work. 
To  fill  the  vacancies  caused  by  resignations,  our  eligible  list  has 
been  exhausted  and  our  substitutes  have  many  times  filled  the 
vacancies  for  a  few  weeks  at  a  time. 

With  few  exceptions,  every  branch  in  our  system  needs 
an  additional  worker  during  the  busy  hours  of  the  day.  In- 
creased  circulation  at  a  branch  adds  to  the  work  in  all  depart- 
ments, so  that  the  same  staff  cannot  adequately  attend  to  the 
wants  of  the  public.  The  additional  person  would  mean,  in 
some  cases,  the  difference  between  the  branch  work  being  done 
and  being  done  satisfactorily  to  those  in  charge.

The  home  circulation  of  children's  books  for  the  year  1913 
was  1,661,486. 

The  Library  purchased  24,876  juvenile  books  at  a  cost  of 
$26,035.  In  the  majority  of  cases  these  books  were  sent  to  the 
branches  in  a  specially  durable  binding.  This  accounts  for  the 
average  cost  per  volume  of  over  one  dollar. 

Nine  meetings  of  the  children's  librarians  were  held,  beside 
meetings  of  committees  appointed  to  report  on  special  subjects. 

An  annotated  list  intended  for  the  older  girls  and  called 
"Books  that  girls  like"  was  published.  Many  other  lists  have 
been  multigraphed  and  circulated  from  the  branches. 

The  reading  clubs  have  been  doing  particularly  good  work 
in  influencing  the  reading  tastes  of  the  boys  and  girls. 

The  demand  for  speakers  on  children's  reading  is  greater 
than  can  be  met  in  the  winter  months.  It  is  a  pity  to  neglect 
any  opportunity  of  calling  to  the  attention  of  parents  the  efforts 
the  Library  is  making  to  get  better  books  read  by  the  children, 
for  the  cooperation  of  the  home  is  the  greatest  possible  asset  in 
any  work.  Pressure  of  work  at  the  branches,  however,  makes 
it  impossible  for  the  Superintendent  or  children's  librarians  to 
be  spared  as  freely  as  is  desirable. 

Hundreds  of  juvenile  books,  new  and  old,  have  been  read 
or  examined  by  this  Department.  We  have  made  spasmodic 
attempts  at  keeping  a  record  of  the  amount  of  this  work  ac- 
complished, but  have  invariably  decided  that  to  get  over  the 
ground  quickly  was  of  more  importance  than  to  have  statistics  to 
show  for  work  done,  and  keeping  statistics  consumes  a  great 
deal   of  time. 

More  than  two  hundred  visits  to  branches  were  made  by 
the  Superintendent. 

Thirty-two  lectures  have  been  given  our  Training  Class. 

Four  children's  librarians  resigned  and  these  vacancies,  to- 
gether with  two  holding  over  from  the  previous  year,  were 
filled  by  six  new  appointments.  Of  these,  two  were  filled  from 
our  own  staff  by  promotion,  the  remaining  four  from  library 
schools. 
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Special  study  is  being  given  the  problem  of  training  for 
children's  librarianship  those  junior  assistants  interested  in 
qualifying  for  the  work.  The  need  of  trained  workers  con- 
tinues to  be  inadequately  met.  Whenever  a  branch  numbers  a 
staflF  of  four,  it  is  our  desire  that  one  of  the  four  be  a  children's 
librarian.  We  have  several  branches  calling  for  this  special 
worker,  but  as  yet  we  see  no  prospect  of  securing  even  one  of 
the  four  or  five  needed. 

Lectures  by  the  Superintendent  were  given  at  Toronto  be- 
fore the  Ontario  Library  Association,  at  the  Pratt  Institute 
Library  School,  at  the  State  Library  School  at  Albany,  and  at 
the  Columbia  University  Summer  School  for  librarians. 

A  paper  on  "Values  in  library  work  with  children"  was  read 
at  the  meeting  of  the  American  Library  Association  in  June. 
Many  local  talks  have,  as  usual,  been  given. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  we  never  have  a  full  quota  of 
children's  librarians,  our  work  with  children  steadily  grows 
stronger  and  finer.  This  is  due  to  the  splendid  spirit  of  the 
branch  librarians,  who,  with  the  general  assistants,  put  enthusiasm 
and  sanity  into  this  citizen-making  work.  We  feel  that  we 
have  a  right  to  be  proud  of  the  absence  of  sentimentality  char- 
acterizing the  work  in  Brooklyn  and  of  the  high  standard  of 
behavior  of  the  children  in  the  Library.  We  have  found  that, 
if  children  are  given  a  friendly  welcome  and  good  books,  insist- 
ence on  good  manners  does  not  deter  them  from  coming  to  the 
Library,  but  rather  invites  them  to  come  in  crowds  greater  than 
we  can  accommodate  at  times.

Department  of  Supplies. 

The  year  covered  by  the  following  report  has  been  a  very 
busy  and  interesting  period.  The  work  has  been  greatly  in- 
creased because  of  the  additional  records  and  reports  required 
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by  the  Finance  Department  of  the  City  of  New  York  and  be- 
cause of  the  number  of  improvements  and  repairs  it  has  been 
possible  to  make. 

The  usual  records  have  been  kept,  with  such  additions  and 
amplifications  as  were  required  to  give  the  necessary  informa- 
tion required  by  the  Finance  Department.  These  records  in- 
clude a  stock  record,  giving  amount  of  supplies  distributed  to 
the  several  branches  and  the  monthly  balance  on  hand,  which 
is  checked  with  the  stock  quarterly. 

The  new  reports  to  the  Finance  Department  of  the  City 
of  New  York  included  a  complete  inventory  of  the  equipment 
contained  in  all  the  branches  and  departments  of  the  Library, 
quarterly  reports  of  the  additions  to  and  deductions  from  the 
same  and  a  quarterly  report  covering  all  the  expenditures  from 
supply  accounts,  giving  the  balances  and  stock  on  hand.  The 
inventory  was  taken  and  made  up  by  members  of  the  Sup- 
ply Department,  with  such  assistance  as  could  be  rendered 
by  other  members  of  the  Administration  Department.  The 
work  was  started  January  8th  and  the  inventory  delivered  to 
the  City  on  April  7th.  The  complete  inventory  report  com- 
prised one  hundred  and  fifty-nine  sheets  of  forty  lines  each. 

The  improvements  in  the  physical  conditions  of  the  various 
library  buildings  and  quarters  will  add  to  the  comfort  and  con- 
venience of  both  the  public  and  the  staff. 

The  Department  of  Traveling  Libraries  was  moved  on 
March  20th  from  the  Brooklyn  Bureau  of  Charities  building, 
67  Schermerhom  St.,  to  the  People's  Trust  Company  building, 
100  Herkimer  Street.  The  new  quarters  have  about  four  hun- 
dred square  feet  more  floor  space  than  the  old  and  also  in- 
creased facilities  for  the  comfort  of  the  staff.  The  building  is 
new  and  of  fire-proof  construction.  The  main  room  has  much 
better  natural  light  than  the  old  quarters  had,  and  the  Depart- 
ment is  more  conveniently  located,  being  only  two  blocks  from 
the  Administration  Building.  Much  time  is  saved  by  the  assist- 
ants in  their  daily  traveling  to  and  from  the  Administration 
Department  to  consult  the  Union  Catalogue. 
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Fourteen  branches  were  equipped  with  electric  fans  and  five 
branches  with  screens.  The  Kings  Highway  Station,  Browns- 
ville, Bushwick,  East,  and  Flatbush  Branches  were  equipped 
with  screens  for  all  the  windows  and  doors.  Estimates  were 
secured  for  screening  all  of  the  Carnegie  buildings,  but  owing 
to  lack  of  an  appropriation,  it  was  possible  to  complete  only  the 
five  mentioned,  which  were  considered  most  in  need  of  the  pro- 
tection. 

The  grounds  of  the  Fort  Hamilton  Branch  was  improved  by 
a  brick  retaining  wall,  with  a  six-foot  iron  fence  around  the 
entire  building.  The  entire  interiors  of  City  Park,  Macon,  and 
Leonard  Branches  were  redecorated.  Considerable  repair  work 
was  done  in  twelve  other  branches,  principally  painting,  decorat- 
ing and  roofing,  in  addition  to  the  numerous  incidental  repairs 
of  all  kinds,  which  are  being  made  continually.  Practically  all 
of  the  work  required  for  repairs  to  the  steam-heating  plants 
and  some  repairs  of  other  kinds  have  been  made  by  the  library 
engineer.  The  janitors  of  the  various  buildings  also  have  been 
able  to  make  a  number  of  small  repairs. 

At  the  East  Branch,  alterations  were  made  to  the  leader 
lines,  and  backwater  valves  were  installed,  in  December  of  1912, 
to  prevent  the  sewer  water  from  backing  up  and  flooding  the 
basement  of  the  building,  during  heavy  rains.  Up  to  the  present 
time,  no  floods  have  occurred  from  this  source.  The  same 
trouble  has  occurred  at  several  of  the  branches,  and  it  has  been 
possible  to  make  alterations  of  a  similar  nature  at  the  Browns- 
ville, Fort  Hamilton,  and  Greenpoint  Branches,  where  the 
worst  floods  occurred. 

Additional  space  has  been  provided  for  bound  newspapers 
in  the  basement  of  the  Pierrepont  Street  addition  of  the  Mon- 
tague Branch.  Approximately  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  of 
shelving,  seven  feet  high,  with  individual  shelves  for  each  volume 
were  erected.  On  the  face  of  this  shelving  canvas  curtains 
were  hung  for  protection  from  dust.  New  lighting  equipment 
was  also  installed  to  adequately  light  these  shelves. 

A  new  automobile  and  a  new  mimeograph  for  the  Adminis- 
tration Department  were  purchased,  the  old  machines  in  both

cases  being  traded  as  part  payment.  Two  new  hot-water 
heaters  have  been  purchased  for  the  Prospect  and  Brownsville 
Branches.  Thirty  adult  chairs  were  purchased  for  the  Williams- 
burgh  Branch  to  equip  an  additional  study-room  for  students. 
Twelve  chairs  were  purchased  for  the  Astral  Branch  to  replace 
worn-out  equipment 

A  contract  for  approximately  one  thousand  four  hundred 
tons  of  coal  was  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder  in  May  for  the 
year  from  May  1,  1913,  to  April  30,  1914.  This  contract,  which 
was  the  same  as  the  one  for  the  previous  season,  contains  re- 
quirements for  laboratory  tests  of  each  delivery  above  twenty- 
five  tons  and  penalties  where  the  quality  falls  below  the  speci- 
fied standard.  Samples  have  been  taken  and  tests  made  ac- 
cordingly, which  show  the  coal  to  be  in  most  cases  above  stand- 
ard requirements.  Estimates  were  secured  for  furnishing 
printing  and  stationery,  and  orders  awarded  to  the  lowest  bid- 
der for  a  year's  supply.  Provisions  are  contained  in  the  speci- 
fication for  reordering,  if  required,  at  the  contract  price.  These 
estimates  included  three  hundred  thousand  postals  and  one  mil- 
lion two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  printed  forms  of  various 
kinds. 

On  accoimt  of  the  increased  work  and  growth  of  the  de- 
partment, an  additional  clerk  was  engaged  in  March,  Miss  Irene 
O'Neill  being  appointed.  During  the  same  month,  Thomas 
Bums  resigned  as  stock  clerk  and  Barney  Heimbinder  was  ap- 
pointed to  fill  the  vacancy.  There  have  been  resignations  of 
two  janitors,  and  new  appointments  made  at  the  Borough  Park 
and  Bushwick  Branches.  The  number  of  cleaners  has  been  in- 
creased by  one  new  appointment  at  the  Schermerhom  Branch. 
This  appointment  makes  it  possible  to  have  a  cleaner  each  day 
at  the  Leonard  and  Schermerhorn  Branches.  Previously,  one 
cleaner  had  been  working  on  alternate  days  at  the  two  branches, 
which  was  insufficient.

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Department  of  Traveling  Libraries. 

The  Department  of  Traveling  Libraries  has  again  made 
some  decided  advances  in  its  various  lines  of  work.  It  has  con- 
tinued to  widen  its  scope  and  to  make  substantial  gains  in  circu- 
lation. A  large  majority  of  its  old  borrowers  have  been  re- 
tained and  at  the  same  time  traveling  library  facilities  have 
been  extended  to  a  considerable  number  of  new  organizations 
and  institutions.  According  to  our  records,  1,374  libraries,  in- 
cluding those  renewed,  were  issued  during  the  year,  an  increase 
of  35  per  cent,  over  1912;  excluding  those  renewed,  the  number 
of  libraries  sent  out  to  borrowers  is  1,156,  as  compared  with 
840  for  1912.  In  the  1,374  libraries  issued,  67,467  voltunes  were 
contained,  and  the  total  use  made  of  them,  both  in  the  building 
of  the  organization  and  at  home,  amounted  to  180,929,  an  in- 
crease of  32,988  over  1912.  Our  records  show,  furthermore, 
that  69  new  organizations  were  registered  in  1913,  and  that  at 
the  close  of  the  year,  334  libraries  were  out  on  loan  to  245  dif- 
ferent organizations  and  institutions,  the  highest  mark  yet 
reached  by  the  Department. 

A  descriptive  account  of  the  data  in  the  detailed  report  to 
be  found  in  Appendix  I,  reveals  a  number  of  interesting 
facts.  For  one  thing,  it  will  be  noted  that  the  work  with  the 
business  houses  and  industrial  concerns  has  been  extended.  In 
addition  to  such  establishments  as  Abraham  and  Straus,  the  H. 
Batterman  Co.,  and  the  E.  W.  Bliss  Co.,  obtained  as  borrowers 
last  year,  we  now  have  Frederick  Loeser  &  Co.,  Inc.,  A.  I. 
Namm  &  Son,  Blanchard  Bros.,  Inc.,  the  American  Manufactur- 
ing Company,  W  C.  Ritchie  &  Co.,  and  Montgomery  Ward  & 
Co.,  which  has  recently  started  a  large  branch  mail-order  house 
in  Brooklyn.  The  last  three  named  were  not  secured  until  early 
fall,  but  already  their  circulation  returns  are  showing  great  ap- 
preciation of  traveling-library  facilities.  At  W.  C.  Ritchie  & 
Company's  factory,  for  instance,  where  their  social  worker  has 
supervision  of  the  library,  there  was  a  circulation  of  421  from 
the  first  100  volumes,  covering  the  initial  two-month  period.  On 
the  first  100  volumes  sent  to  Montgomery  Ward  &  Co.,  a  circu- 
lation of  492  was  reported,  and  since  their  collection  has  been 
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increased  to  300  voltiines.  With  few  exceptions,  the  manage- 
ments of  Brooklyn  business  concerns  are  cordially  welcoming 
the  introduction  of  traveling  libraries  and  are  cooperating  with 
us  in  extending  its  benefits. 

In  connection  with  our  activity  at  the  industrial  and  com- 
mercial organizations,  separate  mention  should  be  made  of  the 
factory  stations.  No  increase  was  made  in  the  number  of  such 
agencies,  but  this  was  due  in  a  measure  to  the  fact  that  we  did 
not  have  workers  enough  to  justify  further  extension  in  this 
field.  In  two  instances  at  least,  the  management  of  factories, 
employing  each  about  1,500  hands,  would  have  undoubtedly 
allowed  us  to  install  factory  stations,  could  we  have  spared  the 
time  of  a  library  assistant.  The  best  results  were  obtained  at 
the  two  Kayser  factories  on  Taaffe  Place,  one  having  a  circula- 
tion of  3,874  for  the  year,  an  average  of  77  volumes  per  day  of 
issue,  and  the  other  having  a  circulation  of  2,457,  making  a  daily 
average  of  51  volumes.  Taken  as  a  whole,  10,903  volumes  were 
circulated  through  the  medium  of  factory  stations. 

The  work  with  the  schools  was  promoted  as  usual.  All  the 
high  schools,  with  the  exception  of  two,  were  supplied  with 
traveling  libraries,  made  up  largely  according  to  requests  sent  in 
by  high-school  librarians  and  teachers.  Altogether,  the  liigh 
schools  obtained  from  the  Department  2,044  volumes.  To  the 
Girls'  High  School,  a  special  collection  on  vocational  guidance 
was  again  sent  for  the  use  of  a  high-school  teacher's  committee. 
Just  before  the  Christmas  holidays,  a  traveling  library  of 
specially  illustrated  children's  books  was  loaned  for  exhibition 
purposes  to  the  Brooklyn  Teachers'  Training  School.  Adelphi 
College  also  requested  several  special  collections  from  us,  one 
being  on  American  literature  and  another  on  eugenics  and  bi- 
ology. Public-school  teachers  and  principals  have  likewise 
called  upon  us  for  aid,  stating  that  their  regular  class  libraries 
were  inadequate  for  the  needs  of  their  pupils.  Our  activity  with 
private  schools  has  also  been  extended.  In  the  fall,  an  exten- 
sive canvass  was  made  of  the  parochial  schools,  with  the  result 
that  we  now  have  nine  such  institutions  on  our  list  of  bor- 
rowers. 
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Somewhat  closely  related  to  the  school  work  is  that  with 
the  vacation  playgrounds  and  evening-recreation  centers.     Last 
summer,  traveling  libraries  were  sent  to  thirty-six  different  play- 
grounds, after  a  consultation  with  the  principals  as  to  the  needs 
of  their  particular  localities.    The  new  basis  for  circulation,  as 
agreed  upon  last  year,  was  again  brought  to  their  attention  and 
the  results  of  this  were  seen  in  the  circulation,  for  the  returns 
showed  a  decrease  of  6,000,  as  compared  with  1912,  although 
exactly  the  same  number  of  traveling  libraries  was  issued  to  the 
playgrounds.    The  curtailment  of  the  evening-recreation  center 
work  has  likewise  been  showing  itself  in  our  returns.    A  num- 
ber of  the  centers  are  open  this  year  only  two  nights  a  week, 
and,  besides,  the  working  force  has  been  cut  down,  so  that  travel- 
ing libraries  cannot  be  used  so  effectively  as  heretofore. 

The  Department  has  rendered  considerable  service  also  to 
various  clubs  and  associations,  either  by  assembling  special  col- 
lections on  subjects  of  particular  interest  to  them,  or  else  by  sup- 
plementing the  club  library.  For  example,  a  collection  on  ancient 
history  was  sent  to  the  Alexandrian  Literary  Club,  another  on 
Hebrew  life  and  customs  was  sent  to  the  Hebrew  Historical 
Society,  and  still  others  to  the  Brooklyn  Engineers*  Club,  the 
CoUimbian  Club  of  Long  Island,  the  National  Women's  Life 
Saving  League,  and  the  Visitation  Parish  Club.  The  Y.  W.  C. 
A.  Library  was  supplemented  by  a  loan  of  225  specially  re- 
quested books. 

Under  the  same  arrangements  as  last  year,  all  the  police- 
station  houses  and  all  the  fire-engine  companies  in  Brooklyn 
have  been  supplied  with  traveling  libraries.  In  the  case  of  the 
police,  the  circulation  reports  continue  to  be  a  problem,  for  in- 
complete returns  are  sent  in,  although  in  many  instances  special  ^ 
requests  are  sent  in  for  particular  books.  With  the  firemen, 
much  better  results  are  obtained,  and  greater  interest  is  shown 
in  reading.  On  account  of  the  steady  demand  for  certain  books 
of  particular  interest  to  firemen,  we  shall  probably  be  forced  to 
have  a  special  collection  of  these  books,  just  as  has  been  done 
in  the  case  of  the  police  precincts. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  interesting  developments  in  the 
Department's  activity  has  been  that  with  several  unique  classes

of  borrowers.  Traveling  libraries  containing  books  on  scout- 
craft,  outdoor  life,  and  handicraft,  as  well  as  selected  adventure 
stories,  were  loaned  to  a  niunber  of  boy-scout  troops,  and  plans 
are  under  way  whereby  this  work  is  to  be  greatly  extended. 
Five  summer  camps,  composed  of  Brooklyn  residents,  availed 
themselves  of  traveling  library  privileges.  From  one.  Camp 
Wopowog,  a  circulation  of  547  was  reported  on  the  100  volumes. 
Then,  as  a  further  illustration  of  the  diversity  of  borrowers 
now  using  traveling  libraries,  mention  should  be  made  of  the 
fact  that  five  steamships  are  regularly  obtaining  books  for  their 
officers  and  crew.  These  vessels  belong  to  the  American-Ha- 
waiian Steamship  Co.,  and  are  engaged  chiefly  in  South  Ameri- 
can trade,  with  Brooklyn  as  their  home  port. 

The  interchange  service  has  shown  another  increase,  the 
total  number  of  requests  sent  in  from  the  branches  being  55,261, 
an  advance  of  8  per  cent,  over  last  year.    Our  records  show,  in 
addition,  that  40,797  or  74  per  cent,  of  the  requests  were  filled, 
leaving  14,464  tmfilled,  of  which  10,843  were  for  books  found 
to  be  not  in  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library.    We  were  able  to  ob- 
tain 66  per  cent,  of  the  books  immediately  from  the  shelves  of 
other  branches,  while  the  remaining  34  per  cent,   had  to  be 
secured  by  means  of  interbranch  reserves.    In  the  fall,  a  rather 
important  change  was  made  in  the  manner  of  filling  interchange 
requests.     Careful  observation  proved  that  the  results  of  using 
the  Montague  and  Schermerhom  catalogues  as  a  sort  of  double 
check   on   the   work   done   at   the   Union  Catalogue,  no  longer 
justified  the  time  spent.     It  was  found,  further,  that  many  of 
the  requests  could  be  filled  just  as  well  at  other  branches,  in- 
stead of  throwing  the  greater  bulk  of  the  work  on  the  central 
collection  at  Montague.    Accordingly,  it  was  determined  to  tele- 
phone first  to  the  branches,  and  then  to  fall  back  upon  Montague 
for  such  requests  only  as  had  not  been  obtained  elsewhere.    So 
far,  the  plan  has  worked  out  quite  successfully;  the  burden  of 
the  interchange  work  has  been  distributed  more  equally;  the 
branches  are,  in  many  cases,  getting  their  books  earlier,  for  by 
telephoning  in  the  morning,  we  enable  them  to  send  the  books 
the  same  day  by  the  library  expressman;  and,  incidentally,  an 
economy  of  time  is  eflFected  for  this  Department.

In  the  case  of  the  foreign  books,  the  systematic  plan  of 
circuits  applied  to  the  German  collection,  has  continued  to  show 
marked  advantages  over  the  old  plan.  The  French  collection 
has  not  yet  been  put  on  the  circuit  system,  but  new  titles  have 
been  ordered  and  it  is  planned  to  have  the  books  in  this  language 
working  on  the  same  basis  as  the  German  early  in  the  year. 
The  steady  call  for  Italian  books  would  indicate  also  that  this 
collection  must  be  put  on  the  same  system  very  soon. 

In  Appendix  I,  will  be  found  a  detailed  report  of  the  num- 
ber of  discards  sent  to  the  various  institutions  that  take  these 
books  from  us.  The  branches  now  send  to  this  department  only 
such  books  as  are  considered  in  fit  condition  for  further  use  at 
institutions,  and  they  dispose  of  the  others  directly. 

Mention  should  be  made  also,  in  concluding,  of  the  benefits 
both  to  the  work  and  to  the  staflF,  that  have  arisen  from  the 
removal  of  the  Department  to  the  new  location  at  Herkimer 
Street  and  Nostrand  Avenue.  Although  it  is  now  somewhat 
removed  from  the  center  of  the  business  district,  it  is  neverthe- 
less more  accessible  to  the  outlying  parts  of  the  city.  Besides, 
the  more  pleasant  surroundings  of  the  new  quarters,  together 
with  the  improved  equipment,  make  for  more  effective  and  effi- 
cient work.

Deposit  Stations. 

The  deposit  station  system  is  now  four  years  old  and  con- 
tinues to  serve  a  public  in  the  outlying  districts  of  the  city  not 
covered  by  our  branches. 

The  stations  in  the  main  have  shown  an  increased  use,  but 
three  out  of  the  four  which  have  been  running  over  three  years 
have  had  a  slight  drop  in  circulation.  As  a  similar  drop  was 
noted  a  few  years  ago  in  the  branches  after  a  number  of 
Carnegie  buildings  had  been  opened,  the  same  reason  no  doubt 
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holds  good  in  the  case  of  the  deposit  stations.  We  shall  there- 
fore look  for  a  gradual  increase  in  the  future  and  a  more  steady 
and  real  growth. 

The  three  new  stations  opened  in  December,  1912,  and 
January,  1913,  have  not  equalled  in  circulation  the  Kings  High- 
way Station,  which  was  made  a  permanent  station  late  in  1912. 
Avenue  J  and  Bush  Terminal  Stations,  the  one  opened  in  Janu- 
ary and  the  other  in  September,  1913,  did  not  prove  altogether 
satisfactory  and  were  closed  in  November  and  December  re- 
spectively. Early  in  May,  Leflferts  Park  Station  was  removed 
to  its  present  quarters,  next  door  to  the  old  location  in  the 
Melville  Arcade.  This  is  our  largest  station.  The  advisability 
of  the  move  is  apparent  in  the  increased  use  of  the  station,  es- 
pecially by  the  children.  This  station  reports  the  largest  juve- 
nile circulation  of  any,  almost  one-half  of  the  total. 

A  large  amount  of  credit  for  the  success  of  the  station 
service  is  due  the  station  keepers  for  their  hearty  and  continu- 
ing cooperation.  The  popularity  of  the  stations  and  the  in- 
creased population  of  the  districts  along  the  line  of  the  subway 
extension  promises  a  steady  increase  for  the  future.  We  now 
have  on  file  some  half-dozen  requests  for  new  stations,  which 
cannot  be  opened  on  account  of  lack  of  funds.  Let  us  hope 
that  the  very  reasonable  demands  of  these  now  unsupplied 
neighborhoods  may  be  granted  next  year.  We  hope,  however, 
that  some  intensive  work  can  be  done  in  the  time  heretofore 
spent  in  drilling  the  workers  in  routine  work. 

We  have  to  report  91,261  volumes  used  by  borrowers  as 
against  96,669  circulated  last  year.  2,562  borrowers  were 
r^stered,  making  a  totel  registration  of  8,458.  The  collection 
now  numbers  7,413  volumes.

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PRESIDENrS  REPORT. 

To  the  Honorable  John  Purroy  Mitchel,  Mayor, 

and  to  the  Honorable  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment, 
of  the  City  of  New  York, 

Gentlemen: — On  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  I  beg 
to  present  the  report  of  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1914. 

Full  particulars  of  the  work  of  the  Library  will  be  found 
under  the  appropriate  headings.  The  year  shows  a  normal  in- 
crease in  all  branches  of  the  work. 

We  are  still  without  the  advantages  of  our  Central  Build- 
mg.  The  foundation  of  the  Flatbush  Avenue  wing  of  this 
structure  was  completed  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  For  nine 
months  this  ccmipleted  section  of  the  foundation  has  been  left 
exposed  to  the  elements,  with  the  result  of  a  certain  amotmt  of 
deterioration  in  the  work  and  a  larger  amount  of  disappoint- 
ment in  the  minds  of  our  citizens.  In  reply  to  the  estimates 
required  by  the  Budget  Committee  for  the  present  year,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  have  again  asked  for  $500,000  for  the  pur- 
pose of  canying  this  wing  so  far  toward  completion  that  it  may 
be  ready  to  house  the  valuable  reference  books  now  located  in 
Montague  Street  in  a  building  without  fire  protection,  and  for 
such  administrative  work  as  is  now  being  conducted  in  the  build- 
ing at  Brevoort  Place  whose  lease  will  expire  in  1916.  Again 
we  press  this  request,  not  only  that  we  may  meet  the  needs  of 
our  Library,  but  also  that  our  city  may  satisfy  a  public  senti- 
ment of  growing  importance.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT. 

January  2,  1915. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Gentlemen: — ^The  seventeenth  annual  report  of  the  libra- 
rian is  herewith  submitted,  showing  the  work  of  the  Brooklyn 
Public  Library  during  the  last  library  year. 

All  departments  of  the  institution  report  large  increases. 
This  applies  to  home  circulation  of  books,  work  with  schools, 
reference  work,  and  the  distribution  of  travelling  libraries. 

For  the  first  time  since  consolidation  of  the  Brooklyn  libra- 
ries, a  decision  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  defining  the  powers 
of  the  Library  Trustees  was  made  public.  It  brought  out  very 
clearly  the  relations  existing  between  the  City  and  Trustees,  and 
by  its  terms  enabled  the  Administration  Conunittee  to  come  to 
a  satisfactory  agreement  with  the  Budget  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Estimate  regarding  the  segregation  of  the  annual  ap- 
propriation. 

At  the  American  Library  Association  Council  meeting  in 
1913,  the  Librarian  of  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library  presented 
the  question  of  the  desirability  of  greater  uniformity  in  pre- 
paring statistics  as  they  appear  in  library  reports.  The  matter 
was  referred  to  a  committee  for  consideration,  and  at  the  Chi- 
cago Meeting  in  December,  1914,  a  favorable  report,  containing 
many  excellent  suggestions,  was  made  by  the  committee.  The 
action  taken  at  that  meeting  was  of  a  most  important  character 
and  will  have  far-reaching  results,  as  over  one  hundred  libraries 
agreed  to  include  in  their  annual  reports  a  table  presenting  statis- 
tics in  such  form  as  to  admit  of  easy  comparison,  library  by 
library.  By  a  study  of  such  tables  it  will  be  possible  in  the 
future  to  compare  and  estimate  the  value  of  different  classes  of 
work  in  different  libraries. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  reports  submitted  by  the  super- 
intendents, containing,  as  they  do,  the  details  of  the  several  de- 
partments. 

Branches. 

It  is  now  twelve  years  since  the  question  of  a  central  library 
building  was  first  agitated,  and  at  this  writing  the  only  progress

made  is  the  completion  of  the  f oundaticm  for  the  Flatbush  Ave- 
nue Wing.  The  fact  that  $175,000  has  been  put  into  a  hole  in  the 
ground  ought  to  make  it  easy  /or  the  Trustees  to  convince  the 
Board  of  Estimate  of  the  wisdcmi  and  economy  of  appropriating 
money  sufficient  to  ccmiplete  this  wing.  The  need  for  the  Central 
Building  is  impressed  upon  us  more  forcibly  year  by  year,  as 
our  collection  at  Montague  increases  in  number  and  value,  and 
as  our  facilities  for  administration  at  26  Brevoort  Place  decrease 
in  efficiency  and  accommodation.  The  lease  for  the  latter  build- 
ing expires  in  1916. 

Here  is  an  institution  owning  property  worth  over  three 
million  dollars,  and  expending  over  $500,000  annually,  obliged 
to  pursue  its  work  in  cramped  quarters,  and  liable  at  any  time 
to  lose  the  most  valuable  part  of  its  possessions  by  fire.  The 
danger  from  fire  was  brought  home  to  us  last  winter  when  the 
building  of  the  Morristown  (N.  J.)  Public  Library,  with  its 
valuable  contents  of  books,  pamphlets,  and  manuscripts  relating 
to  New  Jersey,  was  totally  destroyed. 

We  shall  feel  easier  when  the  Montague  collection  is  housed 
in  a  fireproof  building. 

Two  new  Carnegie  buildings.  Eastern  Parkway  and  Browns- 
ville Children's  Branch,  were  opened  during  the  year,  the  first 
on  July  7th,  and  the  second  on  September  24th. 

The  erection  of  the  new  Children's  Library  and  the  division 
of  the  work  of  the  Brownsville  section  between  the  two  branches 
revolutionized  conditions  at  the  older  branch. 

As  soon  as  possible  after  the  removal  of  the  children's  de- 
partment to  the  new  building,  the  room  in  the  old  building  for- 
merly occupied  by  the  children  was  arranged  for  an  adult  read- 
ing room.  It  seemed,  for  a  short  time,  that  having  this  added 
space,  together  with  the  reading  room  in  the  gallery,  we  should 
have  ample  accommodations,  but  the  congestion  this  winter  was 
greater  even  than  usual. 

The  adult  members  of  this  community  have  seemed  to  think 
that  most  of  our  interest  was  in  the  Children's  Department,  due 
probably  to  the  overwhelming  number  of  children  using  the 
branch,  but  they  now  realize  that  there  is  a  place  here  for  them. 
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As  the  information  spreads  among  the  200,000  inhabitants  of 
this  district  that  there  is  a  library  where  they  may  come  for 
reading  and  study,  a  place  where  the  newly-arrived  immigrant 
may  get  books  in  his  own  tongue  and  later  find  those  which  help 
him  in  his  efforts  to  learn  the  language,  laws,  and  customs  of 
his  adopted  country,  a  greater  realization  comes  to  librarians 
of  the  meaning  and  educational  value  of  the  library  to  a  com- 
munity composed  largely  of  borrowers  of  foreign  birth  or 
parentage. 

The  crowd  in  the  reading  room  at  the  Bushwick  Branch 
has  also  been  beyond  the  ability  of  the  staff  to  handle  com- 
fortably. At  times,  twenty  to  thirty  people  would  be  seen  stand- 
ing or  walking  around,  waiting  for  a  vacant  chair.  On  Sundays 
and  holidays  it  was  necessary  to  open  the  children's  room  for 
adult  readers,  and  even  with  these  added  accommodations,  the 
chairs  in  both  rooms  were  always  occupied. 

The  site  selected  for  the  new  Eastern  Parkway  Branch  being 
within  easy  walking  distance  of  the  Albany  Heights  Branch,  it 
was  at  first  felt  that  the  new  branch  mig^t  entirely  replace  the 
older.  The  statistics  of  circulation,  however,  show  that  the 
opening  of  the  new  branch  has  had  little  effect  upon  the  older 
branch.  Xhe  present  quarters  are,  however,  too  small  to  be 
entirely  satisfactory,  and  it  is  hoped  that  early  in  the  year  a  new 
location  for  the  Albany  Heights  Branch  may  be  selected. 

No  relief  was  found  during  the  year  for  the  congestion  at 
Ridgewood  and  Tompkins  Park  mentioned  in  last  year's  report. 
So  long  as  these  branches  are  required  to  carry  on  their  work 
under  existing  limitations,  we  cannot  be  expected  to  meet  the 
reasonable  requirements  of  the  public  as  well  as  though  we  were 
in  a  suitable  building  with  adequate  space  and  facilities. 

Similar  conditions  are  to  be  found  at  Sheepshead  Bay  and 
Kings  Highway  Stations,  the  rooms  at  both  places  being  so 
overcrowded  with  children  at  times  as  to  prevent  adults  from 
using  the  reading  room. 

These  conditions  are  tmfortunate,  but  cannot  be  remedied 
until  more  money  is  provided  for  larger  quarters. 

During  the  year,  the  neighborhood  reports  prepared  in  1909

were  corrected  and  brought  up  to  date.  The  principal  changes 
occurred  in  the  outlying  districts,  where  there  were  large  build- 
ing operations  and  a  marked  increase  of  populati(m  in  anticipa- 
tion of  improved  transit  facilities  soon  to  be  realized.  (Borough 
Park  and  Kensington  report  the  greatest  development  in  their 
respective  communities.) 

Conditions  in  most  of  the  communities. remain  about  the 
same  as  was  noted  at  the  time  of  the  original  report,  the  older 
residents  of  the  section  giving  way  gradually  to  foreigners,  and 
these  foreigners  of  one  nationality  being  in  turn  replaced  by 
those  of  another. 

This  fact  was  clearly  brought  out  in  another  manner.  Bor- 
rowers whose  cards  had  expired,  and  whose  applications  had 
not  been  renewed  within  three  months,  were  notified  by  mail, 
and  the  resources  of  the  library  again  called  to  their  attention. 
Twenty  per  cent  of  the  cards  so  sent  out  were  returned  by  the 
post-office  as  undelivered,  owing  to  removal  from  the  neighbor- 
hood. 

This  constant  shifting  indicates  clearly  the  marked  differ- 
ence between  the  work  of  a  public  library  in  a  section  of  a  great 
city  such  as  New  York  and  that  of  the  library  in  a  small  town 
or  city  of  a  corresponding  population. 

In  the  latter,  the  library,  through  its  years  of  conscientious 
work,  comes  to  have  an  established  place  in  the  community  and 
to  make  its  influence  more  and  more  strongly  felt.  With  us,  a 
large  part  of  the  time  of  our  librarians  must  be  spent  in  ac- 
quainting new  borrowers  with  the  resources  and  methods  of  our 
library,  in  gaining  their  confidence,  and  fostering  their  reliance 
upon  the  library  for  help. 

Books  and  Binding. 

Out  of  a  total  of  86,079  books  added  during  the  year,  7,519 
titles  were  new  to  the  library.  The  amount  spent  for  the  pur- 
chase of  books,  $152,165,  was  larger  than  in  any  previous  year, 
and  the  average  cost  per  volume  was  a  little  more  than  last  year, 
owing  to  the  accession  of  many  expensive  reference  books 
$8,356  were  spent  for  periodicals,  and  $26,503  for  binding. 
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Before  the  librarian  went  to  Europe  last  summer  to  attend 
the  Oxford  Meeting  of  librarians  and  the  International  Exhibi- 
tion of  Book  Industries  at  Leipzig,  a  thorough  examination  was 
made  of  second-hand  book  dealers'  catalogues  with  a  view  to 
adding  needed  volumes  to  our  collection. 

Prom  these  catalogues  a  list  was  compiled  including  over 
3,000  volumes,  representing  forty  dealers.  In  addition,  want- 
lists  of  odd  volumes  and  out-of-print  books  were  sent  to  the 
trade  generally,  with  the  request  to  lay  aside  such  books  for 
the  inspection  of  the  librarian  upon  his  arrival.  Orders  were 
placed  in  Naples  and  Rome,  but  war  being  declared  on  August 
1,  they  were  cancelled  at  once  and  no  more  books  purchased. 

Cataloguing. 

The  total  number  of  volumes  in  the  library  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  808,787,  of  which  86,079  were  added  and  catalogued 
during  1914. 

The  Chief  Cataloguer  was  granted  a  leave  of  absence  irom 
February  through  May,  to  conduct  the  course  in  Cataloguing  at 
Simmons  College,  Boston.  The  work  of  the  Department  is  so 
well  organized  that  the  first  assistant.  Miss  Tobey,  and  the  cata- 
loguing staff  had  no  difficulty  in  carrying  the  work  during  the 
Chief  Cataloguer's  absence,  and  the  arrangement  was  of  mutual 
benefit  to  Simmons  Collie  and  the  Brookl)m  Public  Library. 

In  gifts,  the  library  received  3,851  bound  and  unbound 
voltunes,  and  7,712  pamphlets. 

With  the  usual  generosity,  the  publishers  of  Brooklyn  news- 
papers furnished  bound  copies  for  the  reference  use  of  readers. 

Circulation. 

The  circulation  for  the  year  falls  5,119  short  of  5,000,000, 
being  4,994,881.  It  shows  an  increase  of  410,984  over  the  fig- 
ures of  the  previous  year. 

A  little  over  48%  of  this  increase  is  attributable  to  the 
opening  of  two  new  buildings,  Eastern  Parkway  and  Brownsville 
Children's  branches,  the  balance  (211,663)  being  due  to  an  in- 
creased use  in  the  older  branches.  Beyond  the  above  explana- 
tion, no  direct  cause  can  be  assigned  for  the  increase,  although 
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it  may  be  ascribed  in  part  to  the  large  number  of  men  out  of 
employment  by  reason  of  the  war  in  Europe. 

All  but  six  branches  report  an  increase  for  the  year.  Wil- 
liamsburgh  reports  the  largest  increase  among  the  ok!  branches, 
51,800;  the  next  largest  being  Bushwick,  with  a  gain  of  20,527. 

The  transfer  of  children's  work  from  the  Brownsville 
Branch  to  the  Brownsville  Children's  Branch  naturally  occa- 
sioned a  big  drop  in  the  circtdation  at  the  former.  The  loss, 
it  is  believed,  will  soon  be  made  up  by  a  marked  increase  in 
the  use  of  the  branch  by  adults.  This  is  already  shown  by  the 
fact  that  the  registration  figures  for  the  year  are  only  sixty  less 
than  those  for  1913. 

The  opening  of  the  Eastern  Parkway  Branch  drew  away 
some  of  the  borrowers  from  the  Albany  Heights  Branch  and 
resulted  in  a  decrease  in  circulation;  not  so  large,  however,  as 
was  anticipated.  The  circulation  at  the  Eastern  Parkway 
Branch,  c^ned  in  July,  jumped  from  6,016  in  July  to  18,913 
in  December,  over  half  of  which  was  juvenile. 

The  Montague  Branch  reported  a  decrease  of  11,345  in  the 
use  of  adult  fiction,  the  reason  for  which  cannot  be  satisfactorily 
explained.  This  is  offset  in  a  measure  by  a  gain  in  non-fiction, 
so  that  the  net  decrease  of  only  5,819  is  not  so  formidable. 

The  other  branches  to  report  a  decrease  are  Bay  Ridge, 
Carroll  Park,  and  Winthrop. 

Of  the  83,463  borrowers'  cards  which  expired  during  the 
year,  only  24,616  were  renewed.  As  stated  previously,  approx- 
imately 20%  of  those  who  fail  to  renew  their  application  have 
moved  from  the  locality,  but  here  again  no  satisfactory  explana- 
tion can  be  given  with  regard  to  the  other  80%.  The  number  of 
borrowers  r^stered  during  the  year  was  21,893  larger  than 
during  the  preceding  year,  the  total  number  of  registered  bor- 
rowers at  the  end  of  the  year  being  330,210. 

Children's  Department 

The  most  important  happening  of  the  year  was  the  opening 
of  the  Brownsville  Children's  Branch,  the  first  library  building 
in  the  world  to  be  devoted  entirely  to  children. 
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Crowded  conditions  at  the  old  Brownsville  Branch  made 
it  necessary  to  provide  additional  accommodations  for  readers 
in  the  rapidly  growing  community,  either  by  an  addition  to  the 
old  building  or  by  an  entirely  new  building.  After  due  con- 
sideration it  was  decided  to  place  a  new  branch  within  short 
walking  distance  of  the  old  one,  the  one  to  be  for  children  of 
the  primary  and  grammar  grades,  the  other  for  adults  and  high 
school  pupils. 

Then  came  the  planning  of  the  new  building,  credit  for 
which  is  due  in  a  large  measure  to  Miss  Clara  W.  Hunt,  Super- 
intendent of  the  Children's  Department. 

Her  description  of  the  building  follows: 

"Certain  requirements  stood  out  prominently  in  considering 
the  floor  plans,  namely:  that  we  must  get  inside  the  building, 
if  possible,  those  long  lines  of  children  who  had  had  to  wait, 
out  of  doors,  their  turn  at  loan  desk  or  registration  desk;  that 
the  loan  and  registration  desks  must  be  rather  widely  separated, 
to  relieve  congestion  at  one  place ;  that  circulating  and  reference 
work  must  be  on  the  main  floor,  club  rooms  on  the  second  floor ; 
that  the  main  floor  must  be  one  great  open  room,  except  for 
low  book-case  partitions  dividing  working  and  reference  sections 
from  the  principal  book  and  reading  room  space.  This  great 
unencumbered  floor  space  would  mean  perfect  supervision,  the 
free  passing  of  the  children  from  one  place  to  another  without 
too  great  congestion  in  any  one  spot,  and  the  elimination  of 
difliculties  incident  to  managing  hundreds  of  children  on  stair- 
ways. 

"A  careful  examination  of  the  floor  plans  will  show  how 
we  divide  the  crowd  into  two  diverging  lines  at  the  entrance 
vestibule ;  how  the  shape  and  placing  of  the  loan  and  registration 
desks  permit  long  lines  of  children  to  come  in  under  cover ;  how 
the  exit,  though  in  the  same  vestibule  as  the  entrance,  is  by  a 
diflFerent  door,  thus  preventing  the  incoming  and  outgoing  crowd 
from  interfering  with  one  another. 

"Sound  deadening  floor  coverings,  all  push  buttons  out  of 
reach,  rounded  comers  to  projections  that  might  bruise  small 
limbs — every  possible  precaution  has  been  taken  in  the  furnish- 
ing to  help  relieve  assistants  of  nervous  wear  and  tear  in  man- 
aging the  children. 

"The  architectural  style  of  the  building  is  Collegiate  Gothic. 
This  seems  peculiarly  appropriate  to  an  educational  institution, 
and  since  Tom  Brown's  Rugby  is  a  Collegiate  Gothic  building, 
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sentiment  makes  it  seem  even  more  fitting  for  a  children's  library 
in  which  the  famous  story  holds  a  place  of  honor. 

"On  the  exterior  of  the  building  are  carvings  of  Alice's 
rabbit,  of  King  Arthur's  sword  in  the  anvil,  of  Mercury's  staflf, 
of  Aesop's  crow,  and  other  designs  suggesting  famous  tales 
upon  the  shelves  within.  As  the  children  enter  the  building 
they  will  find  in  the  door-handle  a  jolly  little  face  grinning  up 
at  them.  On  the  arms  of  specially  designed  oak  settles  are 
delightful  little  rabbits'  heads.  The  Rookwood  fireplace  tiles 
picture  a  castle  beyond  a  forest.  It  is  hoped  that  in  time  the 
exterior  surroundings  will  be  in  keeping  with  the  beauty  of  the 
building  itself.  The  Park  Department  has  promised  to  set  out 
shade  trees  next  spring.  We  hope  to  have  the  walls  covered 
with  ivy,  and  if  possible  ivy  with  a  'story,'  if  we  can  obtain 
shoots  from  places  famous  and  interesting  to  children.  Other 
special  decorative  features  are  as  yet  unsettled,  but  they  are  not 
forgotten,  and  will  be  supplied  in  the  course  of  time." 

Tntveling  Libraries.  * 

Year  by  year  this  department  extends  its  field  of  usefulness 
by  reaching  a  larger  number  of  borrowers  through  clubs,  soci- 
eties, and  other  associations. 

172  more  traveling  libraries,  sent  to  35  additional  organiza- 
tions, increased  the  circulation  from  180,924  to  214,584,  most 
of  this  increase  coming  through  commercial  houses  and  element- 
ary schools. 

Books  from  this  department  were  also  supplied  to  Sunday 
schools  and  other  church  institutions,  who  find  our  libraries 
useful  in  supplementing  their  own  collections. 

The  interchange  work,  supervised  by  this  department, 
whereby  books  are  loaned  by  one  branch  to  another,  continued 
to  show  an  increase,  no  less  than  59,944  books  being  transferred 
in  this  way  to  accommodate  readers. 

The  number  of  deposit  stations  remains  the  same  as  last 
year,  owing  to  lack  of  appropriation;  but  applications  are  on 
file  for  the  establishment  of  such  stations  in  a  number  of  the 
outlying  districts  of  the  Borough. 

Cooperation  wifli  Schools* 

Two   of   our   Branches — East   and    City    Park — have    co- 
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operated  with  the  schools  in  their  vicinities  in  the  experiments 
which  are  now  being  tried  by  the  Board  of  Education  under  what 
is  known  as  the  "Gary  plan  of  Pre-vocational  work." 

Under  this  plan,  the  school-hours  are  divided  into  two  units, 
the  facilities  for  industrial  education  increased,  and  the  academic 
and  industrial  work  brought  into  closer  and  dearer  relations 
with  each  other.  The  scheme  also  more  distinctly  recognizes 
the  relation  of  the  school  to  the  community,  and  contemplates  a 
wider  use  of  school  buildings,  playgrounds,  and  libraries. 

One  or  two  classes  are  sent  to  the  library  in  school- 
hours  with  their  teachers,  and  are  given  short  talks  by  the  libra- 
rian on  the  meaning  and  use  of  books,  and  are  also  instructed 
in  the  use  of  the  catalogue,  reference  books,  indexes,  etc.,  as 
well  as  shown  how  to  look  up  special  subjects  assigned  to  them 
by  their  teachers. 

Children  of  the  lower  grades  are  given  individual  instruc- 
tion in  the  proper  treatment  of  books  and  helped  to  look  at 
picture  books  intelligently.  The  librarian  also  tells  stories  to 
these  groups  of  younger  children. 

So  far  as  the  library  is  concerned,  the  experiment,  which  is 
only  an  extension  of  work  already  done,  has  shown  both  the 
desirability  and  the  possibility  of  a  closer  co-operation  with  the 
teachers  and  pupils  of  the  city.  The  plan  as  tried  in  these  two 
branches  has  brought  some  to  the  library  who  would  not  other- 
wise have  come,  and  who  have  expressed  surprise  at  finding 
what  the  library  had  to  oflfer. 

Such  an  opportunity  as  this  the  Library  has  long  sought, 
and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  staff  of  the  lihrarj'  is  not  large 
enough  to  allow  the  unrestricted  use  of  library  buildings  during 
school  hours.  With  our  present  force,  however,  we  are  not 
able  to  care  for  more  than  one  or  two  classes  during  the  morn- 
ing, and  even  this  has  been  at  the  sacrifice  of  some  routine  work. 

The  experiment  has  undoubtedly  opened  the  way  for  a 
better  understanding  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  as  to  what 
the  library  has  to  offer,  and  has  shown  the  library  more  clearly 
in  what  ways  it  can  be  of  definite  service  to  the  teachers.  We 
sincerely  trust  that  money  will  be  pro\  ided  to  develop  the  work 
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alread>  started  and  to  extend  it  to  other  branches  and  schools 
of  the  Borough. 

The  recommendations  of  possible  ways  of  co-operation  be- 
tween the  libraries  and  the  schools  made  to  the  committee  of 
the  Board  of  Estimate,  to  which  reference  was  made  in  the 
1912  report,  were  discussed  with  the  Superintendent  of  Schods, 
and  a  copy  thereof  sent  to  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation. This  suggested  other  ways  in  which  effective  work 
might  be  done,  and  is  in  line  with  the  plans  at  present  under 
consideration  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

The  relation  between  the  libraries  and  the  hi^  school  libra- 
rians and  teachers  of  the  city  has  always  been  most  cordial. 

The  erection  of  the  new  Bushwick  High  School,  and  the 
establishment  of  High  School  Annexes  in  several  sections  of  the 
city,  brought  a  large  number  of  branches  into  direct  contact 
with  the  high  school  work,  and  afforded  the  opportunity  for  an 
increased  reference  use  of  the  branches. 

At  the  Williamsburgh  Branch,  the  equipment  of  a  large 
.room  on  the  second  floor  as  a  reference  room  for  the  students 
of  the  Eastern  District  High  School  has  resulted  in  closer  co- 
operation with  the  High  School. 

Publications. 

Frederick  W.  Kilboume,  Ph.  D.,  who  filled  the  position  of 
Editor  of  Publications  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner  for  five 
years,  resigned  in  September  to  accept  a  more  advantageous 
position  in  Meriden,  Conn.  His  place  was  filled  in  December 
by  the  appointment  of  Louis  N.  Feipel,  formerly  assistant  libra- 
rian at  the  Naval  Academy,  Annapolis. 

Mr.  Feipel  reports  as  follows: 

"The  work  of  the  Office  of  Editor  of  Publications  has  been 
conducted  on  the  same  lines  as  heretofore.  The  Quarterly  Bul- 
letin of  new  books  added  to  the  Library  has  appeared  regularly. 
A  new  edition  of  a  list  entitled  "Books  That  Girls  Like"  was 
prepared  and  widely  circulated.  In  connection  with  a  Shake- 
speare Exhibit  held  by  the  Library  in  celebration  of  the  350th 
anniversary  of  his  birth,  a  noteworthy  list  of  books  on  Shake- 
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speare  was  prepared  and  published.  For  the  convenience  of 
our  great  Hebrew  and  Russian  population,  a  list  of  the  Hebrew, 
Yiddish,  and  Russian  books  in  the  Library  was  printed  in  those 
languages.  "Good  Reading  for  Vacation/'  a  four-page  leaflet, 
was  issued  to  meet  the  needs  of  readers  during  the  hot  summer 
months.  Eleven  special  lists  prepared  in  the  Children's  Depart- 
ment were  likewise  seen  through  the  press. 

"In  addition  to  these  various  printed  lists,  a  large  number 
of  lists  on  timely  topics  were  prepared  and  run  off  on  the  multi- 
graph  and  mimeograph.  These  included  weekly  reading  lists 
on  select  subjects  and  monthly  bulletins  of  interest  to  teachers, 
social  workers,  and  students  of  public  affairs. 

"Items  of  public  interest  relating  to  the  activities  of  the 
Library  were  regularly  written  up  and  sent  to  the  newspapers 
for  publication." 

ExfaibUs. 

Several  important  exhibits  were  held  in  the  library  during 
the  year. 

In  February,  an  exhibition  of  the  Better  Books  of  the  year, 
which  had  been  on  view  at  the  Eagle  Information  Bureau,  was 
transferred  to  the  Bedford  Branch  of  the  Library,  where  it  re- 
mained for  two  weeks.  The  books  were  collected  by  the  Pub- 
lishers' Cooperative  Bureau,  and  comprised  about  1,000  of  the 
leading  publications  of  the  year,  as  well  as  some  interesting 
manuscripts  and  original  illustrations. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  same  month,  material  entering 
into  "The  Making  of  a  Book"  was  displayed  by  means  of  a 
series  of  photographs  and  charts  at  the  Montague  Branch.  These 
had  been  gathered  and  mounted  by  Charles  Scribner's  Sons, 
and  covered  each  step  from  the  preparation  of  the  manuscript 
through  the  casting  of  type,  electroplating,  making  of  the  original 
illustrations,  etc.,  to  the  printing  and  binding  of  the  book.  Books 
in  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library  relating  to  the  various  processes 
of  printing  and  binding  were  exhibited  at  the  same  time. 

As  a  part  of  the  celebration  of  the  3S0th  anniversary  of 
the  birth  of  Shakespeare,  the  library  showed  a  rich  collection 
of  Shakespeareana.     This  consisted  of  volumes  owned  by  the

library,  comprising  various  editions  of  Shakespeare's  works, 
bibliographies,  criticisms,  etc.,  and  also  a  number  of  rare  and 
valuable  books  loaned  to  the  library  by  Brooklyn  collectors. 
Among  the  latter  were  a  number  of  first  editions  of  single  plays 
and  a  copy  of  the  famous  first  folio  of  1623. 

All  of  these  exhibitions  attracted  considerable  attention  and 
were  well  attended  and  appreciated. 

A  Committee  of  the  American  Library  Association  pre- 
pared and  arranged  an  exhibition  of  library  work  in  America, 
which  was  sent  to  Leipzig,  Germany,  to  be  included  in  the  In- 
ternational Exhibition  of  Book  Industries  and  Graphic  Arts. 
The  material  was  collected  from  all  over  the  United  States  and 
Canada,  and  most  of  the  preparation  was  done  in  a  room  at  the 
Bedford  Branch  loaned  to  the  Association  for  the  purpose.  As 
part  of  the  contribution  of  this  Library  to  the  exhibit,  the  Board 
had  a  model  of  the  Carroll  Park  Branch  prepared,  which  was 
sent  as  typical  of  the  branch  or  small  library  building  in  this 
country.  The  model  showed  very  satisfactorily  the  interior 
architectural  treatment  and  arrangement. 

The  completed  exhibit  at  Leipzig  received  favorable  com- 
ment and  was  awarded  the  first  prize.  Unfortunately,  the  out- 
break of  the  war  prevented  fifty  Americans  who  had  started 
for  Europe  from  visiting  the  exhibition;  but  as  the  exhibit  has 
been  returned  to  this  country,  it  is  hoped  that  many  will  see 
it  at  the  Panama-Pacific  Exhibition  in  San  Francisco. 

In  addition  to  the  material  contributed  by  the  Library  to 
the  American  Library  Association  exhibit,  this  Library  in  con- 
junction with  the  other  libraries  of  the  city  prepared  an  exhi- 
bition showing  the  Library  activities  of  the  City  of  New  York, 
which  is  to  be  displayed  in  the  Municipal  Bidding  erected  by  the 
City  of  New  York  at  San  Francisco. 

Auditoriums. 

The  use  of  the  auditoriums  nearly  doubled  after  the  modi- 
fication of  rules  and  reduced  scale  of  prices  went  into  effect. 
517  engagements  were  made  for  1914,  as  compared  with  280 
ior  1913.  The  Board  of  Education  held  243  lectures  in  library 
auditoriums  during  the  year;  and  65  public  meetings  and  126 
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meetings  of  clubs  or  societies  were  held  in  the  evenings,  and  83 
in  the  afternoons. 

All  study  rooms  were  continuously  occupied  after  school 
hours  by  clubs,  debating  societies,  and  committees. 

The  more  liberal  policy  adopted  by  the  Board  has  been 
24)preciated  by  the  public,  and  through  the  more  extended  use 
of  the  auditoriums  the  branches  have  become  more  closely 
identified  with  neighborhood  affairs. 

Ttaining  Classes. 

With  the  completion  of  the  spring  term,  the  plan  for  co- 
operation between  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library  and  the  Pratt 
Institute  was  terminated.  This  action  was  made  necessary  be- 
cause the  number  of  students  taking  the  normal  course  at  the 
Library  School  was  not  large  enough  to  warrant  its  continu- 
ance. 

Miss  Julia  A.  Hopkins,  who  had  had  charge  of  the  normal 
course  and  training  class  combined,  was  engaged  by  the  Trus- 
tees as  Principal  of  the  Training  Class  of  the  Brooklyn  Public 
Library,  and  began  her  work  with  the  class  formed  in  Sep- 
tember, 1914. 

In  general  the  course  of  instruction  was  the  same  as  that 
given  the  two  previous  classes,  but  theoretical  instruction  and 
practical  training  were  more  closely  correlated.  Under  the  new 
scheme,  the  first  month  is  devoted  entirely  to  theoretical  in- 
struction; the  last  month  is  spent  entirely  in  practice  at  the 
branch  libraries ;  and  during  the  five  intervening  months,  fifteen 
hours  a  week  are  given  to  practice  work  at  the  branches  and 
twenty-five  hours  to  class  work  and  study. 

The  present  class  consists  of  twenty-two  students,  who  thus 
far  have  done  excellent  work. 

In  addition  to  training  candidates  for  admission  to  the  lowest 
grade  of  the  library's  service,  we  included  this  year  a  special 
course  for  children's  librarians.  Admission  to  this  course  re- 
quires a  somewhat  broader  foundation  than  that  demanded  of 
candidates  for  admission  to  the  general  course. 

The  course  of  study  covers  a  period  of  nine  months,  and 
in  addition  to  general  courses  in  Library  Economy,  Bibliography, 
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Reference  Work,  etc.,  includes  lectures,  problems,  and  required 
reading  in  Children's  Literature,  and  methods  of  work  with 
children. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  train  the  candidates  for 
positions  as  children's  librarians  in  the  branch  libraries,  gradu- 
ates being  expected  to  accept  appointment  in  the  Brooklyn  Public 
Library. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  new  departure  was  not  well 
advertised,  only  one  student  took  the  full  course,  but  twenty 
members  of  the  Library  Staff  attended  the  lectures  in  their  own 
time. 

With  the  establishment  of  these  two  courses,  it  is  hoped  that 
the  most  pressing  needs  of  the  library  for  additional  assistants 
will  be  met,  and  it  is  intended  as  time  goes  on  to  broaden  the 
scope  in  order  that  all  members  of  the  staff  who  desire  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  privilege  may  have  the  opportunity  to  better 
prepare  themselves  for  the  higher  grades  of  service. 

Staff. 

The  day  after  Christmas  and  New  Year's  falling  on  Satur- 
day, the  Executive  Committee  voted  to  keep  holiday  hours  on 
those  days,  opening  the  library  only  from  two  to  six  P.  M. 

By  this  arrangement,  one-half  of  the  staff  was  enabled  to 
be  away  from  active  duty  from  Thursday  night  to  Monday 
morning,  and  the  reports  show  that  appreciation  was  sincere, 
and,  more  important,  that  the  public  suffered  no  inconvenience; 
in  fact,  many  readers  expressed  gratification  at  the  action  of 
the  Committee. 

For  the  first  time,  the  rule  adopted  by  the  Trustees  in 
February  allowing  an  extra  month's  vacation  to  employees  who 
had  been  in  service  ten  years  was  put  into  effect.  It  was  pos- 
sible to  grant  this  privilege  to  only  seventeen  out  of  the  twenty- 
eight  who  were  entitled  to  it,  as  the  full  number  could  not  be 
arranged  for  without  detriment  to  the  service.  There  is  no 
question  of  the  wisdom  of  this  policy,  as  every  one  who  took 
the  vacation  came  back  in  much  better  physical  condition  than 
before,  and  showed  very  plainly  the  good  effects  of  the  two 
months'  vacation. 
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The  assistant  librarian  and  two  members  of  the  staff 
attended  the  State  Library  Association  meeting  at  Ithaca,  while 
twenty-three  represented  the  library  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
American  Library  Association  at  Washington,  in  May. 

Fifteen  planned  to  go  to  Europe  during  the  stmimer  to 
visit  the  Leipzig  International  Exhibition  of  Book  Industries 
and  the  Graphic  Arts,  and  to  attend  the  library  meeting  to  be 
held  at  Oxford  the  last  week  in  September.  All  but  three 
reached  Europe;  only  two  visited  Leipzig;  and  the  Oxford  meet- 
ing was  postponed  on  account  of  the  war. 

In  addition  to  the  change  of  Editors  mentioned  elsewhere, 
the  following  transfers  have  been  made: 

Mrs.  Flora  de  Gogorza  was  transferred  from  the  Leonard 
Branch  to  take  charge  of  the  new  Brownsville  Children's  Library, 
and  her  place  was  filled  by  Miss  McDowell  of  the  Winthrop 
Branch.  Mrs.  Estelle  Jackson,  for  many  years  Branch  Librarian 
of  the  Albany  Heights  Branch,  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  new 
Eastern  Parkway  Branch. 

Miss  Julia  A.  Hopkins,  formerly  of  the  Pratt  Institute  Free 
Library  Staff,  was  appointed  Principal  of  the  Training  Class. 

Twenty-nine  members  of  the  Staff  resigned  during  the  year, 
most  of  the  number  being  in  the  lower  grades  of  service,  and 
left  the  library  to  secure  better  positions  elsewhere. 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  record  the  death  of  Miss  Leila 
M.  Kaiser,  assistant  in  charge  of  the  Concord  Station.  Miss 
Kaiser  had  been  connected  with  the  Library  for  over  seven  years 
and  had  done  an  effective  work  at  the  Concord  Station. 

Concltision. 

As  a  last  word,  the  Librarian  would  like  to  emphasize  the 
need  for  action  by  the  Trustees  in  securing  adequate  quarters 
for  the  Administration  Department  of  the  library  before  the 
lease  on  26  Brcvoort  Place  expires  in  April,  1916,  and  in  placing 
the  valuable  Montague  collection  in  a  fireproof  building.

A  review  of  the  selection  and  purchase  of  books  for  1914 
shows  cause  for  both  satisfaction  and  regret.  The  number  of 
volumes  handled,  as  well  as  the  total  expenditures  for  books 
and  binding,  was  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  Library.  With 
no  increased  assistance,  however,  it  was  impossible  to  accomplish 
much  more  than  the  absolutely  necessary  routine  involved  in 
the  preparation  of  orders  for  the  dealers,  the  assignment  of 
books  to  the  various  branches,  and  the  checking  of  bills.  Un- 
fortimately,  we  were  ccxnpelled  to  lay  aside  much  of  the  work 
which  we  had  hoped  to  accomplish  in  1914,  and  to  abandon  for 
the  time  being  such  matters  as  the  disposal  of  accumulated 
"dead-wood"  in  the  branches,  the  comparison  of  the  binding  of 
exceptionally  difficult  books,  and  even  to  some  extent  the  "fol- 
low-up'' system  for  outstanding  orders.  If  an  additional  assist- 
ant is  obtained  for  1915,  these  arrears  can  be  brought  up  to  date. 

During  the  year,  the  original  stock  of  books  for  two  new 
branches  was  purchased.  An  attempt  was  made  to  obtain  as 
many  as  possible  of  the  adult  books  for  Eastern  Parkway  Branch 
from  second-hand  sources.  3,098  volumes  of  the  5,500  desired 
were  so  purchased,  at  an  average  cost  of  65  cents, — ^a  saving  of 
over  50%,  or  about  $2,000.  Such  books  included  many  of  the 
more  expensive  reference  works,  such  as  Grove's  Dictionary  of 
Music,  the  Catholic  Encyclopaedia,  etc.  The  average  cost  of  all 
books  purchased  for  Eastern  Parkway  was  almost  exactly  $1.00 
per  volume.  On  the  other  hand,  the  juvenile  books  purchased 
for  Brownsville  Children's  Branch  averaged  $1.27  per  volume, 
the  increased  cost  being  due  to  the  fact  that  these  volumes  were 
purchased  in  special  library  binding,  on  account  of  the  hard  use 
to  which  they  are  subjected.  Furthermore,  it  is  not  feasible  to 
buy  children's  books  in  the  second-hand  market,  owing  to  the 
uniformly  poor  condition  of  such  books.

The  total  expenditures  are  over  $23,000  greater  than  last 
year.  The  average  cost  per  volume  for  all  books  purchased 
during  1914  was  $1.24,  as  compared  with  $1.17  for  1913, 
$1.15  for  1912,  and  $1.24  for  1911.  The  average  cost  varied 
from  $1.05  per  volume  (for  duplicates  and  replacements)  to 
$12.57  (for  the  expensive  books,  for  which  the  endowment 
funds  are  used).  The  increased  average  cost  was  again  caused 
by  a  large  increase  in  the  books  bought  in  special  library  binding. 
Many  more  expensive  reference  books  were  purchased  during 
the  year,  and  the  acquisitions  from  the  endowment  funds  also 
averaged  more  than  in  previous  years. 

During  the  year,  91,527  volumes  were  ordered,  and  36,959 
slips  were  filled  out,  copied,  and  filed  in  the  order  drawer.  Of 
the  above,  1,240  volumes  were  ordered  for  the  Duplicate  Pay 
Collection,  requiring  288  order  slips;  and  14,715  books  were 
bought  at  special  sales,  requiring  10,555  order  slips.  There  was 
a  decrease  during  the  year  in  the  number  of  volumes  bought 
from  second-hand  sources,  in  spite  of  the  large  purchases  from 
such  sources  for  the  Eastern  Parkway  Branch.  This  decrease 
was  caused  by  the  lack  of  assistance  to  check  the  second-hand 
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catalogues  for  rare  books  wanted  at  the  Montague  Branch. 
Little  progress  can  be  made  in  the  building  up  of  our  central 
collection  at  Montague,  in  so  far  as  the  older  books  are  con- 
cerned, until  the  present  force  is  enlarged.    The  pressure  of  the 

essential  daily  routine  leaves  no  time,  at  present,  even  for  the 
preparation  of  want  lists  of  out-of-print  books  desired  at  Mon- 
tague.

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During  the  year,  40,622  volumes  (exclusive  of  periodicals) 
were  bound,  at  an  average  cost  of  57  cents,  as  compared  with 
59  cents  the  preceding  year;  1,590  volumes  of  periodicals  and 
newspapers  from  Montague  Branch  were  bound,  at  an  average 
cost  of  $1.44;  806  volumes  of  periodicals  from  the  other  branches 
were  bound,  at  an  average  cost  of  $1.13.  The  total  number  of 
volumes  rebound  exceeded  the  number  of  any  previous  year, 
the  average  cost  being  slightly  less  than  in  1913.  The  compara- 
tive value  of  the  work  of  various  binders  was  summarized  last 
year.  An  investigation  was  begun  this  year  to  ascertain  results 
of  various  methods  of  binding  in  the  case  of  certain  classes  of 
books  of  unsatisfactory  paper.  It  has  been  found  impossible, 
however,  at  the  present  time,  to  reach  any  general  conclusion. 

Of  the  volumes  bought  from  second-hand  sources  and  placed 
in  the  stock  room,  6,919  volumes  were  supplied  to  the  branches 
during  the  year,  at  an  average  cost  of  44  cents.  Of  the  18,800 
volumes  on  our  annual  fiction  replacement  order,  over  9,000 
were  supplied  from  stock  or  directly  from  second-hand  dealers, 
at  an  average  cost  of  34  cents,  as  compared  with  an  average 
cost  of  over  90  cents  per  voltune  had  the  books  been  purchased 
in  the  regular  way.

Cataloguing  Department 

The  year  1914  has  witnessed  the  opening  of  two  new  Car- 
negie branches,  and  it  devolves  upon  this  department  to  record 
in  its  report  the  work  of  cataloguing,  etc.,  and  preparing  for 
circulation  the  7,960  and  7,716  volumes  respectively  which  made 
so  brave  a  showing  on  the  shelves  at  the  two  formal  openings 
of  the  Eastern  Parkway  and  Brownsville  Children's  branches. 
Including  these  additions,  the  department  prepared  and  sent  to 
the  various  branches  in  the  system  86,079  volumes  (an  increase 
of  4,972  volumes  as  compared  with  last  year),  of  which  9,084, 
comprising  7,519  titles,  were  new  to  the  Library.  Among  the 
new  titles,  429  were  fiction,  embracing  the  most  important 
novels  of  the  year.    Of  the  grand  total  mentioned  above,  2,926 
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volumes  were  books  in  foreign  languages,  1,016  being  Yiddish, 
437  German,  287  French,  249  Italian,  244  Lithuanian,  179  Polish, 
170  Swedish,  130  Danish,  59  Russian,  40  Spanish,  35  Hebrew, 
28  Portuguese,  3  Dutch,  2  Bohemian,  1  Armenian,  1  Hungarian, 
1  Servian,  and  44  books  for  the  blind. 

These  accessions,  or  additions,  to  the  Library  involved  the 
usual  routine  work  of  accessioning,  classifying,  assigning  subject 
headings,  union  shelf  listing  and  union  cataloguing,  ordering  and 
receiving  Library  of  Congress  cards,  writing,  arranging,  and 
filing  the  union  shelf  list  and  union  catalogue  cards  into  the 
union  shelf  list  and  union  catalogue,  and  in  addition  the  branch 
cataloguing  of  all  books  in  foreign  languages,  of  all  documents 
and  other  difficult  books,  of  the  15,676  volumes  with  which 
Eastern  Parkway  and  Brownsville  Children's  opened,  as  well 
as  the  mechanical  preparation  of  the  latter  for  the  shelves, 
necessitating  stamping,  cutting  leaves,  pocketing,  carding,  letter- 
ing, and  labelling  them,  the  filing  of  their  branch  shelf  list  and 
catalogue  cards,  about  40,000  in  number,  and  taking  the  inven- 
tory of  each  collection  before  the  branch  opening.  The  largest 
share  of  books  during  the  year  fell  to  the  lot  of  the  Montague 
branch,  8,993  volumes,  only  1,605  of  which  were  duplicates, 
while  Sheepshead  Bay  Station  received  but  337. 

The  books  discarded  from  the  Library,  including  the  "dead- 
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wood"  at  the  various  branches  (and  so  recorded  in  the  union 
records  during  the  year)  numbered  34,754  volumes;  while  the 
number  of  volumes  lost  by  borrowers,  and  paid  for  by  them, 
amounted  to  741,  the  number  lost  but  not  paid  for,  to  2,422, 
and  the  number  of  volumes  missing  from  the  shelves,  to  4,126, 
a  total  of  42,043  volumes  removed  from  circulation.  This 
leaves  a  g^and  total  of  808,787  volumes  in  active  use  at  the 
branches,  an  actual  increase  of  but  43,291  added  to  last  year's 
record,  if  we  deduct  the  volumes  discarded  and  lost  from  the 
accessions  of  the  year,  and  add  the  745  lost  ones  that  were 
restored. 

The  work  of  recataloguing  the  collection  at  the  Schermer- 
hom  Branch  received  a  set-back  this  year  in  the  resignation,  on 
accotmt  of  illness,  of  the  special  assistant  detailed  to  devote  her 
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entire  time  to  this  work.  But  we  can  report  the  main  part  of 
the  work  completed  (the  comparison  with  the  union  catalogue 
of  each  title,  the  classification  and  cataloguing  of  those  not 
found  therein,  etc.),  which  leaves  only  the  more  clerical  part 
of  the  work  to  be  done,  the  writing  of  the  cards  and  the  letter- 
ing, etc.,  of  the  books. 

A  total  of  57,661  Library  of  Congress  cards  were  ordered 
by  this  department  and  sent  to  the  various  branches  with  the 
books.  Of  this  number,  the  new  branches  (Eastern  Parkway 
and  Brownsville  Children's)  received  respectively  11,033  and 
3,998.  About  12,408  cards  were  obtained  from  the  Library  of 
Congress  for  the  union  catalogue,  and  these,  added  to  those 
which  had  to  be  typewritten,  totalling  38,054,  were  alphabetized 
and  filed  into  the  catalogue,  as  were  the  7,519  cards  into  the 
union  shelf  list.  87,194  cards  were  received  from  the  various 
branches  and  revised.  37,425  cards,  including  27,485  from  the 
Library  of  Congress,  8,268  from  Harvard  University  Library, 
and  1,672  from  University  of  Chicago  Library,  were  received, 

arranged,  and  filed  into  the  depository  catalogue.

Reference  Department. 

The  report  of  the  Reference  Department  covers  the  work 
carried  on  in  the  general  reference  room,  the  sociology  room,  and 
the  periodical  and  patent  room.  The  latter  contains  the  cur- 
rent volumes  of  450  periodicals  and  44  newspapers,  and  also 
the  patent  publications  of  the  United  States,  England,  and  Can- 
ada. An  improvement  in  the  equipment  of  this  room  was  re- 
cently made  by  the  addition  of  several  new  racks  for  display- 
ing the  current  numbers  of  magazines.  Nearly  all  magazines 
except  the  most  expensive  are  placed  on  open  racks,  an  arrange- 
ment much  appreciated  by  the  general  reader,  who  is  thus  en- 
abled to  examine  a  large  variety  of  articles  and  select  those  he 
may  wish  to  read.  The  same  argument  does  not  apply  in  the 
case  of  the  daily  newspapers,  since  one  usually  wishes  a  paper 
from  a  definite  locality  and  can  easily  ask  at  the  desk   for 
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the  one  desired.  This  method  has  proved  satisfactory  and 
has  not  caused  hardship  or  dissatisfaction  to  bona  fide  readers, 
and  has  at  the  same  time  resulted  in  a  falling  off  in  the  num- 
ber of  undesirable  frequenters. 

The  general  reference  room  has  on  open  shelves  a  collec- 
tion of  several  thousand  volumes,  including  encyclopedias,  dic- 
tionaries, handbooks,  atlases,  and  the  standard  reference  books 
of  all  classes.  In  addition  to  the  reference  books  in  this  room, 
there  is  available  for  reference  purposes  from  other  secticms 
of  the  building  a  circulating  collection  numbering  upwards  of 
200,000  volumes,  and  also  a  large  pamphlet  collection  and  the 
publications  of  the  United  States  Government. 

No  attempt  is  made  to  keep  a  record  of  the  number  of  read- 
ers or  volumes  used  in  this  room,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  dur- 
ing the  past  year  the  numbers  have  been  fully  up  to  the  nor- 
mal. The  work  itself  has  been  of  the  usual  varied  character. 
It  is  probably  true  that  a  majority  of  users  do  not  wish  to 
make  extended  study,  and  the  work  of  the  librarian  consists 
of  directing  them  to  the  proper  handbook  or  encyclopedia,  or 
assisting  them  in  selecting  a  good  book  or  magazine  article  on 
the  subject  desired.  On  the  other  hand,  considerable  research 
and  compilation  of  a  high  order  have  been  done  by  users  of 
the  department.  Among  those  who  have  been  noted  by  mem- 
bers of  the  staflF  during  the  past  year  have  been  the  winner 
of  the  David  A.  Wells  prize  offered  by  Williams  College,  two 
men  who  have  been  working  on  the  revision  of  the  New  In- 
ternational Encyclopedia,  an  editor  of  publications  for  a  well 
known  local  publishing  house,  an  author  and  compiler  of  chil- 
dren's books  whose  name  is  familiar  to  librarians,  an  author 
of  a  regimental  history,  a  book  illustrator,  compilers  of  statistics 
for  the  Eagle  Almanac,  and  writers  of  articles  for  newspapers 
and  magazines. 

If,  instead  of  selecting  from  the  whole  year,  the  subjects 
studied  on  any  one  day  are  taken,  they  will  show  an  equally 
wide  range.  The  following  subjects  are  a  few  that  came 
to  the  attention  of  the  staff  on  the  day  this  report  was 
written:  assaying  of  diamonds;  lubricating  oils;  Piatt  Amend- 
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ment  to  Act  Concerning  Relations  of  United  States  with  Cuba; 
criticisms  of  the  writings  of  Seumas  MacManus;  Norman  in- 
fluence on  English  literature;  Franco-Spanish  Treaty  (1912) 
concerning  Morocco;  civil  status  of  Ceuta,  Morocco;  Tissot 
paintings  of  Life  of  Christ ;  New  York  laws  respecting  morgues ; 
foot  and  mouth  disease;  follicular  mange;  color  photography; 
laws  governing  charitable  institutions  of  New  York  City ;  finger- 
ring  design;  Japanese  embroidery;  steam  engineering;  compara- 
tive value  of  clay  lands  in  different  states  and  market  prices 
of  the  clays;  architecture  and  furnishings  of  colonial  dining 
rooms. 

An  important  feature  of  the  reference  work,  is  selecting 
books  on  various  subjects  to  be  loaned  to  branch  libraries  at  re- 
quest of  their  borrowers.  There  has  been  a  marked  increase 
in  the  number  of  such  requests,  the  recorded  instances  for  1914 
being  3,496  as  compared  with  2,741  in  the  previous  year.  In 
addition,  many  queries  were  answered  over  the  telephone,  of 
which  no  record  was  made.  Many  selected  lists  of  books  on 
special  subjects  have  been  compiled  in  response  to  requests  from 
branch  libraries  and  individuals. 

Cooperation  with  schools  and  colleges  has  been  continued 
by  placing  collections  of  books  on  special  subjects  on  reserve 
shelves,  and  there  has  been  a  noticeable  increase  in  their  use. 
A  change  in  the  method  of  supplying  reference  material  to  de- 
bating teams  of  schools  and  clubs  has  taken  place  gradually  dur- 
ing this  year.  Previously  it  was  the  more  usual  practice  to  send 
a  selected  collection  of  books  and  periodicals  to  the  branch  library 
nearest  the  school  or  club  making  the  request,  and  for  inter- 
scholastic  debates  the  material  was  divided  among  several  libra- 
ries. The  debaters  now  realize  the  advantages  of  coming  to  the 
main  reference  department,  where  much  more  material  can  be 
obtained  than  could  be  sent  to  a  branch  library. 

The  assistant  in  charge  of  the  Department  of  Sociology  de- 
scribes its  activities  as  follows : 

The  year  1914  has  witnessed  continued  development  in 
the  breadth  and  quantity  of  work  accomplished.  The  num- 
ber of  persons  using  the  collection  in  a  measure  testifies 
to  this.     The  attendance  for  the  calendar  year  1914  was 
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7,016,  as  against  4,564  for  1913,  making  an  increase  of 
2,452.  Patrons  of  the  library  are  realizing  that  the  laborious 
climb  to  the  third  floor  leads  to  quiet  study  rooms  where 
material  on  their  special  problems  of  research  will  be 
gathered  together  and  held  for  continuous  study;  they  may 
come  to  begin  immediately  upon  their  work  or  may  send 
in  requests  by  mail  or  telephone.  Almost  the  entire  demand 
upon  the  department  is  of  a  nature  which  requires  searching 
for  all  available  material  upon  a  subject,  or  for  some  statis- 
tical items  not  always  formally  tabulated.  There  is  very 
little  call  for  snap-shot  answers  for  general  information, 
consequently  five  workers  may  consume  the  undivided  atten- 
tion of  one  or  both  assistants  for  several  hours.  The  amount 
of  this  work,  which  of  course  is  of  first  importance,  makes 
it  difficult  to  keep  abreast  of  the  continuous  and  large  flow 
of  clerical  work,  which  must  be  up  to  the  moment  in  order 
to  give  the  best  service  to  the  public.  Beyond  the  cata- 
loguing of  the  new  books  and  pamphlets,  which  during  the 
month  of  November,  1914,  resulted  in  making  and  filing 
1,441  cards,  there  should  be  constant  indexing  and  list- 
making,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  prompt  and  efficient  ser- 
vice to  users  of  the  department.  Much  that  is  most  de- 
sirable along  these  lines  cannot  be  accomplished  until  more 
clerical  assistance  is  available.  There  are  now  on  record 
about  19,000  volumes  in  the  class  Sociology,  approximately 
2,500  pamphlets,  1,200  clippings,  and  160  current  periodicals. 
Request  has  been  made  for  several  additions  to  the  periodical 
collection,  particularly  along  the  lines  of  education  and 
municipal  affairs.  Civic  bulletins  from  various  cities  are 
already  being  received,  as  are  also  publications  of  chambers 
of  commerce,  boards  of  trade,  and  merchant  associations. 
There  have  been  inquiries  as  to  just  what  constitutes  the 
class  Sociology.  From  the  technical  point  of  view  the  ques- 
tion may  be  answered  by  merely  referring  the  inquirer  to 
the  Dewey  Decimal  Classification,  section  300 ;  but  even  this, 
with  all  its  subdivisions,  by  no  means  covers  the  field.  To 
state  it  briefly,  and  as  comprehensively  as  possible,  the 
class  Sociology  is  based  upon  the  scientific  development  of 
theories  of  political  science  and  pure  sociology,  from  which 
are  evolved  all  phases  of  government  having  to  do  with 
economic,  industrial,  and  social  conditions.  All  research 
workers,  from  the  theoretical  statistician  to  the  practical 
charity  worker,  from  the  government  official  with  new 
problems  to  the  school  boy  on  his  first  debate,  from  the 
controller  of  finance  to  the  estimator  of  the  workingman's 
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budget,  from  the  editor  of  a  series  on  the  war  situation  to 
the  woman  dismayed  by  the  servant  problem,  may  find 
some  food  for  thought  and  suggestion  for  action  within 
this  almost  unlimited  field.  The  purely  ethical,  scientific, 
religious,  domestic,  architectural,  agricultural,  and  business 
phases,  though  technically  falling  within  other  classes,  are 
constantly  called  upon  for  allied  material. 

The  three  monthly  bulletins  issued  by  the  Department, 
"Public  Affairs,"  "Social  Workers,"  and  "Teachers'  Bul- 
letin," have  no  doubt  helped  to  influence  the  growth  of 
circulation,  which  shows  for  1914  an  increase  of  1,548  over 
1913.  Other  special  bibliographical  work  has  been  done 
upon  request  from  people  of  prominence  in  various  fields, 
for  example:  Religious  education  in  the  schools;  Child 
study;  Vocational  education  for  purposes  of  adaptation  to 
schools  of  New  York  City;  Safety  devices;  Social  settle- 
ment work  of  London. 

By  far  the  largest  proportion  of  the  requests  from  social 
workers  is  for  present-moment  information.  To  meet  this 
demand,  all  notices  of  recent  reports  and  special  pamphlets 
are  noted  and  ordered.  Another  source  of  up-to-date  re- 
quest is  the  city  official  who  is  working  on  problems  of 
administration  and  wishes  records  of  the  plans  and  achieve- 
ments of  other  cities.  An  example  of  this  is  the  present 
movement  toward  "standardization,"  upon  which  all  depart- 
ments are  so  earnestly  bent.  Industrial  conditions  in  the 
city  and  State  are  most  constantly  studied,  and  material  has 
been  supplied  to  aid  those  officials  who  are  endeavoring  to 
present  laws  bettering  the  situation  in  special  aspects.  Mem- 
bers of  the  staff  of  the  Brooklyn  Bureau  of  Charities  have 
become  frequent  workers  here,  and  effort  has  been  made 
to  co-operate  with  them  in  their  studies  and  undertakings. 

For  some  weeks  the  Committee  on  City  Planning  used 
the  study  room  of  the  Department,  which  was  arranged 
with  temporary  drafting  tables,  so  that  map  work  could  be 
done.  The  source  for  the  work  was  supplied  from  valuable 
volumes,  historical  and  descriptive  of  Brooklyn. 

Still  another  phase  of  city  and  State  betterment  or  re- 
organization is  carried  on  by  university  students  taking  up 
special  topics  of  investigation  and  searching  for  the  actual 
facts  of  present  conditions.  One  of  these  students  is  work- 
ing upon  the  subject  of  prison  labor,  with  special  reference 
to  conditions  in  New  York  City,  but  also  interested  in  the 
State  institutions. 
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Civil  service  hunters  we  have  always  with  us.  It  is  diffi- 
cult to  keep  up-to-date  with  the  various  subjects  of  exam- 
inations, especially  as  the  majority  of  applicants  wish  direct 
information,  such  as  is  given  in  civil  service  schools.  How- 
ever, an  effort  is  made  to  obtain  the  main  guides  necessary, 
and  the  collection  is  in  most  constant  use. 

The  study  room  is  always  in  demand  for  the  use  of  de- 
baters, who  are  of  all  ages  and  types.  The  high  school 
students  (including  evening,  commercial,  and  those  at  a 
distance,  as  from  Jamaica)  are  the  most  omnivorous  and 
indefatigable.  It  has  been  found  best  to  gather  the  main 
collection  concerning  the  subject  for  debate,  and  keep  it  in 
the  Department  for  the  use  of  both  t^ams.  This  metnod 
does  away  with  the  dissatisfaction  of  last  year,  when  there 
was  a  constant  grievance  because  one  side  had  appropriated 
the  material  most  essential  to  the  success  of  the  opponents. 
It  is  gratifying  to  hear  very  frequently  that  the  team  which 
has  put  in  the  most  continuous  effort  with  us,  has  won 
the  debate.  There  are  debaters  also  from  colleges,  church 
clubs,  and  political  clubs  from  Assembly  districts. 

Every  effort  is  being  made  to  increase  the  efficiency  of 
the  Department,  both  through  the  constant  additions  of 
books,  pamphlets,  reports,  and  various  documents,  and  by 
making  of  the  Departmental  catalogue,  as  far  as  possible, 
an  index  of  anal^ical  material  from  whatever  source,  in- 
cluding any  outside  the  class  300,  which  seems  wise  and 
directly  useful.  Moreover,  allied  with  our  resources,  the 
Municipal  Reference  Branch  of  the  New  York  Public 
Library  offers  valuable  opportunity  for  co-operation  and 
exchange,  through  which  users  of  both  libraries  may  profit. 

While  it  is  impossible  to  show  statistically  the  complete 
reference  use  of  the  library,  the  number  of  readers  from  day  to 
day,  the  class  of  books  used,  and  the  subjects  on  which  in- 
formation is  sought  furnish  convincing  evidence  that  the  library 
holds  a  prominent  place  among  the  educational  institutions  of 
the  community.

Department  of  Branches  and  Apprentices. 

The  year  1914  shows  an  increased  circulation  over  1913  of 
410,984  volumes.     Of  this  increase,  186,364  is  accounted  for 
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by  the  opening  of  two  new  branches.  The  remaining  224,620 
is  divided  throughout  the  system,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note 
that  this  increased  circulation  has  been  carried  with  only  one 
additional  appointment  and  possibly  two  full-time  substitute 
workers.  Anyone  familiar  with  library  work  can  readily  un- 
derstand that  this  means  addditional  work  for  every  member  of 
the  branch  staff,  because  this  increased  circulation  adds  to  the 
daily  routine  work,  and  should  justify  our  request  for  addi- 
tional appointments  in  several  of  our  branches  that  are  not 
properly  manned  for  satisfactorily  answering  the  demands  made 
upon  the  branch  by  the  public.  Much  of  this  work  cannot 
be  gauged  by  figures.  School  children,  teachers,  and  students 
in  all  walks  of  life  are  realizing  more  and  more  how  the  library 
can  help  them,  with  the  result  that  many  branches  are  being 
hard  pressed  to  keep  up  with  the  demands  of  the  reference  work 
which  is  constantly  increasing. 

We. have  opened  two  new  branches  this  year, — one  in  July, 
the  Eastern  Parkway  Branch,  not  far  from  our  Albany  Heights 
Branch.  The  opening  months  were  very  satisfactory,  no  g^eat 
rush,  but  steady,  even  work,  day  after  day.  This  gave  the 
staff  time  to  become  familiar  with  the  building,  with  the  col- 
lection, and  with  each  other,  so  that  when  the  rush  came  in 
October,  they  were  better  equipped  to  work  to  advantage.  Af- 
ter the  first  month,  the  circulation  at  Albany  Heights  seemed 
to  be  affected  very  little,  though  the  total  circulation  has  de- 
creased about  8,000  volumes,  nearly  2,000  of  which  was  be- 
fore the  new  branch  opened.  The  latter  part  of  September, 
we  opened  the  Children's  Branch  in  Brownsville,  and  all  chil- 
dren attending  schools  in  primary  and  grammar  grades  were 
transferred  from  the  old  branch  to  the  new,  as  were  also  four 
of  the  Brownsville  staff.  The  collection  in  the  old  bu3d- 
ing  was  rearranged  to  fit  the  new  conditions.  While  the  total 
circulation  has  of  course  decreased,  there  has  been  a  gain  in 
the  adult  circulation  over  that  of  1913.  The  reference  work 
has  increased;  also  the  attendance,  so  that  at  times  the  seating 
capacity  is  inadequate. 

The  opening  of  the  new   Brownsville   Children's   Branch 
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seemingly  resulted  in  increased  work  at  the  East,  Saratoga, 
and  Eastern  Parkway  Branches,  as  children  living  nearer  these 
branches,  and  who  had  been  using  the  old  Brownsville,  r^s- 
tered  at  the  nearest  branch  instead  of  going  to  the  new  one. 
In  October  there  was  a  noticeable  increase  in  circulation  at  East- 
em  Parkway  of  over  3,500  volumes,  much  of  it  being  due  to 
newly  registered  children. 

Again  this  year  we  had  several  members  of  the  Pratt  In- 
stitute Library  School  and  the  State  Library  School  doing  prac- 
tice work  in  our  system,  the  Pratt  students  coming  to  us  for 
two  hours  a  week  during  the  winter  term,  while  the  Albany 
students  came  on  a  full-time  schedule  for  a  month. 

Early  in  the  fall,  we  sustained  a  loss  in  the  death  of  Miss 
Leila  M.  Kaiser.  Miss  Kaiser  was  in  charge  of  one  of  our 
small  branches  and  had  so  closely  identified  herself  with  the 
branch  and  her  public  that  she  will  be  greatly  missed. 

As  in  former  years,  the  Trustees  permitted  our  staff  to 
attend  the  different  library  conferences,  among  them  the  con- 
ference of  the  American  Library  Association  held  in  Wash- 
ington, the  New  York  fall  meeting  in  Ithaca,  the  Massachu- 
setts meeting  in  Stockbridge,  and  our  local  meetings.  Several 
members  of  our  staff  went  abroad  for  the  purpose  of  attend- 
ing the  Leipzig  Exhibit  and  the  Oxford  meeting.  Seventeen 
members  of  the  staff  were  granted  an  extra  month's  vacation 
because  of  length  of  service,  they  having  been  branch  libra- 
rians ten  years  or  assistants  in  any  grade  of  service  fifteen 
years.    This  unexpected  privilege  was  gratefully  received. 

Several  of  our  branches  have  sent  a  worker  to  the  fac- 
tories once  a  week.  There  is  such  a  great  demand  for  this 
work,  that  we  could  develop  it  to  untold  proportions,  if  we 
had  a  staff  sufficient  for  outside  work.  Last  year  we  felt  that 
the  traveling  libraries  in  the  downtown  department  stores  and 
schools  had  materially  affected  the  circulation  at  Schermerhom, 
City  Park,  and  Concord,  but  there  has  been  an  increase  at  these 
branches  of  about  18,000  volumes,  proving  that  the  larger  col- 
lections, when  available,  are  preferred. 

Astral,  Bay  Ridge,  and  Greenpoint  advertised  their  branches 
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by  sending  items  of  interest  to  the  neighborhood  papers.  At 
Williamsburgh  Branch,  and  at  many  other  branches,  the  study 
rooms  have  been  in  constant  use.  Every  afternoon,  at  the 
close  of  the  session,  twenty  to  fifty  pupils  come  from  the  East- 
em  District  High  School  to  the  large  room  in  Williamsburgh 
set  aside  for  their  use.  Books  needed  for  their  work  are  re- 
served and  kept  in  the  room  for  the  period  required.  A  mem- 
ber of  the  staff  is  in  charge  to  answer  questions  or  look  up  addi- 
tional material. 

In  February  and  September,  entrance  Examinations  were 
held.  Forty  out  of  sixty-nine  applicants  passed.  The  Feb- 
ruary class  finished  the  course  in  September,  and  twelve  mem- 
bers were  put  on  the  substitute  list.  Of  these,  seven  were 
ultimately  appointed.  The  second  class  is  still  in  session.  The 
Superintendent  has  given  less  time  to  the  classes  this  year  than 
in  previous  years,  because  a  Principal  has  been  in  charge. 

In  October,  we  gave  an  examination  for  junior  g^de  work 
to  six  outsiders  who  had  had  more  or  less  experience  in  other 

libraries  and  had  been  substituting  in  our  libraries  for  the  last 
six  months  for  long  or  short  periods.  Those  who  passed  were 
appointed  immediately. 

During  the  year,  forty  of  our  junior  assistants  were  given 
a  rating  for  senior  grade  work  and  put  into  that  grade.  These 
promotions,  with  resignations  and  transfers,  have  made  changes 
in  nearly  every  branch  in  the  system.  Sick  leaves,  leaves  with- 
out pay,  vacancies  not  filled,  and  the  opening  of  new  branches, 
have  kept  our  substitutes  busy. 

The  office  work  has  seemed  more  confining  than  usual, 
more  reports  have  been  written,  and  the  vacations  have  been 
harder  to  carry  because  the  circulation  increased  every  month 
during  the  vacation  period,  varying  fom  28,000  to  47,000  vol- 
umes. The  Superintendent  has  made  more  than  330  branch 
visits,  though  very  few  were  made  in  July  or  August.  Every 
branch  in  the  system  has  been  visited  at  least  four  times,  but 
in  the  future  more  time  will  be  spent  at  the  branches,  in  order 
to  keep  in  touch  with  the  staff  and  with  the  branch  problems 

and  activities.  ^dah  M.  Colby.

The  chief  «vent  of  the  year  in  this  department  was  the 
opening  of  the  Brownsville  Children's  Branch,  the  first  library 
building  in  the  world,  so  far  as  we  know,  planned  exclusively 
for  the  use  of  children.  The  old  Brownsville  Branch  is  now 
used  by  adults  and  high  school  pupils,  the  new  building  by 
children  of  grammar  and  primary  grades.  Each  branch  has 
an  ample  equifmient  of  books  suitable  for  the  borrowers  whose 
reading  tastes  are  either  in  advance  of  or  behind  their  grades. 
In  the  new  building,  particularly,  a  large  collection  of  "adult" 
bopks  is  in  constant  use  by  the  children,  who  mature  rapidly 
and  whom  we  by  no  means  wish  to  restrict  to  a  diet  of 
"juvenile"  books  simply  because  congested  conditions  necessi- 
tated dividing  the  library  users  of  the  district  between  the  two 
branches. 

The  circulation  figures  for  the  three  months  since  open- 
ing have  of  course  been  large — an  average  of  1,566  daily — 
but  the  quality  of  the  reading  and  the  admirable  order  of 
the  children  deserve  notice  far  more  than  do  mere  figures  of 
use. 

About  $12,500  was  spent  to  stock  the  library  with  new 
books,  and  the  collection  of  "juveniles"  at  the  old  branch  was 
also  transferred  to  the  new. 

Up  to  seven  o'clock,  daily,  this  whole  library  is  given  over 
to  the  circulation  of  books.  From  seven  to  nine  P.  M.  the 
place  changes  to  a  reading  and  reference  library,  and  all  the 
seats  in  the  beautiful  main  rooms  are  filled  with  reference  work- 
ers and  earnest  readers. 

The  club  rooms  on  the  second  floor  are  already  used  by  a 
number  of  local  organizations. 

Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  spirit  and  efficiency 
of  the  staff  who  have  made  the  opening  months  remarkably 
successful  in  every  way. 

Another  departure  of  this  year  has  been  the  opening  of  a 
training  course  for  children's  librarians.  The  experience  of  years 
in  being  unable  to  secure  from  the  library  schools  enough  trained 
workers  for  this  department  has  practically  forced  us  into  giv- 
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ing  our  own  course  of  training.  Students  will  take  general 
courses  with  our  regular  training  class,  under  Miss  Hopkins, 
while  the  lectures  on  work  with  children  will  be  provided  by  the 
children's  department.  This  course  was  not  publicly  announced 
until  the  last  of  May,  too  late  to  secure  students  from  out- 
side for  this  first  class.  One  such  student,  however,  entered  the 
class,  and  twenty  members  of  our  own  staflF  besides  are  tak- 
ing, in  their  own  time,  a  part  of  the  course  in  work  with  chil- 
dren. Some  of  this  number  are  already  children's  librarians, 
some  are  senior  assistants  in  general  branch  work,  and  seven 
are  junior  assistants  who  aspire  to  promotion  to  children's 
librarianship,  it  having  been  decided  that  in  future  all  junior 
assistants  wishing  to  qualify  as  children's  librarians  must  take 
the  course  of  training  henceforth  to  be  provided. 

The  total  juvenile  circulation  for  1914  was  1,889,032.  This 
is  an  increase  of  227,546,  the  largest  annual  increase,  with 
one  exception,  that  we  have  ever  registered.  Only  two  branches 
besides  those  naturally  affected  by  the  opening  of  Browns- 
ville Children's  Branch  and  Eastern  Parkway  showed  the 
slightest  decrease;  so  that,  in  all  parts  of  the  city,  it  is  evi- 
dent that  the  children  are  making  a  larger  use  of  the  children's 
rooms.  The  juvenile  circulation  is  nearly  38  per  cent  of  the 
total  circulation  of  the  library.  This  also  is  a  somewhat  larger 
proportion  than  usual. 

An  especially  large  amount  was  spent  for  juvenile  books 
this  year.  Exclusive  of  the  money  appropriated  for  the  two 
new  branches,  we  spent  nearly  $40,000  for  children's  books  in 
1914.  This  generous  allowance  enabled  us  to  replenish  some  of 
our  collections  of  beautiful  editions  of  fine  children's  books, 
collections  which  are  immensely  appreciated  by  parents,  teach- 
ers and  artists,  as  well  as  by  the  children  themselves. 

During  the  year,  five  children's  librarians  resigned,  four 
to  accept  positions  near  their  homes,  and  one  on  account  of  ill 
health.  The  opening  of  the  new  Eastern  Parkway  and  the 
Brownsville  Children's  Branches  called  for  three  additional 
children's  librarians.  We  have  filled  the  vacancies  by  the  pro- 
motion of  three  assistants  from  our  junior  grade,  one  reap- 
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pointment  of  a  former  children's  librarian  applying  for  rein- 
statement, and  the  appointment  of  two  graduates  of  the  S3rracuse 
Library  School,  one  of  the  Wisconsin  Library  School,  and  one 
of  the  Pratt  Institute  Library  School. 

A  list  called  "Books  That  Girls  Like,"  prepared  by  this 
department,  has  proven  very  popular.  Ten  thousand  copies 
disappeared  a  few  weeks  after  the  first  printing,  and  a  new 
edition  of  ten  thousand  is  rapidly  diminishing.  The  list  was 
intended  to  assist  girls  who  "graduate"  from  children's  books 
and  from  grammar  schools,  but  who  do  not  go  on  to  high 
school.  We  tried  to  live  up  to — some  would  probably  call  it 
down  to — ^the  title  "Books  That  Girls  Like,"  not  to  inveigle 
our  borrowers  into  taking  home  books  that  "every  girl  oug^t 
to  know"  but  which  no  girl  will  read  if  she  can  help  her- 
self. Probably  our  attempt  to  keep  the  girl's  viewpoint  has 
had  something  to  do  with  the  demand  for  the  list. 

Last  fall,  two  of  the  public  schools  of  Brooklyn  began  a 
system  of  cooperation  with  branch  libraries  in  their  sections, 
by  which  a  class  comes  daily  to  each  branch,  during  school 
hours,  and  accompanied  by  the  teacher,  for  a  half  hour's  use 
of  the  children's  room.  The  librarians  are  using  great  care 
to  make  these  visits  a  pleasure  to  the  children  so  that  the 
latter  may  not  feel  that  attendance  is  a  duty  and  the  library 
only  another  classroom.  No  increase  in  circulation  figures  or 
familiarity  with  the  "Decimal  Classification"  would  make  up 
for  the  loss  to  the  children  of  the  feeling  that  the  children's 
room  is  an  enticing  place  always  ready  with  a  welcome  for 
browsers  and  equally  a  place  from  which  one  may  stay  away 
if  one  prefers  to  let  off  steam  out  of  doors. 

This  department  has  helped  prepare  the  exhibit  for  the 
children's  library  section  of  the  Leipzig  and  the  Panama  ex- 
hibits. 

Children's  librarians'  meetings,  branch  visits,  and  examina- 
tion of  hundreds  of  "juveniles,"  have  of  course  gone  on  as  in 
former  years. 

Lectures  were  given  by  the  head  of  the  children's  de- 
partment before  the  New  York  State  Library  School,  the  Wis-

consin  and  the  Pratt  Institute  Library  Schools,  the  staflf  of 
the  Chicago  and  the  Detroit  Public  Libraries,  the  Siunmer 
Library  Schools  of  New  Jersey  and  of  Columbia  University. 

An  interesting  piece  of  work  carried  through  by  one  of 
our  children's  librarians  deserves  mention  in  this  report,  even 
though  it  was  a  personal  undertaking.  Miss  Marian  Cutter 
collected  five  hundred  books  and  installed  traveling  libraries  in 
"Dr.  Grenfell's  parish"  among  the  people  of  Newfotmdland 
and  Labrador. 

Miss  Louise  Bache  read  a  paper  at  the  conference  of  the 
American  Library  Association  on  "Social  Work  in  the  Brooklyn 
Public  Library." 

Most  of  the  Brooklyn  demands  for  speakers  on  children's 
reading  I  now  refer  to  the  children's  librarians,  rather  than 
accept  the  invitations  myself.  Miss  Sweet,  of  South  Branch, 
Miss  Cutter,  of  Saratoga,  Miss  Burdett,  of  Prospect,  Miss  Mast- 
erson,  of  Carroll  Park,  Miss  Schneidewind,  of  Pacific,  Miss 
Brundage,  of  Leonard,  and  Miss  Meigs,  of  East,  are  among 
the  number  of  the  present  staflF  who  have  recently  given  talks 
to  mothers'  clubs  and  other  organizations. 

It  would  be  a  pleasure  to  particularize  about  the  work 
with  children  in  every  branch  in  this  system.  It  is  hard  to 
keep  from  boasting  of  the  fine  spirit  of  our  workers  and  the 
excellent  order  in  our  children's  rooms.  This  excellent  work 
is  carried  on  with  a  staff  too  small,  hence  under  too  great  a 
strain.  There  are  only  three  branches  (exclusive  of  the  Browns- 
ville Children's  Branch)  to  which  we  assign  two  children's 
librarians.  At  least  six  other  very  busy  branch  children's  rooms 
should  be  given  a  second  senior  grade  worker.  Five  of  the 
smaller  branches,  now  having  a  staff  of  four  each,  are  begging 
that  one  of  the  four  be  a  children's  librarian.  Besides,  the 
work  on  the  Training  Course  takes  so  much  of  my  time  that 
I  am  unable  to  keep  properly  in  touch  with  branch  work,  and 
this  will  be  true  until  I  have  assistance  in  this  department. 
My  principal  recommendation  for  the  coming  year  therefore  is 
that  twelve  more  senior  grade  positions  be  created  in  the  chil- 
dren's department.     It  may  be  two  years  before  we  find  the 
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people  qualified  to  fill  the  positions,  but  our  course  of  training 

will  in  time  meet  the  needs.

Department  of  Siqiplies. 

During  the  year  1914,  two  new  Cam^e  branches,  Bast- 
em  Parkway  and  Brownsville  Children's,  were  added  to  the 
Brooklyn  Public  Library  system.  This  makes  a  total  of  thirty- 
seven  branches,  stations,  and  departments  now  served  by  the 
Department  of  Supplies.  This  service  includes  the  purchas- 
ing and  distribution  of  supplies,  the  repairs  to  buildings,  the 
purchase  and  maintenance  of  equipment  and  the  supervision  of 
the  janitorial  force.  The  total  amount  expended  for  these  func- 
tions was  $114,636.34,  exclusive  of  personal  service.  Of  this 
amount  $11,000  was  appr(4)riated  for  general  repairs  to  build- 
ings and  equipment  costing  originally  over  one  million  and  a 
half  of  dollars.  The  appropriation  for  repairs  was  not  adequate 
to  maintain  the  library  equipment  and  buildings  in  a  proper 
state  of  preservation  during  the  year.  This  will  necessitate 
the  expenditure  of  larger  sums  at  some  future  date. 

With  the  opening  of  the  Children's  Branch,  the  children's 
room  at  the  old  Brownsville  Branch  was  closed  and  refitted  as 
an  adult  reading  room.  As  much  of  the  old  equipment  as  could 
be  utilized  was  repaired  and  altered,  and  five  dozen  new  adult 
chairs  furnished. 

The  Budget  estimate  for  1915  for  all  supplies,  lighting, 
and  the  physical  equipment  of  the  library  was  prepared  by 
this  department  and  completed  on  July  ISth.  This  work  oc- 
cupied about  six  weeks  and  from  four  to  six  additional  people 
assisted  in  tabulating  material  and  typewriting  the  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  20x24-inch  sheets.  The  quarterly  reports  sup- 
plementing the  inventory  of  equipment  were  rendered  to  the 
City  Finance  Department  during  the  year.  A  form  has  been 
devised  and  printed  for  the  branch  report,  giving  the  list  of 
all  items  included  in  this  inventory. 

In  the  spring,  representatives  of  the  Fire  Prevention  Bu- 
reau made  an  inspection  of  the  Montague  Branch  building  and 
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requested  several  alterations  and  improvements  as  a  further 
safeguard  against  fire.  These  alterations  consisted  principally 
of  making  all  entrances  to  basement  boiler-room  absolutely  fire- 
proof and  covering  all  skylights  with  wire  screens.  All  of  the 
alterations  requested  were  made,  with  the  exception  of  the 
wire  screens,  which  were  not  installed  on  account  of  lack  of 
fimds.  The  watchman's  clock  installed  in  January  is  an  ad- 
ditional protection,  as  the  sixteen  stations  are  so  arranged  that 
the  entire  building  is  covered  by  the  watchman  in  his  rounds 
every  hour.  This  installation  secured  a  decrease  in  the  insurance 
rate  for  this  group  of  buildings. 

The  repairs  completed  this  year  include  the  improvement 
of  the  grounds  of  the  Port  Hamilton  Branch  by  grading  and 
sodding.  The  fence  and  retaining  wall  were  erected  in  1913 
and  the  grading  completes  the  improvement  of  these  grounds. 
The  entire  interior  and  exterior  of  the  Bay  Ridge  Branch 
building  were  painted,  and  all  basement  rooms  and  the  audi- 
torium of  the  Greenpoint  Branch  were  redecorated.  Similar 
work  was  also  done  at  the  Bedford,  Flatbush,  Fort  Hamilton, 
and  Williamsburgh  Branches.  A  water-proofed  concrete  floor 
was  laid  for  the  basement  of  the  Leonard  Branch  to  prevent 
the  dampness  coming  through  from  the  ground.  A  sump  pit 
was  also  constructed  to  care  for  the  surface  drainage. 

The  roofs  of  all  buildings  were  carefully  inspected  in  the 
spring  and  such  repairs  as  necessary  were  made.  These  in- 
cluded considerable  work  at  the  Pacific,  Prospect,  Williams- 
burgh, De  Kalb,  and  Montague  Branches.  At  the  Montague 
Branch  new  valleys  were  laid  for  the  entire  length  of  two  sides 
of  the  Pierrepont  Street  addition,  and  also  all  metal  work 
of  this  group  of  buildings  was  repaired  and  repainted. 

During  the  summer,  all  boilers  and  heating  plants  owned 
by  the  Library  were  overhauled  by  the  library  engineer  and 
the  necessary  repairs  were  made  by  him.  In  only  one  instance 
was  any  of  the  work  given  to  contractors,  and  that  was  at 
our  Greenpoint  Branch,  where  extra  help  was  required  in  hand- 
ling several  leaking  wall  radiators.  It  was  also  possible  for  the 
engineer  and  our  regular  janitors  to  make  a  great  many  of  the 
minor  repairs  of  all  kinds. 
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The  74  new  organizations  secured  during  the  year  were 
divided  among  the  various  classes  of  borrowers  as  follows :

The  most  encouraging  progress  has  perhaps  been  made 
in  the  work  with  the  schools  and  with  the  industrial  and  com- 
mercial concerns.  In  the  case  of  the  elementary  schools,  there 
has  been  a  growing  recognition  by  the  teachers  of  the  value 
of  our  libraries  in  supplementing  their  various  courses  of  study 
as  well  as  supplying  recreative  reading.  We  have  frequently 
been  requested  to  send  to  the  classrooms  fiction  covering  a 
certain  historical  period,  books  of  travel  supplementing  the 
geography  work,  books  on  popular  science  and  useful  arts.  A 
number  of  teachers  in  charge  of  the  classes  of  defective  and 
backward  children  have  made  good  use  of  our  resources  and 
have  sent  to  us  enthusiastic  reports  of  the  success  they  have 
had  with  our  books.  The  parochial  schools  have  again  availed 
themselves  of  our  privileges  and  a  number  of  new  schools  were 
added  to  our  list  of  borrowers,  after  an  interview  with  the- 
supervisor  of  these  Brooklyn  parochial  schools.  Other  private 
schools,  such  as  the  Polytechnic  Preparatory  School,  the  Berke- 
ley Institute,  and  Froebel  Academy,  have  borrowed  traveling 
libraries  for  the  use  of  their  pupils.  The  various  high  schools 
have  likewise  continued  to  draw  upon  our  collection.  To 
the  Girls'  High  School  alone  we  have  sent  during  the  year 
fourteen  traveling  libraries.  Much  needed  aid  was  rendered 
to  the  new  Bushwick  High  School,  to  the  Girls'  High  School 
Annex,  and  to  the  Commercial  High  School  Annex,  where  in 
each  instance  adequate  library  facilities  were  lacking.  Alto- 
gether, 167  traveling  libraries  were  sent  to  these  different  classes 
of  schools,  and  this  figure  does  not  include  the  numerous  libra- 
ries sent  to  the  evening  recreation  centers  and  vacation  play- 
grounds. 
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No  less  important  has  been  the  progress  of  our  work  with 
the  industrial  and  business  concerns.  All  of  the  new  ones  men- 
tioned in  the  report  of  last  year  have  been  retained  and  have 
continued  to  make  excellent  use  of  our  books.  Montgomery 
Ward  &  Company,  with  a  circulation  of  2,588,  W.  C.  Ritchie 
&  Company,  with  a  circulation  of  2,954,  and  Abraham  and 
Straus,  with  a  circulation  of  4,669,  stand  out  prominently. 
Among  the  new  organizations  secured  this  year  are  such  as  A. 
Schrader's  Son,  Inc.,  H.  Bridgman  Smith  Company,  Price  & 
Rosenbaum's  department  store,  and  the  Empire  State  Bag  Fac- 
tory. In  all  of  these  cases,  the  innovation  of  traveling  libra- 
ries has  met  with  the  marked  approval  of  the  management. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  also  that  the  social  workers  connected 

with  certain  of  these  places  report  that  the  traveling  libraries 

have  been  one  of  the  means  of  their  establishing  a  cordial  re- 
lationship and  a  feeling  of  good  will  with  the  workers.  In- 
cluding the  factory  stations,  we  now  have  thirty  industrial  and 
commercial  concerns  enrolled  as  borrowers. 

The  factory  stations  started  in  1910  have  now  increased  to 
twelve,  the  new  ones  this  year  being  the  Empire  State  Bag 
Factory  and  W.  C.  Ritchie  &  Company,  formerly  one  of  our 
r^^lar  borrowers.  The  total  circulation  of  the  stations  ad- 
vanced from  10,903,  the  figures  for  1913,  to  12,524,  an  en- 
couraging gain  in  view  of  the  disturbed  industrial  conditions. 
In  addition  to  a  strike  and  the  general  business  depression,  the 

European  war  seriously  affected  some  of  these  factories  by  cut- 
ting off  their  supplies  of  raw  materials  and  compelling  them  to 
reduce  their  working  force  and  to  work  only  part  time.  The 
two  stations  at  the  Kayser  factories  have  again  led,  with  a 
combined  circulation  of  6,586.  Owing  to  changes  in  the  con- 
struction of  these  factories,  we  have  been  able  to  combine  our 
stations  and  still  be  readily  accessible  to  the  workers  in  both 
buildings.  This  makes  it  possible  to  have  the  library  station 
open  twice  a  week  at  Kayser's  without  entailing  any  extra  visits 
on  the  part  of  library  assistants,  and  it  will  undoubtedly  re- 
sult in  an  increased  circulation,  if  we  are  able  to  supply  this 
particular  station  with  a  greater  variety  of  titles  than  we  have 
been  able  to  do  in  the  past. 
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An  account  of  the  disposition  of  discarded  books  will  be 
found  in  the  Appendix,  at  the  end  of  our  detailed  statistical 
report.  The  letters  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  these  books 
all  show  how  much  they  are  appreciated  by  the  organizations 
to  which  they  are  sent. 

Incidental  mention  might  be  made  of  the  two  charts,  il- 
lustrating the  work  of  this  department,  which  were  prepared 
for  the  Leipzig  Exhibit.  One  consisted  of  photographs  show- 
ing in  a  graphic  way  the  various  activities  of  the  department 
— ^the  traveling  library  at  the  factory,  in  the  store,  on  board 
ship,  and  at  the  fire  station.  The  other  chart  aimed  at  giving 
an  idea  of  the  method  and  forms  used,  beginning  with  the 
first  letter  sent  to  the  prospective  borrower  and  going  through 
the  various  steps  of  the  process  to  the  final  collection  of  the 
library  cabinet  by  the  expressman. 

During  the  coming  year,  one  problem  to  be  looked  out  for, 
so  far  as  traveling  libraries  are  concerned,  is  the  matter  of 
our  book  collection.  The  increasing  number  of  borrowers  has, 
of  course,  caused  a  corresponding  drain  upon  our  resources, 
which  has  shown  itself  particularly  in  the  difficulty  we  have 
had  in  sending  varied  and  satisfactory  collections  to  the  or- 
ganizations that  have  been  borrowing  from  us  for  a  term  of 
years.  We  are  hoping  to  relieve  this  pressure  somewhat  by 
doing  intensive  work  in  the  way  of  encouraging  greater  use 
of  non-fiction,  provided  enough  time  can  be. spared  from  our 
necessary  routine  work.  At  the  same  time,  only  limited  re- 
sults can  be  looked  for  in  this  direction,  especially  in  the  case 
of  certain  of  our  organizations,  such  as  the  factories,  the  police 
precincts,  and  the  department  stores.

Deposit 

The  deposit  station  scheme  of  service,  after  five  years  of 
existence,  still  proves  an  advantageous  means  of  supplementing 
the  branch  system  where  the  population  is  scattered.  The  use 
of  the  stations  seems  to  vary  greatly  from  year  to  year.  At  first 
there  seemed  to  be  no  good  reason  for  such  fluctuation.    Upon 
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closer  study  of  neighborhood  conditions,  however,  certain  conclu- 
sions can  easily  be  reached.  In  the  beginning,  the  population  of 
each  of  these  outlying  districts  seemed  fairly  fixed.  People  moved 
but  seldom,  and  there  was  a  steady  increased  use  throughout, 
until  two  years  ago.  Then  there  came  about,  in  many  neigh- 
borhoods, a  decided  change  in  population  and  local  conditions. 
The  stations  adjacent  to  the  proposed  subway  showed  a  large 
influx  of  new  borrowers,  mostly  former  members  at  branches  in 
the  system,  and  many  more  from  Manhattan.  Coney  Island 
shows  the  largest  individual  increase  of  any  station  for  1914. 
The  permanent  population  has  steadily  increased  for  the  past 
year  and  will  no  doubt  continue  to  grow  as  tinie  goes  on.  It 
seems  safe  to  predict  that  with  the  opening  of  the  subway 
through  to  Coney  Island  we  will  have  a  repetition  of  the  Kings 
Highway  growth  in  circulation. 

The  number  of  stations  remains  at  ten.  The  need  becomes 
daily  more  pressing  to  open  up  more  stations  in  still  unsupplied 
districts,  but  with  the  retrenchments  in  the  city  budget  due  to 
financial  stringency  and  the  undue  activity  of  the  war-god  we 
can  only  hope  at  present  to  continue  the  work  at  hand  and  hold 
over  all  thought  of  further  expansion. 

Our  representatives,  the  station  keepers,  show  the  same 
splendid  cooperation  that  they  have  in  the  past  in  carrying  the 
service  to  the  people  in  their  various  neighborhoods. 

We  have  to  report  a  circulation  of  94,723  volumes  for  the 

year,  as  against  91,261  for  1913,  an  increase  of  3,462  for  1914. 

We  registered   1,769  new  borrowers  for  the  year,  making  a 

total  of  10,227  registered.    The  collection  now  nimibers  7,856 
volumes.

Training  Class. 
Of  the  twenty-two  students  in  the  Training  Class,  two 
had  had  sufficient  college  work  to  be  admitted  without  examina- 
tion. A  number  had  had  normal  school  instruction,  in  addi- 
tion to  their  high  school  education,  and  two  had  had  teach- 
ing experience.    Eleven  nationalities  were  represented,  and  four 
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towns  outside  of  New  York.  A  fair  sprinkling  of  older  stu- 
dents, added  to  the  wider  interests,  geographical  and  national, 
and  the  better  educational  equipment,  make  an  interesting  class 
organization. 

The  course  of  study  is  the  same  as  that  given  during  the 
two  previous  years,  including  classification,  cataloguing,  refer- 
ence work,  bibliography,  literature,  current  topics,  history  of 
libraries,  branch  work,  and  work  with  children.  The  plan  of 
the  course  has  been,  however,  quite  materially  changed,  in 
order  to  correlate  it  with  the  course  for  training  children's 
librarians. 

Instead  of  giving  the  theoretical  and  practical  instruction 
separately,  the  two  phases  of  instruction  are  now  run  parallel 
during  a  large  part  of  the  time.  The  first  month  is  devoted 
entirely  to  class  work  and  study;  the  last  month  is  spent  en- 
tirely in  practice  work  in  the  branch  libraries;  but  the  five  in- 
tervening months  include  both  kinds  of  work.  Fifteen  hours 
each  week  are  spent  in  the  branch  libraries,  and  twenty-five 
hours  a  week  in  class  work  and  study. 

The  branch  practice  work  is  concentrated  into  two  whole 
days,  instead  of  being  scattered  over  a  number.  This  plan 
gives  the  students  more  all-round  practice,  brings  them  into 
closer  personal  relations  .with  the  members  of  the  staff,  and  con- 
serves their  time  and  energy  by  not  requiring  travel  between 
different  points  on  the  same  day. 

Seven  or  eight  class  periods  are  held  each  week;  and  these 
consist  of  informational  lectures,  recitations  on  assigned  work, 
and  oral  or  written  quizzes. 

The  students  are  in  charge  of  the  class  room,  superintend- 
ing the  ventilation,  lighting,  arrangement  and  order  of  book 
shelves,  filling  of  ink-wells,  etc.,  and  each  student  keeps  a 
check  list  of  the  supplies  she  uses,  which  are  furnished  to  her 
by  the  library. 

A  careful  and  detailed  record  is  kept  of  the  students'  work. 
This  record  covers  the  amount  of  work  done  in  a  given  time, 
the  number  of  errors,  and  the  cause  of  the  errors.  Individual 
student  conferences  are  held  every  two  weeks,  in  which    the 
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work  is  gone  over  with  the  student  and  the  weak  places  pointed 
out. 

The  spare  time  of  the  Principal,  outside  class  hours,  hours 
for  student  conferences,  the  time  necessary  for  preparation  and 
revision  of  class  work  and  problems,  is  being  devoted  to  the 
systematic  organization  of  the  course. 

A  file  of  stencils  of  class  lists,  problems,  etc.,  is  being 
worked  up;  and  the  record  and  report  forms,  covering  all 
sides  of  the  class  work,  are  being  prepared  as  quickly  as 
possible. 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  the  organization  of  the  course 
should  be  fairly  complete,  and  ready  to  serve  as  a  foundation  to 
build  on  next  year. 

The  course  for  training  children's  librarians,  given  this 
year  for  the  first  time,  has  a  registration  of  twenty-one.  Of 
these,  all  but  one  are  members  of  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library 
staff.  Eight  are  junior  assistants,  six  are  senior  assistants,  and 
six  are  children's  librarians. 

The  instruction  in  children's  literature  and  methods  of  work 
v^ith  children  is  given  by  Miss  Clara  W.  Hunt,  Superintendent 
of  the  Children's  Department.  The  students  meet  once  a  week 
for  class  work  in  these  subjects. 

The  student  who  is  not  already  on  the  staff  of  the  library, 
and  who  has  had  no  training  in  general  library  economy,  takes 
the  work  in  classification,  reference,  current  topics,  and  history 
of  libraries  with  the  regular  training  class.  Later  on,  she  will 
have  special  work  with  the  principal  in  cataloguing,  business 
methods,  and  other  subjects. 

Members  of  both  classes  are  showing  a  spirit  of  industry 
and  interest  in  their  work,  which  promises  well  for  their  future 
as  library  assistants. 

The  hearty  interest  and  cooperation  of  the  Heads  of  De- 
partments, Branch  librarians,  and  members  of  the  staff  of  the 
Pacific  Branch  Library  adds  materially  to  the  effectiveness  and 
pleasure  of  the  work  of  the  Training  Class.

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PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

To  the  Honorable  John  Purroy  Mitchel,  Mayor, 

and  to  the  Honorable  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment, 
of  the  City  of  New  York. 

Gentlemen  : — In  accordance  with  the  law  under  which  the 
Library  is  established,  the  annual  report  of  the  Brooklyn  Public 
Library  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1915,  is  herewith 
submitted. 

The  reports  of  the  Librarian  and  Treasurer  show  the 
operations  of  the  year  in  detail,  and  record  a  gratif3ring  increase 
in  the  work  accomplished. 

Twelve  years  have  elapsed  since  a  Committee  of  thie  Board 
of  Trustees  was  appointed  to  consider  the  question  of  a  site  for 
a  central  building.  The  site  was  designated  by  the  Commission 
appointed  under  Chapter  553  of  the  Laws  of  1905,  in  December, 
1905,  and  in  May  of  the  following  year  an  appropriation  of 
$25,000  was  made  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  for  a  preliminary 
study  of  plans.  In  November,  1907,  the  plans  for  the  building 
were  submitted  by  the  architect,  and  on  Jime  3d,  1910,  the  Board 
of  Estimate  made  an  appropriation  of  $300,000  for  the  com- 
mencement of  the  work.  This  was  supplemented  in  July  of  the 
following  year  by  an  appropriation  of  $200,000.  On  June  5th, 
1912,  the  work  on  the  foundation  of  the  Flatbush  Avenue  wing 
was  b^^,  and  the  fotmdation  completed  in  the  early  Spring 
of  1914. 

The  action  of  the  Board  of  Estimate,  December,  1915,  in 
granting  an  appropriation  of  $210,000  for  the  continuance  of 
work  on  the  Central  Building  was  deeply  appreciated,  and  marks 
the  b^;inning  of  the  realization  of  the  plans  for  a  central  library 
building  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn  commensurate  with  the 
size  and  importance  of  the  Library  system.  Work  on  the  con- 
struction of  this  wing  will  be  begun  early  in  the  present  year, 
and  we  hope  soon  to  be  able  to  transfer  to  the  new  building  the 
valuable  reference  books  now  located  in  the  non-fireproof  building 
in  Montague  Street.  The  work  now  fairly  launched  we  trust 
will  steadily  go  forward  to  completion. 
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The  year  just  passed  has  witnessed  the  opening  of  the 
twentieth  building  erected  from  the  Cam^e  Fund.  This  com- 
pletes the  number  originally  allotted  to  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn. 
A  detailed  statement  of  the  amounts  expended  for  the  sites  and 
buildings  already  erected  is  appended.  As  has  already  been  re- 
ported, the  Q>mmittee  having  charge  of  this  fund  has  a  balance  on 
hand  sufficient  to  erect  two  additional  buildings.  The  work  of  two 
of  our  established  branches,  now  in  rented  buildings,  is  greatly 
hampered  by  reason  of  their  inadequate  quarters,  and  the  cost  of 
maintaining  these  branches  in  a  Carnegie  building  would  be 
about  the  same  as  the  present  cost  of  operation  in  rented  quar- 
ters, while  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  public  cannot  be 
compared.  We  therefore  earnestly  suggest  that  two  additional 
sites  be  purchased  to  accommodate  the  territory  mentioned,  in 
order  that  we  utilize  to  the  fullest  extent  Brooklyn's  proportion 
of  the  Carnegie  Fund.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT. 

January  10,  1916. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Gentlemen  :— This  report,  the  eighteenth  since  the  library 
was  formally  organized  in  1897,  is,  like  its  predecessors,  one  of 
steady  growth. 

Attention  is  especially  called  to  the  Superintendents*  reports 
submitted  herewith,  which  show  in  detail  the  progress  of  the 
work  in  the  several  departments.  In  not  a  single  one  has  there 
been  a  falling  off;  in  fact,  in  spite  of  an  appropriation  no  larger 
than  the  previous  year  there  has  been  more  intensive  work  in 
both  circulation  and  reference  departments  than  ever  before. 

Naturally  the  most  interesting  event  of  the  year  was  the 
action  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  in  voting 
to  issue  corporate  stock  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $210,000  for 
continuing  work  on  the  Flatbush  Avenue  wing  of  the  Central 
Building. 

When  this  wing  is  finished  and  occupied  it  will  accommo- 
date, in  a  fire-proof  building,  the  rare  and  valuable  books  now 
at  the  Montague  Branch  and  will  provide  adequate  quarters  for 
the  Cataloguing  and  Book  Order  departments  now  at  2$  Bre- 
voort  Place. 

In  this  day  of  "efficiency"  any  enterprise  may  be  said  to  be 
"scientifically  managed"  when  the  methods  it  employs  are 
selected,  not  by  tradition  or  at  random,  but  because  they  have 
been  determined  by  a  careful  study  of  accurately  recorded  ob- 
servations to  be  the  best  means  of  producing  certain  results  with 
the  least  expenditure  of  time  and  energy. 

In  the  preparation  and  presentation  of  the  Library's  An- 
nual Salary  Budget,  we  endeavored  this  year  to  find  some  defi- 
nite basis  by  which  to  determine  the  number  of  assistants  re- 
quired to  carry  a  given  amount  of  work;  and  in  this  endeavor 
we  were  partially  successful. 

As  a  first  step  in  the  study  of  existing  conditions  in  the 
Brooklyn  Public  Library,  a  work  sheet  was  devised  upon  which 
each  assistant,  for  a  period  of  one  week,  recorded  the  time  at 
which  she  began  and  finished  each  task  at  which  she  was  set. 
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It  was  expected  that  these  records  would  show: — 

(a)  The  relative  amount  of  time  spent  upon  each  of  the 
several  kinds  of  library  work. 

(b)  Whether  there  was  a  definite  relation  between  the 
clerical,  reference,  children's,  and  manual  work  and  the  cir- 
culation. 

(c)  The  actual  number  of  bodes  -circulated  per  assist- 
ant. 

In  Brooklyn,  since  there  is  no  central  library,  each  branch 
serves  the  particular  section  of  the  city  in  which  it  is  located  in 
just  the  same  way  that  a  village  or  town  library  serves  its  com- 
munity. The  people  look  upon  their  particular  branch  as  ''the 
library''  and  rely  upon  it  to  fill  all  of  their  demands.  G)nse- 
quently  there  is  practically  no  i^ase  of  library  work  which  does 
not  receive  sotne  attention  at  every  branch.  It  b,  however,  al- 
most impossible  to  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  time  spent 
upon  the  diflFerent  kinds  of  work,  because  reference  questions 
are  answered  during  the  intervals  between  the  charging  of 
books,  clerical  work  is  done  at  odd  moments,  and  only  a  com- 
paratively few  tasks  receive  the  undivided  attention  of  an  as- 
sistant for  any  length  of  time. 

For  this  reason,  the  records  kept,  while  interesting  as  a 
preliminary  study  of  the  problem,  were  inconclusive.  From 
them  we  have  been  able  to  make  some  valuable  deductions,  but 
they  have  been  useful  chiefly,  first,  in  showing  the  difficulty  of 
standardizing  the  conditions  under  which  certain  work  is  to  be 
performed  and  hence  of  setting  a  standard  for  the  work  itself, 
and  second  in  indicating  the  lines  along  which  further  investi- 
gation may  profitably  be  made. 

During  the  coming  year  we  hope  to  continue  these  studies 
and  expect  to  reach  some  definite  results. 
Booki  and  ^^^  ptwchase  of  fiction  by  public  libraries  became  the  sub- 

Binding  jcct  of  newspaper  comment  at  the  time  of  the  consideration  of 

the  Budget  by  the  Board  of  Estimate.  Articles,  serious  and 
otherwise,  appeared  daily  for  several  weeks,  with  the  result  of 
arousing  a  natural  curiosity.  That  the  purchase  of  fiction  will 
ever  be  given  up  by  a  free  public  library  meeting  the  require- 
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ments  of  all  sorts  and  kinds  and  conditions  of  people  is  beyond 
belief. 

The  percentage  of  money  spent  in  such  purchase  is  not  so 
large  as  to  arouse  adverse  criticism;  and  the  percentage  applied 
to  the  purchase  of  novels  issued  within  a  year  is  very  small  in- 
deed. 

The  simi  of  $95,003  was  spent  for  books  in  1915,  and  of 
this  amount  only  seven  per  cent,  was  for  new  fiction  issued 
within  a  year.  The  circulation  of  all  fiction  was  3,977,998,  of 
which  about  nine  per  cent,  represented  novels  published  within 
a  year. 

The  average  cost  of  the  84,335  volumes  purchased  in  1915 
was  $1.13,  being  eleven  cents  less  than  last  year.  Considering 
that  this  price  includes  the  cost  of  special  binding  for  35,000 
volumes,  the  average  is  very  low.  The  average  cost  per  volume 
for  binding  was  also  materially  reduced — some  seven  per  cent. — 
from  the  preceding  year. 

Mr.  Louis  N.  Feipel,  as  Editor  of  Publications,  has  been  Publicatloiis 
kept  busy  with  the  preparation  of  the  Quarterly  Bulletin,  the 
weekly  book-lists,  an  English  key  to  the  Catalogue  of  Hebrew 
and  Yiddish   books,   and   31  lists  of  books  on  special  subjects, 
made  up  at  the  request  of  borrowers. 

The  public  has  been  kept  in  touch  with  the  library  by  occa- 
sional reading  notices,  treating  of  matters  of  literary  and  his- 
torical interest,  which  have  appeared  in  the  daily  papers  from 
time  to  time  during  the  year. 

The  editors  of  the  local  papers  have  been  quite  ready  to 
accept  our  contributions;  and  their  co-operation  in  this  particu- 
lar as  well  as  their  generosity  in  giving  to  the  library  bound 
volumes  of  their  publications  is  highly  appreciated. 

Branch  librarians  reach  the  people  of  their  neighborhood 
by  various  means,  such  as  sending  reading  lists  to  clubs  and  as- 
sociations, placing  placards  advertising  the  library  in  stores  and 
factories,  and  visiting  the  schools  and  manufacturing  plants  of 
the  districts. 

The  Red  Hook   Branch,   the   last   of  the  twenty  buildings  Bmidies 
erected  by  the  Carnegie  Conmiittee,  was  completed  and  opened 
on  April  22d. 
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The  reading  room  on  the  seccmd  floor  of  this  building  is 
fitted  with  removable  window  frames,  which  can  be  taken  out  in 
summertime,  converting  the  floor  into  an  open-air  reading  room. 

There  remains  in  the  hands  of  the  committee  money  enough 
to  erect  two  additional  buildings  when,  or  if,  the  city  provides  the 
sites.  These  two  buildings  are  greatly  needed,  the  one  to  replace 
the  present  Ridgewood  Branch  at  496  Knickerbocker  Avenue, 
and  the  other  to  be  located  near  Tompkins  Park. 

The  Board  of  Estimate  having  decided  to  discontinue  the 
appropriation  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Albany  Heights  Branch 
for  1916,  the  Trustees,  at  their  meeting  November  16th,  voted  to 
close  the  branch  December  31st 

This  so  aroused  the  people  of  the  neighborhood  that  a  mass 
meeting  was  held,  and  a  committee  appointed  to  appear  before 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  ask  for  an  apprcq)riation  to  continue 
the  branch.  G>nsideration  was  agreed  upon  and  a  hearing 
promised,  so  the  Trustees  at  the  December  meeting  voted  to  keep 
the  branch  open  during  January,  paying  the  operating  expenses 
from  the  Directors'  Fund.  The  disposition  of  tiie  case  is  now  in 
the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Estimate. 

An  addition,  nearly  doubling  the  capacity,  is  being  made  to 
the  Tompkins  Park  building,  the  cost  of  whidh,  $4,200,  is  shared 
by  the  Park  Department  and  the  Library. 

At  Montague  the  card  catalogue  has  been  moved  to  the  front 
room,  where  a  trained  assistant,  ready  to  answer  questions,  is  in 
constant  attendance. 

Borough  Park  moved  into  enlarged  quarters  at  1325  Fifty- 
sixth  Street  in  March. 

The  full  effect  of  the  separation  of  the  children's  and  adult 
work  at  the  Brownsville  Branch  is  shown  this  year.  The  Branch 
Librarian  reports: 

"The  character  of  the  year's  work  at  this  branch,  now  used 
entirely  by  adults,  has  been  most  satisfactory.  The  quiet,  orderly 
rooms  have  been  well  filled  at  all  times  and  somewhat  crowded 
on  Saturdays  and  some  evenings  of  the  week,  but  there  has  been 
an  atmosphere  of  studious  attention  to  work  on  the  part  of  the 
public,  even  during  the  very  busy  times,  that  has  been  conducive 
to  quiet  in  the  whole  building,  and  has  enabled  the  staff  to  ac- 
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complish  the  work  in  an  agreeable  and  pleasant  manner,  even 
during  the  rush  hours. 

"The  clipping  file  and  pamphlet  material  were  of  the  great- 
est aid;  11,856  articles  were  loaned  for  room  use  to  2,055  per- 
sons during  the  year.  Our  clipping  collection  is  a  general  one, 
covering  subjects  in  constant  demand,  and  of  such  recent  inter- 
est, that  there  is  very  little,  if  any,  material  available  in  reference 
or  circulating  books.  The  file  contains  very  full  material  on  the 
European  war.  New  York  State  Constitutional  Convention, 
military  education  in  schools,  short  ballot,  Federal  reserve  banks, 
Gary  system,  national  defense,  and  dye-stuff  manufacturing  in 
the  United  States." 

Early  in  the  new  year,  Kings  Highway  and  Sheepshead 
Bay  will  be  moved  to  more  commodious  quarters  demanded  by 
the  increased  use  of  these  branches  by  readers. 

The  number  of  books  purchased  in  any  single  year  never  Cttalogoiiig 
corresponds  exactly  with  the  number  catalogued,  but  varies  from 
year  to  year  according  to  the  kind  of  books  purchased. 

102,110  volumes  were  catalogued  in  1915 — more  than  in  any 
previous  year — ^making  a  total  of  862,112  in  the  library,  after  de- 
ducting 48,685  for  books  lost  or  discarded. 

The  inventory  usually  taken  in  May  was  omitted  this  year 
owing  to  pressure  of  other  work,  hence  the  exact  number  of 
books  lost  does  not  appear. 

The  library  received  as  gifts  4,706  volumes,  bound  and  un- 
bound, and  10,717  pamphlets. 

It  was  our  ambition  to  reach  the  6,000,000  mark  in  drcula-  drcuktioii 
tion,  but  we  fell  short  by  124,810.    The  total,  5,875,190  volumes, 
sent  to  the  homes  of  readers,  was  an  increase  of  880,309  volumes 
over  last  year,  and  was  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  library. 

The  increase  was  well  distributed  over  the  system,  nearly 
every  branch  reporting  an  increase,  varying  from  63,494  at  the 
Montague  Branch,  47,503  at  Bedford,  and  46,098  at  East,  to  139 
at  the  Library  for  the  Blind. 

The  only  branches  which  did  not  report  a  gain  in  circulation 
are  the  Brownsville  Branch,  which  included  in  its  report  for  1914 
nine  months'  circulation  through  the  children's  room  and  has  no 
correspcmding  figures  for  1915,  the  Leonard  Branch,  which  re- 
ports a  decrease  of  2,363,  and  the  Department  of  Traveling  Li-

braries.  The  loss  in  this  department  is  wholly  accounted  for  by 
the  curtailment  of  the  work  of  the  Board  of  Education  at  play- 
grounds and  recreaticm  centers. 

The  order  of  the  ten  branches  having  the  largest  circulation 
has  been  changed  materially  from  last  year,  as  shown  by  the 
table.  Brownsville,  on  account  of  the  establishment  of  the 
Brownsville  Children's  Branch,  has  been  rel^[ated  to  the  ninth 
place  from  the  first  which  it  occupied  for  many  years,  and  is  re- 
placed by  Bushwick,  followed  closely  by  Brownsville  Children's 
and  Williamsburgh.

The  privilege  given  to  teachers  and  special  students  of  tak- 
ing six  books  at  a  time  was  extended  to  include  the  general  pub- 
lic, the  only  restriction  being  that  but  one  seven-day  fiction  and 
one  current  magazine  are  allowed  at  a  time. 

This  privilege  has  been  especially  appreciated  by  borrowers 
living  at  a  distance  from  the  different  branches,  since  it  saves 
the  making  of  frequent  trips.  Former  holders  of  special  cards 
are  realizing  that  the  change  has  not  curtailed  their  privileges  to 
any  extent,  since  the  length  of  time  for  which  books  are  issued 
has  been  modified  so  that  a  large  number  may  now  be  retained  for 
thirty  days.  In  other  words,  the  length  of  time  for  which  a 
book  is  issued  is  now  determined  by  the  character  and  popularity 
of  the  book  rather  than  by  the  kind  of  card  on  which  it  is  issued. 
Only  a  part  of  the  increase  in  circulation  has  been  due  to  this 
extension. 
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The  question  of  discipline  must  always  enter  largely  into  Children's 
the  work  done  with  children.    Some  of  the  problems  which  are  Deptrtment 
encountered  are  shown  in  the  following  extract  from  the  report 
of  the  Librarian  in  charge  of  the  Brownsville  Children's  Branch : 

"On  the  floor  we  have  endeavored  throughout  the  year  to 
maintain  a  high  standard  of  discipline.  Our  problems  in  this  re- 
spect are  not  similar  to  those  met  with  when  dealing  with  other 
children.  I  do  not  believe  one  could  get  as  many  children  of 
another  race  together,  who  would  not  be  tempted  to  be  more 
sociable  among  themselves.  It  is  a  striking  fact  that,  although 
many  must  live  on  the  same  block,  if  not  in  the  same  tenements, 
they  are  apparently  not  aware  of  each  other's  presence  in  the  li- 
brary. Books  are  the  centre  of  interest  and  it  is  arotmd  those 
that  our  discipline  resolves  itself.  A  child  is  consimied  with  in- 
terest to  find  what  book  another  child  is  reading,  and  if  by  chance 
a  child  has  chosen  two  or  three  for  selection,  he  or  she  is  sure  to 
have  them  taken  away.  If  a  handful  of  bright  new  books  in  pub- 
lisher's covers  is  brought  in,  the  person  bringing  them  is  followed 
like  a  farmer's  wife  in  a  hen-yard. 

"If  one  attempts  to  give  individual  help  to  a  child,  others 
are  consumed  with  curiosity,  and  one  is  surrounded,  to  know 
why  this  particular  child  secures  this  personal  attention.  The 
commercial  instinct  is  uppermost  here,  for  one  boy  openly  said, 
when  questioned  about  six  or  more  Altsheler  books  he  was  hold- 
ing: 'I'm  waiting  to  sell  these,  at  a  cent  apiece  to  other  boys.'  If 
the  'easy  book'  comer  is  not  carefully  watched,  force  rules ;  for 
by  force  are  the  books  taken  from  smaller  children  by  older 
ones.  As  one  little  child  said:  'I  pick  out  an  easy  book  but  I 
never  get  it,  someone  grabs  it  irom  me.'  These  are  an  accimiula- 
tion  of  incidents  showing  the  constant  need  of  supervision,  tact, 
and  firmness  in  handling  the  situation.  It  means  being  con- 
stantly alert,  but  I  certainly  believe  no  other  set  of  children 
could  be  handled  with  such  comparative  ease,  in  proportion  to 
their  numbers." 

The  librarian  also  states  that: 

"It  is  a  great  satisfaction  to  report  an  increased  attend- 
ance in  the  use  of  the  reference  room.  In  fact,  this  is  the 
most  gratif)ring  single  item  to  report,  partly  because  of  the 
importance  of  this  field  of  work  and  partly  because  I  was 
s(»newhat  fearful  at  first  that  the  children  would  not  come  out 
on  dark  winter  evenings,  if  living  at  any  distance.  Experience 
has  shown  the  contrary.     Comparing  the  attendance  through 
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'\\viUiKi  N14  and  1915,  the  increase  was  as  follows:  Decem- 
K.  l^ni-  ^l;  December  1915—1,469.  For  October,  Novem- 
•vu  sjdid  LH^xmber  1914,  the  total  attendance  was  4,055,  and  for 
ilw  K. VI  responding  months  of  1915,  the  figures  were  9,759. 

"  ViHf  seats  in  the  reference  room  are  nearly  always  filled, 
.uaJ  there  is  an  overflow  into  the  children's  room.  The  mention 
^  tht^  leads  me  to  say  that  night  after  night  this  Fall  the  seating 
s^AjMcity  of  this  room  has  been  filled  with  those  who  have  come 
K^  use  It  solely  as  a  reading  room.  This,  too,  is  a  happy  realiza- 
tUui  of  the  plan  to  have  a  quiet  'reading-hour'  after  &ie  library 
closes  at  7.00  P.  M.  for  the  circulation  of  books,  as  a  contrast  to, 
and  relief  frcxn,  the  bustle  attendant  upon  the  circulation  of 
books,  when  the  mere  number  of  children  walking  to  and  fro 
makes  confusion.** 

ll«f^HiiMt  In  addition  to  the  work  done  with  those  who  go  in  person 

D«[^«ftiBiQt  to  the  Reference  Department,  the  assistance  which  the  Depart- 
ment is  giving  to  borrowers  whose  requests  come  through  the 
branches  is  of  great  importance.  4,177  questions  which  could 
not  be  adequately  answered  with  the  limited  collections  at  the 
branches  were  forwarded  to  the  Reference  Department.  This 
number  is  an  increase  of  50%  in  two  years.  The  answering  of 
these  questions  now  takes  the  greater  part  of  the  time  of  one 
assistant,  for  the  questions  submitted  through  the  branches  fre- 
quently require  more  research  than  the  inquiries  made  at  the 
Department  itself. 

In  relation  to  value  of  the  intimate  work  done  by  the  li- 
brary, the  Branch  Librarian  of  one  of  our  smaller  branches — 
Astral — ^writes : 

"When  those  of  us  who  have  been  here  long  enough  to  have 
guided  the  immigrant  of  six  years  ago  through  language  primers 
to  English  classics  and  science,  now  co-operate  with  him  as 
teacher  to  his  fellow  cotmtrymen,  we  feel  that  tho'  there  may  be 
periods  of  apparent  stagnation,  tho'  our  figures  never  loom  large 
and  there  be  but  little  to  chronicle  in  black  and  white,  a  small 
branch  in  a  restricted  territory  can  fill  a  real  need  and  justify  its 
existence." 

The  use  of  the  Sociological  Department  is  steadily  growing. 
As  its  resources  become  more  widely  known,  a  larger  number  of

ministers,  doctors,  social  workers,  and  students  rely  upon  it  for 
help  in  the  solution  of  their  problems.  The  development  of  this 
Department  is  a  convincing  evidence  of  the  value  of  specializa- 
tion in  reference  work. 

As  stated   in  last  year's   report,  the  more  liberal   policy  Aodhoriiuna 
adopted  by  the  Board  in  rq^rd  to  the  use  of  auditoriums  has 
been  appreciated  by  the  public.    As  a  sample  of  such  extended 
use  the  report  of  the  librarian  of   the   Carroll  Park  Branch  is 
illuminating: 

"The  auditoritun  and  study  rooms  were  put  to  many  and 
varied  uses  during  the  year.  The  study  rooms  were  used  princi- 
pally by  small  clubs,  committee  meetings  of  various  organizations, 
as  well  as  by  the  children's  librarian  for  the  weekly  *story-hour' 
and  the  meetings  of  the  Girls'  Reading  Club. 

"Our  auditoriiun  continued  its  popularity,  and  a  number  of 
important  meetings  were  held  therein  through  the  year,  notably 
those  of  the  Old  South  Brooklyn  Civic  League,  public  lectures  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  Little  Italy  Neighborhood  Association, 
and  the  Third  Assembly  District  SufiFrage  Party.  As  the  attend- 
ance at  the  public  lectures  averages  but  about  100  people,  and  in 
view  of  the  need  for  economy  in  the  Department  of  Education, 
these  lectures  will,  in  all  probability,  be  discontinued  for  the  pres- 
ent, much  to  the  disappointment  of  the  regular  attendants.  Little 
Italy  Neighborhood  Association  has  been  particularly  zealous  in 
the  use  of  our  auditorium,  and  correspondingly  grateful  for  the 
privilege.  They  have  had  during  the  past  year  in  our  auditorium 
a  number  of  'mothers'  meetings';  a  'safety  first'  lecture;  a 
luncheon,  attended  by  the  various  settlement  workers  throughout 
the  city ;  a  play,  with  its  attendant  rehearsals ;  a  Christmas  enter- 
tainment for  the  children,  with  a  magician  and  ventriloquist  as 
the  chief  entertainer  (and  the  sight  of  those  200  eager,  mystified, 
awe-inspired  children  is  one  never  to  be  forgotten  by  anyone 
privileged  to  be  an  onlooker)  ;  and  then — ^and  this  was  counted  a 
great  concession  from  the  library — ^an  evening  dance  for  the 
adults,  from  nine  to  twelve  o'clock." 

Story  hours  and  club  work  are  also  conducted  by  the  library 
staff.  Quoting  again  from  the  report  of  the  Branch  Librarian  at 
the  Brownsville  Children's  Branch,  we  note  the  value  of  this 
work: 

"When  the  rush  attending  the  opening  of  this  building  was 
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over,  it  was  felt  that  work  of  a  more  personal  nature  should  be 
undertaken.  Consequently,  on  April  17th,  a  story-hour  was 
started  with  an  attendance  of  fifteen.  We  reversed  the  proceeding 
in  other  branches,  and  began  the  work  in  a  quiet  month,  when  the 
story-hours  in  other  branches  were  ending,  expecting  to  have  to 
end  our  story-hour  work  when  other  branches  again  took  up  theirs. 
We  are  glad  to  report  that  so  far  we  have  been  able  to  carry  on 
this  work  in  spite  of  the  increased  circulation.  Our  largest  at- 
tendance this  year  was  168.  The  main  purpose  of  a  story-hour, 
that  is,  attracting  the  attention  of  children  to  good  books,  has  of 
course  been  dwdt  upon,  but  the  fact  which  I  personally  feel  has 
been  most  valuable  is  that  week  after  week  the  'story-teller'  has 
come  in  personal  contact  with  the  same  children.  This  means 
much,  when,  day  after  day,  in  handling  the  crowds  in  a  limited 
number  of  hours,  one  scarcely  has  time  to  recognize  a  face  or  a 
name.  Another  point  not  to  be  forgotten  is  that  the  life  of  these 
Brownsville  children  is  narrow  and  sordid.  Glimpses  of  homes 
as  one  passes  from  street  to  street  reveal  a  number  of  children 
in  one  hcnne,  standing  around  with  apparently  nothing  to  do ;  the 
room  bare  in  its  ugliness,  and  only  the  absolutely  necessary  arti- 
cles of  furniture  and  equipment  for  housekeeping  are  to  be  seen ; 
not  a  toy  or  a  thing  of  beauty  or  interest  to  lode  at.  Outside  the 
home,  their  entire  life  is  divided  between  the  school,  the  library, 
the  street,  and  the  'moving  picture.'  They  seldom  visit  any  other 
part  of  the  city.  The  'moving  pictures,*  as  revealed  by  posters, 
consist  of  cheap  melodrama,  crude  and  sensational,  not  to  say 
less  disparaging  things  of  them,  and  so  the  worth-while  in  the 
child's  life  resolves  itself  into  school  and  library.  In  the  library 
'story-hour*  the  child  gets  a  longer  contact  with  a  refined  per- 
sonality than  is  ordinarily  the  case,  a  more  cultured  presentation 
of  a  story,  a  more  vivid  picture  of  beautiful  things,  a  quicker 
stirring  of  the  imagination,  than  it  could  get  by  reading  to  itself. 
The  i^uences  surrounding  a  Brownsville  child  are  largely  ma- 
terialistic, and  certainly  never  those  of  beauty,  and  that  is  why  I 
think  the  story-hour  is  really  worth  while  in  giving  them  a  larger 
vision. 

"The  same  arguments  presented  for  the  'story-hour'  can  be 
repeated  for  the  girls*  club  conducted  by  another  of  the  senior 
assistants.  This  club  was  started  the  first  week  in  April,  and 
grew  from  an  attendance  at  the  first  meeting  of  eight  to  a  total 
of  twenty-five,  each  week  new  members  asking  to  join.  So  suc- 
cessful has  this  club  work  been  that  it  is  planned  shortly  to  di- 
vide the  groups,  forming  two  clubs  to  meet  alternate  Tuesdays. 
In  this  way  no  more  time  will  be  given  by  the  person  in  charge 
(since  no  more  time  can  be  spared),  but  fifty  instead  of  twenty- 
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five  girls  will  be  reached.  Interest  has  been  stimulated  in  stand- 
ard authors,  and  in  this  way  they  have  grown  to  know  well  such 
authors  as  Arblay,  Austen,  Bronte,  Edgeworth,  Grenfell,  Stock- 
ton, besides  some  of  the  worth-while  juvenile  authors.  The  in- 
terest in  this  club  work  has  come  from  the  girls  themselves,  stimu- 
lated of  course  by  the  assistant  in  charge  of  the  club.  It  was 
felt  at  first  that  this  work  might  have  to  be  given  up,  but  the 
day  for  meeting  was  changed  and  every  effort  made  by  all  the 
sIbS  to  cover  the  desks  and  floor  work  so  that  one  person  could 
be  spared  up  in  the  club  room. 

"The  use  of  the  study  rooms  has  increased  so  that  we  now 
have  twelve  outside  clubs  meeting  here.  The  interests  are  varied, 
ranging  from  the  Camp  Fire  Girls  and  Boy  Scouts  to  a  boys' 
literary  club  conducted  in  outside  hours  by  a  teacher  from  P.  S. 
109.  The  most  .interesting  groups  consist  of  three  squads  of 
Junior  Police,  a  local  organization  formed  tmder  the  auspices  of 
the  local  police  precincts.  Some  of  the  duties  of  the  Junior 
Police  are  to  help  keep  the  streets  clean,  protect  buildings  and 
trees  from  mutilation,  and  similar  activities.  Good  character 
and  good  scholarship  are  essential  to  membership." 

Fifteen  students  graduated  from  the  Training  Qass  in  May,  Ttainlng 
and  seventeen  are  enrolled  in  the  present  class  and  seven  in  the  Class 
special  course  for  children's  librarians.    Of  the  latter,  five  are 
members  of  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library  staff,  while  nine  other 
members  of  the  staff  are  attending  some  of  the  lectures. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  the  Bay  Ridge  Evening 
High  School  announced  a  two  years'  course  in  library  training. 
This  class  was  attended  by  twenty-seven  pupils,  many  of  whom 
believed  that  after  taking  this  course  they  could  obtain  positions 
in  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library. 

The  library's  only  relation  to  the  class  has  been  in  assisting 
in  outlining  a  course  of  study  for  the  year,  and  impressing  upon 
principal  and  students  the  fact  that  positions  would  not  be  avail- 
able in  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library  after  graduation. 

The  number  of  resignations  from  the  staff  was  unusually  Staff 
large,  12%  of  the  entire  staff  resigning  during  the  year.    For  the 
most  part  these  resignations  were  due  to  offers  of  better-paid 
positions,  while  several  left  to  be  married. 

The  list  of  resignations  included  the  Librarian  in  Charge  of 
Deposit  Stations,  four  from  the  staff  of  the  Cataloguing  De- 
partment, four  children's  librarians,  and  nine  senior  assistants. 
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Wc  also  regret  the  necessity  tot  f ecording  tte  losi  of  ti¥6  of  out- 
staff  by  deaflH^Miss  Elizabeth  Dus^nbefi^,  juiiibf  assistant  at 
the  Williamsburgh  Branch,  and  Charles  A.  Cromwell,  janitor  at 
the  Ridgewood  Branch. 

Miss  Fanny  Hull,  who  had  been  in  Library  Service  for 
thirty-three  years,  fourteen  of  which  were  with  the  Brooklyn 
Public  Library,  resigned  iri  July.  Miss  Hull  was  librarian  of  ttie 
Union  for  Christian  Work  from  1882  to  1901,  and  when  this  li- 
brary became  a  part  of  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library  system  she 
continued  as  librarian  of  that  branch,  which  has  sihce  been 
known  as  the  Schermerhom  Branch. 

Noting  the  appreciation  which  prevails  throughout  the  staff, 
a  Branch  Librarian  says : 

"The  generosity  of  the  6oard  of  Trustees  in  making  allow- 
ances to  the  branches  for  decorations  for  the  Christmas  holidays 
has  been  appreciated  by  both  Staff  and  the  public. 

"The  festoons  of  laurel,  the  branches  of  holly,  and  the  glit- 
tering Christmas  trees,  with  the  fire  crackling  in  the  fireplace, 
have  given  a  homelike  touch  which  has  made  each  branch  a  little 
nearer  to  the  hearts  of  the  people,  and  a  little  more  indispoisable." 

Although  the  time  lost  by  reason  of  illness  is  large  in  the 
aggregate,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  113  assistants  were  not 
absent  at  all  during  the  year,  and  139  were  absent  less  than  five 
days.  The  Board  of  Trustees  has  always  been  very  liberal  in  its 
allowance  of  time  for  illness,  suid  it  is  an  evidence  of  the  con- 
scientiousness of  the  staff  in  general  that  so  few  are  ever  obl^ed 
to  accept  the  full  privileges  granted  by  the  Boafd. 

In  spite  of  the  unusual  increase  in  circulation,  nk>ney  was 
not  available  for  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  staff.  Fourteen 
additional  appointments  were  made  during  the  year,  but  seven  of 
this  number  were  appointed  on  account  of  the  opening  of  the 
Red  Hock  Braneh ;  and  two— a  clerk  and  a  janitor — ^were  added 
to  tiie  staff  of  the  Admmistration  Departn^ent,  so  that  practieaUy 
only  five  people  were  added  on  account  of  increase  of  work. 

The  staff  has  shown  its  loyalty  to,  and  interest  m,  the  institu- 
tion  by  carrying  the  increased  work  without  a  word  of  complaint 
and  as  though  it  were  a  matter  of  course. 

The  Chief  Ubrariaft  appreciates  the  splendid  attitude  which 
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the  staflF  takes  toward  its  work,  and  cheerfully  acknowledges  the 
assistance  given,  which  at  all  times  he  has  found  so  helpful,  effi- 
cient, and  adequate.

Chief  Librarian, 
Book  Order  Department 

A  review  of  the  selection,  purchase,  and  binding  of  books 
for  1915  presents  no  marked  change  from  previous  years.  The 
number  of  volumes  handled,  as  well  as  the  amotmt  spent,  was 
larger  than  in  any  previous  year,  with  the  exception  of  1914, 
when  two  new  branches  were  opened.  The  average  cost  of  both 
books  and  binding  shows  a  considerable  decrease,  and  is  now 
less  than  it  has  been  for  a  number  of  years. 

During  the  year,  the  new  Red  Hook  Branch  was  stocked 
with  9,500  volumes,  at  an  average  cost  of  94  cents  per  volume. 
About  one-third  of  these  were  purchased  from  second-hand 
sources,  at  an  average  of  51  cents;  the  balance  included  many 
volumes  purchased  in  special  library  bindings,  thus  increasing  the 
cost. 

During  the  Fall,  the  purchase  of  fiction  for  public  libraries 
received  much  publicity,  owing  to  a  remark  made  by  a  member 
of  the  sub-committee  on  the  budget.  The  amount  spent  for 
novels  of  the  day  seems  to  have  been  somewhat  overestimated, 
at  least  according  to  the  practice  of  this  library.  During  1915, 
about  6,000  novels  published  during  the  last  two  years  were 
added  to  the  library,  as  compared  with  the  purchase  of  23,000 
volumes  of  adult  fiction  published  before  1914  and  comprising 
to  a  considerable  extent  the  so-called  classics — ^Dickens,  Scott, 
Thackeray,  etc.  Less  than  7%  of  this  year's  book  appropriation 
was  expended  for  novels  published  during  the  last  two  years. 
The  6,000  voliunes  of  such  novels  represented  120  titles,  an  aver- 
age duplication  of  50,  which  is  certainly  not  excessive  for  a  li- 
brary with  35  branches.  Tarkington's  Turmoil  proved  to  be  most 
in  demand,  179  copies  having  been  bought.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  library  has  on  its  shelves  277  copies  of  Oliver  Twist,  342  of 
Ivanhoe,  247  of  Tale  of  Two  Cities,  and  319  of  The  Count  of 
Monte  Crista.

The  average  cost  per  volume  of  all  bodes  purchased  during 
1915  was  $1.13,  as  ccmipared  with  $1.24  for  1914,  and  $1.17  for 
1913.  This  average  cost  includes  also  the  cost  of  the  binding  in 
the  case  of  about  35,000  books  bought  in  special  library  binding. 
The  average  cost  varied  from  88  cents  for  books  in  foreign 
languages  and  $1.01  for  replacements  and  duplicates,  to  $7.89 
per  volume  for  books  bought  from  the  endowment  funds.  For 
each  class  the  average  was  less  than  in  the  preceding  year. 

Of  the  volumes  bought  irom  second-hand  sources  and 
placed  in  the  stock  room,  13,870  volumes  were  supplied  to  the 
branches  during  the  year,  at  an  average  cost  of  39  cents.  Of  the 
26,000  volumes  on  our  annual  fiction  replacement  order,  over 
10,000  were  supplied  from  stock  or  directly  from  second-hand 
dealers,  at  an  average  cost  of  33  cents,  as  compared  with  an  aver- 
age cost  of  over  90  cents  per  volume  had  the  bodes  been  pur- 
chased in  the  regular  way.  The  number  of  volumes  supplied 
from  stock  to  the  branches  in  1915  was  nearly  double  the  num- 
ber supplied  the  preceding  year. 
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During  the  year,  47,366  volumes  (exclusive  of  periodicals) 
were  bound,  at  an  average  cost  of  53  cents,  as  compared  with  57 
cents  the  preceding  year;  942  volumes  of  periodicals  and  news- 
papers frcmi  Montague  Branch  were  botmd,  at  an  average  cost  of 
$1.45;  and  847  volumes  of  periodicals  from  the  other  branches 
were  bound,  at  an  average  cost  of  $1.13.  The  total  number  of 
volumes  reboimd  exceeded  the  number  of  any  previous  year,  the 
average  cost,  56  cents,  being  7%  less  than  in  1913.  The  decrease 
in  the  cost  of  the  binding  is  due  partly  to  the  substitution  of 
buckram  for  leather  in  certain  classes  of  books  at  certain 
branches.  Whether  such  a  substitution  will  result  in  any  real 
economy  remains  to  be  seen.  From  the  few  books  which  have 
been  discarded  in  such  binding,  it  would  appear  that  the  saving 
in  the  cost  of  the  binding  is  more  than  lost  in  the  decrease  of  the 
ntunber  of  issues  of  the  boc^.  Since  the  experiment  was  started, 
the  buckram  binding  has  been  somewhat  strengthened.  After 
the  books  have  been  in  service  a  longer  period,  it  will  be  possible 
to  ascertain  exactly  the  comparative  wear  of  the  two  bindings. 
These  and  other  binding  details  will  be  presented  in  a  later 
report.

Calalogoing  DepttrtmMit 

The  year  just  ended  has  been  a  busy  one  for  the  Depart- 
ment, and  the  number  of  volumes  received  into  these  quarters  and 
sent  into  the  homes  of  the  people  of  Brookl3m  via  our  31 
branches,  ready  catalogued,  classified,  and  otherwise  properly 
labelled,  make  one  who  is  familiar  with  our  limited  accommoda- 
tions ask  himself  "how  one  small  house  could  carry  all  these 
books,"  even  though  they  came  and  went  in  relays.  They  num- 
bered 102,110  volimies,  making  1915  the  banner  year  in  this  re- 
spect, and  bringing  the  total  collection  of  the  Library  to  862,112 
volumes. 

The  16,031  volumes  increase  over  last  year's  count  is  due  in 
slight  measure  to  the  opening  of  the  new  Red  Hook  Branch,  in 
May,  and  its  7,205  volimies  nucleus  at  the  start.  The  7,119  new 
titles  (in  8,919  volumes)  added,  ccmiprised  scmie  very  interesting 
and  valuable  works  in  the  realm  of  literature,  history,  and  art, 
only  420  of  them  representing  English  adult  and  juvenile  fictbn, 
about  268  works  on  the  present  European  war,  196  volumes  of 
music,  and  1,719  books  in  foreign  languages.  The  addition  of 
the  Red  Hook  collection  necessitated  the  usual  additional  work 
of  branch  cataloguing  and  shelf  listing,  preparing  for  the  shelves, 
and  taking  a  final  inventory  of  its  7,119  voltunes.  There  were 
fewer — almost  no — duplicates  in  this  collection  as  compared  with 
those  of  earlier  branches  at  their  respective  b^^nings. 

A  total  of  146,576  cards  were  written  by  this  Department, 
48,710  for  the  Union  Catalogue  and  Shelf  List,  375  for  the  De- 
pository Catalogue,  and  the  remainder  for  the  branch  catalogues 
and  shelf  lists.  The  117,100  Union,  Montague,  Schermerhom, 
and  Red  Hook  cards  were  alphabetized,  and  filed  in  their  respec- 
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tive  catalogues,  as  were  also  the  49,493  printed  cards  for  the  De- 
pository Catalogue.  The  latter  comprised  43,999  frcrai  the 
Library  of  Congress,  5,193  from  Harvard  University,  and  301 
from  the  University  of  Chicago.  The  branches  wrote  124,576 
catalogue  cards,  which  were  revised  by  this  Department  before 
being  filed  in  the  branch  catalogues.  The  total  number  of  books 
in  foreign  languages  added  during  the  year,  including  titles  new 
to  the  system,  and  duplicates,  amounted  to  2,511,  the  largest  ad- 
dition (719)  being  in  the  Russian  language,  with  Italian,  French, 
German,  and  Yiddish  running  a  close  race.  The  Library  for  the 
Blind  received  its  283  additional  volumes,  mainly  in  Moon  and 
English  Braille.  The  number  of  volumes  discarded,  lost,  and 
missing  at  inventory,  and  so  entered  in  the  Union  records,  to- 
talled 48,785. 

The  recataloguing  of  the  Schermerhom  Branch  has  at  last 
been  quite  completed,  as  has  also  that  of  the  Montague  Branch. 
When  the  latter  was  first  undertaken,  twelve  years  ago,  it  was 
estimated  that  in  ten  years  from  that  date  the  then  collection  of 
163,760  volumes,  exclusive  of  the  dociunents  and  pamphlets, 
which  were  not  to  be  included  in  the  bond,  would  be  finished, — 
accessioned,  reclassified  and  recatalogued,  and  reniunbered.  At 
the  conclusion  of  the  ten  years  this  work  was  done,  and  in  addi- 
tion 107,059  volumes  of  new  accessions  had  been  catalogued,  etc., 
and  prepared  for  circulation.  Three  of  the  extra  assistants  ap- 
pointed in  1903  were  kept  on  the  staff  until  the  end  of  this  year, 
but  during  the  past  two  years  have  been  engaged  in  doing  general 
cataloguing  and  Schermerhom  recataloguing. 

The  entire  collection  of  bibliography,  numbering  683 
volumes,  was  renumbered,  the  class  nimiber  being  carried  to  the 
second  and  third  figure  beyond  the  decimal,  and  similar  work 
is  in  progress  on  the  books  classed  in  the  Civil  War  period. 
Many  volumes  were  changed  from  the  reference  and  restricted 
collection  to  the  circulating,  and  vice  versa,  necessitating  corre- 
sponding changes  in  books  and  on  catalogue  and  shelf  list  cards. 
The  monthly  statistics  of  circulation,  accessions,  and  registra- 
tion were  kept  by  this  Department  as  usual,  and  the  statistics 
for  the  year  1914  as  they  appear  in  the  printed  annual  report 
were  compiled  by  the  Department  as  in  previous  years. 
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Some  of  the  routine  work  has  had  to  be  delayed  because 
of  the  unusual  influx  of  books  during  the  past  few  months, 
which  needed  immediate  attention  to  prevent  congestion.  Al- 
most 214  days  were  lost  through  illness  during  the  past  year, 
and  89  days  leave  were  granted  without  pay,  during  the  vaca- 
tion period  mainly.  Two  assistants  (one  second-grade  and  one 
third-grade)  and  one  page  resigned  in  October  and  November 
respectively,  and  their  resultant  vacancies  were  not  filled.  The 
services  of  another  third-grade  assistant  were  dispensed  with, 
and  one  first-grade  assistant  was  transferred  to  the  Circulating 
Department  at  the  close  of  the  year,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
recataloguing  was  completed  and  no  new  branches  to  be  opened 
in  the  immediate  future.  The  year  1916  will  show  how  much 
the  work  of  the  Department  has  been  hindered  by  this  lessening 
of  the  staff.  We  do  not  expect  that  such  will  be  the  case  unless 
unforeseen  contingencies  should  confront  us.  Meantime  the 
salaries  of  the  Department  will  have  been  lessened  by  $3,180 

per  annum.

Reference  Department 

An  encouraging  development  in  the  work  of  the  past  year 
has  been  the  increasing  number  of  readers  who  come  in  from 
various  sections  of  the  city  to  use  the  main  reference  library. 
The  number  is,  however,  still  far  below  what  it  should  be.  It 
is  apparent  from  remarks  made  by  readers  on  their  first  visit 
that  there  is  a  widespread  lack  of  knowledge  among  the  people 
of  the  city  that  this  library  has  a  much  larger  collection  of 
books  and  better  facilities  for  special  study  than  are  offered  by 
the  branch  libraries  in  their  own  localities.  Some  effective 
scheme  should  be  devised  of  making  this  fact  more  generally 
known. 

There  has  been  a  noticeable  increase  in  the  use  of  books  in 
the  field  of  applied  science.  This  class  of  material  has  been 
purchased  rather  more  freely  during  the  past  year  or  two,  in- 
cluding treatises  on  special  subjects,  society  publications,  and 
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technical  periodicals,  and  the  use  made  of  them  seems  to  justify 
this  policy.  There  is  urgent  need,  for  this  work,  of  an  assist- 
ant who  has  had  a  special  technical  education. 

The  European  war  has  created  unusual  demands  for  books 
on  the  belligerent  countries  and  such  subjects  as  military  science, 
chemical  technology,  manufacture  of  dyes,  production  of  potash, 
and  South  American  trade. 

A  plan  for  improving  and  centralizing  the  reference  work 
has  recently  been  put  into  operation.  The  public  card  catalogue 
has  been  moved  from  its  old  location  at  the  rear  of  the  Circu- 
lation Department  to  the  front  of  the  delivery  room,  where  it 
is  in  close  proximity  to  the  main  entrance  to  the  building  and 
easily  accessible  to  those  who  are  going  either  to  the  Reference 
Room  or  to  the  Circulation  Department.  In  this  public  cata- 
logue room  there  has  been  established  a  central  information 
desk  connected  by  telephone  with  the  various  departments  of 
the  library,  and  trial  is  being  made  of  having  assistants  from 
the  Reference  Department  on  duty  at  this  central  desk.  The 
aim  is  to  focalize  at  the  public  catalogue  the  work  of  assisting 
the  public  in  book  selection,  whether  the  books  desired  are  for 
home  reading  or  for  study  within  the  library.  Readers  are  met 
at  this  pivotal  point  as  they  enter  the  library,  given  such  aid  as 
they  may  need  in  using  the  catalogue  and  bibliographies,  and 
then  directed  to  the  appropriate  room  to  get  the  books,  or  to 
obtain  further  assistance  and  advice  from  the  librarian  in 
charge  of  the  special  department.  The  plan  has  not  been  in 
operation  long  enough  to  enable  us  to  judge  of  its  success.  It 
promises  to  furnish  prompt  and  expert  assistance  to  readers, 
and,  by  bringing  all  departments  into  close  touch  with  the  cen- 
tral information  desk  and  general  catalogue,  to  promote  co- 
operation and  prevent  duplication  of  work. 

An  important  part  of  the  reference  work  is  the  selection  of 
books  on  various  subjects  to  be  loaned  to  the  branch  libraries 
for  the  use  of  their  borrowers.  This  work  is  supervised  by  the 
Assistant  Reference  Librarian,  who  comments  on  it  as  follows: 

This  phase  of  the  Reference  Department's  work  has 
grown  steadily.  In  1911,  when  the  first  accurate  statistics 
were  kept,  only  1,242  branch  requests  for  information  were 
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answered  by  this  department.  In  1915,  there  were  4,177 
branch  reference  questions  received.  These  figures  for  1915 
show  an  increase  of  about  50%  over  the  year  1913,  and 
about  20%  over  the  year  1914.  It  is  well  to  remember  that 
these  branch  reference  questions  represent  only  those  re- 
quests which  cannot  be  satisfactorily  answered  by  the 
branch,  and  are  entirely  separate  from  the  requests  by 
author  and  title  which  are  sent  to  the  Traveling  Libraries 
Department. 

Many  of  the  requests  require  only  a  proper  selection  of 
a  book  or  books,  which  cannot  be  accomplished  simply  by 
consulting  the  catalogue,  but  necessitates  the  handling  of 
numerous  bocrfcs  at  the  shelves.  Many  of  the  other  questions 
require  considerable  more  time  and  research.  Specimens  of 
some  of  these  more  serious  subjects  are  as  follows :  manu- 
facture of  sandpaper;  tar  roofing;  manufacture  of  Panama 
hats ;  military  training  in  the  public  schools ;  advantages  and 
disadvantages  of  "part-time"  in  the  schools;  seed  testing; 
ccmstruction  of  oil  tank  steamers;  cartooning  the  President 
should  be  forbidden;  construction  of  the  dictograph;  sta- 
tistics of  damage  done  by  forest  fires;  the  Gnome  engine; 
gang  life  in  New  York  City;  music  for  the  Indian  feather 
dance ;  effect  of  paganism  on  early  Christian  art ;  synchron- 
ization of  clocks ;  Hopedale  Community ;  meaning  of  Indian 
dances;  description  of  the  community  "Int^^l  Phalanx"; 
oil  painting  on  satin ;  the  Swiss  military  system ;  calculating 
machines;  the  German  chorale;  meaning  of  the  colors  of 
the  German  flag;  Carl  Zeiss  institutions;  manufacture  of 
tin  boxes;  six-year  presidential  term;  asphaltum  putty; 
manufacture  of  picric  acid;  cultivation  and  manufacture  of 
opium;  educational  institutions  of  Ireland;  Bielefeld  relief 
system;  social  significance  of  the  drama;  Russian  and  Si- 
berian prisons;  manufacture  of  non-refillable  bottles;  en- 
dowment of  newspapers;  Japanese  embroidery;  description 
of  the  sewers  of  Paris;  American  customs  in  China. 

The  Department  of  Sociology  has  had  its  busiest  and  most 
successful  year  since  it  was  established  five  years  ago,  and  is  a 
convincing  example  of  the  value  of  specialization  in  reference 
work.  The  assistant  in  charge  of  the  department  reports  as  fol- 
lows: 

The  work  of  the  Department  of  Sociology  during  the 
past  year  has  been  especially  active  along  the  lines  df  ref- 
erence research.    The  problems  presented  have  in  the  ma- 
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jority  of  cases  required  much  time  for  gathering  together 
all  the  types  of  material  needed  for  various  phases  of  the 
subject  to  be  studied.  One  request  usually  calls  for  general 
and  special  book  matter,  magazine  articles,  reports  of  gov- 
ernment (^cials  or  departments,  or  of  associations,  up-to- 
date  pamphlet  material  which  is  not  yet  in  permanent  book 
form,  and  general  reference  books.  It  is  becoming  more 
and  more  the  habit  of  "readers"  to  come  in,  or  write  in, 
asking  that  material  on  a  certain  subject  be  gathered  to- 
gether, stating  when  it  will  be  used.  And  it  is  almost  in- 
variably used,  which  was  not  formerly  so  certain,  much  hard 
work  going  for  naught  because  the  reader  would  never  re- 
turn. He  practically  always  returns  now.  Ministers, 
doctors,  social  workers,  and  students  are  continually  with 
us.  The  use  of  the  study  room  is  quite  constant,  both  by  de- 
baters and  those  who  wish  to  confer  over  some  special  topic 
or  subject  of  study. 

The  increase  in  attendance  has  not  been  so  marked  as 
last  year,  the  figures  standing  7,016  for  1914,  and  7,567  for 
1915.  This  can  be  explained,  however,  both  by  reference 
to  the  statement  above  as  to  the  general  character  of  the 
work,  which  shows  more  specialized,  prolonged  study  and 
less  call  for  general  off-hand  information,  and  by  the  fact 
that  the  demand  for  civil  service  examination  questions, 
while  quite  as  diversified  as  heretofore,  is  not  nearly  so 
large  in  point  of  number  of  applicants.  This  in  turn  may 
be  explained  as  a  result  of  the  effort  of  the  municipal  au- 
thorities to  gain  a  better  grade  of  more  experienced  candi- 
dates. To  accomplish  this,  classes  have  been  established 
for  possible  applicants,  while  the  Municipal  Reference  Li- 
brary, in  the  Municipal  Building,  specializes  in  supplying 
civil  service  information  to  the  employees  of  the  city.  An- 
other class  of  inquirer  which  has  fallen  off  during  the  past 
year  is  that  demanding  college  catalogue  information.  This 
is  rather  unaccountable,  but  the  fact  remains  that  the  num- 
ber is  appreciably  less. 

The  advertising  of  the  resources  of  the  Department  by 
means  of  its  three  monthly  bulletins  has  continued  to  pro- 
duce good  results,  as  is  shown  by  the  circulation  figures  for 
the  two  years:  9,670  for  1914,  and  12,421  for  1915,  giving 
an  increase  of  2,751.  The  amount  of  clerical  work  done 
may  be  realized  in  a  measure  by  the  statement  that  17,054 
catalogue  cards  have  been  typewritten  and  filed,  and  1,576 
clippings  mounted  and  filed.  These  figures  may  give  some 
idea  of  the  amoimt  of  checking  of  items  for  ordering,  and 
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the  clerical  work  involved  in  searching  the  main  catalogue, 
and  writing  orders  with  duplicate  slips.  All  of  the  222 
magazines,  journals,  and  bulletins  from  various  parts  of  the 
country  are  systematically  examined  for  notices  of  valuable 
material  which  should  be  added  to  the  collection.  The  de- 
partment is  becoming  overcrowded  to  congestion,  and  very 
little  of  the  contents  can  be  spared,  because  the  subjects  in- 
cluded are  studied  historically,  theoretically,  and  practically. 
More  room  and  more  assistance  both  are  looked  forward  to 
most  earnestly,  because  with  these  acquisitions  the  work 
will  develop  still  more  rapidly  and  will  be  eventually  un- 
limited within  its  broad  field.

Department  of  Branches  and  Apprentices. 

Early  in  1915,  we  estimated  a  circulation  of  6,000,000 
volumes  for  the  year,  but  we  have  fallen  a  little  short  of  the 
mark.  The  monthly  increase  during  the  last  six  months  was 
not  as  large  as  that  of  the  first  six.  Of  this  increase,  only 
about  61,000  volumes  is  due  to  the  opening  of  a  new  branch. 

In  January,  we  increased  the  privil^es  of  our  borrowers. 
Instead  of  a  few  being  permitted  to  draw  six  books  on  a  special 
card,  every  adult  was  allowed  six  books  on  a  card,  only  one  of 
which  might  be  a  seven-day  fiction.  In  a  few  branches,  the 
increase  in  circulation  could  be  directly  traced  to  the  additional 
privil^e,  but  in  others  there  was  a  material  increase  in  the 
juvenile  department,  where  no  increased  privilege  was  granted. 
Very  few  people  take  the  six  books  at  a  time,  but  three  or  four 
seems  to  be  a  popular  number.  A  few  branches  show  an  in- 
creased circulation  in  technical  books.  The  Superintendent  felt 
that  there  might  be  a  decrease  in  registration  from  the  fact  that 
several  borrowers  in  a  family  might  use  fewer  cards  because 
they  could  have  more  books  on  one  card.  While  the  statistics 
for  the  year  do  show  a  decrease  of  about  10,000,  it  cannot  be 
traced  to  this  fact. 

The  increased  number  of  books  on  a  card  has  materially  in- 
creased the  desk  work  along  routine  lines, — a  borrower  bring- 
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ing  in  two  cards  and  four  books  with  two  others  charged  on 
the  cards  necessitates  slipping  the  bodes  before  discharging 
them  on  the  card,  to  avoid  a  mixup  of  cards  and  books,  and 
annoyance  to  the  borrower  later.  With  the  additional  privilege, 
the  branches  were  permitted  to  change  the  time  limit  of  fiction 
and  non-fiction  books  to  three,  seven,  fourteen,  or  thirty  days, 
according  to  the  demand.  Several  branches  systematically 
changed  the  greater  part  of  their  non-fiction  collection  to  thirty 
days,  others  changed  very  few. 

The  two  new  branches  opened  last  year — Brownsville 
Children's  and  Eastern  Parkway — have  now  settled  down  to 
normal  conditions.  Usually  there  is  a  big  decrease  in  circula- 
tion after  the  opening  rush,  but  Eastern  Parkway  has  shown  an 
increase  of  about  13,000  volumes  over  the  corresponding 
months  of  the  previous  year,  while  Brownsville  Children's  has 
decreased  only  about  6,000  volumes. 

April  saw  the  completion  and  opening  of  the  Red  Hook 
Branch.  There  was  no  great  rush  of  borrowers,  but  in  the 
afternoon  the  children  quickly  filled  the  room,  showing  their 
appreciation  by  coming  in,  in  a  quiet,  orderly  way.  The  circu- 
lation is  only  fair,  considering  the  size  of  the  building,  the 
staff,  and  the  neighborhood ;  but  there  may  never  be  a  large 
circulation,  as  many  of  the  workmen  in  the  neighboring  fac- 
tories live  in  other  parts  of  the  city,  and  so  do  not  use  the  li- 
brary to  its  fullest  extent.  When  this  branch  opened,  the  Car- 
roll Park  Branch  lost  some  of  its  borrowers,  as  the  new  branch 
was  so  much  handier  that  both  adults  and  children  who  lived 
nearer  the  new  branch  and  had  been  using  the  Carroll  Park 
Branch  registered  at  the  new  one  instead  of  taking  the  long 
walk  to  Carroll  Park. 

In  the  months  of  May  and  December  we  moved  two  of  our 
small  branches  into  larger  quarters.  Borough  Park  was 
moved  in  May  cmly  about  two  blocks  from  the  old  location,  but 
the  larger  quarters  have  been  appreciated  both  by  the  public  and 
the  staff.  More  work  has  been  done  with  greater  ease  than  in 
the  old  crowded  quarters.  Kings  Highway  was  moved  the  last 
day  of  the  year  only  a  few  rods  from  the  old  building,  but  the 
larger  room  with  its  tables  and  chairs  seems  more  like  a  library, 
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and  will  give  the  staff  more  opportunity  to  serve  the  public 

In  April,  the  library  schools  of  Albany,  Syracuse  Uni- 
versity, and  Pratt  Institute  paid  us  a  visit.  Following  their  ex- 
ample, about  sixty  of  our  staff,  including  the  Training  Qass, 
visited  the  Publishing  House  of  Doubleday,  Page  and  Co.  This 
trip  is  always  enjoyed  by  us,  as  we  are  shown  every  attention, 
and  opportunity  is  given  us  for  asking  questions  about  the 
work. 

The  increased  circulation  throughout  the  system  has  af- 
fected the  Sunday  and  hdiday  work,  making  it  harder  to  carry. 
Several  branches  report  increased  reference  work  on  these  days, 
so  it  has  been  necessary  to  put  on  additional  workers,  but  lack 
of  appropriation  has  not  permitted  us  to  adequately  increase  the 
staff  on  these  days. 

The  forty-nine  resignations  and  fifty  s^pointments  made 
many  changes  on  the  staff.  Among  the  resignations  was  that  of 
Miss  Hull,  who  had  been  in  library  work  over  thirty  years;  ten 
were  those  of  pages  who  resigned  to  accept  better  positions  in 
other  lines  of  work;  while  several  in  our  graded  service  re- 
signed to  enter  the  business  world,  and  eight  to  be  married. 
Resignations  and  appointments  are  more  far-reaching  in  the 
system  than  would  appear,  as  they  usually  mean  several  trans- 
fers, in  order  to  strengthen  a  staff,  to  place  a  girl  nearer  home, 
or  to  give  her  a  special  line  of  work.  Several  of  these  resigna- 
tions came  during  the  vacation  period  this  year,  and  death 
claimed  Miss  Elizabeth  Dusenberry,  one  of  our  recently  ap- 
pointed members. 

Throughout  the  year  our  substitutes  have  been  busy 
because  of  sick  leaves,  leaves  without  pay,  vacancies  not  filled, 
and  increased  work.  During  the  vacation  period  we  could  have 
used  several  additional  substitutes. 

Opportunity  was  given  ten  members  of  our  staff  to  attend 
the  American  Library  Association  Conference,  held  in  Cali- 
fornia; several  went  to  the  Fall  library  meeting  held  in  New 
York  State;  and  our  own  local  club  meetings  were  well  at- 
tended. Because  of  length  of  service,  four  people  were  granted 
an  extra  month's  vacation. 

The  year  has  been  a  busy  ont.    The  increased  circulation 
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added  to  the  routine  work  in  ail  directions,  but  on  account  of 
lack  of  funds  we  were  unable  to  make  the  additional  appoint- 
ments needed  to  carry  the  work  to  our  entire  satisfaction;  but 
throughout  the  S3rstem  the  co-operative  spirit  has  been  good, 
the  staff  have  cheerfully  carried  leaves  without  pay,  sick  leaves 
varying  from  one  day  to  a  week,  and  the  additional  work.

Chfldren's  Department 

On  one  of  those  winter  afternoons  when  every  foot  of 
floor-space  in  our  children's  room  is  covered  with  restless  feet, 
a  very  little,  very  observant  boy,  remarked  to  the  children's  li- 
brarian, "Miss ,  there  are  here  too  many  children !"  This 

remark  I  find  the  burden  of  the  refrain  in  many  of  the  reports 
recently  sent  me  by  our  children's  librarians.  A  very  inhospit- 
able attitude  for  a  children's  librarian  to  take,  one  would  think. 
The  meaning  of  the  refrain,  however,  is  not  that  we  do  not  wish 
to  welcome  to  our  libraries  every  child  in  Brooklyn,  but  that 
our  rooms  and  our  service  are  becoming — in  some  branches 
have  already  become — inadequate  for  anything  like  ideal  library 
work  during  the  winter  months.  One  diildren's  librarian  writes 
disconsolately  that  "she  has  a  fellow-feeling  for  the  policeman 
when  she  hears  him  say,  Tass  on  there !'  She  tries  to  say  it  in 
a  pleasanter  manner,  but  it  amoimts  to  the  same  thing." 

We  are  all  gratified  to  look  at  a  statistics  sheet  which  shows 
a  great  increase  of  circulation,  for  we  think  this  means  that  the 
citizens  of  Brooklyn  are  more  and  more  coming  to  realize  the 
value  of  their  pubHc  library.  But  until  we  have  a  larger  income, 
much  of  our  careful  individual  work  must  be  dropped,  while  to 
repeat,  "Find  your  book,  quickly,  and  go"  becomes  the  chief 
personal  contact  of  the  children's  librarian  with  the  boys  and 
girls. 

It  would  be  possible  to  require  our  workers  with  children 
to  act  merely  as  clerks  trained  to  hand  out  more  books  a  minute 
than  would  satisfy  the  Efficiency  Expert.  Such  machine-work 
would  mean  saying  many  times  in  an  afternoon,  "I'm  sorry,  but 
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I  haven't  time  to  answer  your  questions  now;  we  can't  do  any 
more  reference  work  this  afternoon,"  "No  more  story-hours  or 
reading  clubs  till  Spring;  we  haven't  time  for  them,"  **Yes,  I 
know  what  books  you  want,  but  try  to  come  in  when  we  are  not 
so  rushed;  we'll  not  be  able  to  'straighten'  the  shelves  again  till 
to-morrow  morning,  and  I  cannot  now  hunt  for  what  you  want," 
"No,  we  cannot  mail  any  more  applications  until  the  busy 
months  are  over;  we  can  give  out  cards  only  to  those  children 
whose  fathers  or  mothers  come  to  the  library  in  person  to  en- 
dorse amplications,"  "Too  crowded  to  let  the  little  brothers  and 
sisters  in,  so  big  sister,  the  caretaker,  cannot  stay  in  the 
library." 

If  I  were  allowed  the  space,  I  could  fill  a  volume  with  il- 
lustrations of  the  value  of  individual  work,  of  the  way  it  reacts 
not  merely  upon  the  individual,  but  upon  large  numbers  of 
people — grown  people  as  well  as  children — through  the  one 
child  helped. 

The  lack  of  adequate  assistance  has  made  it  impossible  for 
us  to  meet  halfway  the  requests  of  those  Brooklyn  schools 
working  on  the  "Gary  plan."  While  librarians  have  for  many 
years  been  trying  to  bring  about  the  close  co-operation  of  school 
arid  library,  and  while  many  teachers  have  always  responded 
cordially  to  the  librarians'  advances,  the  extensive  use  of  the  li- 
brary by  school  classes  according  to  the  "Gary  scheme"  could 
be  met  only  by  very  lai^ly  increasing  our  staflF.  We  earnestly 
h(^  that  we  may  not  long  have  to  discourage  the  teachers  as 
we  have  done  this  year.  At  the  same  time  we  must  always  take 
care  to  guard  the  library  from  becixning,  in  the  minds  of  the 
pupils,  nothing  but  a  supplementary  class-room,  a  place  to 
which  they  are  led,  willy-nilly,  at  regular  intervals,  merely  to 
"study  their  lessons"  under  the  supervision  of  their  teachers. 
The  librarian  must  be  able  to  take  the  time  to  make  every  class 
visit  delightful  to  the  pupils.  She  must  not  be  narrowly  re- 
stricted as  to  the  subjects  to  be  looked  up,  else  it  will  be  im- 
possible for  her  to  find  enough  interesting  books  suited  to  a 
grade  to  make  the  visit  a  delight.  The  same  classes  should  not 
come  so  often  that  library  visits  become  only  another  piece  of 
school  routine.    Of  all  things  we  must  preserve  that  freedom 
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and  spontaneity  in  library  use  which  makes  the  children's  rooms 
and  the  children's  books  a  source  of  unmixed  pleasure  to  the 
children. 

Last  year,  2,178,142  "juvenile"  books  were  taken  home 
from  the  public  libraries  by  the  children  of  Brooklyn.  If  it 
seemed  worth  while  to  keep  statistics  of  reading-room  use,  as 
well  as  of  home  circulation,  we  should  find  that  many  more 
children  come  to  the  children's  rooms  than  the  above  two-million 
figure  shows. 

The  1915  "juvenfle"  circulation  was  larger  by  289,110  vol- 
umes than  that  of  1914.  This  increase  was  not  piled  up  in  a  few 
branches,  but  it  extended  over  all  the  city,  only  five  children's 
rooms  (two  of  those  being  affected  by  the  opening  of  new 
branches)  showing  any  decrease.  A  remarkable  thing,  too,  is 
the  fact  that  our  per  cent,  of  juvenile  to  total  circulation 
(namely,  37%)  is  the  same  as  it  was  in  1914.  Since  the  adults 
were  given  the  six-books  privil^e  in  1915,  while  the  children 
are  still  restricted  to  two  books  at  a  time,  I  expected  that  the 
per  cent,  of  juvenile  circulation  would  be  smaller  than  hereto- 
fore. 

It  must  never  be  forgotten  that  these  figures  are  not  swelled 
by  our  admitting  to  our  shelves  the  hundreds  and  hundreds  of 
mediocre  "juveniles"  published  year  by  year.  I  find  that  dur- 
ing the  past  four  years  we  have  added,  on  an  average,  150  new 
titles  annually  to  our  juvenile  approved  list.  Yet,  maintaining 
our  high  standard,  we  still  draw  the  crowds  of  children.  And 
a  count  taken  in  almost  any  children's  room  at  any  time  would 
show  that  the  majority  of  the  readers  were  boys  from  ten  to 
fourteen  years  of  age.  Rather  an  interesting  commentary  on 
the  asserticm  sometimes  made  that  children's  librarians  do  not 
understand  boys'  tastes!  No  one  compels  these  boys  to  come 
to  the  libraries;  and  if  anyone  imagines  that  only  "ladylike 
lads"  come  to  read  what  we  select,  we  might  allow  the  skeptic 
to  take  a  hand  in  managing  these  boys  for  an  afternoon  or  two 
this  winter. 

Since  the  Branch  Librarian  of  Brownsville  Children's 
Branch  will  make  her  report  directly  to  the  Chief  Librarian,  I 
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will  make  no  more  than  this  reference  to  the  beautiful  work 
done  in  that  beautiful  building. 

The  Training  Course  for  Children's  Librarians,  also,  will 
be  reported  by  the  Principal  of  the  Training  Qasses. 

Again  I  wish  it  were  possible  to  express  what  I  feel  of 
enthusiasm  regarding  the  character  of  the  work  with  children 
given  by  our  staff.  It  is  the  work  of  women  of  brains  and 
ability,  of  unselfish  devotion  to  the  service  of  the  people.  It  de- 
serves more  than  our  thanks.  May  the  time  be  near  when 
salaries  shall  better  express  the  city's  appreciation  of  the  li- 
brarian's work.

Department  of  Supplies. 

In  April  of  this  year,  the  Red  Hook  Branch  was  opened, 
occup3ring  the  twentieth  Cam^e  building  of  the  Brooklyn 
Public  Library  system.  The  addition  of  this  branch  makes  a 
total  of  thirty-eight  (38)  branches,  stations,  and  departments 
furnished  with  supplies,  light,  and  equipment  through  the  agency 
of  the  Supply  Department,  requiring  an  expenditure  of  $81,- 
695.65.  This  department  also  has  the  supervision  of  all  repairs 
to  buildings  and  equipment,  costing  during  the  last  year  $11,000. 
In  making  these  expenditures,  1,763  orders  have  been  issued, 
and  every  care  has  been  exercised  to  saf  ^[uard  the  interests  of 
the  Library  in  their  execution.  In  all  cases  where  the  size  of  an 
order  warranted,  competitive  bids  were  secured  and  the  lowest 
bid  accepted. 

The  increase  in  the  work  of  two  of  the  smaller  libraries — 
Borough  Park  Branch  and  Kings  Highway  Station — has  ne- 
cessitated their  removal  this  year  to  lai^er  quarters.  The 
Borough  Park  Branch,  which  occupied  a  small  chapel  at  14th 
Avenue  and  54th  Street,  was  moved  in  May  to  1325  Fifty-sixth 
Street.  The  new  quarters  contain  approximately  six  hundred 
square  feet  more  floor  space,  with  ample  light.  New  decora- 
tions, shelving,  and  floor  covering  give  the  branch  a  new  and  at- 
tractive appearance.    The  removal,  in  December^  of  the  Kings 
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Highway  Station  to  1608  Kings  Highway  provides  this  library 
with  additional  space  for  an  increased  use  by  the  public.  The 
lai^r  charging  desk  designed  to  meet  the  new  conditions  adds 
to  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  staff. 

Such  improvements  and  repairs  as  our  appropriations 
would  allow  were  made  to  the  branch  buildings.  Early  in  the 
year  an  examination  showed  that  the  galvanized  iron  cornice  of 
the  Greenpoint  Branch  building  was  rotted  so  badly  that  it  was 
in  danger  of  falling.  Experts  advised  the  replacement  of  the 
entire  cornice  by  one  of  copper,  which  was  completed  as  soon  as 
possible.  The  work  of  the  staff  at  the  Williamsburgh  Branch 
has  been  greatly  facilitated  by  the  enlai^ement  and  rearrange- 
ment of  the  charging  desk.  The  rear  of  the  desk  was  extended 
four  feet,  which  permitted  changes  to  the  interior  and  an  in- 
crease in  the  size  of  the  circulation  tray. 

To  facilitate  the  work  of  the  Refer^ce  Department  at  the 
Montague  Branch,  and  to  make  the  catalogue  more  accessible  to 
the  public,  the  cases  containing  the  catalogue  were  moved  from 
the  stack  room  in  the  rear  of  the  building  to  the  delivery  room 
near  the  main  entrance.  At  the  same  time  the  charging  desk 
was  rebuilt  and  additional  illumination  provided. 

The  charging  desk  of  the  Prospect  Branch  was  altered,  and 
the  slipping  tray  enlarged,  to  care  for  the  increased  circulation. 
The  drawer  for  the  book  cards  was  rebuilt  so  that  the  cards 
could  be  sorted  as  the  books  were  charged. 

It  was  necessary  to  take  the  sectional  boiler  at  the  Bushwick 
Branch  apart  during  the  summer  to  repair  leaks  which  appeared 
between  the  sections. 

A  perceptible  sag  in  two  skylights  at  the  Bedford  Branch, 
caused  by  the  rusting  of  the  braces,  necessitated  their  rebuild- 
ing. 

The  ceiling  of  the  main  room  and  show  windows  at  the 
Winthrop  Branch,  one  of  the  rented  quarters,  was  replaced  by 
a  metal  ceiling.  Half  the  cost  of  this  alteration  was  paid  by  the 
owner  of  the  building. 

It  w^  possible,  during  the  year,  to  improve  the  grounds  of 
the  Brownsville  Children's  Branch  by  the  planting  of  trees  and 
shrubs,  and  by  the  laying  of  a  concrete  walk  in  the  rear  court- 
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yard.  The  appearance  was  further  improved  by  the  planting  of 
trees  along  the  curb,  through  the  co-operation  of  the  Park  De- 
partment. The  original  contract  for  this  branch  did  not  include 
the  improvements  of  the  grounds. 

The  printing  and  stationery  have  been  secured  by  accepting 
the  lowest  bid  on  each  item,  and  quantities  ordered  in  January 
were  estimated  for  a  year's  supply.  The  provisions  of  the  con- 
tract allow  for  the  reorder  of  any  forms  at  the  original  price. 
One  new  form  has  been  added  to  record  the  renewal  requests 
of  books  by  telephone.  The  color  of  the  juvenile  readers*  card 
has  been  changed  to  blue,  so  that  the  difference  between  the 
adult  and  juvenile  cards  may  be  readily  noticed  during  the  press 
of  work  at  the  delivery  desk. 

The  new  equipment  purchased  includes  new  tjrpewriters 
for  the  WilHamsburgh,  Tompkins  Park,  Prospect,  and  Schermer- 
hom  Branches,  to  replace  machines  that  had  been  in  service 
about  seven  years.  A  new  thirty-tray  catalogue  case  has  been 
purchased  for  the  WilHamsburgh  Branch  to  care  for  the  in- 
creased size  of  the  catalogue.  One  dozen  folding  tables  have 
been  purchased  for  use  at  various  branches. 

A  year's  supply  of  coal  for  the  various  branches  was  con- 
tracted for  in  May.  This  contract  is  in  accordance  with  the 
City  specifications,  requiring  laboratory  tests  and  penalties 
where  the  coal  is  not  equal  to  the  contract  requirements.  The 
tests  this  year  have  been  made  by  the  City  laboratory,  without 
charge. 

A  new  contract  for  electric  current  made  by  the  City  for 
the  year  covered  by  this  report  gives  the  Library  the  advantage 
of  a  lower  rate  for  current,  but  provides  for  the  purchase  of 
lamps  from  other  sources  instead  of  from  the  lighting  company. 
This  necessitates  the  purchase  of  lamps  in  large  quantities  and 
carrying  a  stock  subject  to  branch  requisitions. 

The  contract  for  the  library  express  service  has  been  con- 
tinued with  an  express  company  which  furnishes  two  wagons 
for  the  daily  service  between  the  branches,  and  also  delivers  the 
traveling  libraries.  A  careful  investigation  as  to  the  desirability 
of  substituting  a  motor  service  maintained  by  the  library  has 
failed  to  reveal  any  saving. 
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It  is  with  r^;ret  that  we  record  the  death,  on  March  2, 
1915,  of  Mr.  Charles  Cromwell,  janitor  of  the  Ridgewood 
Branch.  Mr.  Cromwell  served  the  library  faithfully  since  1904. 
Other  changes  in  the  janitorial  staff  include  the  resignation  of 
Mr.  John  H.  Odber,  of  the  Schermerhom  Branch,  and  Mrs. 
Anna  M.  Dunne,  of  the  New  Utrecht  Branch,  with  a  record  of 
service  of  ten  years  and  fourteen  years  respectively. 

Owing  to  the  increased  work  at. the  Administration  De- 
partment it  was  necessary  to  appoint  an  additional  janitor  in 
January.  The  handling  of  approximately  one  hundred  thou- 
sand books  between  the  Book  Order  Department  in  the  base- 
ment and  the  Cataloguing  Department  on  the  second  floor 
occupies  nearly  the  full  time  of  one  of  the  janitors.

Department  of  Ttavelhig  Libraries. 

The  activity  of  this  department  falls  within  five  distinct  yet 
allied  fields  of  work.  Not  only  does  the  Department  issue 
traveling  libraries,  but  it  also  supervises  the  interchange  work, 
the  foreign  book  circuits,  the  disposition  of  discards,  and,  since 
October,  the  deposit  station  work. 

During  the  year,  1,699  traveling  libraries  were  issued  to 
different  organizations,  an  increase  of  149  over  1914,  and  78 
new  organizations  were  added  to  our  list  of  borrowers.  In  spite 
of  this  gain,  however,  the  total  circulation  shows  a  decrease  for 
the  year.  This  falling  off  can  be  attributed  wholly  to  the 
curtailed  activity  of  the  vacation  playgrounds  and  evening  recre- 
ation centers.  We  sent  as  many  libraries  as  formerly  to  these 
agencies,  but  with  their  shortened  hours  of  opening  and  lack  of 
assistants,  they  could  not  put  the  books  to  the  same  use  as  in 
the  past. 

The  work  with  the  commercial  and  industrial  concerns  con- 
tinues to  meet  with  encouragement.  It  can  now  be  said  that  the 
majority  of  Brooklyn's  large  and  progressive  business  houses

are  securing  for  their  employees  traveling  libraries  to  be  used 
in  connection  with  their  welfare  work.  Among  the  recent  ad- 
ditions to  our  list  of  industrial  borrowers  are  such  ones  as 
Robert  Gair  Company,  Ward  Baking  Company,  Austin,  Nichols 
and  Company,  and  the  Greenfield  Confectionery  Company. 

Ten  large  steamships,  docking  at  Brooklyn,  made  use  of 
traveling  libraries  for  their  officers  and  crew.  So  eager  were 
the  captains  to  secure  our  txx^  for  their  men  that  they  were 
willing  to  pay  the  heavy  war  insurance  in  those  cases  where  the 
route  lay  through  the  war  zone.  The  sailors  usually  ask  for  a 
good  class  of  books  and  make  intelligent  use  of  the  libraries. 

Our  number  of  summer  camps  increased  to  eight,  due  in 
part  to  some  newspaper  publicity  which  we  were  able  to  secure 
just  before  the  camping  season.  Camp  Wopowog,  at  East 
Hampton,  Conn.,  again  reported  the  largest  circulation.  At 
Camp  Ramapo,  where  instruction  was  given  in  "scoutcraf t"  for 
boy  scouts,  the  special  collection  furnished  by  us  proved  par- 
ticularly useful. 

The  varied  service  which  traveling  libraries  perform  is  seen 
also  in  some  of  the  other  subject  libraries  which  we  assembled 
for  organizations.  We  sent  one  library  on  sculpture  and  paint- 
ing to  the  Brooklyn  Art  Guild;  another  on  European  history 
since  1815  to  the  Fourth  Unitarian  Church;  one  on  gardening 
and  nature  study  to  Public  School  No.  89,  where  the  Gary  plan 
is  being  tried.  In  addition  to  these  should  be  noted  the  various 
special  collections  sent  to  the  high  schools,  the  elementary 
schools,  and  the  parochial  schools. 

The  total  circulation  for  the  deposit  stations  amounted  to 
98,441,  an  increase  over  the  previous  year.  Several  changes 
took  place  among  the  stations.  The  one  at  Bath  Beach  was 
discontinued  in  March  and  a  new  erne  was  opened  at  Mapleton 
Park,  which  had  outgrown  the  service  rendered  by  traveling  li- 
braries. The  Coney  Island  station  has  again  made  a  notable 
gain  in  circulation,  most  of  which  has  cc«ie  during  the  winter 
months.  The  total  number  of  borrowers  r^stered  at  the  ten 
stations  is  now  11,984. 
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The  following  figures,  based  on  the  records  for  the  year, 
both  for  traveling  libraries  and  for  the  deposit  stations,  give  an 
idea  of  the  development  in  these  two  fields  of  work :

During  the  year,  the  Department  planned  and  put  in  opera- 
tion the  Italian  book  circuit.  This  makes  three  foreign  book 
collections  which  are  now  working  on  the  circuit  plan.  In  the 
case  of  the  Italian  books,  we  have  arranged  for  three  circuits — 
one  with  thirty  books,  another  with  sixty-six  books,  and  the 
largest  with  ninety  books.  The  exchanges  take  place  ^very 
other  month,  alternating  with  the  French  books.  The  branch 
librarians  continue  to  report  the  circuit  plan  a  decided  improve- 
ment over  the  former  system,  in  spite  of  the  extra  routine  work 
involved. 
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The  interchange  work  showed  a  larger  increase  than  usual 
this  year,  67,724  requests  being  sent  to  the  Department  as  com- 
pared with  58,944  in  1914,  and  50^83  in  1912.  The  greatest 
number  of  requests  sent  in  was  in  March,  when  6,999  were  re- 
ceived. The  gain  for  the  year  can  be  attributed  to  the  new 
branches  recently  opened  and  also  to  the  increased  circulation 
at  all  the  branches.  This  year,  out  of  the  total  number  of  re- 
quests filled,  60%  were  forwarded  immediately  by  the  branches 
in  response  to  our  telephone  calls,  while  40%  had  to  be  filled  by 
interchange  reserves.  The  branches  reported  547  books  in  too 
great  demand  to  lend.  This  number  comprises  a  little  over  1% 
of  the  requests  filled  by  the  Department 

The  Department  has  also  attended  to  the  disposition  of  the 
discards  sent  in  from  the  various  branch  libraries.  During  the 
year,  3,501  books  and  1,332  magazines  were  distributed  among 
thirty-three  different  organizations  and  charitable  institutions. 
The  letters  of  acknowledgment  show  great  appreciation  of 
these  gifts,  for  the  discards  meet  the  need  of  many  organiza- 
tions which  are  unable  to  assume  the  responsibility  of  traveling 
libraries. 

.  Lack  of  personal  contact  with  the  borrowers  is  the  marked 
disadvantage  in  both  traveling  library  work  and  the  deposit 
station  work.  The  actual  lending  of  books  has  to  be  done  by  a 
custodian  or  station-keeper  who  is  not  a  trained  librarian.  The 
weekly  visit  of  the  library  assistant  to  the  deposit  stations  and 
to  the  factory  stations  remedies  this  in  part,  but  this  is  only  one 
day  a  week.  As  another  way  of  meeting  the  difficulty  and  en- 
couraging the  use  of  better  books,  the  Department  has  been 
sending  to  its  organizations  brief  attractive  lists,  and  in  some 
cases  even  posters.  The  social  workers  have  perhaps  been  the 
greatest  help  to  us  in  securing  the  best  use  of  the  books,  for  they 
are  in  personal  contact  with  the  employees  or  members  of  the 
organization,  and  they  realize  the  effectiveness  of  the  traveling 
library  as  a  tool  in  their  work.

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Ttaining  Class. 

Of  the  twenty-two  students  who  registered  in  the  class  of 
1914-5,  four  dropped  out  during  the  course,  three  were  condi- 
tioned and  kept  on  the  substitute  list  for  a  further  period  of 
practice  work  to  prove  if  they  could  permanently  qualify,  and 
fifteen,  completing  the  course  successfully,  were  recommended 
for  the  eligible  list.  At  the  present  date,  eleven  of  these  have 
received  appointment  to  the  staff. 

The  grade  of  work  done  by  this  class  was  exceptionally 
high.  The  final  rating  (which  was  based  on  the  average  of 
class  work,  examinations,  branch  reports  on  the  practice  work, 
personality,  general  efficiency,  and  special  ability),  gave  ten 
students  a  mark  of  85^  or  more  (on  a  passing  mark  of 
75%),  Five  of  these  students  had  an  honor  average  of  90% 
or  more,  and  these  five  showed  ability  unusual  for  training-class 
students. 

The  lectures  by  members  of  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library 
staff  and  by  Miss  Rathbone,  Vice-Director  of  the  Pratt  Institute 
School  of  Library  Science,  proved  stimulating  to  the  general 
class-work. 

Visits  to  libraries  and  to  several  exhibits  (notably  the 
Publishers'  Exhibit),  and  a  trip  to  the  Cotmtry  Life  Press  at 
Garden  City,  were  not  only  much  enjoyed  by  the  students,  but 
perceptibly  increased  their  interest  in  library  work. 

The  plan  of  alternating  class-work  and  branch  practice 
work  proved  most  successful,  for  it  enabled  the  instructor  to 
make,  as  a  regular  feature  of  the  class  recitation,  the  introduc- 
tion and  discussion  of  problems  which  had  arisen  in  the  branch 
work,  and  thus  the  two  sections  of  work  in  the  course  were 
botmd  together  into  a  complete  whole. 

The  class  of  1915-6  registered  on  October  4th  with  twenty 
students.  Three  of  these  dropped  out  by  the  end  of  the  first 
month.  While  there  are  not  any  college  graduates  in  the  class, 
there  are  a  number  of  students  who  have  had  some  education 
beyond  that  of  a  high  school,  and  the  general  average  of  educa- 
tional equipment  is  higher  than  usual. 

The  plan  of  the  course,  as  given  last  year,  was  found  to  be 
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generally  satisfactory,  but  scxne  weak  places  developed,  and 
tfieref ore,  in  order  to  strengthen  these,  a  few  changes  were  made 
this  year  in  both  the  class  instruction  and  the  branch  practice 
work. 

In  the  class-work,  during  the  first  month,  four  double 
periods  a  week  were  devoted  to  instruction  in  branch  routine, 
and  three  afternoons  a  week  to  visiting  the  branches  and  stations 
of  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library.  These  features  were  distinct 
additicHis  to  the  course.  In  order  to  make  room  for  them, 
therefore,  instruction  in  other  subjects  had  to  be  much  curtailed. 
Introductory  lectures  were  given  in  cataloguing  and  reference 
work,  present-day  standards  of  librarianship,  and  qualifications 
of  library  assistants;  but  the  main  strength  of  the  class-woric, 
during  this  month,  was  placed  on  classification,  the  students 
practically  memorizing  the  entire  scheme  of  classification.  By 
this  plan,  when  the  students  went  into  the  branches,  at  the  htgin- 
ning  of  the  second  month,  they  knew  the  scheme  of  classifica- 
tion and  the  branch  routine,  so  that  they  did  not  feel  quite  so 
much  at  sea  in  doing  the  more  mechanical  things  in  the  library, 
and  consequently  had  more  self-confidence  from  the  start;  they 
knew  how  to  use  books  and  indexes  and  the  card  catalogue, 
and  they  had  some  idea  of  what  would  be  expected  from  them, 
and  a  more  vivid  interest  in  library  work,  whose  varied  phases 
they  had  seen  in  their  visits  to  the  branches  and  stations.  For 
the  rest  of  the  term,  the  class-work  has  followed  the  plan  of 
last  year,  which  worked  out  fairly  wdl. 

In  the  branch  practice  work,  the  plan  of  devoting  to  it  two 
days  of  each  week  has  been  followed.  But  two  changes  have 
been  made.  The  number  of  hours  per  week  has  been  increased 
from  fifteen  to  sixteen,  to  coincide  with  those  of  the  course  for 
training  children's  librarians.  Also,  the  period  of  assignment 
at  each  branch  has  been  lengthened  from  one  to  two  months. 
The  shorter  assignment  gave  hardly  time  enough  to  the  student 
to  become  familiar  with  the  branch,  and  was  insufficient  to  give 
the  branch  librarian  a  fair  estimate  of  the  student's  ability. 

So  far,  the  class  is  maintaining  a  high  average  in  every 
way,  the  students  being  prompt,  industrious,  energetic,  inter- 
ested, and  enthusiastic 
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The  course  for  training  children's  librarians  had  but  one 
student  in  1914-5  covering  the  entire  work.  She  completed  the 
course  successfully  and  was  appointed  to  the  stsiS.  This 
course  r^stered,  in  1915-6,  five  students.  Three  of  these 
dropped  out  during  the  first  two  months,  finding  the  work 
harder  than  they  had  anticipated.  The  two  students  remaining 
are  college  graduates.  The  class-work  is  following  the  schedule 
of  last  year,  which  worked  out  very  satisfactorily  both  for  the 
general  lectures  given  by  the  Principal  and  the  special  lectures 
given  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Children's  Department. 

The  spirit  of  the  school  is  fine;  interested,  loyal,  and  en- 
thusiastic, a  distinct  encouragement  and  promise,  not  only  as  to 
what  may  be  expected  from  the  students,  but  as  a  heritage  to  be 
passed  down  to  the  succeeding  class.

The  fdlowing  publications  were  edited  and  seen  through 
the  press:  Seventeenth  Annual  Report,  1914  (125  p.);  Bulletin 
(146  p.);  Books  for  Boys  and  Girls,  Fourth  Edition  (132  p.); 
Plays  for  Children  (8  p.).  A  co-operative  book-list  entitled 
"Business  Books  of  To-day,"  issued  by  another  library,  was 
subscribed  for  and  distributed  among  the  branches.  A  folder 
announcing  the  course  of  training  for  children's  librarians  was 
prepared  and  published  for  the  Children's  Department. 

The  Catalogue  of  Hebrew  and  Yiddish  Books,  which  was 
issued  in  those  languages  in  1914,  was  rendered  more  useful  by 
the  preparatk>n  of  an  English  key.  Sufficient  copies  of  this  key 
were  prepared  to  supply  the  needs  of  the  various  branches. 

The  monthly  Teadiers'  Bulletin,  Social  Workers'  Bulletin, 
and  Public  Affairs  Bulletin,  were  edited  for  the  Department  of 
Sociology.  Weekly  book-lists  on  interesting  and  timely 
topics  were  prepared  and  issued  r^fularly.  These  book-lists 
were  also  published  gratuitously  in  the  news  columns  of  about 
fifteen  local  newspapers.

by  and  about  particular  authors  (e.  g.,  Jules  Verne,  Nietzsche, 
Cesare  Lombroso,  and  Klara  Mundt)  to  complete  lists  of  books 
on  specific  subjects  (including  "better  babies/'  cattle-breeding, 
the  cotton  industry,  tea,  biological  and  physiological  chemistry, 
petroleum,  architectural  drawing,  the  designing  of  clothes, 
shorthand,  chess,  theosophy,  municipal  government,  fairy  tales 
in  French,  and  English  language  for  foreigners),  and  select  lists 
on  various  subjects  (e.  g.,  business,  efficiency,  psychology,  ad- 
vertising, salesmanship,  bookkeeping,  public  speaking,  author- 
ship, and  memory  training). 

Twenty-two  newspaper  articles  were  written  up  and  sent 
to  the  local  press  for  publication.  Of  these,  all  but  four  ap- 
peared in  print. 

A  number  of  persons  availed  themselves  of  the  privil^[e 
of  borrowing  lantern  slides  through  the  Library  from  the  Di- 
vision of  Visual  Instruction  of  the  University  of  the  State  of 
New  York,  at  Albany.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT. 

February  20,  1917. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Gentlemen: — Since  the  establishment  of  the  Brooklyn 
Public  Library,  in  1897,  it  has  been  customary  for  the  Librarian 
to  submit  a  lengthy  annual  report  upon  the  operations  of  the 
year.  Owing  to  the  high  cost  of  paper  and  of  printing,  the  report 
for  1916  contains  only  the  salient  features  which  of  necessity 
should  be  a  matter  of  record,  the  Superintendent's  reports  even 
being  omitted.  The  example  thus  set  may  be  a  good  one  to 
follow — ^giving  perhaps  a  more  detailed  report  once  in  three  or 
five  years. 

The  circulation  for  the  year,  5,349,382,  was  525,808  less 
than  for  1915,  due  entirely  to  the  fact  that  children  were  denied 
the  use  of  the  library  from  July  7th  to  September  25th,  on  ac- 
count of  the  epidemic  of  infantile  paralysis.  All  branches  except 
Eastern  Parkway,  Concord  Station,  and  Sheepshead  Bay  Station 
showed  a  loss. 

Of  the  873,792  volumes  in  the  library  December  31st, 
95,527  were  purchased  during  the  year,  at  an  average  cost  of  92 
cents  per  volume,  being  21  cents  less  than  last  year.  This  is 
explained  by  the  fact  that  while  nearly  all  publishers  increased 
their  prices,  larger  discounts  were  received  in  some  instances, 
and  more  books  were  purchased  from  second-hand  dealers.  (In- 
formation concerning  details  of  the  work  will  be  found  in  appen- 
dixes which  form  a  part  of  this  report.) 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Trustees,  Albany  Heights 
was  closed  February  17th,  because  no  appropriation  was  made 
by  the  Board  of  Estimate  for  the  support  of  the  branch.  The 
books  and  interior  furnishings  were  disposed  of  by  distribution 
to  some  of  the  branches  and  by  sale. 

Other  changes  in  the  branches  have  occurred  as  follows : 

Kings  Highway — amoved  to  larger  quarters. 
Sheepshead  Bay — moved  to  larger  quarters. 
Tompkins  Park — doubled  in  accommodation  by  an  ad- 
dition to  the  building. 


.  J 
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Salaries  are  too  low  in  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library.  A  new 
schedule  was  adopted  by  the  Trustees  early  in  the  year,  but  as 
the  Board  of  Estimate  did  not  make  adequate  appropriation, 
only  a  part  of  the  scheme  (applying  to  the  minimum  and  maxi- 
mum salaries  of  the  lowest  grade)  could  be  put  into  effect. 

While  library  work  appeals  to  a  large  number  of  young 
women,  the  low  salaries  paid  by  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library, 
the  high  cost  of  living,  the  establishment  of  libraries  by  insurance 
companies  and  other  large  corporations,  and  the  development  of 
new  lines  of  social  service  have  tended  to  withdraw  from  our 
staff  many  competent  assistants — ^no  less  than  seventy  having 
resigned  during  the  year,  most  of  them  to  accept  positions  at 
higher  salaries.  Business  men  appreciate  more  and  more  the 
value  of  the  training  given  by  public  libraries,  and  tmless  library 
boards  revise  their  salaries  the  loss  of  good  assistants  will  con- 
tinue on  the  increase. 

We  may  look  for  better  things  when  the  city  has  a  better 
understanding  of  the  functions  and  needs  of  the  library.  Gradu- 
ally closer  co-operation  is  being  brought  about  in  this  particular 
through  examinations  made  by  representatives  of  the  city.  The 
closer  such  studies  are  made,  the  greater  the  advantage  to  the 
library.

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PRESIDENTS  REPORT 

To  the  Honorable  John  F.  Hylan,  Mayor, 

and  to  the  Honorable  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment, of  the  City  of  New  York, 

Gentlemen  : — In  accordance  with  the  law  under  which  the 
Library  is  established,  the  annual  report  of  the  Brooklyn  Public 
Library  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1917,  is  submitted 
herewith. 

The  Treasurer's  report  shows  the  financial  operations  of  the 
year  in  detail,  while  the  reports  of  the  Librarian  and  department 
heads  indicate  the  effort  wlych  has  been  necessary  to  adjust  the 
Library  to  war  conditions. 

Since  the  Library  staff  is  made  up  so  largely  of  women,  it 
would  at  first  thought  seem  unlikely  that  this  institution  would 
be  directly  affected  by  the  war,  but  as  the  report  of  the  Librarian 
shows,  the  demand  of  the  Government  and  business  institutions 
for  war  work  has  resulted  in  the  resignation  of  36  per  cent  of 
our  staff. 

The  excessive  cost  of  materials  has  delayed  the  repair  of 
the  Pacific  Branch  and  halted  the  work  on  the  new  central  build- 
ing which  was  undertaken  during  the  latter  part  of  1916.         ^ 

These  conditions  will  continue,  to  some  extent,  throughout 
the  duration  of  the  war,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  new  salary 
scheme  adopted  by  the  Board  at  the  December  meeting  will  offset, 
in  a  measure,  the  allurement  of  larger  salaries  in  other  fields. 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  record  the  resignation  of  William 
H.  Nichols,  Jr.,  from  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  this  Library,  on 
account  of  his  removal  from  the  city,  Mr.  Nichols  was  elected 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Brooklyn  Library  in 
1910,  and  during  this  time  his  wide  experience  and  keen  judgment 
have  made  his  counsel  of  especial  value;  and  the  Board  will 
greatly  miss  him  from  its  conferences.  The  vacancy  on  the  Board 
has  been  filled  by  the  election  of  Dr.  Eugene  Charles  Alder,  the 
Principal  of  Adelphi  Academy.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT. 

January  2,  1918. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Gentlemen: — ^The  year  1917  will  go  down  in  library 
history  as  a  most  notable  one,  as  in  that  year  the  library  pro- 
fession, with  the  assistance  of  outside  friends,  raised  a  fund  of 
over  $1,700,000,  with  which  to  erect  library  buildings  at  army 
camps  and  cantonments,  and  to  supply  reading  matter  to 
soldiers  and  sailors,  both  here  and  abroad.  This  work  was 
undertaken  at  the  request  of  the  War  Department,  through  its 
Committee  on  Camp  Activities,  and  was  aided  by  the  Library 
War  Council,  of  which  Mr.  Frank  A.  Vanderlip,  President  of 
the  National  City  Bank,  was  chairman.  Buildings  are  com- 
pleted, or  under  construction,  at  all  of  the  cantonments  and 
some  of  the  camps,  also  at  the  Great  Lakes  Naval  Station; 
and  books  are  being  supplied  by  gift  and  purchase  to  soldiers 
and  sailors  in  camps,  on  transports,  and  at  the  front. 

In  the  line  of  patriotic  duty,  members  of  the  staff  took 
part  in  this  $1,000,000  campaign  to  provide  money  for  books 
for  soldiers  and  sailors.  This  endeavor  was  not  only  success- 
ful as  a  war  measure,  but  by  means  of  it  the  library  was 
brought  into  closer  touch  with  its  neighborhood,  and  with 
many  local  organizations  and  individual  workers  in  the  com- 
munity. Brooklyn's  contribution  was  $36,000.  A  Red  Cross 
auxiliary  was  organized,  and  has  made  sweaters,  helmets, 
socks,  and  many  other  useful  articles  for  the  boys  at  the 
front.  Sixty-three  assistants  subscribed  to  the  first  issue  of 
Liberty  Bonds — not  so  many  to  the  second. 

Most  of  the  auditoriums  were  used  by  the  State  Census 
Board  in  the  spring,  many  of  the  library  staff  volunteering  to 
assist  in  this  work  in  their  free  time ;  and  later  the  Exemption 
and  Legal  Advisory  Boards  had  their  headquarters  in  library 
buildings.  The  Red  Cross  also  placed  booths  in  some  of  the 
branches  during  its  recent  drive  for  members. 

Posters  of  city.  State,  and  national  character  were  dis- 
played in  the  branches,  and  in  many  other  ways  the  library  has 
entered  into  the  war  spirit  which  now  animates  every  com- 
munity. 
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Another  matter  of  national  importance  pertained  to  the 
importation  of  books  and  periodicals  published  in  Germany  or 
in  countries  allied  with  Grermany.  At  the  outbreak  of  the  war, 
the  libraries  of  the  United  States  had  outstanding  foreign 
orders  amounting  to  thousands  of  dollars,  the  periodical  part 
of  which  had  been  paid  for  in  advance. 

A  committee  of  the  American  Library  Association  has  been 
endeavoring,  through  the  State  Department,  to  secure  the 
release  of  material  held  at  Rotterdam  and  English  ports.  Last 
fall,  the  British  Foreign  Office  gave  instructions  to  release  all 
publications  of  enemy  origin  in  detention,  so  far  as  they  are 
addressed  to  universities  or  public  institutions  of  the  United 
States.  The  committee  is  now  assured  that  all  of  the  mate- 
rial will  reach  its  destination  early  in  the  spring.  Regarding 
future  transactions  this  committee  applied  to  the  War  Trade 
Board  for  a  blanket  license  in  behalf  of  the  American  Library 
Association,  which  was  granted  as  follows : 

"Universities,  colleges,  and  public  institutions  of  approved 
character  or  their  duly  accredited  agents,  to  import,  subject  to 
Government  censorship  and  control,  and  obedient  to  a  pro- 
cedure to  be  approved  by  the  Department  of  State,  such 
publications,  especially  those  of  serial  character,  issued  in 
Grermany  or  in  countries  allied  with  Germany,  as  may  with 
reasonable  assurance  be  considered  likely  to  assist  important 
work  of  research  in  science  and  scholarship  without  in  any 
way  involving  the  safety  of  the  United  States  or  hindering 
the  successful  prosecution  of  the  war — the  American  Library 
Association  pledging  its  assistance  in  keeping  the  lists  within 
the  strictest  limits  of  propriety." 

During  December,  four  branches  were  closed  for  a  day  or 
two  at  a  time  on  account  of  lack  of  coal,  and  the  outlook  for 
1918  is  not  promising.  The  demand  upon  coal  dealers  was  so 
heavy  and  so  constant  that  deliveries  were  made  only  to  the 
most  urgent  cases;  and  only  by  engaging  truckmen  to  draw 
from  the  yards  have  we  been  able  to  supply  our  most  urgent 
needs  and  keep  the  branches  open.  Contract  price  for  coal 
last  May,  for  immediate  delivery,  was  $8.12,  long  ton,  with 
no  price  for  future  delivery;  the  December  price  was  $9.91. 
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Circulation 

The  total  circulation  for  the  year  was  the  largest  in  the 
history  of  the  library,  5,944,792  volumes  having  been  drawn 
for  home  reading. 

This  was  an  increase  of  595,410  over  the  preceding  year, 
and  of  69,602  over  1915,  the  largest  previous  year. 

Because  of  the  shortage  of  assistants,  the  hours  of  open- 
ing of  four  of  the  smaller  branches  were  confined  to  three 
evenings  of  the  week.  All  but  one  of  these  branches  report 
that  this  change  has  seriously  hampered  the  work  of  the 
branches,  and  express  the  hope  that  the  old  order  may  soon  be 
restored. 

The  war,  too,  has  naturally  had  its  effect  upon  the  use 
of  the  library.  Many  young  men  of  draft  age,  who  for  years 
had  used  the  reading  and  study  rooms  of  our  branches,  have 
been  called  into  service,  while  others  have  responded  to  the 
demand  for  workers  in  industry  and  business.  Still  other 
regular  readers  are  spending  most  of  their  leisure  in  some  kind 
of  war  work,  and  consequently  have  less  time  for  reading. 

Although  our  adult  borrowers  are  making  less  use  of  the 
library  than  formerly,  the  use  by  the  children  is  increasing, 
and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  most  of  our  assistants  have 
recognized  the  fact  that  an  important  war-work  lies  close  at 
hand  in  helping  to  keep  the  lives  of  these  children  normal,  and 
in  impressing  upon  them  the  meaning  of  loyalty. 

The  work  with  children  is  so  clearly  set  forth  in  the 
Superintendent's  report,  that  I  only  mention  the  subject  to 
draw  attention  to  the  detailed  report. 

Book  Order  Department 

Eighty  thousand  six  hundred  and  fifty-six  books  were 
bought  during  the  year,  at  a  cost  of  $78,216. 

The  average  cost  of  books  so  purchased  increased  a  little 
more  than  4  per  cent,  due  to  increased  cost  of  labor  and 
material.  This  increase  is  greater  than  appears,  as  8,984 
volumes  were  purchased  at  second-hand  bookstores,  at  an 
average  cost  of  only  37  cents.  The  cost  of  binding  increased 
1  J4c.  per  volume. 
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Because  of  a  smaller  appropriation,  the  number  of  books 
purchased  was  11,000  less  than  in  1916. 

Reference 

Mr.  C.  \V.  Foss,  Reference  Librarian,  reports  that  "the 
most  noticeable  thing  about  the  reference  work  for  1917  has 
been  the  demand  for  books  on  subjects  related  to  the  war. 
These  have  included  military  training,  shipbuilding,  explo- 
sives, fuel,  and  a  wide  range  of  topics  in  the  field  of  chemical 
industry,  such  as  dyes,  fertilizers,  etc." 

The  number  of  readers  using  this  department  has  fallen 
far  below  that  of  any  recent  year,  and  the  number  of  ques- 
tions sent  in  from  the  branches  was  less  than  the  average  for 
the  past  five  years. 

Students  whose  faces  were  familiar  to  the  assistants  are  no 
longer  seen  in  the  reference  rooms,  as  they  have  gone  to  swell 
the  ranks  of  troops  in  training  or  in  active  service  at  the  front. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Long  Island  Historical 
Society  and  of  the  Kings  County  Law  Library,  we  have  been 
privileged  to  send  readers  to  those  libraries  to  consult  books 
not  in  our  own  collection. 

Branches 

In  February,  an  art  exhibit  was  held  at  the  Greenpoint 
Branch,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Neighborhood  Association, 
and  was  visited  by  several  thousand  people.  At  the  Flatbush 
Branch,  May  1-8,  there  was  an  exhibition  of  books,  charts, 
maps,  and  pictures,  illustrating  the  relation  of  Latin  to  mod- 
em life  and  education.  This  was  prepared  by  the  Newark 
Public  Library  and  was  visited  by  many  members  of  the 
Latin  Association,  by  teachers  in  the  high  and  grammar 
schools,  with  their  classes,  and  others  interested  in  the 
subject. 

The  Board  of  Estimate,  early  in  the  summer,  passed,  the 
following:  "Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Ap- 
portionment hereby  approves  the  erection  of  a  new  public 
library  near  the  Bushwick  High  School  under  the  condition 
of  the  Carnegie  Gift,  and  requests  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
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the  Brooklyn  Public  Library  to  select  and  submit  to  this 
Board,  for  approval,  a  site  suitable  for  the  aforesaid  purpose." 

The  Chairman  of  the  Building  Committee  and  the 
librarian,  under  authority  given  by  the  Building  Committee, 
selected  a  site  at  the  comer  of  Irving  Avenue  and  Woodbine 
Street,  and  so  reported  to  the  City  Real  Estate  Bureau, 
charged  with  the  purchase  of  property  by  the  City.  Constant 
reminders  to  the  head  of  this  Bureau  failed  to  secure  action ; 
and  in  November  a  letter  from  the  librarian  to  the  Comptroller 
elicted  the  reply  that  the  Board  would  not  purchase  any  more 
property  in  1917. 

The  Ridgewood  Branch,  therefore,  must  continue  in 
cramped  and  inadequate  quarters  until  such  time  as  the  City 
shall  have  provided  the  site. 

A  new  departure  this  year  was  the  establishment  of  a 
branch  library  in  Public  School  No.  89. 

In  October,  1916,  the  Board  of  Education  adopted  a 
resolution  setting  aside  two  rooms  in  the  new  portion  of 
School  No.  89,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  library 
center,  "the  expense  of  heating,  lighting,  and  janitorial  service 
to  be  borne  by  the  city,  provided  the  Public  Library  will  make 
provision  for  the  employment  of  a  librarian  and  one  assistant, 
and  supplementary  provision  for  books."  The  Trustees  of  the 
Library  accepted  the  condition,  and  the  rooms  were  opened  as 
a  branch  of  the  public  library  in  February,  1917. 

Because  it  is  an  experiment,  the  full  statement  of  Miss 
Duff,  the  librarian,  concerning  the  first  year's  operation,  is 
incorporated  with  this  report. 

Report  of  Miss  Ida  J.  Duff,  Branch  Librarian, 
Public  School  89  Branch. 

Public  School  89  Branch  was  opened  on  February  8,  1917, 
to  the  children  enrolled  in  this  school.  During  the  eleven 
months  of  its  existence,  we  feel  that  the  library  has  made  an 
important  place  for  itself  in  the  school  and  the  home  life  of 
the  children.  A  spirit  of  friendliness  characterizes  both  the 
teachers  and  the  children,  co-operation  with  the  former  being 
very  close. 
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Mrs.  Ritter,  our  Principal,  who  has  been  most  cordial  in 
her  relations  with  the  library,  has  written:  "Our  library  is 
the  real  thing,  because  it  has  a  real  librarian,  trained,  expert, 
sympathetic;  it  has  a  real  collection  of  books,  big,  compre- 
hensive, properly  selected,  well  cared  for;  and  it  has  the  real 
library  atmosphere,  with  delightful  furnishings  in  tables  and 
chairs,  and  book-shelves  of  just  the  right  height  to  help  oneself 
from.    No  child  can  resist  its  charm,  its  happy  influence." 

One  eighth  grade  teacher  told  a  visitor  that  she  did  not 
know  what  they  would  do  now  without  the  library,  and  an- 
other pronounced  the  school  library  "one  of  the  best  of  the 
Gary  improvements."  We  are  constantly  consulted  by  the 
teachers  in  regard  to  material  illustrative  of  academic  sub- 
jects, and  for  suggestions  for  programs  for  special  days  and 
graduating  exercises.  We  must  have  our  material  available 
at  a  moment's  notice,  as  the  demands  come  as  hurry  calls 
at  times  when  we  are  busy  with  classes.  We  are  careful  not 
to  allow  the  children  to  take  books  for  home  use  to  their 
classes.  Although  this  makes  extra  work  for  us,  it  prevents 
friction  between  the  two  departments. 

We  expected  more  difficulty  than  we  have  experienced 
in  interesting  the  children  in  our  books.  The  Principal  pre- 
dicted that  after  the  opening  rush  the  enthusiasm  would 
largely  die  out.  On  the  contrary,  our  daily  average  of  cir- 
culation for  December  was  the  same  as  in  March,  our  opening 
month.  One  boy  assured  me  that  "the  books  get  better  and 
better,"  and  we  frequently  overhear  such  remarks  as  "That's 
a  pippin,"  and  "Oh !  boy,  these  are  some  nifty  books !"  One 
of  the  boys  wrote  in  a  composition:  "The  books  most  boys 
take  out  keep  them  off  the  streets  nights."  If  we  could  induce 
the  publishers  to  produce  cheap  editions  of  children's  favorites 
— not  classics,  but  good  stories — parents  could  be  urged  to 
buy  them  for  gifts.  As  it  is,  many  parents  cannot  afford  to 
pay  a  dollar  and  a  half  for  Jimmie's  or  Annie's  birthday 
present,  but  do  spend  a  quarter  for  one  of  the  "Rover  Boys" 
or  "Tom  Swift"  or  "Elsie"  series. 

The  first  month  was  spent  in  teaching  our  methods,  in 
registering  the  pupils  who  wished  to  take  books  home,  and  in

creating  the  library  atmosphere  over  which  our  visiors  enthuse. 
It  would  help  in  the  latter  if  we  were  permitted  to  use  at  least 
part  of  the  fine-money  for  plants,  flowers,  and  decorative  jars 
or  vases.  Our  seven-foot  shelving  gives  ample  opportunity  for 
such  artistic  touches. 

Thirteen  classes,  numbering  about  five  hundred  children, 
are  assigned  to  the  library  each  month  for  a  fifty-minute 
period  on  alternate  days.  This  provides  a  library  period  on 
alternate  days  for  each  child  in  school  who  is  above  the  3a 
grade  (and  one  division  of  that  grade)  for  two  months  every 
half-year.  As  yet  there  has  been  no  formal  instruction  in 
library  use,  or  book  talks,  only  a  general  talk  on  the  care 
of  the  books ;  but  we  have  outlines  of  these  lessons,  and  hope 
to  begin  such  a  course  with  the  new  term,  in  February. 

By  reason  of  the  class  period,  we  are  able  to  enforce 
strictly  the  rule  that  each  child  shall  take  down  only  one 
book  at  a  time,  and  must  return  his  book  to  the  shelf.  This 
is  a  habit  that  is  rare  among  library  borrowers,  and  will  prove 
a  time-saver  for  the  librarian. 

Thirteen  hundred  and  six  children  have  availed  themselves 
of  the  privilege  of  obtaining  readers'  cards,  although  no  pres-. 
sure  has  been  brought  to  bear  upon  them  in  this  direction. 
There  are  thirteen  hundred  and  eighty  pupils  assigned  to  the 
library,  and  four  hundred  and  ninety  in  grades  too  low  for 
assignment.  A  few  of  the  latter  have  cards,  but  the  registra- 
tion represents  almost  a  100  per  cent  voluntary  membership 
— a  hearty  response  to  a  new  opportunity. 

Circulation  of  books  began  on  March  1st,  only  one  book 
being  issued  to  each  child  once  a  week,  on  either  Thursday 
or  Friday.  We  find  that  there  is  frequent  exchange  of  books 
among  children  living  in  the  same  neighborhood,  so  that  our 
figures  of  circulation  do  not  represent  nearly  the  full  use  to 
which  our  books  are  put.  During  the  ten  months  of  circula- 
tion in  1917,  we  issued  for  home  use  between  sixteen  and 
seventeen  thousand  books.  Our  non-fiction  per  cent  of  twenty- 
two,  with  Fine  Arts  the  most  popular  class,  we  consider  very 
good,  especially  considering  the  fact  that  each  child  can  take 
only  one  book  a  week.    The  largest  circulation  on  any  one 
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day  was  four  hundred  and  forty-four,  when  we  found  that 
our  experience  in  handling  crowds  and  accomplishing  many 
things  at  once,  at  Bushwick,  stood  us  in  good  stead.  With  an 
inefficient  assistant  it  would  have  been  absolutely  impossible. 

The  Branch  was  open  for  circulation  and  reading-room 
use  for  four  hours  in  the  afternoons  of  five  days  each  week 
during  the  summer  vacation.  During  the  mornings,  we  were 
able  to  prepare  over  six  hundred  books  for  the  bindery  and  to 
catalog  many  new  books.  During  this  first  year,  these  two 
forms  of  work  have  required  more  attention  than  will  usually 
be  the  case,  as  all  our  books  were  purchased  in  publishers' 
bindings,  requiring  to  be  rebound  more  quickly,  in  spite  of  the 
excellent  care  taken  of  them  by  the  children,  and  the  majority 
of  the  books  in  the  two  large  book  orders  sent  in  being  new 
titles,  requiring  full  cataloguing. 

The  attendance,  during  vacation,  averaged  one  hundred 
and  three  each  afternoon.  In  circulation,  we  took  fifteenth 
place  in  the  list  of  thirty-five  agencies  distributing  juvenile 
books,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  we  were  open  five  days  instead 
of  the  others'  six,  and  four  hours  each  day  instead  of  the  others' 
eleven,  and  issued  only  one  book  on  a  card  instead  of  the 
others'  two. 

The  children's  librarian  wishes  to  call  attention  to  the 
capabilities  of  her  assistant,  who  was  left  in  full  charge  during 
the  former's  vacation.  Everything  went  smoothly,  and  re- 
sponsibilities were  assumed  willingly. 

During  the  fall,  in  addition  to  the  regular  work  outlined, 
the  library  drive  occupied  our  attention.  This  took  the  form, 
at  P.  S.  89,  of  two  performances  of  "Nathan  Hale,"  presented 
by  the  Pamell  Qub,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Parents'  Or- 
ganization, which  netted  the  fund  fifty  dollars.  The  Parents' 
Organization  had  held  three  of  its  regular  meetings  in  the 
library,  at  one  of  which  the  children's  librarian  spoke,  and  its 
members  responded  very  cordially  to  the  call  for  help  in 
this  cause. 

Previous  to  the  municipal  elections,  we  were  overrun 
with  visitors,  many  of  whom  came  in  a  critical  mood.  At 
the  request  of  Mr.  Nudd,  of  the  Public  Education  Association, 
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the  children's  librarian  wrote  a  paper,  for  publication,  on  the 
subject  of  the  library  in  the  Gary  system. 

Should  the  present  administration  decide  to  eliminate  the 
Gary  system  from  the  public  school  system  of  New  York  City, 
we  feel  that  we  have  made  ourselves  necessary,  and  could 
adjust  our  work  and  hours  to  meet  changing  conditions,  if 
necessary.  One  of  the  eighth  grade  teachers  remarked  that 
whatever  happens  to  the  Gary  system,  she  certainly  hoped  that 
the  library,  with  a  trained  librarian  in  charge,  would  be  retained.

Staff 

The  loss  which  the  Library  has  sustained  by  resignations  this 
year  has  been  extremely  serious.  From  a  staff  of  394  we  have 
lost  134  by  resignation,  and  5  by  death;  and  the  effect  of  the 
change  of  so  large  a  proportion  of  our  staff  is  almost  too  obvious 
to  require  comment. 

Among  those  who  resigned  was  Benjamin  Blackford,  who, 
as  Superintendent  of  Supplies,  efficiently  organized  and  for  ten 
years  conducted  that  department.  Mr.  Blackford  resig^ned  to 
accept  a  responsible  position  with  the  Peoples  Trust  Company. 
His  place  was  filled  by  the  transfer  of  Ralph  M.  Dunbar  from  the 
department  of  Traveling  Libraries;  and  while  the  work  of  the 
Department  of  Supplies  will  not  suffer  by  this  change,  the  library 
is  still  the  loser,  since  we  now  have  only  one  good  man  where 
formerly  we  had  two. 

Miss  Aline  Heitkamp,  Branch  Librarian  of  the  Carroll  Park 
Branch,  who  had  been  connected  with  the  Library  for  thirteen 
years,  resigned  to  accept  a  position  in  a  business  house ;  and  Miss 
Fanny  Coit,  assistant  in  charge  of  the  Sheepshead  Bay  Branch, 
left  for  a  similar  reason. 

The  inroads  by  death  were  greater  in  1917  than  ever  before. 

Three  Branch  Librarians  passed  away  within  the  year :  Miss 
M.  Theresa  Read,  who  had  been  Librarian  of  the  first  branch 
library  to  be  established  in  Brookl)m  since  its  opening  in  1898, 
died  in  June;  Mrs.  Estelle  Jackson,  Branch  Librarian  of  the 
Eastern  Parkway  Branch,  with  only  a  few  months  less  of  library 
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service  to  her  credit,  died  in  November;  and  Miss  Callie  M. 
Mayo,  Branch  Librarian  of  the  Fort  Hamilton  Branch  since  its 
consolidation  with  the  Brookl)m  Public  Library  in  1901,  died  in 
December. 

Miss  Sarah  Beatty,  who  had  been  connected  with  the  old 
Brooklyn  Library,  and  had  continued  as  a  cataloguer  with  the 
Public  Library  after  consolidation,  died  on  November  18th ;  and 
our  ever  faithful  engineer,  Henry  M.  Peterson,  six  years  in  ser- 
vice, died  November  15th. 

By  the  death  of  these  people  the  Library  has  lost  loyal  and 
faithful  assistants  who  will  be  greatly  missed  by  their  co-workers 
and  by  the  communities  they  served. 

These  resignations  and  losses  have  greatly  changed  the  per- 
sonnel of  our  branch  staffs.  Qianges  in  the  heads  of  eleven 
branches  and  one  station  were  made  within  the  year,  and  in  at 
least  one  branch  no  one  on  the  present  staff  was  connected  with 
that  particular  branch  one  year  ago.  While  transfers  and  pro- 
motions may  be  stimulating  and  helpful  to  a  certain  extent, 
changes  of  this  sort  carried  to  the  extreme  to  which  we  were 
forced  are  decidedly  detrimental  to  the  smooth  conduct  of  the 
library  system. 

As  an  evidence  of  this  I  quote  from  the  report  of  the  Librar- 
ian of  one  of  our  largest  branches: 

"It  has  been  necessary  to  curtail  work  in  every  possible  way. 
On  three  days  a  week,  as  an  emergency  measure,  only  children 
with  cards  are  being  admitted  to  the  library.  The  adult  refer- 
ence work  has  been  seriously  and  increasingly  neglected,  owing 
to  the  pressure  of  the  circulating  department.  The  large  upper 
reference  room  has  remained  closed  at  night,  although  students 
from  far  outside  the  natural  confines  of  the  library  neighborhood 
make  a  practice  of  using  the  building  for  study  purposes,  and  fill 
to  overflowing  every  room  opened  to  them." 

In  many  instances  those  who  resigned  were  replaced  by 
tmtrained  workers,  because  of  the  dearth  of  candidates  with 
library  training  or  experience.  This  not  only  meant  that  the 
routine  work  suffered  in  quality  and  quantity,  but  that  these 
conditions  drew  heavily  on  the  time  of  the  Branch  Librarians, 
who  were  obliged  to  teach  and  train  constantly.    The  experience 
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of  the  past  two  years  has  shown  that  a  reorganization  in  our 
method  of  appointment  should  be  made  to  meet  prevailing  con- 
ditions, and  that  the  work  of  the  librarians  could  be  advantage- 
ously separated  from  that  of  the  clerical  assistants.  (A  recom- 
mendation to  this  effect  is  included  under  the  heading  "Training 
Class.") 

For  some  years  past,  the  Library  has  endeavored,  without 
success,  to  get  an  increase  in  the  schedule  of  salaries  for  the  staff, 
the  City  stating,  as  a  reason,  that  no  new  schedule  could  be 
adopted  for  one  of  the  library  systems  of  Greater  New  York 
unless  it  applied  to  all. 

Accordingly,  conferences  were  held  by  the  representatives 
of  the  three  library  systems  early  in  1917,  and  a  uniform  salary 
schedule  for  the  graded  service  was  agreed  upon.  This  scheme 
was  afterward  considered  with  representatives  of  the  City's 
Bureau  of  Personal  Service,  and  a  schedule  was  drafted,  cover- 
ing requirements  for  entrance,  salaries,  and  specifications  for 
the  several  grades.  So  far  as  the  schedule  concerned  the  regular 
graded  service,  it  was  satisfactory  to  the  library  representatives 
and  to  those  of  the  City.  The  conferences  were  discontinued  on 
account  of  work  on  the  budget,  and  as  no  agreement  had  been 
reached  in  relation  to  the  positions  in  the  non-g^raded  service, 
the  schedule  as  a  whole  was  not  formally  acted  upon  either  by 
the  Library  or  by  the  City. 

Because  of  the  large  number  of  resignations  on  accotmt  of 
low  salaries,  the  situation  had  become  so  acute  that  the  Adminis- 
tration Committee  recommended  that  that  part  of  the  scheme 
which  had  been  agreed  upon  in  conference  be  put  into  effect. 
This  recommendation  was  adopted  by  the  Board,  and  at  the 
December  meeting  the  Trustees  voted  that  salary  increases  in 
accord  with  the  proposed  schedule,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the 
graded  service,  should  take  effect  January  1,  1918. 

Training  Class 

Statistics  show  that  the  number  entering  and  graduating 
from  the  Training  Qass  has  steadily  decreased.  The  demands 
of  the  National  Government  and  of  business  houses  have  not  only 
attracted  a  great  many  from  our  r^[ular  staff,  but  have  made  it 
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difficult  to  secure  enough  candidates  for  a  course  of  six  or  seven 
months'  training,  even  at  the  new  minimum  salary  provided  under 
the  new  schedule. 

A  distinction  might  well  be  made  between  what  may  be 
termed  the  professional  work  of  the  librarian — contact  with  the 
public,  book  selection,  reference  and  field  work — ^and  the  work 
which  is  clerical  in  character. 

In  the  past  we  have  admitted  to  our  lowest  grade,  through 
the  Training  Class,  only  those  who  we  believed  would,  with 
further  training  and  experience,  be  eligible  for  advancement  to 
the  higher  grades. 

As  a  war  measure  it  is  now  proposed  to  try  the  experiment 
of  giving  a  month's  drill  in  clerical  work  to  candidates  who  will 
make  acceptable  assistants  in  this  grade,  but  who  would  not  be 
eligible  for  promotion  without  further  training.  It  is  also  sug- 
gested that  we  extend  the  training  course  now  given  so  as  to 
place  it  more  nearly  on  a  plane  with  the  training  given  by  the 
accredited  library  schools  in  their  one-year  courses.  This  would 
entail  higher  entrance  requirements,  and  graduates  of  this  course 
should  be  eligible  for  entrance  to  the  second  grade  of  service.  It 
is  believed  that  the  inducement  of  a  larger  initial  salary,  the 
promise  of  promotion  which  the  new  schedule  gives,  and  the 
professional  standing  of  the  graduates  of  such  a  course,  will 
attract  the  number  needed  for  our  higher  grades  from  among 
those  who  have  had  college  training  or  its  equivalent.  They  are 
more  mature,  and  therefore  more  capable  of  advanced  profes- 
sional work,  than  is  the  average  girl  upon  the  completion  of  her 
high-school  course.  At  the  same  time,  the  ranks  of  the  lower 
grade  will  be  recruited  from  among  those  who  have  taken  the 
shorter  course  of  training. 

It  is  recommended  that  this  suggestion  be  referred  to  the 
Administration  Committee  with  authority  to  put  it  into  effect 
if  it  is  found  desirable  and  feasible.

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Book  Order  Department. 

The  selection  and  purchase  of  books  for  the  Brooklyn  Public 
Library  during  1917  reflect  clearly  the  entry  of  this  country  into 
the  war.  The  demand  for  certain  classes  of  books  has  varied  in 
accordance  with  the  progress  of  the  country  from  a  peace  to  a 
war  basis.  There  has  not  been  the  usual  demand  for  new  fiction 
as  formerly,  the  duplication  of  the  most  popular  titles  being  20 
per  cent  less  this  year  than  last.  In  1916  the  average  number  of 
copies  bought  of  each  of  the  most  popular  novels,  as  shown  in  the 
list  of  the  Bookman,  was  150;  in  1917  the  average  dropped  to 
122. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  war,  a  great  interest  was  shown  in 
military  training  and  in  the  various  drill  regulations;  so  much 
so,  that  it  was  impossible  to  meet  the  demand  during  the  first 
few  weeks  of  the  war.  As  the  enlisted  men  departed  for  the 
camps,  the  demand  shifted  somewhat  to  books  about  the  war, 
such  as  Empey's  "Over  the  Top"  (of  which  110  copies  have 
been  purchased),  Hankey's  "Student  in  Arms,"  etc.,  and  also  to 
books  on  household  economy,  war  cook-books,  etc.  The  pub- 
lications of  the  United  States  Food  Administration,  and  such 
pamphlets  as  the  "Hints  to  Housewives"  by  the  Mayor's  Com- 
mittee on  Food  Supply,  have  been  often  called  for.  In  these  ways 
the  library  is  enabled  to  render  a  positive  war  service.

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The  average  price  per  volume  of  all  books  purchased  during 
1917  was  96  cents,  as  compared  with  92  cents  for  1916.  This 
average  cost  includes  also  the  cost  of  binding  in  the  case  of 
about  26,000  books  bought  in  special  library  binding. 

This  increase  in  cost  of  about  4  per  cent  does  not  fully 
represent  the  increase  in  book  prices.  The  full  effect  of  such 
increases  will  not  be  felt  until  1918,  inasmuch  as  many  increases 
did  not  go  into  effect  until  the  fall  of  1917.  More  serious  even 
than  the  increase  in  price  is  the  poorer  quality  of  paper  now  used 
by  the  book  publishers.  There  is  little  doubt  that  in  the  future 
books  will  wear  out  much  more  quickly,  and  hence  must  be  more 
speedily  replaced,  than  in  the  past. 

The  average  price  per  volume  varied  this  year  from  70  cents 
for  books  in  foreign  languages,  and  77  cents  for  replacements  and 
duplicates,  to  $3.41  for  books  bought  from  endowment  funds. 

The  number  of  books  purchased  was  11,000  less  in  1917  than 
in  1916,  the  total  amount  spent  being  $7,225  less  than  the  year 
before.  With  an  increasing  circulation,  which  means  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  discarded  books,  the  result  is  that  many  branches 
have  fewer  books  on  their  shelves  January  1,  1918,  than  they 
possessed  a  year  ago.  These  conditions  were  recognized  by  the 
Sub-Committee  on  the  Budget,  which  granted  a  15  per  cent 
increase  in  the  city  book  appropriation.  This  increase,  however, 
was  disapproved  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

Of  the  volumes  bought  from  second-hand  sources,  and  placed 
in  the  stock  room,  8,984  volumes  were  supplied  to  the  branches 
during  the  year,  at  an  average  cost  of  37  cents.  2,075  volumes 
were  transferred  from  the  duplicate  pay  collections  to  the  r^fular 
shelves. 

During  the  year,  50,443  volumes  (exclusive  of  periodicals 
and  newspapers)  were  bound,  at  an  average  cost  of  52  cents,  as 
compared  with  50  cents  the  preceding  year.  811  volumes  of 
periodicals  and  newspapers  from  the  Montague  Branch  were 
bound,  at  an  average  cost  of  $1.49,  and  772  volumes  of  periodicals 
from  the  other  branches  were  bound,  at  an  average  cost  of  $1.11. 

The  average  cost  of  all  volumes  rebound  in  1917  was  55 
cents,  as  compared  with  53^  cents  the  previous  year.  This 
increase  is  due  to  increases  in  cost  of  material,  as  well  as  in  cost 
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of  labor.  To  some  extent  the  increase  has  been  met  by  the  more 
liberal  substitution  of  buckram  for  leather.  The  scarcity  of 
leather,  as  well  as  the  lessened  wearing  qualities  of  paper,  may 
demand  use  of  inferior  materials  for  binding.

The  year  1917  has  been  an  epoch  year  in  resignations,  which 
have  at  last  begun  to  affect  the  Cataloguing  Department,  and  have 
awakened  it  from  its  fancied  security  and  long-time  immunity. 

At  the  beginning  of  1917,  the  Department  still  boasted  a  staff 
comprising  22  members — 17  assistants  and  5  clerks  and  pages. 
The  beginning  of  the  new  year  finds  the  Department  reduced  to 
a  total  of  17 — 4  of  which  are  pages — a  change  due  to  two  mar- 
riages among  the  clerks,  one  death,  and  four  resignations  among 
the  assistants.  Three  of  these  vacancies  will  be  filled  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment,  but  we  shall  try  the  experiment  of  car- 
rying the  work  with  a  staff  still  further  reduced.  One  of  the 
most  capable  and  dependable  assistants  returned  to  us  after  a 
three  months'  trial  of  a  position  carrying  with  it  far  greater 
privileges  in  regard  to  time  schedules  and  vacations  than  those 
granted  by  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library.  The  Head  of  the 
Department  rejoiced  exceedingly  at  this  evidence  of  preference 
for  and  interest  in  the  work  here  on  the  part  of  one  whose 
resignation  would  have  left  a  gap  not  readily  bridged. 

Despite  the  fact  that  the  work  of  the  Department  was  con- 
siderably hampered  and  retarded  during  the  late  summer  and 
early  fall  months  because  of  the  strenuous  drive  for  the  Million 
Dollar  Fund  for  books  for  the  Army  and  Navy,  which  consumed 
the  time  and  energy  of  the  Administration  and  Cataloguing  De- 
partments, 90,084  volumes  were  prepared  and  sent  to  the  various 
branches.  Montague  Branch,  as  usual,  was  the  recipient  of  the 
largest  number  of  volumes,  8,142,  less  than  any  year  since  1908; 
the  smallest  share,  841  volumes,  going  to  the  Fort  Hamilton 
Branch.  5,759  volumes  of  this  total  represent  titles  new  to  the 
Library. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  fact  that  52,594  volumes  were 
lost  and  discarded  during  the  year,  the  net  gain  to  the  library  is 
not  accurately  expressed  by  the  accessions  noted  above,  amounting 
to  but  37,490  volumes  actually. 

1,128  foreign  books,  including  74  books  for  the  blind,  were 
added,  of  which  434  were  Yiddish,  264  German,  and  138  Russian. 
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103,971  cards  were  filed  in  the  Union  and  Montague  Cata- 
logues and  Shelf  Lists,  6,684  of  the  former  being  printed  cards 
of  the  Library  of  Congress. 

Branch  catalogue  cards  to  the  amount  of  68,487  were  revised 
and  corrected  by  this  Department  previous  to  being  filed  in  the 
branch  catalogues. 

The  Depository  Catalogue  was  increased  by  55,032  cards 
received  from  the  Library  of  Congress,  duly  alphabetized  and 
filed. 

The  death  of  Miss  Beatty  and  the  resignation  of  Miss  Pat- 
terson at  Montague  has  necessitated  a  change  in  the  management 
of  the  Montague  accessions.  Instead  of  having  two  assistants 
permanently  stationed  at  Montague,  as  heretofore,  some  of  the 
work  is  done  at  the  main  office,  and  only  such  part  of  it  as  is 
absolutely  necessary  is  done  at  Montague.  Several  days  in  the 
week,  var)ring  according  to  the  number  of  new  books  added,  two 
assistants  remain  at  Montague  in  order  to  put  the  new  accessions 
into  circulation.  The  work  to  be  done  by  these  assistants  is  of 
a  purely  mechanical  nature,  for  example,  filing  the  Catalogue  and 
Shelf  List  cards  in  their  respective  records,  sending  the  books, 
classified  and  subject-headed  at  the  main  office,  from  which  these 
cards,  written  and  revised  (also  at  the  main  office)  are  taken,  to 
the  shelves  for  circulation,  and  adding  to  entries  already  in  Cata- 
logue and  Shelf  List  the  current  periodicals  and  continuations  as 
they  are  returned  from  the  binder. 

172  days*  time  computed  for  one  assistant  was  lost  during 
the  year  on  account  of  illness.

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Department  of  Branches  and  Apprentices. 

As  the  Superintendent  looks  back  over  the  year  1917,  it 
seems  a  year  of  existence  merely,  not  the  accomplishment  of 
satisfactory  library  work  of  former  years.  The  year  was  ushered 
in  with  left-overs  from  1916,  in  the  form  of  sick  leaves  and 
resignations,  and  we  have  not  been  able  to  get  away  from  them. 

The  total  circulation  has  increased  throughout  the  system 
nearly  600,000  volumes,  but  in  certain  branches  it  has  only  held 
its  own,  due  to  various  causes.  In  many  branches  the  juvenile 
circulation  has  increased,  while  the  adult  has  remained  unchanged, 
or  has  decreased  slightly. 

Early  in  the  year,  we  tried  the  experiment  of  emplo)ring 
clerks  in  a  few  of  our  busy  branches.  These  clerks  were  pro- 
moted pages,  had  definite  duties,  and  a  definite  schedule.  They 
were  found  very  helpful,  and  have  been  continued  throughout  the 
year.  The  substitutes  who  came  to  us  with  no  library  training 
have  also  been  continued  throughout  the  year.  They  have  been 
used  to  fill  existing  vacancies  due  to  sick  leaves  and  resignations. 
Some  of  them  did  remarkably  well ;  but,  as  usual,  those  were  the 
ones  who  left  us  after  a  few  months'  work  to  accept  good  busi- 
ness positions. 

The  appointment  of  clerks  and  additional  substitute  workers 
gave  us  temporary  relief  in  the  busy  months  of  the  year;  but 
when  we  were  obliged  to  use  them  to  fill  existing  vacancies,  we 
found  that  the  staff  was  being  weakened.  Several  branches,  in 
October  and  November,  had  from  two  to  five  substitutes  filling 
vacancies  caused  by  resignations  of  experienced  people. 

The  department  work  has  been  unusually  hard  this  year. 
During  the  vacation  period,  the  circulation  seemed  to  increase, 
and  the  resignations  began  to  come  in.  To  meet  these  conditions, 
more  substitutes  were  hired,  and  the  opening  hours  were  short- 
ened at  some  of  our  small  branches.  The  resignations  have  been 
in  all  grades,  branch  librarians,  library  assistants,  pages,  janitors, 
and  cleaners.  All  departments  have  been  affected.  Since  June, 
we  have  lost  five  members  of  our  staff  by  death.  All  of  which 
caused  a  shifting  of  the  staff,  so  that  in  October  only  two  branches 
and  one  station  had  an  unchanged  staff. 
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The  Superintendent  attended  several  of  the  branch  staff 
meetings.  She  found  these  meetings  as  different  as  the  branch 
librarians.  In  some  instances  the  staff  seemed  to  have  been 
brought  together  to  call  attention  to  things  that  had  been  done 
or  had  not  been  done ;  in  others,  the  branch  librarian  was  aiming 
to  give  her  staff  an  incentive  and  encouragement  for  better  work. 

We  still  have  the  problem  of  crowded  conditions  at  three 
branches.  Kings  Highway  and  New  Utrecht  need  more  floor 
and  shelf  space,  while  Ridge  wood  is  more  than  crowded,  as  it  has 
been  for  several  years.  These  crowded  conditions  are  rather  dis- 
couraging to  those  in  charge,  as  opportunity  is  continually  coming 
for  increasing  the  work,  but  lack  of  room  compels  them  to  turn 
it  away. 

On  the  whole,  few  new  activities  have  been  undertaken  by 
the  branches,  owing  to  resignations  of  experienced  assistants.  A 
few  branches  have  done  more  work  than  usual  with  the  schools, 
some  have  done  less.  The  opening  of  a  library  in  P.  S.  89,  with 
a  staff  paid  by  the  library,  was  a  new  departure. 

The  interchange  and  reference  work  is  steadily  increasing. 
Many  of  our  branches  need  reference  workers,  but  lack  of  funds 
has  prevented  appointments  of  special  workers. 

The  library  as  a  whole  has  kept  itself  before  the  public  by 
its  weekly  lists  and  printed  lists  on  timely  subjects,  and  by  its 
work  with  clubs.  Some  of  the  smaller  branches  have  sent  weekly 
lists  and  articles  to  local  papers. 

Throughout  the  system  the  Sunday  and  holiday  work  is 
hard  to  carry,  some  branches  on  holidays  being  as  busy  as  on 
regular  opening  days.  Additional  workers  have  been  provided 
for  the  busier  branches,  but  more  are  needed,  unless  the  work  is 
curtailed. 

Our  staff  was  called  upon  in  May  to  assist  in  taking  the  State 
military  census  for  city  employees,  and  early  in  the  fall  to  work 
for  the  War  Library  Fund. 

In  April,  conditions  seemed  to  warrant  a  second  Training 
Qass,  so  entrance  examinations  were  given  and  a  class  started. 
This  necessitated  a  change  in  the  course  for  both  classes.  While 
the  second  class  was  small,  it  gave  us  a  few  additional  assistants. 
At  the  end  of  March,  our  Pacific  Branch  was  burned.    The  mem- 
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bers  of  that  staff  were  distributed  throughout  the  system  to  fill 
vacancies;  but  the  distribution  of  this  staff,  together  with  the 
appointments  of  the  graduates  from  the  two  training  classes,  has 
been  a  mere  drop  in  the  bucket  toward  filling  the  hundred  and 
twenty  or  more  vacancies  which  have  occurred  during  the  year. 

The  war  was  responsible  for  many  of  our  resignations ;  sev- 
eral girls  accepted  positions  in  banks  and  offices  left  vacant  by 
the  enlisted  and  drafted  men,  others  entered  the  War  Department 
at  Washington.  In  all  cases,  the  salaries  were  more  than  we 
paid. 

Three  members  of  our  staff  resigned  to  attend  the  Pratt 
Institute  Library  School.  A  few  of  the  vacancies  have  been  filled 
by  the  appointment  of  graduates  of  our  Training  Classes,  people 
from  other  libraries,  and  graduates  from  the  Syracuse  University 
Library  School  and  Simmons  College  Library  School;  but  the 
majority  have  been  carried  throughout  the  year  by  substitutes. 

Just  as  the  year  is  closing,  we  have  experimented  by  using 
schoolboys  two  or  three  hours  an  evening  at  a  few  of  our  large 
branches.  We  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  girl  pages,  so  we 
tried  this  as  a  solution,  and  so  far  it  has  proven  very  satisfactory. 

One  can  readily  understand  that  the  new  year  will  open  with 
new  staffs  in  every  branch,  due  to  all  the  changes.  May  the 
year  1918  bring  no  more  difficult  problems,  but  help  to  solve 
those  that  1917  has  left.

An  event  unique  in  this  department's  history  was  the  open- 
ing of  the  children's  library  in  Public  School  No.  89  under 
Brookl}^  Public  Library  management.  This  school  has  for  a 
number  of  years  been  operated  on  the  so-called  "Gary  plan,"  and 
an  extension  to  the  building  completed  in  1916  provided  (among 
other  improvements)  a  large,  light,  fully-equipped  library  room. 
It  was  decided  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  to  try  the  experiment  of 
having  this  library  administered  by  the  Brookl)m  Public  Library 
instead  of  by  the  Board  of  Education.  We  therefore  installed  an 
ample  collection  of  delightful  new  books,  and  placed  in  charge 
an  experienced  children's  librarian,  who  has  the  full-time  help  of 
a  trained  junior  assistant  librarian. 

Quotations  elsewhere  from  the  report  of  Miss  Duflf,  the 
children's  librarian  in  charge  of  this  school  library,  will  give  an 
idea  of  the  work.  I  may  testify  from  my  visits,  and  from  con- 
versations with  the  principal  and  teachers  of  the  school,  that  the 
library  is  considered  a  valuable  and  thoroughly  delightful  adjunct 
to  the  school.  The  children,  their  parents,  the  teachers,  and  the 
principal  are  enthusiastic  about  the  library.  The  entire  absence 
of  friction  in  a  situation  fraught  with  difficult  possibilities  has  been 
due  to  the  largemindedness  and  serenity  of  Mrs.  Ritter,  principal 
of  the  school,  and  to  the  adaptability  of  the  children's  librarian. 

The  many  visitors  to  this  well-known  school  are  emphatic  in 
their  approval  of  this  plan  of  having  library  business  conducted 
by  trained  librarians. 

A  comparison  of  salaries,  vacations,  etc.,  of  the  teacher- 
librarians  and  our  children's  librarian  reveals  an  inequality  to 
the  trained  librarian  which  should  receive  attention.  Miss  Duflf, 
the  librarian  at  P.  S.  89,  received  in  1917  a  salary  of  $960.  Of 
twelve  teacher-librarians  in  Gary  schools,  only  three  received 
less  than  $960,  two  were  paid  $1,260,  four  received  $1,500,  and 
three  $1,820  per  annum.  The  teacher-librarians  work  on  a  thirty- 
hour-a-week  schedule,  our  librarian  forty  hours  a  week.  Teacher- 
librarians  have  twelve  weeks'  vacation,  our  librarian  one  month's 
vacation  in  the  year.  The  pension  system  also  gives  an  advantage 
to  the  teacher  which  the  librarian  does  not  share. 
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In  spite  of  the  success  of  P.  S.  89  library  in  the  opinion  of 
principal  and  teachers,  I  must  confess  that  as  a  children's  librarian 
I  am  not  yet  convinced  that  for  children  below  high-school  age 
it  would  be  desirable  to  house  a  library  under  every  school  roof. 
In  a  Gary  school  it  seems  necessary  to  assign  to  each  class  its 
stated  "library  period"  in  the  same  formal,  systematic  way  that 
that  school  assigns  a  period  for  geography,  arithmetic,  and  other 
required  subjects.  No  matter  how  skilful  the  children's  librarian 
in  creating  an  atmosphere  of  freedom  for  joy  reading,  I  ques- 
tion whether  the  effect  of  the  system  upon  the  children,  from  the 
librarian's  point  of  view,  will  be  ideal.  Before  this  plan  is  uni- 
versally followed,  careful  thought  should  be  given  by  librarians 
to  the  question  of  the  ideal  form  of  close  co-operation  with  the 
schools.  The  librarian,  in  her  zeal  to  serve,  may  find  herself 
adopted  so  wholeheartedly  by  the  schools,  that  she  suddenly 
wakes  to  find  herself  a  teacher  rather  than  a  children's  librarian ; 
in  charge  of  a  formal  classroom  instead  of  the  delightfully  free 
browsing-room,  where  a  youngster  may  come  when  he  pleases, 
stay  away  when  he  pleases,  read  for  five  minutes  or  read  all  day, 
where  he  may  even  have  to  learn  to  appreciate  his  privil^es  by 
being  "kept  out"  if  he  doesn't  behave. 

That  happy  sense  of  complete  freedom,  which  is  in  the  very 
atmosphere  of  the  ideal  children's  room,  is  a  priceless  possession 
to  the  child,  a  perhaps  intangible  something  on  which,  I  am  in- 
clined to  think,  all  reading  for  pure  joy  depends. 

An  imhappy  event  of  the  year  was  the  large  number  of 
changes  in  the  staff  of  the  children's  department  Eleven  child- 
ren's librarians  resigned,  and  two  went  into  this  library's  "adult'* 
work,  leaving  thirteen  vacancies  to  be  filled.  We  have  been  sur- 
prisingly fortunate  in  being  able  to  fill  the  vacancies,  but  whereas 
eleven  of  the  children's  librarians  who  left  us  were  workers  of 
years  of  experience,  eleven  of  the  new  appointees  were  banners, 
many  of  them  this  year's  g^duates  of  training  courses  in  chil- 
dren's librarianship.  We  have  been  obliged  to  put  a  great  deal  of 
responsibility  upon  these  beginners,  and  they  have  risen  splendidly 
to  the  work. 

The  year  1918  b^ins  hopefully,  in  spite  of  the  war  doud. 
The  new  salary  scale  will  make  it  possible  for  us  to  hold  and  to 
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attract  strong  workers,  and  so  to  keep  up  to  its  best  efficiency  this 
exceedingly  important  citizen-making  work.  Our  librarians  feel 
keenly  that  there  must  be  no  relaxing  of  effort  in  educational  and 
social  welfare  work  with  the  children  who  must  be  made  ready 
to  take  up  great  responsibilities  in  the  America  of  to-morrow.

The  Supply  Department  has  naturally  felt  the  effect  of  war 
conditions,  both  as  regards  the  cost  of  supplies  and  repairs,  and 
also  the  unsettled  condition  of  the  labor  market.  The  department 
has  been,  however,  able  to  carry  through  its  program  of  work, 
as  outlined  in  the  1917  budget,  and  has  been  able,  after  great 
difficulty,  to  secure  men  to  fill  all  the  positions  in  the  janitorial 
staff  made  vacant  by  resignations. 

One  of  the  most  difficult  problems  has  been  the  coal  ques- 
tion. In  1916  we  were  able  to  secure  pea  coal  at  $6.16  a  gross 
ton,  under  contract,  and  broken  coal  at  $7.56;  in  1917,  under  the 
general  contract  made  in  May  with  the  lowest  bidder,  we  had  to 
pay  $7.56  for  pea  coal  and  $8.12  for  the  ^gg  coal.  These  prices 
were,  furthermore,  for  immediate  delivery  only,  and  no  competing 
bidder  would  figure  on  future  deliveries.  The  latest  price,  quoted 
at  the  end  of  December,  by  the  contractor  for  egg  coal  to  be 
supplied  to  the  branches  which  have  received  their  full  quota 
under  the  spring  contract,  was  $9.91. 

In  addition  to  the  increased  price,  we  have  had  difficulty  in 
getting  the  coal  to  the  branches,  even  at  the  price  paid,  and  with 
only  four  exceptions  we  have  been  compelled  to  rely  on  an  almost 
day-by-day  supply.  Up  to  the  very  end  of  the  year,  however, 
we  were  successful  in  keeping  all  the  branches  open,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  East  Branch  and  the  Brownsville  Children's  Branch, 
which  were  each  closed  for  about  one  day. 

The  prices  of  practically  all  the  other  supplies  have  con- 
tinued to  rise  also,  although  the  advance  this  year  has  not  been 
so  great  as  compared  with  the  two  previous  years,  and  in  some 
cases  the  upward  movement  seems  to  have  ceased.  An  idea  of 
the  advance  can  be  seen  in  the  fact  that  such  necessary  supplies 
as  writing  ink,  which  formerly  cost  27  cents  a  quart,  now  costs 
56  cents  a  quart;  and  crude  oil,  formerly  costing  36  cents  a  gal- 
lon, now  costs  51  cents  a  gallon.  In  the  case  of  the  printing  sup- 
plies, thirty  items  showed  a  decrease  in  the  unit  price  per  thou- 
sand, and  thirty-seven  items  showed  an  increase.  By  making  sub- 
stitutions in  certain  necessary  articles,  and  curtailing  the  itse  of 
others,  we  have  been  able  to  keep  within  the  appropriation. 
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The  increase  in  postage  rates,  effective  on  November  2,  also 
means  an  item  of  added  expense.  For  instance,  the  extra  cent 
required  on  postal  cards  will,  at  the  present  rate  of  use,  involve 
an  additional  charge  of  $2,000  a  year. 

During  the  year,  we  lost  by  death  the  services  of  the  en- 
gineer, who  had  been  in  our  employ  for  six  years.  We  lost  by 
resignation  nine  janitors,  three  cleaners,  one  janitress,  and  one 
watchman ;  in  addition,  one  janitor  was  dismissed  on  account  of 
unsatisfactory  service.  The  reasons  given  for  the  resignations 
were,  in  most  cases,  those  of  long  hours  and  low  pay,  which  un- 
fortunately at  the  present  time  can  not  compare  favorably  with 
the  temporary  war-time  inducements  of  the  industries. 

The  labor  problem  was  reflected  also  in  the  difficulty  experi- 
enced with  the  window-cleaning  contract;  for,  in  January,  the 
company  doing  this  work  submitted  a  new  schedule  of  prices, 
and  stated  that  under  the  old  contract  they  were  doing  the  work 
at  a  loss.  It  was  not  until  August  that  we  could  secure  a  satis- 
factory contract ;  and  we  then  were  forced,  by  reason  of  the  high 
charges,  to  limit  the  cleaning  of  the  windows  to  once  a  month. 

The  express  company  which  has  the  contract  for  our  inter- 
branch  deliveries  and  the  traveling  library  deliveries,  likewise  has 
had  difficulty  in  securing  drivers,  and  owing  to  the  increased  cost 
refused  to  renew  the  contract  except  at  a  higher  rate.  The  present 
method  of  express  deliveries  by  horse  and  wagon  would  un- 
doubtedly be  improved  if  we  were  to  use  a  small  motor  truck. 
The  improvement  would  be  especially  noticeable  in  stormy  winter 
months,  our  busiest  times,  when  the  express  service  proves  in- 
adequate to  our  needs. 

On  March  29th  occurred  the  fire  at  the  Pacific  Branch, 
which  damaged  the  building  to  such  an  extent  that  all  library 
property  had  to  be  removed.  Twenty-three  loads  of  books  and 
material  were  taken  in  two  and  one-half  days  from  the  burned 
building  and  stored  in  other  branches.  To  help  with  this  work, 
the  janitors  from  many  of  the  other  branches  were  called  upon, 
and  they  rendered  very  good  service. 

In  April  a  change  was  made  in  the  janitorial  schedule,  and 
the  hour  of  reporting  in  the  morning  was  fixed  at  6  A.  M.  instead 
of  5  A.  M.,  and  the  time  of  departure  for  lunch  at  11  A.  M. 
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instead  of  11.30  A.  M.,  thus  shortening  the  day's  work  by  one 
hour  and  thirty  minutes.  At  the  same  time,  time-clocks  for  the 
janitors  and  cleaners  were  purchased  and  installed  at  six 
branches — ^Williamsburgh,  Brownsville,  Greenpoint,  Leonard, 
East,  and  Flatbush.  On  January  1st  the  janitor  service  at  the 
Montague  Branch  was  changed  from  the  contract  system,  and  the 
employees  now  appear  on  our  regular  payroll. 

The  repair  work  this  year  included  painting  work  at  twenty- 
two  different  branches,  concrete  work  at  four,  and  important 
pltunbing  work  at  several  others,  amounting  in  all  to  $4,876.50. 
Initial  steps  were  taken  towards  changing  the  lighting  system 
at  certain  of  the  branches.  Considerable  work  had  to  be  done 
on  the  roofs  at  Macon,  Saratoga,  and  Bedford  Branches.  The 
heating  plants  at  Fort  Hamilton,  Eastern  Parkway,  and  Bushwick 
Branches  required  especial  attention  during  the  year.  Since  the 
outbreak  of  the  war,  the  increased  display  has  rapidly  worn  out 
the  flags  at  nearly  all  the  branches,  so  that  we  had  to  replace 
them  during  the  year,  at  a  cost  of  nearly  double  what  we  for- 
merly paid.

During  the  year  1917,  the  military  and  naval  units,  together 
with  the  parochial  schools,  have  comprised  the  salient  features 
of  the  department's  activity. 

In  the  case  of  the  military  organizations,  this  department 
furnished  additional  books  to  Fort  Hamilton,  where  reinforce- 
ments of  soldiers  were  sent  by  the  Government  as  soon  as  war 
threatened.  When  the  various  regiments  of  the  Brooklyn 
National  Guard  were  called  out  and  federalized,  the  plan  of  sup- 
plying books  to  the  men  was  immediately  discussed,  and  a  num- 
ber of  libraries,  fourteen  in  all,  were  sent  to  the  Twenty-third 
Infantry  (now  the  106th  Infantry),  so  that  each  company  might 
be  equipped  with  a  traveling  library.  In  the  same  way,  the 
Fourteenth  Infantry  secured  six  libraries,  and  several  companies 
of  the  Forty-seventh  Infantry,  which  were  guarding  vital  military 
points  in  Brooklyn,  obtained  books  for  their  men. 

In  an  effort  to  reach  the  sailors  and  provide  them  with  read- 
ing matter,  this  department  took  up  the  question  of  traveling 
libraries  with  the  Brooklyn  Navy  Yard  authorities.  As  a  result 
of  the  interest  of  the  Chaplain,  the  work  was  extended  not  only 
to  the  men  of  the  navy  yard  itself,  but  also  to  the  large  naval 
reserve  stations  at  Bensonhurst  and  at  the  Fifty-second  Street 
Armory.  Further,  similar  aid  was  rendered  to  the  men  of  the 
Marine  Barracks,  who  requested  books  of  a  technical  nature  and 
technical  magazines.  Aside  from  direct  assistance  by  this  depart- 
ment to  the  men  in  service,  co-operative  work  was  done  by  the 
Knights  of  Columbus  and  the  Navy  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  through  the 
medium  of  traveling  libraries. 

In  addition  to  the  facts  which  have  been  noted,  the  depart- 
ment was  unusually  successful  in  its  work  with  the  parochial 
schools,  no  less  than  sixty  classes  taking  advantage  of  this  priv- 
ilege. The  progress  with  this  group  of  borrowers  was  due  in  part 
to  the  fact  that  the  adoption  and  use  of  traveling  libraries 
were  heartily  urged  and  recommended  by  the  Superintendent  of 
the  Parochial  Schools,  and  also  to  the  fact  that  the  news  of  the 
success  of  libraries  at  certain  schools,  such  as  the  Holy  Innocents 
and  Convent  of  Mercy,  gradually  spread  to  others. 
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It  should  be  recorded  that  traveling  libraries  have  con- 
tinued to  give  satisfaction  to  the  elementary  and  the  high  schools. 
Altogether,  eleven  high  schools,  including  the  annexes,  availed 
themselves  of  libraries  this  year,  and  the  circulation  from  this 
source  alone  made  it  possible  for  the  department  to  show  a  sub- 
stantial increase  of  over  15,000  for  the  year,  although  the  vacation 
playgrounds,  on  the  other  hand,  did  not  report  so  well  as  usual. 

Among  the  special  libraries  sent  was  one  to  the  Syrian  Com- 
munity Center,  a  library  on  business  and  technical  subjects  to  the 
Colonial  Paint  Works,  and  a  library  of  medical  subjects  to  the 
faculty  of  the  Long  Island  College  Hospital.

Deposit  Stations 

While  there  are  no  marked  changes  to  report  in  connection 
with  the  deposit  stations,  the  statistics  show  an  increase  in  cir- 
culation during  1917  of  almost  6,000  over  the  previous  year,  with 
the  Coney  Island  Deposit  Station  leading.  As  a  result  of  the 
revised  edition  of  the  deposit  station  circular  which  was  issued 
during  the  year,  it  was  hoped  that  renewed  interest  would  be 
aroused  on  the  part  of  the  borrowers  at  the  different  stations. 
Unfortunately,  however,  there  were  no  noticeable  developments. 
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The  following  table  gives  the  statistics  of  the  deposit  sta- 
tions :

Interchange 

The  number  of  interchange  requests  received  during  1917 
amounted  to  57,949,  of  which  number  24,043  were  filled  directly 
from  the  branches,  19,723  reserved,  and  14,183  reported  not  in 
the  Brooklyn  Public  Library.  273  requests  were  reported  too 
popular,  which  meant  an  increase  of  45  over  1916. 

Foreign  Books 

With  a  view  to  placing  the  Polish  and  Spanish  books  on 
the  circuit  system,  just  as  has  been  done  with  the  French,  German, 
and  Italian  books,  a  tentative  survey  of  the  field  was  taken.  It 
was  found,  however,  for  the  present,  that  no  such  plan  could  be 
undertaken  until  more  books  could  be  obtained  in  these  languages. 

Due  to  the  European  War,  the  customary  sources  of  supply 
for  securing  French,  German,  and  Italian  books  have  been  cut 
off  and  consequently  great  difficulty  is  experienced  .in  keeping 
the  circuits  filled  up  to  the  required  quota. 

Discarded  Books 

The  work  of  distributing  discarded  books  to  organizations 
not  desiring  regular  traveling  libraries,  was  carried  on  during 
1917;  and  in  all,  fourteen  institutions  were  provided  with  worn 
books  and  magazines  for  their  inmates.

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Training  Class. 

The  class  of  1916-17  began  with  an  enrollment  of 
eighteen  students,  and  at  the  end  of  the  course  graduated 
nine,  with  recommendation  for  appointment  to  the  staff. 

The  class  work  was  carried  on  under  great  diflBculties. 
The  full  month  of  practice  work  in  the  branch  libraries, 
usually  given  in  April,  was  advanced  to  January,  in  order  to 
provide  the  extra  help  needed  in  the  branches.  This  made  a 
complete  break  in  the  class  instruction  not  planned  for  in 
laying  out  the  course,  and  thus  caused  a  considerable  loss 
of  time  in  recovering  ground  upon  the  resumption  of  work 
in  February. 

The  fire  at  the  Pacific  Branch  caused  another  short 
intermission,  and  necessitated  working  with  an  entirely  new 
collection  of  books  during  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

In  April,  the  schedule  was  again  changed,  in  order  to  start 
a  second  class,  thus  prolonging  the  period  of  study  one  month. 
In  addition,  the  students  were  used  as  part-time  assistants, 
and  this  meant  some  evening  work.  As  an  inevitable  result, 
the  class  work  suffered,  and  the  students  were,  many  of  them, 
below  par  physically  upon  graduation. 

The  second  class  began  work  in  April,  with  seven  mem- 
bers, and  in  October  graduated  two,  who  were  recommended 
for  appointment. 

The  class  work  carried  on  through  the  heat  of  the  summer, 
was  trying,  both  physically  and  mentally ;  and  the  strain  thus 
produced  resulted  unsatisfactorily  for  the  library. 

These  figures  should  lead  us  to  adopt  a  different  plan 
if  the  same  emergency  should  arise  again.  Under  different 
arrangements,  a  much  larger  number  of  assistants  might  have 
been  obtained  for  the  library,  and  in  stronger  physical  con- 
dition at  the  time  of  appointment. 

In  the  class  of  1917-18,  twelve  students  began  work  on 
October  1st.  Of  these,  one  has  withdrawn,  because  of  physical 
inability  to  do  the  work.  The  others  have  reached  a  very 
good  standard  in  their  class  work,  and  in  most  instances  have 
made  good  records  in  the  branch  practice  work. 
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Owing  to  the  pressure  of  work  throughout  the  system 
occasioned  by  the  war,  and  the  many  resignations  from  the 
staff,  the  plan  to  include  in  the  course  some  new  features  has 
not  been  put  into  practice,  as  it  would  have  necessitated  extra 
demands  upon  some  of  the  branch  librarians ;  and  this,  under 
the  circumstances,  would  have  been  unfair. 

The  course  for  training  children's  librarians  graduated 
two  students  in  June,  each  of  whom  received  appointment 
to  the  staff. 

The  present  class  has  two  members,  both  of  whom  give 
promise  of  becoming  valuable  additions  to  the  staff. 

The  subjects  covered,  and  the  schedule  of  work,  are  prac- 
tically the  same  as  in  the  preceding  years,  as  they  had  proved 
to  be  quite  satisfactory.

The  "Bulletin"  was  changed  from  a  quarterly  to  a 
monthly  publication  with  the  issue  for  October,  1917.  The 
monthly  "Teachers*  Bulletin,"  "Social  Workers'  Bulletin,"  and 
"Public  AflFairs  Bulletin"  were  discontinued.  A  four-page 
house-organ  intended  for  circulation  among  the  library  staff, 
and  entitled  "Among  Ourselves,"  was  started  in  June.  Two 
numbers  were  issued  during  1917. 

Forty  short  weekly  booklists,  on  interesting  and  timely 
topics,  were  prepared  and  distributed  through  the  branches. 
These  booklists  were  also  published  in  several  of  the  local 
daily  and  weekly  newspapers. 

Seventeen  special  booklists  were  prepared  at  the  request 
of  individual  borrowers.  The  requests  were  for  complete 
lists  of  books  in  the  library  by  certain  authors,  and  for  lists 
on  certain  subjects,  such  as  Rubber,  Tinting  Photographs, 
Religious  Education,  the  Grocery  Business,  the  Study  and 
Teaching  of  Foreign  Languages,  the  Study  and  Treaching  of 
English  in  High  Schools,  Experimental  Physics,  Navigation, 
Leadership,  Anthropology,  and  Geology. 

Twenty-eight  newspaper  articles  were  written  and  sent  to 
the  local  press  for  publication.  Nearly  all  of  them  were  pub- 
lished in  one  or  more  newspapers. 

As  in  former  years,  a  number  of  persons  availed  them- 
selves of  the  privilege  of  borrowing  lantern  slides  and  photo- 
graphs, through  the  Library,  from  the  Division  of  Visual  In- 
struction of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York,  at 
Albany.

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PRESIDENT'S   REPORT 

To  the  Honorable  John  F,  Hylan,  Mayor, 

and  to  the  Honorable  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment, of  the  City  of  New  York. 

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
law  under  which  the  library  is  established,  I  beg  to  submit 
the  report  of  the  Brookl)m  Public  Library  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1918. 

The  detailed  reports  of  the  Librarian  and  the  Superin- 
tendents of  Departments  show  that  the  year  has  been  an 
abnormal  one  in  the  history  of  the  Library,  and  that,  contrary 
to  custom,  the  work  accomplished  does  not  show  an  increase 
over  that  of  the  preceding  year.  This  condition  is  directly 
attributable  to  the  war ;  and  the  return  of  peace  will,  we  trust, 
result  in  an  early  restoration  of  normal  conditions  within  the 
library. 

Work  on  the  Central  Building  has  gone  forward,  and  that 
part  of  the  Flatbush  Avenue  wing,  for  the  construction  of 
which  funds  were  provided,  is  nearing  completion.  An  appli- 
cation for  money  for  the  continuance  of  work  on  this  wing 
has  already  been  made  to  the  Board  of  Estimate,  and  we  trust 
that  there  may  be  no  further  interruption  of  work,  but  that 
it  may  go  steadily  forward  to  completion. 

We  earnestly  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Estimate 
to  the  fact  that  there  still  remains  a  balance  in  the  funds  avail- 
able for  the  erection  of  Carnegie  Branches  in  Brooklyn,  and 
to  the  urgent  need  of  such  a  building  in  the  neighborhood  of 
the  Bushwick  High  School.  We  cannot  urge  too  strongly  the 
desirability  of  an  early  purchase  of  a  site  for  a  branch  in  this 
locality. 

The  Brooklyn  Public  Library  has  suffered  a  heavy  loss 
during  the  year  in  the  death  of  Mr.  John  W.  Devoy,  who  for 
nineteen  years  has  acted  as  Treasurer  of  the  Board.  Mr.  Devoy 
was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  1899, 
and  both  as  Treasurer  and  as  a  member  of  the  Carnegie  Com- 
mittee gave  unstintingly  of  his  time  and  strength  in  the  inter- 
ests of  the  Library.  The  vacancv  on  the  Board  was  filled  by 
the  appointment  of  Mr.  Charles  A.  Webber.

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LIBRARIAN'S    REPORT. 

January  2,  1919. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Gentlemen: — ^Unusual  conditions  have  prevailed  in  the 
library  world  since  the  United  States,  in  1917,  entered  the  world 
war,  all  tending  to  a  decreased  circulation  of  books  and  to  a 
curtailment  of  some  forms  of  activity. 

On  the  other  hand,  many  new  opportunities  have  presented 
themselves,  of  which  the  libraries  have  not  been  slow  to  take 
advantage. 

The  Brooklyn  Public  Library  has  met  the  changed  conditions 
as  rapidly  as  they  developed,  and  as  satisfactorily  as  was  pos- 
sible with  a  greatly  reduced  staff. 

Naturally,  our  attention  is  first  attracted  to  the  circulation, 
which,  in  a  large  measure,  is  indicative  of  the  use  of  a  library. 

The  total  circulation  of  books  for  home  use  was  4,954,193, 
as  compared  with  5,944,298  for  1917,  a  decrease  of  990,105  for 
the  year. 

This  decrease  was  so  large  as  to  require  something  more 
than  the  mere  statement  that  it  was  due  to  war  conditions.  A 
part  of  the  loss  was  due,  in  the  first  place,  to  the  absence  on 
military  duty  of  thousands  of  men  who  had  been  book  borrowers, 
and  to  the  fact  that  more  thousands  of  women  had  become 
engaged  in  various  forms  of  war  service  such  as  the  Red  Cross, 
Motor  Corps,  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  and  other  activities. 

A  reduction  in  the  number  of  books  allowed  each  reader, 
made  necessary  by  a  smaller  staff  than  usual,  also  had  an 
influence. 

But  the  chief  reason  for  the  loss  in  home  circulation  of 
nearly  1,000,000  volumes  was  due  to  the  number  of  days  the 
library  was  closed  on  account  of  coal  shortage  and  because  of 
the  influenza. 

In  addition  to  the  closing  of  all  branches  on  Sundays  and 
"heatless  Mondays"  during  the  months  of  January,  February, 
and  March,  in  compliance  with  the  orders  of  the  Fuel  Adminis- 
trator, the  coal  situation  throughout  the  city  was  so  acute  that  the 
Trustees  authorized  the  Librarian  to  consolidate  the  work  and 
close  branches  not  adequately  heated. 
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Twenty-seven  branches  were  closed  at  various  times  during 
the  winter,  for  long  or  short  periods,  on  account  of  the  severity 
of  the  weather  and  the  shortage  of  the  coal  supply.  The  closed 
period  totalled  580  days. 

Only  a  few  of  the  branches  have  coal-bins  large  enough  to 
store  coal  sufficient  to  carry  them  through  an  entire  winter.  The 
situation,  which  was  bad  in  December,  1917,  grew  worse  in  the 
months  of  January,  February,  and  March;  and  it  was  only  by 
the  persistent  eflForts  of  the  Superintendent  of  Supplies,  Ralph  M. 
Dunbar,  that  coal  was  supplied  to  some  of  the  branches,  and 
then  only  in  sufficient  qtiantities  to  last  from  day  to  day. 

By  order  of  the  Health  Commissioner,  the  Library  was 
closed  for  the  circulation  of  books  from  October  22d  to  Novem- 
ber 6th  on  account  of  the  influenza. 

With  such  drawbacks  as  have  been  shown,  it  was  not  sur- 
prising that  there  should  be  a  decrease  in  the  circulation  for  the 
year.  A  few  Branch  Librarians  reported  that  for  the  number 
of  days  the  branch  was  open  the  circulation  was  larger  than  last 
year;  and  the  daily  average  for  the  whole  system,  on  this  basis, 
was  only  slightly  less  than  during  1917. 

The  schools  were  worse  oflF  even  than  the  libraries ;  so  much 
so  that  our  large  branches  (with  large  coal-bins  completely  filled) 
were  used  by  teachers  in  nearby  schools  for  study  and  recitation 
purposes.  Thirteen  branches  were  so  used  six  hours  a  day  for 
several  weeks  on  the  part-time  plan.  As  many  as  five  classes 
were  often  found  reciting  lessons  at  the  same  time  in  the  same 
room. 

Library  War  Service 

The  library's  contribution  to  the  winning  of  the  war  was  not 
a  spectacular  one.  It  consisted  primarily  of  the  dissemination  of 
literature  and  information  concerning  the  conflict  itself,  as  well 
as  the  distribution  of  material  emphasizing  the  need  of  self- 
denial  and  conservation  by  those  at  home. 

Placards,  posters,  and  bulletins  issued  by  the  various  divi- 
sions of  the  Government  were  displayed  and  distributed;  thrift 
stamps  were  placed  on  sale ;  and  booths  for  the  Liberty  Loan  and 
Red  Cross  membership  drives  were  placed  in  the  library  build- 
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ings ;  while  the  auditoriums  at  a  number  of  branches  were  turned 
over  to  Draft  and  Legal  Advisory  Boards. 

The  American  Library  Association  put  on  two  book  cam- 
paigns during  the  year. 

In  the  spring  campaign,  65,000  volumes  and  50,000  maga- 
zines were  collected  in  Brooklyn,  with  a  total  for  the  country  of 
3,000,000  books  and  many  tons  of  magazines.  The  fall  cam- 
paign was  not  so  productive  in  result,  only  10,000  books  and 
2  tons  of  magazines  having  been  given  in  Brooklyn. 

The  demand  for  books  by  the  War  and  Navy  Departments 
was  so  much  greater  than  had  been  anticipated,  that  a  second 
campaign  for  money  was  necessary.  The  same  committee  that 
had  had  charge  of  the  first  campaign  was  appointed  to  plan  for 
the  second,  and  a  separate  organization  was  effected  in  July. 

Headquarters  were  established  in  the  old  International 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  Building  in  Twenty-Eighth  Street,  which  had  been 
generously  given  without  charge  by  that  Association.  Plans  were 
well  tmder  way  when  the  Chairman  of  the  Commission  on  Train- 
ing Camp  Activities  of  the  Army  and  Navy  asked  the  represen- 
tatives of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  War  Camp  Community 
Service,  and  American  Library  Association  to  meet  with  him  for 
the  purpose  of  arranging  for  one  campaign  for  these  four  organi- 
zations in  November,  with  the  understanding  that  the  other  diree 
welfare  organizations — ^K.  of  C,  Jewish  Welfare  and  Salvation 
Army — would  conduct  a  campaign  in  January. 

Later,  a  definite  request  was  made  by  President  Wilson  that 
the  seven  organizations  join  in  a  single  campaign  in  November, 
and  plans  were  formulated  in  accordance  therewith.  $170,500,000 
was  the  goal  set;  and,  as  in  every  previous  campaign,  the  fund 
was  oversubscribed,  approximately  $205,000,000  being  the  total 
amount  of  subscriptions.  Brookl}m,  as  usual,  took  an  active  part 
in  the  campaign,  and  contributed  $3,000,000  as  its  share  of  the 
fund. 

In  the  book  and  financial  campaigns  conducted  by  the 
American  Library  Association,  the  members  of  the  staff  of  the 
Brooklyn  Public  Library  took  an  active  part,  not  only  in  the 
solicitation  of  books  and  funds,  but  in  the  actual  work  of  sorting, 
labeling,  and  preparing  the  books  for  distribution  among  the 
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camps.  Members  of  the  staff  also  volunteered  to  assist  in  the 
nearby  camp  work  in  their  free  time,  and  in  several  instances  the 
Board  of  Trustees  released  members  of  the  staff  for  continuous 
camp  library  service.  The  supervision  of  the  library  work  at 
Camp  Mills,  as  well  as  that  in  the  small  camps,  hospitals,  and 
naval  bases  on  Long  Island,  was  tmder  the  charge  of  the  Assis- 
tant Librarian,  Charles  H.  Brown;  and  on  December  1st  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Cataloguing  Department,  Miss  Theresa 
Hitchler,  was  granted  a  six  months'  leave  to  act  as  an  Assistant  to 
the  General  Director  of  the  Library  War  Service  at  Washington. 

Staff 

During  the  past  two  years,  268  resignations  took  place  from 
a  staff  of  402;  and  to-day  there  are  only  197  persons  on  the 
pay-roll  who  were  in  the  employ  of  the  library  on  January  1, 
1917. 

A  large  majority  of  the  assistants  who  resigned  did  so  to 
accept  positions  at  higher  salaries  in  government  service,  in 
banks,  and  in  commercial  houses. 

As  shown  in  the  report  of  the  Principal  of  the  Training 
Qass,  it  was  found  impossible  under  existing  conditions  to  find 
recruits  for  a  course  of  six  or  seven  months'  training  which 
promised  at  its  completion  a  salary  of  only  $600  per  annum.  As 
a  consequence,  the  period  of  class  instruction  was  reduced,  and 
students  were  paid  at  the  rate  of  $50  a  month  for  the  five  months 
of  their  practice  work  in  the  branches.  With  these  changes  it 
was  possible  to  train  sixteen  assistants  during  the  year  for  ap- 
pointment as  regular  members  of  the  staff.  We  were  able  to 
carry  the  routine  work  with  the  addition  of  179  persons  who  had 
had  no  formal  training  in  library  work,  but  who  were  either 
students  in  the  high  or  normal  schools,  or  persons  engaged  in 
business  during  the  day  who  were  willing  to  work  for  an  evening 
or  two  each  week  at  one  of  our  branches.  Without  the  services 
of  these  tmtrained  workers  the  library  would  have  had  to  close 
many  branches. 

The  seriousness  of  this  situation  is  obvious.  New  ap- 
pointees, no  matter  how  quick,  bright,  and  intelligent,  cannot 
immediately  familiarize  themselves  with  the  resources  of  our 
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book  collection,  or  with  the  details  of  the  routine  work  of  the 
library.  The  burden  of  carrying  the  work  fell  heavily  upon  the 
shoulders  of  those  who  had  been  in  the  service  for  some  years, 
and  particularly  upon  those  of  the  Superintendent  of  Branches, 
Miss  Adah  M.  Colby,  and  the  Branch  Librarians  who  had  to 
train  an  unusually  large  number  of  temporary  workers  in  addi- 
tion to  conducting  their  regular  work. 

An  earnest  effort  was  made,  without  avail,  by  the  Trustees 
to  induce  the  Board  of  Estimate  to  appropriate  money  enough 
to  allow  an  increase  in  salary  on  account  of  the  high  cost  of 
living.  Instead  of  an  increase  the  Board  of  Estimate  reduced 
the  total  appropriation,  and  made  no  allowance  for  any  increases 
in  salary — not  even  the  increase  of  $60  which  heretofore  had 
been  provided  by  the  City  Government. 

The  Trustees,  feeling  acutely  the  necessity  for  some  increase 
in  salaries,  transferred  from  the  Book  Account  (the  only  one 
from  which  it  could  be  made,  and  the  only  one — for  the  good 
of  the  library — from  which  it  should  not  have  been  made)  funds 
necessary  to  provide  the  regular  increase  for  those  receiving  less 
than  $2,000. 

In  addition  to  this  increase,  the  Board  voted  from  the  cor- 
porate funds  of  the  library  a  bonus  of  $100  to  members  of  the 
staff  receiving  salaries  of  less  than  $2,000  who  had  been  in  the 
service  of  the  library  a  year  and  over. 

As  a  further  means  of  relieving  the  strain  under  which  the 
staff  was  working,  the  routine  work  was  reduced  wherever 
possible. 

The  number  of  men  upon  the  staff  is  not  large,  even  when 
all  positions  are  filled.  Our  service  flag  therefore  contains  but 
two  stars. 

Ralph  M.  Dunbar,  Superintendent  of  Supplies,  left  the 
library  May  25th  to  join  the  army,  and  was  stationed  at  Camp 
Upton  for  two  and  a  half  months,  and  at  Camp  Zachary  Taylor 
three  and  a  half  months.  He  returned  to  duty  December  1st, 
and  was  appointed  to  fill  the  position  of  Assistant  Reference 
Librarian  made  vacant  by  Robert  L.  Smith,  who  had  resigned 
to  accept  a  position  with  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank. 

Frank  P.  Bennett,  who  had  occupied  a  similar  position  in 
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the  Queens  Borough  Public  Library,  was  appointed  Superinten- 
dent of  Supplies,  and  retained  the  position  after  Mr.  Dunbar's 
return. 

Joseph  Wolfson  was  the  other  member  of  the  staff  drawn 
into  the  army.  After  training  at  Camp  Upton  for  a  month,  he 
went  to  France,  was  wounded,  and  at  last  accounts  was  in  Base 
Hospital  No.  19,  at  Vichy.  We  have  heard  nothing  from  him 
direct,  our  information  being  received  through  Barney  Heim- 
binder,  who  was  a  member  of  the  staff  from  1910  to  1915. 

Miss  Florence  L.  Findlay,  Assistant  Branch  Librarian  at  the 
Ridgewood  Branch,  died  suddenly  on  December  26th  of  heart 
disease.  She  had  been  a  member  of  the  staff  since  April  1,  1909, 
and  had  greatly  endeared  herself  to  those  with  whom  she  was 
associated. 

Some  libraries  in  the  country — ^among  them  Chicago— have 
provided  service  pensions  for  their  employees,  and  the  matter 
has  been  in  the  minds  of  our  Trustees  for  some  years. 

Another  case  occurred  last  year  which  served  again  to  draw 
particular  attention  to  the  matter.  This  member  of  the  staff, 
who  had  rendered  unusually  valuable  services,  had  been  on  the 
pay-roll  for  twenty  years,  receiving  what  is  willingly  conceded 
a  very  low  salary,  and  from  which  very  little  could  be  saved. 
Because  of  physical  disability  she  was  obliged  to  resign,  and  all 
the  library  could  do  was  to  send  her  a  vote  of  thanks  for  valu- 
able services  rendered. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  some  plan  may  be  devised  so  that 
those  who  have  served  the  library  long  and  faithfully  on  small 
pay  may  be  rewarded  by  a  pension. 

Praise  is  due  the  members  of  the  staff  who  have  been  called 
upon  to  carry  more  than  the  ordinary  load.  The  Chief  Li- 
brarian, fully  appreciating  the  difficulties  under  which  they  la- 
bored, desires  to  express  his  sincere  appreciation  of  the  helpful 
spirit  with  which  they  have  carried  their  added  responsibilities, 
and  at  the  same  time  to  commend  them  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
for  their  lo)ralty,  co-operation,  and  cheerfulness. 

Conclusion 

In  spite  of  changes,  curtailments,  and  interruptions,  the  past 
year  was  rich  in  experience.    The  public  bore  all  these  changes 
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tmcomplainingly,  many  of  them  testifying  to  thdr  dependence 
upon  the  library,  and  expressing  a  sense  of  personal  loss  in  the 
closing  of  the  branches  and  th^  restriction  in  the  use  of  books. 
With  this  attitude  of  the  public  toward  the  library,  which  is  both 
gratifying  and  encouraging,  we  look  forward  to  the  coming  year 
with  the  hope  that  it  may  see  not  only  a  return  to  normal  condi- 
tions, but  also  an  extension  and  development  of  the  service  of 
this  library  to  the  people  of  Brokl}m.

Book  Order  Department. 

The  selection  and  purchase  of  books  for  the  Brooklyn  Public 
Library  during  1918  show  clearly  the  changing  war  conditions. 
During  the  first  of  the  year  there  was  a  great  demand  for  drill 
manuals,  books  on  military  training,  and  similar  subjects;  later, 
the  demand  shifted  to  books  about  the  war,  such  as  Palmer's 
"America  in  France,"  Paine's  "Fighting  Fleets,"  etc,  as  the  interest 
of  the  public  was  aroused  by  the  presence  of  friends  and  rela- 
tives in  Europe.  There  was  also  an  increased  demand  for  books 
on  war  industries  and  on  the  history  of  European  countries. 
The  demand  for  war  books  decreased  to  a  very  great  extent 
after  the  signing  of  the  armistice,  but  the  demand  for  books  on 
trades  and  occupations  was  showing  a  large  increase  at  the 
close  of  the  year,  owing  to  the  shifting  of  labor.

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The  average  price  per  volume  for  all  books  purchased  dur- 
ing 1918  was  90  cents,  as  compared  with  96  cents  for  1917. 
This  decrease  is  due  mainly  to  the  fact  that  the  cost  of  binding 
was  not  included  as  in  1917,  the  binding  being  charged  in  1918 
to  the  Binding  Account  and  not  to  books.  More  books  were 
bought  from  second-hand  sources  than  in  previous  years,  thus 
also  lowering  the  cost.  The  very  poor  quality  of  the  paper 
used  during  1918  will  affect  greatly  the  wearing  qualities  of  the 
books,  and  will  mean  an  earlier  replacement.  The  average  price 
varied  this  year  from  64  cents,  for  replacements  and  duplicates, 
to  $5.61,  for  books  bought  from  endowment  funds. 

Of  the  volumes  bought  from  second-hand  sources,  and 
placed  in  the  stock  room,  16,312  were  supplied  to  the  branches 
during- the  year,  at  an  average  cost  of  58  cents.  1,841  volumes 
were  transferred  from  the  duplicate  pay  collections  to  the 
regular  shelves. 

During  the  year,  51,626  volumes  (exclusive  of  periodicals 
and  newspapers)  were  bound,  at  an  average  cost  of  54  cents, 
as  compared  with  52  cents  the  preceding  year.  968  volumes  of 
periodicals  and  newspapers  from  the  Montague  Branch  were 
bound,  at  an  average  cost  of  $1.56;  and  561  volumes  of  periodi- 
cals from  the  other  branches  were  bound,  at  an  average 
cost  of  $1.32. 

The  average  cost  of  all  volumes  rebotmd  in  1918  was  57 
cents,  as  compared  with  55  cents  the  previous  year.  This  in- 
crease is  due  to  increases  in  cost  of  material,  as  well  as  in  cost 
of  labor.  The  full  effect  of  the  last  increase  does  not  appear 
in  these  figures,  as  such  increase  did  not  take  effect  until  the 
faU  of  1918.

Cataloguing  Department. 

During  1918,  the  Cataloguing  Department  prepared  and  sent 
94,088  voliunes  to  the  various  branches.  This  year  the  Browns- 
ville Children's  Branch  received  the  largest  number  of  volumes, 
7,144;  Montague  Branch  following  closely  with  7,121  volumes; 
the  smallest  number,  692  volumes,  going  to  Winthrop  Branch. 
5,355.  volumes  of  this  total  represent  titles  new  to  the  Library. 

Deducting  62,019  volumes,  which  were  lost  and  discarded 
during  the  year,  the  net  gain  to  the  library  amounts  to  32,079 
volumes. 

1,007  foreign  books  were  added,  of  which  645  were  Yiddish, 
57  French,  and  26  Spanish.  51  books  for  the  blind  were  also 
added. 

57,312  cards  were  filed  in  the  Union  and  Montague  cata- 
logues and  shelf  lists,  17,170  of  the  former  being  Library  of 
Congress  printed  cards. 

Branch  catalogue  cards  to  the  amount  of  69,137  were  revised 
and  corrected  by  this  Department,  previous  to  being  filed  in 
the  branch  catalogues. 

The  Depository  Catalogue  was  increased  by  37,598  cards 
received  from  the  Library  of  Congress.  These  were  alphabetized 
and  filed. 
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During  the  past  year  Miss  Hitchler  has  given  more  time 
than  usual  to  teaching  the  Training  Qass. 

At  the  November  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Miss 
Hitchler  was  granted  a  leave  of  absence  for  six  months,  to 
enable  her  to  take  a  position  in  Library  War  Service,  in  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  as  Assistant  to  the  Director,  in  charge  of  the  small 
camps  throughout  the  country.  We  were  very  glad  that  she 
had  this  opportunity  for  service,  but  we  miss  her  very  much 
from  her  accustomed  place.

Department  of  Branches  and  Apprentices. 

The  year  1918  brought  many  changes  to  the  library— de- 
crease in  circulation,  decrease  in  borrowers'  privileges,  changes 
in  branch  staffs,  changes  in  opening  hours,  curtailment  of  activi- 
ties— ^all  due  more  or  less  to  war  conditions. 

On  account  of  the  shortage  of  coal,  early  in  the  year,  several 
branches  were  closed  for  long  or  short  periods.  The  staffs  of 
these  branches  were  loaned  to  busy  branches  fortunate  enough 
to  possess  coal.  At  the  same  time,  the  public  schools  were  closed, 
and  many  classes  came  to  the  libraries  for  their  school  sessions 
from  8:30  A.  M.  to  3  P.  M.  It  was  interesting  to  the  Super- 
intendent of  Branches  to  see  how  easily  and  quickly  the  children 
adjusted  themselves  to  the  changed  conditions,  and  the  amount 
of  concentration  shown  by  individuals  when  there  were  three  or 
four  classes  at  a  time  in  some  of  our  reading-rooms.  Several 
branches  were  closed  to  the  public  tmtil  3  P.  M.  The  facility 
with  which  the  children  left  our  buildings  and  the  borrowers 
came  in  showed  good  team  work  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  and 
librarians. 

This  year  we  have  depended  more  than  usual  on  our  Train- 
ing-Qass  students,  as  they  have  many  times  filled  vacancies  or 
sick  leaves.  For  this  reason  the  course  was  radically  changed 
to  fit  branch  conditions,  and  an  additional  class  was  formed,  so 
during  the  year  we  have  graduated  two  classes  and  started  a 
third. 

In  May  an  inventory  of  the  fiction  was  taken.    While  this 
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collection  is  larger  than  the  non-fiction  collection,  the  time  con- 
sumed is  about  the  same,  as  it  checks  up  more  quickly.  The 
losses  averaged  about  the  same  as  usual  throughout  the  system. 

In  March,  second  and  third  grade  promotion  tests  were 
given.  Those  who  passed  and  were  put  on  the  third  grade 
eligible  list  were  promoted  as  vacancies  occurred  in  that  grade, 
but  all  who  passed  and  were  put  on  the  second  grade  eligible  list 
were  promoted  to  that  grade  in  June. 

The  ustial  vacation  was  granted  to  all  members  of  the  staff. 
The  vacation  period  was  lengthened  somewhat  this  year,  ban- 
ning about  the  middle  of  May  and  ending  the  middle  of  October. 
This  extension  of  time  made  it  easier  for  many  branches,  as  it 
lessened  the  number  away  at  a  given  time. 

During  the  year,  more  than  a  hundred  people  resigned 
Many  resigned  to  accept  government  or  other  positions,  all  pay- 
ing a  larger  salary.  These  resignations  have  been  in  all  grades, 
from  branch  librarians  to  janitors  and  pages.  At  the  close  of 
the  year  we  lost  two  by  death.  Some  of  these  vacancies  have 
been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  graduates  from  our  Training 
Classes,  from  Syracuse  University  Library  School,  and  from 
other  libraries,  but  many  have  been  carried  as  vacancies  through- 
out the  year. 

For  two  weeks  in  the  latter  part  of  October  and  early  in 
November,  during  the  influenza  epidemic,  the  library  was  closed 
by  order  of  the  Q)mmissioner  of  Health.  When  we  reopened, 
the  borrowers'  privileges  were  curtailed,  the  juveniles  were  per- 
mitted to  take  one  book  instead  of  two,  adults  two  instead  of 
six.  The  drop  in  circulation  began  early  in  the  year,  when  we 
were  obliged  to  dose  some  branches,  in  order  to  conserve  coal, 
and  this  decrease  has  continued  throughout  the  year.  The  cur- 
tailment of  borrowers'  privileges  of  course  meant  an  additional 
drop  in  circulation.  This  decrease  in  circulation  naturally  meant 
less  routine  in  all  lines  of  the  work  pertaining  to  the  circulation 
of  a  book,  i.e.,  charging,  discharging,  slipping,  and  mending;  but 
this  worked  to  the  advantage  of  the  staff,  as  it  enabled  a  depleted 
staff  to  carry  the  work  throughout  the  year.  Even  with  the  drop 
in  circulation,  our  Sunday  and  holiday  work  has  been  hard  to 
carry  this  year.    The  branches  are  limited  as  to  the  number  of 
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workers  assigned  for  duty  on  these  days,  yet  the  attendant  is 
called  upon  to  do  reference  work  as  well  as  circulating  work. 
Many  of  the  reference  questions  cannot  be  answered  offhand,  yet 
the  borrower  expects  an  answer  without  too  much  delay. 

Beginning  with  the  vacation  period,  we  employed  full  or 
part-time  substitutes  as  we  could  get  them.  The  majority  of 
these  substitutes  have  been  public  school  teachers,  students  from 
the  Teachers'  Training  School,  and  Adelphi  College.  Their 
work  has  been  invaluable  in  helping  over  hard  places.  The  page 
situation  was  partly  met  by  employing  high-school  boys  and  girls 
after  school. 

Throughout  the  year  the  sta£F  has  cheerfully  responded  to 
the  additional  care,  responsibility,  and  work,  and  has  fully  co- 
operated with  the  Superintendent  in  trying  to  keep  the  library 
up  to  standard.

Children's  Department 

Annual  reports  are  supposed  to  be  written  to  inform  "the 
public,"  which  supports  the  library,  of  the  library's  accomplish- 
ments during  the  twelve  months  covered  by  the  report.  It  is  an 
unwritten  law  among  librarians  that  such  reports  shall  tell  of 
new  work  undertaken  and  always  successfully  carried  through,  of 
old  work  expanding  wonderfully,  of  all  machinery  running 
smoothly,  and  everybody  connected  with  the  library  happy  and 
optimistic  for  the  future. 

Such  a  report  it  is  impossible  to  write  in  this  year  of  world 
disaster. 

This  Department  has  suffered  the  loss  of  twelve  children's 
librarians  during  1918.  Perhaps  encouragement  should  be  de- 
rived from  the  fact  that  twelve  is  one  less  than  the  losses  of 
1917;  but  where  there  are,  in  two  successive  years,  twenty-five 
changes  on  a  staff  of  children's  librarians  totalling  twenty-nine, 
the  thought  of  "one  less"  fails  to  encourage. 

In  1917  we  were  able  to  secure  new  appointees  for  the  va- 
cancies.   This  year  we  began  the  winter  with  vacancies,  there 
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being  six  at  the  present  time  (December  31,  1918),  which  we 
have  no  hope  of  filling  before  the  summer. 

It  is  obvious  that  we  cannot  report  new  work  undertaken, 
old  work  growing  larger.  We  have  been  obliged  to  curtail  the 
circulation  of  juvenile  books,  to  give  up  story-hour  and  club 
work,  to  refuse  to  meet  half-way  many  teachers  who  are  more 
eager  than  they  have  ever  been  before  to  co-operate  with  the 
library. 

The  picture  is  not  all  dark,  however.  The  spirit  of  those 
children's  librarians  who  have  remained  at  this  post  of  patriotic 
service  has  never  shown  up  more  finely.  Beginners  have  shoul- 
dered responsibility  splendidly.  In  spite  of  every  handicap,  the 
quality  of  the  work,  in  essentials,  has  not  suffered,  although  the 
quality  has  had  to  be  cut.  We  have  a  larger  ntunber  than 
usual  of  students  taking  our  Training  Course  for  Children's 
Librarians,  in  spite  of  the  thousand  temptations  that  have  been 
held  out  to  college  graduates  to  go  into  more  romantic  kinds  of 
war  work. 

Now  that  the  war  is  over,  we  feel  more  than  ever  before 
the  importance  of  pushing  this  library  work  with  children.  The 
reading  of  to-da/s  boys  and  girls  will  be  a  tremendous  factor 
in  forming  the  ideas  of  to-morrow's  men  and  women,  and  those 
ideas  will  decide  whether  we  are  to  repeat  the  horror  of  these 
recent  years  or  to  make  the  world  a  better  place  in  which  to  live.

Reference  Department 

The  modem  public  library  rivals  the  public  press  as  a 
barometer  of  popular  interests.  What  the  people  of  the  com- 
munity are  thinking  and  talking  about  is  registered  from  day  to 
day  by  the  questions  asked  at  the  reference  desk  and  the  books 
consulted  in  the  reading-rooms. 

During  the  year  just  closed,  while  there  has  been  something 
like  the  usual  variety  of  requests,  the  predominating  topics  have 
been  connected  with  the  war  and  the  conditions  growing  out  of 
it.  Thus,  there  continued  through  most  of  the  year  the  demand 
for  information  on  munitions,  shipbuilding,  airplanes,  military 
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drill,  dyes,  fertilizers,  and  marine  insurance.  More  recently,  the 
leading  place  has  been  taken  by  topics  connected  with  recon- 
struction, viz.,  the  League  of  Nations,  control  of  railroads,  ship 
subsidies,  exporting,  and  re-education  of  soldiers. 

Among  various  other  requests  that  have  come  to  us  during  the 
year,  the  following  are  typical:  technique  of  poetry,  chemistry 
of  leather,  community-center  work,  railway  traffic  management, 
school  lunches,  welfare  work  in  factories,  testing  of  lenses,  orna- 
mental iron-work,  drop  forging,  American  folk  music,  use  of 
pulverized  coal,  cartooning,  tropical  fish,  the  micrometer,  manu- 
facture of  potassium  iodide,  lighterage  business,  mastic  printing 
of  textiles,  making  hooked  rugs,  manufacture  of  rubber  tires, 
manufacture  of  linseed  oil,  Chinese  conception  of  the  Creation, 
candling  eggs,  and  irrigation  in  Egypt. 

With  the  coming  of  the  summer  months,  the  number  of 
readers  and  the  volume  of  the  reference  work  decreased  to  such 
an  extent  that  it  was  decided  to  close  the  Sociology  Room.  The 
work  of  this  department  is  being  carried  on  in  the  general  Ref- 
erence Room.  This  results  in  the  disadvantage  that  the  public 
do  not  have  easy  access  to  the  sociology  shelves;  but,  on  the 
other  hand,  the  centralization  of  the  work  in  the  main  room  has 
several  advantages.  It  eliminates  the  annoyance  to  readers  of 
being  sent  from  one  department  to  another  in  quest  of  informa- 
tion. It  prevents  duplication  of  work  by  different  departments. 
It  keeps  *the  whole  staff  in  touch  with  all  the  branches  of  the 
work,  and  better  informed  about  the  resources  of  the  library  in 
other  fields  than  their  own  special  one.  It  enables  better  co- 
operation when  a  reader  requires  material  from  several  depart- 
ments of  the  library  in  order  to  cover  the  various  phases  of  the 
subject  of  study.  It  simplifies  supervision,  and  makes  it  possible 
to  carry  on  the  work  with  a  smaller  staff,  since  it  is  not  necessary 
to  have  a  separate  corps  of  attendants  for  each  of  several  de- 
partments at  hours  of  the  day  when  the  work  is  light,  or  the 
specialist  in  any  department  is  not  on  duty. 

The  reference  collection  has  been  strengthened  by  the  addi- 
tion of  several  standard  books  which  hitherto  were  only  in  the 
Circulation  Department,  and  were  frequently  out  of  the  library 
when  needed  for  use  in  the  Reference  Room.    This  duplication 
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of  books  should  be  continued  until  the  reference  library  contains 
a  well-rounded  collection  of  the  standard  works  in  all  fields  of 
knowledge.  This  ideal  can  be  more  completely  realized  when  the 
library  is  housed  in  the  new  building.

Department  of  Supplies. 

The  preparation  of  the  annual  report  of  this  Department  for 
1918  involves  the  work  of  four  Supply  Department  superin- 
tendents; and  it  is  gratifying  to  say  that  no  lessening  of  the 
Department's  efficiency  is  apparent,  in  spite  of  the  several 
changes  which  have  occurred  in  its  personnel. 

With  the  expiration  of  the  express  contract  with  the  Wil- 
liamson Express  G)mpanyy  a  new  one-ton  Ford  truck  was  pur- 
chased, in  April,  at  a  total  cost  of  $937.51;  and  inter-branch 
deliveries  have  been  made  by  this  truck  since  that  time.,  A  com- 
parative statement  of  costs  of  making  deliveries  by  the  library- 
owned  truck  and  the  bid  of  the  Williamson  Express  Company 
follows :

It  would  appear  from  this  statement  that  a  saving  in  cost  has 
been  realized.  The  delivery  system  has  proven  satisfactory,  any 
delays  occurring  being  of  short  duration. 

A  new  Ford  touring  car  was  purchased,  at  a  cost  of  $431.,17 
and  our  old  Ford  car ;  but  this  car  did  not  prove  a  good  invest- 
ment, for  the  reason  that  on  September  7th  it  was  stolen,  and 
the  combined  efforts  of  the  Supplies  Department  and  the  New 
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York  Police  Department  have  been  unavailing  in  discovering  its 
location  or  the  person  or  persons  responsible  for  the  theft.  A 
second-hand  Chevrolet  touring  car  was  purchased  to  replace 
the  Ford. 

*  The  matter  of  the  quality  of  the  Lux  incandescent  lamps 
was  thoroughly  investigated,  and  it  was  found  that  they  were 
very  inefficient,  the  life  of  a  lamp  often  being  less  than  ten  hours. 
Their  use  was  discontinued,  and  a  contract  was  signed  with  the 
Edison  Lamp  Works  on  a  $600  basis.  The  Edison  lamp  has 
proven  satisfactory. 

A  wall  safe  was  installed  at  Bedford  Branch,  and  the  branch 
librarian  reports  it  to  be  satisfactory,  and  a  great  convenience  as 
well  as  a  safeguard  of  library  property. 

The  unused  fan  motors  at  several  branches  were  sold,  on 
which  the  sum  of  $433  was  realized;  and  the  old  electric-light 
fixtures  removed  from  Bedford  and  City  Park  Branches  were 
sold,  with  other  accumulated  junk  at  Macon  Branch,  from  which 
sale  $35  was  received. 

New  lighting  equipment  was  installed  at  Bedford,  City  Park, 
and  Carroll  Park  Branches,  and  new  equipment  was  ordered  for 
Williamsburgh  Branch,  but  not  installed  up  to  December  31st. 
The  installations  were  made  in  accordance  with  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas,  and  Electricity, 
of  the  City  of  New  York,  and  reports  show  improvement  in  illu- 
minating conditions. 

The  gas-light  illumination  at  Astral  and  Ridgewood  Branches 
being  inadequate,  negotiations  were  entered  into  with  the  owners 
of  these  premises  to  improve  the  conditions,  with  the  result  that 
the  Astral  Branch  quarters  are  now  adequately  lighted  by  elec- 
tricity, the  owners  paying  one  half  the  cost  and  the  library  one 
half.  The  Ridgewood  Branch  quarters  are  properly  equipped 
and  electrically  lighted,  the  owner  pa^ng  the  cost  of  the  wiring 
and  hanging  of  fixtures,  the  library  providing  the  fixtures  from 
those  discarded  at  Carroll  Park  and  Williamsburgh  Branches. 

Renewal  leases  were  executed  for  the  quarters  occupied  by 
Kensington  and  Winthrop  Branches,  the  lease  at  Kensington 
Branch  providing  for  a  $300  annual  increase  after  August  31, 
1919. 
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Montauk  traveUng  Iilnary  slatioa  was  remorcd  to  new  quar- 
ters in  Laner's  drug  store,  at  2481  Pitkin  Avenue,  the  dd  quarters 
at  Plate's  drug  store  being  unsatis&ctoiy. 

Fifty  new  traveling  library  cases  were  provided,  with  a 
diange  in  construction  which  strengthens  the  case  and  adds 
materially  to  its  life. 

The  reomstruction  woik  at  Pacific  Branch  has  progressed 
and  at  the  present  writing  (January  15,  1919)  practical^  all  the 
work  has  been  conqdeted  and  the  brandi  opeotd  to  the  public. 

Supplies  and  equipment  were  purchased  for  all  branches  and 
distributed  as  required. 

Many  difficulties  were  experienced  in  providing  coal  for  the 
branches  during  the  early  winter  months  of  1918,  but  a  sufficient 
quantity  was  procured  during  the  summer  and  foil  months  to 
adequately  supply  all  branches  for  the  entire  winter.  The 
branches  having  bins  with  a  capacity  above  the  brandi  require- 
ments were  filled  to  capacity,  and  it  was  planned  to  transfer  coal 
from  these  bins  to  branches  with  a  lesser  capacity  when  neces- 
sary; but  with  the  cessation  of  the  war,  and  the  resulting  im- 
provement in  the  coal  situation,  this  added  expense  in  carting  will 
not  be  necessary,  as  coal  may  now  be  obtained  when  needed. 

Much  difficulty  was  experienced  during  the  past  six  months 
in  maintaining  the  janitorial  force.  Several  resignations  have 
resulted  from  janitors  entering  fields  more  productive  financially. 
These  resignations  in  most  cases  came  with  but  a  few  hours' 
notice.  Not  having  the  customary  waiting  list,  and  facing  a 
dearth  of  janitorial  help,  some  of  the  branches  were  left  without 
a  sufficient  cleaning  force.  Improvements  in  these  conditions  will 
no  doubt  come,  but  we  do  not  yet  enjoy  them. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the  major  repairs  to  buildings 
completed  during  the  year: 

Bedford: — Frozen  water  pipes  replaced.  New  concrete 
floor  at  entrance  to  auditorium  laid.  Iron  fence  painted.  Exte- 
rior wood  trim  painted.  Brick  wall  at  rear  of  boiler-pit  cut  away 
to  provide  sufficient  space  to  fire  boiler.  G)rk  carpet  throughout 
building  trimmed  and  relaid,  eliminating  dangerous  breaks  in 

carpet.    Floor  repaired.    Window  shades  repaired,  cleaned,  and 
reversed. 
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Brownsville  Children's: — ^Broken  walls  leading  to  base- 
ment replastered. 

Bushwick: — Qean-out  doors  cut  in  flue  pipe  to  boiler. 
(The  accumulation  of  soot  for  several  years  checked  the  draft 
and  wasted  coal.)    Roof  repaired  and  painted. 

Bay  Ridge: — New  boiler  installed.     Roof  repaired. 

Carroll  Park: — ^Exterior  stone-work  pointed  up. 

City  Park: — ^Roof  repaired.    Iron  fence  painted. 

De  Kalb: — Exterior  wood  trim  painted.  All  exterior 
stone  and  brick  work  pointed  up.  Boiler  repaired.  New  water 
supply  pipes  installed  throughout  building.  Qean-out  doors 
cut  in  flue  pipe  to  boiler.  (The  accumulation  of  soot  for  sev- 
eral years  dbecked  the  draft  and  wasted  coal.) 

Flatbush: — New  flush  tanks  installed  in  men's  and 
women's  lavatory.  Leaky  hose  cocks  and  pipe  in  ground  re- 
moved and  replaced  with  new  pipe  and  cocks.  Qean-out  doors 
cut  in  flue  pipe  to  boiler.    Replastered  broken  walls  in  toilets. 

Greenpoint: — Roof  repaired  and  painted. 

Montague  :— New  cables  installed  in  elevator.  Roof  re- 
paired. 

Prospect: — Roof  repaired  and  painted.  Heating  plant 
repaired. 

Schermerhorn  : — Exterior  of  building  painted  by  owners. 

South: — ^New  exterior  electric  lamps  installed. 

Saratoga: — Roof  repaired.  Qean-out  doors  cut  in  flue 
pipe  to  boiler. 

WiLLiAMSBURGH : — Roof  repaired.    Boiler  repaired. 

New  folding  gates  were  provided  and  set  at  Saratago  and 
Prospect  Branches,  and  additional  trays  installed  in  delivery  desk 
at  Bushwick  Branch.

Department  of  Traveling  Libraries. 

The  past  year  in  this  Department  has  been  in  contrast  to  the 
preceding  years;  for,  whereas  in  earlier  years  every  effort  was 
made  to  expand  the  work,  during  the  past  year  the  same  amount 
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of  effort  has  been  expended  in  cutting  it  down  to  ke^  in  touch 
with  the  steadily  diminishing  number  of  staff  members,  which  by 
December,  1918,  had  reached  the  lowest  level  in  its  history — 
five  experienced  assistants,  one  junior  deiic,  and  an  irr^[ular 
and  ever-changing  group  of  helpers  untrained  in  most  cases  for 
any  type  of  work.  As  it  was  impossible  for  this  small  staff  to 
handle  the  full  details  of  the  Department,  including,  as  it  does, 
the  deposit  stations,  factory  stations,  interchange,  foreign-book 
circuits,  and  traveling  libraries,  it  became  absolutely  necessary 
to  curtail  the  work;  but  much  thought  was  given  to  the  problem 
in  the  effort  to  lessen  the  work  for  the  staff  with  the  least  pos- 
sible detriment  to  the  work  with  the  public. 

Several  methods  which  offered  material  relief  to  the  depart- 
ment were  finally  adopted  and  proved  successful. 

First,  during  the  summer  months,  at  which  time  statistics 
had  shown  that  little  use  was  made  of  the  books  sent  to  the 
police  and  fire  companies,  the  size  of  these  libraries  was  cut 
from  fifty  to  twenty-five  books;  but,  as  there  was  enclosed  in 
the  box  in  each  case  an  explanatory  note  stating  that  more  books 
would  be  sent  upon  request,  the  public  suffered  little  inconve- 
nience from  this  step. 

Second,  the  school  libraries  were  left  at  the  high  schools 
over  the  summer  period,  instead  of  being  returned  to  the  depart- 
ment and  sent  out  again  in  the  fall.  As  the  schools  demand  very 
nearly  the  same  selection  of  books  each  year,  the  plan  proved  a 
material  saving  in  labor. 

Third,  the  branch  libraries,  as  well  as  this  Department, 
were  benefited  by  the  temporary  cessation  of  all  work  connected 
with  the  foreign-book  circuits. 

Fourth,  the  work  with  the  factory  stations  has  been  mate- 
rially cut.  This  step  is  the  only  one  which  has  worked  hardship 
on  the  public,  and  would  not  have  been  taken  had  it  not  been 
necessitated  by  the  fact  that  the  branches  which  had  been  helping 
to  carry  this  work  were  forced  to  withdraw  all  help,  due  to  their 
diminished  staffs.  In  cases  where  the  factories  were  able  to 
carry  the  work  themselves,  they  were  sent  regular  traveling 
libraries.  Several,  however,  were  unable  to  do  this,  and  were, 
therefore,  given  up,  if  statistics  showed  that  little  use  had  been 
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made  of  the  books.  At  the  end  of  1918,  two  factories  only  were 
being  maintained  as  stations,  all  personal  attendance  being  fur- 
nished by  the  Department  alone. 

Fifth,  the  length  of  time  for  which  the  traveling  libraries 
taken  on  the  regular  exchange  plan  are  issued,  was  changed  from 
two  months  to  three,  but  always  with  the  option  of  an  earlier 
exchange  upon  request.  Very  few  organizations  have  expressed 
a  desire  for  an  earlier  exchange.  This  plan  alone,  without  in- 
juring in  any  way  the  Department's  work  with  the  public,  has 
resulted  in  saving  almost  one-third  the  work  connected  with 
issuing  this  type  of  traveling  library. 

On  the  other  hand,  however,  it,  as  in  the  case  of  some  of 
the  other  labor-saving  devices,  has  cut  down  the  figures  of  the 
Department,  and  these  figures  will  remain  low  as  long  as  the 
present  methods  remain  in  force.  By  these  methods,  however, 
the  Department,  in  spite  of  its  shortage  of  help,  has  been  able 
to  care  for  the  book-needs  of  the  same  number  of  institutions  as 
in  the  past,  although  a  cursory  examination  of  the  statistics  which 
follow  would  seem  to  indicate  a  falling-off  of  the  service  ren- 
dered.

Seven  hundred  and  eighteen  discarded  books  were  dis- 
tributed among  five  institutions. 
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Deposit  Stations 

The  deposit  stations  as  a  whole  have  shown  a  loss  in  circu- 
lation, one  station  alone  showing  a  gain  over  1917.  This  sta- 
tion,  at  Q)ney  Island,  was  as  usual  the  most  active  one.  Its 
increase  of  819  for  the  year  was  surprising,  considering  the 
existing  difficulties  of  war  distractions,  irr^^ular  express  service, 
the  influenza  epidemic,  which  closed  the  station  temporarily,  and 
the  loss  by  resignation  of  the  assistant  in  charge  of  the  stations. 
The  continued  and  increased  use  of  the  station  indicates  that  a 
branch  library  in  that  location  would  be  much  appreciated.

The  work  of  this  Department,  as  shown  in  the  accompanying 
statistics,  fell  off  to  a  considerable  extent  during  the  past  year, — 
14,246  fewer  requests  for  books  being  received  from  the  branches 
than  in  1917.  This  is  easily  explained  by  the  closing  of  many 
of  the  branches  during  the  early  months  of  the  year,  because  of 
the  coal  shortage,  and  the  closing  of  all  of  them  to  circulation 
for  a  short  time  during  the  later  months  of  the  year,  because  of 
the  epidemic.

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Training  Class. 

The  Training  Class  has  felt  in  a  very  marked  way  the  strain 
of  the  changed  conditions  in  the  field  of  labor  resulting  from  the 
entrance  of  our  cotmtry  into  the  war. 

The  tremendous  expansion  of  government  departmental 
work,  and  that  of  certain  lines  of  business,  not  only  drew  directly 
from  the  library  the  trained  assistants  in  its  service,  but  also, 
because  of  the  disproportionately  large  salaries  offered,  attracted 
the  high  school  and  college  graduates,  from  whose  ranks  the 
Training  Qass  is  usually  recruited. 

To  meet  this  with  a  cotmter  attraction,  it  was  decided  early 
in  February,  1918,  to  make  a  decided  change  in  the  plan  of 
training. 

Instead  of  tr}dng  to  give  so  extended  a  course  of  training 
before  appointment  to  the  staff,  it  was  deemed  wiser  to  shorten 
the  course  to  one  month  of  class  work,  and  to  devote  the  other 
five  months  to  practice  work  in  the  branch  libraries,  paying  for 
this  work  at  the  rate  of  fifty  dollars  per  month,  the  regular  salary 
for  the  First  Grade  of  service. 

To  do  this,  not  only  the  amount,  but  also  the  character  of 
the  class  instruction  was  changed,  much  of  the  professional  and 
literary  instruction  being  dropped,  and  only  the  necessary  tech- 
nical training  being  retained.  The  course,  being  but  six  months 
in  length,  was  to  be  given  twice  each  year. 

This  introductory  course  was  to  be  supplemented  by  offering 
advanced  courses  to  the  members  of  the  staff,  giving  them  the 
desired  professional  instruction,  and  helping  them  to  prepare 
more  quickly  and  efficiently  for  promotion  to  the  higher  grades 
of  service.  It  was  planned  to  run  these  courses  over  eight 
months  in  the  year,  from  October  through  May. 

The  new  plan  was  put  into  operation  in  March.  A  class  of 
twenty-two  members  was  obtained,  the  largest  class  we  have  had 
in  years,  and  also  one  of  the  finest.  Almost  one  half  of  the 
number  had  had  training  and  experience  in  some  other  line  of 
work. 

For  various  reasons,  however,  the  class  dwindled  gradually ; 
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and  at  the  end  of  the  six  months  graduated  eleven  members,  who 
were  appointed  to  the  staff. 

In  the  meanwhile,  the  stea<fy  drain  upon  the  staff  continued ; 
so  that  instead  ol  waiting  until  September  to  start  the  next  class, 
it  was  found  necessary  to  start  it  in  May.  In  order  that  it  should 
not  interfere  with  the  advanced  courses,  the  months  from  May  to 
August,  and  October,  were  devoted  to  the  branch  practice  work, 
and  the  month  of  September  was  to  be  devoted  to  the  class  work, 
joining  with  the  new  class  entering  that  month. 

Ei^t  students  began  work  in  May,  and  five  were  graduated 
in  October. 

When  September  arrived,  the  condition  of  the  staff  was  such 
that  it  was  impossible  to  withdraw  the  students  for  the  month  of 
class  instruction  without  providing  substitutes. 

It  was  decided,  therefore,  to  once  more  chai^  the  plan  of 
instruction  for  the  entering  class.  Instead  of  concentrating  the 
class  instruction  in  the  first  month,  the  instruction  was  spread 
over  the  entire  six  months,  by  devotii^  to  it  but  one  day  in  each 
week,  and  sending  the  students  to  the  branches  for  the  remainder 
of  the  time. 

The  class  opened  in  September  with  eight  students,  and  two 
more  joined  during  the  month. 

The  new  plan  of  class  work  seems  to.be  more  satisfactory 
than  the  former  one.  The  students  can  assimilate  the  work 
more  slowly,  and  can  see  its  practical  application  to  the  every- 
day work  of  the  library.  Also,  the  weekly  meeting  gives  oppoi^ 
ttmity  for  the  discussion  of  problems  arising  in  their  practice 
work. 

The  Advanced  Courses  for  the  staff  began  late  in  October, 
because  of  the  extension  of  the  staff  vacations  into  that  month. 
It  was  decided  to  offer  subjects  open  to  all  assistants  in  the 
Second  Grade  and  to  those  assistants  in  the  First  Grade  who 
should  pass  an  entrance  examination. 

The  subjects  offered  were  Reference,  Classification,  Loan 
i  History  of  Libraries,  these  subjects  being  those  neces- 
le  already  well-established  Training  Course  for  Chil- 
)rarians. 
First-Grade  assistants  tried  the  entrance  examination. 
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and  seven  of  them  passed;  but  only  five  of  these  registered  for 
class  work  in  October. 

Thirty-one  assistants  in  the  Second  and  Third  Grades  regis- 
tered, making  thirty-six  assistants  registered  for  one  or  more  of 
the  courses.  Nineteen  registered  for  one  course,  and  seventeen 
for  two  courses. 

Ten  have  dropped  the  work,  for  one  reason  or  another;  but 
from  those  who  have  continued,  there  has  been  regular  attend- 
ance, a  manifest  interest,  and  a  very  satisfactory  and  promising 
quality  of  work. 

The  Training  Course  for  Children's  Librarians,  because  of 
the  high  grade  of  work  done  by  its  two  students,  was  able  to 
graduate  them  at  the  end  of  May,  1918,  instead  of  June,  as 
planned. 

The  new  class  began  work  in  October,  with  five  students. 
Four  of  them  are  college  graduates,  while  the  fifth  passed  the 
required  entrance  examination. 

The  caliber  of  this  class  is  superior  to  that  of  any  former 
class  taking  this  course,  and  promises  to  materially  strengthen 
the  staff  of  the  Children's  Department. 

The  course  for  this  year  was  slightly  altered,  the  practice 
time  in  the  branch  libraries  being  increased  from  sixteen  to 
twenty  hours  per  week,  and  paid  for  at  the  rate  of  one-half  of 
the  regular  salary  for  the  Second  Grade  of  service. 

The  class  instruction  remains  the  same  as  in  former  years, 
except  that  the  students  take  the  work  in  general  library  topics 
with  the  Advanced  Courses  rather  than  with  the  general  train- 
ing class. 

The  equipment  of  the  class-room  has  been  very  much  im- 
proved by  the  addition  of  more  bulletin  space,  a  typewriter  desk, 
a  vertical  file,  and  doors  for  some  of  the  shelving,  thus  protecting 
records  and  supplies  from  dust  and  loss. 

Despite  the  confusion  necessarily  resulting  from  so  many 
changes  as  recorded  in  this  report,  and  the  disappointment  due  to 
matters  beyond  our  control,  the  year  has  brought  many  compen- 
sations ;  and  we  face  the  new  year  with  the  strong  hope  that  the 
coming  of  peace  and  the  period  of  reconstruction  upon  which 
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th^  country  has  now  entered  may  enable  the  trainmg  class  to 
r^ain,  and  improve  upon,  its  former  size  and  strength.

(A  list  of  books  on  airplane  design  and  construc- 
tion, motors  and  mechanism,  boat  building,  carpentry,  joinery,  and  wood- 
work, machine-shop  practice,  blacksmithing,  coppersmithing,  oxy-acetylene 
welding,  and  painting  and  varnishing.) 

Concrete  and  Cement  (A  list  of  books  on  these  subjects  in  the 
Brookl3m  Public  Library.) 

Thirty-eight  short  weekly  book-Usts,  on  interesting  and 
timely  topics,  were  prepared  and  distributed  through  the 
branches.  These  book-Usts  were  also  published  by  several  of 
the  local  daily  and  weekly  newspapers. 

Twelve  special  lists  of  books  were  prepared  at  the  request  of 
individual  users  of  the  Library.  These  requests  included  complete 
lists  of  books  by  certain  authors,  a  complete  list  of  books  in 
Portuguese,  and  lists  of  books  on  certain  subjects,  such  as  silk, 
boxing  and  wrestling,  Irish  history,  fire-fighting  and  fire  preven- 
tion, lubrication,  architectural  drawing,  electrical  engineering. 
Pitman's  shorthand,  and  the  manufacture  of  shoes. 

Twenty-nine  newspaper  articles  were  written  and  sent  to  the 
local  press  for  free  publication.  Nearly  all  of  them  were  pub- 
lished in  one  or  more  journals. 

As  in  former  years,  a  number  of  persons  availed  themselves 
of  the  privilege  of  borrowing  lantern  slides  through  the  Library 
from  the  Division  of  Visual  Instruction,  of  the  University  of 
the  State  of  New  York,  at  Albany.

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PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  Honorable  John  F.  Hylan,  Mayor, 

and  to  the  Honorable  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment, of  the  City  of  New  York. 

Gentlemen: — ^The  Twenty-Second  Annual  Report  of  the 
Brooklyn  Public  Library  is  herewith  submitted  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  law  under  which  the  Library  is  estab- 
lished. It  covers  the  year  ending  December  31,  1919.  The 
work  of  the  year  has  followed  the  usual  lines,  details  of  which 
are  to  be  found  in  the  reports  of  the  Treasurer  and  Librarian. 

Mr.  Daniel  W.  McWilliams,  for  twenty-two  years  an  honorary 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  passed  to  the  life  beyond  on 
January  7,  1919.  Mr.  McWilliams  was  appointed  to  the  first 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library  in  1899,  and 
served  continuously  until  the  time  of  his  death.  He  had  .been  a 
very  active  and  effective  worker  for  the  library  interests  of 
Brookl)rn,  and  since  1899  had  served  as  Chairman  of  its  Finance 
Committee.  Mr.  McWilliams  was  also  one  of  the  four  members 
of  the  Carnegie  Committee  of  Brooklyn  which  had  charge  of 
the  erection  of  the  twenty  branch  library  buildings  in  the  borough. 
His  colleagues  will  miss  his  counsel  and  advice,  which  had  been 
of  greatest  service  to  them  for  many  years. 

The  Librarian's  report  shows  how  the  Library  suffered  from 
lack  of  funds  with  which  to  pay  sufficient  salaries.  Because  of 
increased  living  costs  more  than  one  hundred  of  our  employees 
resigned  to  accept  larger  salaries  in  banks,  insurance  offices,  and 
mercantile  establishments.  The  large  increase  in  appropriation 
for  salaries  made  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  in  the  budget  for 
1920  (which  was  known  in  November)  has  enabled  the  Trustees 
to  mdikt  provision  for  a  decided  increase  in  salaries  of  all 
employees,  with  the  result  of  creating  greater  satisfaction  and 
contentment  among  members  of  the  staff. 

The  circulation  for  the  year  showed  a  decided  increase  over 
the  preceding  year,  which  is  a  matter  for  congratulation  and 
which  it  is  believed  will  be  continued  during  the  year  1920. 

May  we  again  call  your  attention  to  the  neglected  condition 
of  the  Central  Building?  Veir  little  work  has  been  done  during 
the  entire  year.  In  view  of  tne  prompt  completion  of  the  New 
York  Central  Building  several  years  a|;o,  the  citizens  of  Brooklyn 
feel  that  they  have  just  cause  for  their  growing  complaint.

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LIBRARIAN'S   REPORT 

January  20,  1920. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Gbntlbicen  : — ^The  woiic  of  the  past  year  has  been  carried 
on  tinder  somewhat  discoursing  drcumstances. 

The  loss  of  two  important  members  of  the  staff  was  keenly 
felt  Miss  Emma  V.  Baldwin,  for  eighteen  years  librarian's 
Secretary,  gave  up  her  position,  and  Mr.  Charles  H.  Brown,  As- 
sistant Librarian,  vrith  a  record  of  ten  years  of  service,  resigned 
to  take  charge  of  library  work  in  ccnmection  with  the  United 
States  Navy. 

Both  Miss  Baldwin  and  Mr.  Brown  gave  years  of  patient, 
intelligent,  and  lo]ral  service  to  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library,  and 
were  helpful  in  every  possible  way  in  forwarding  the  interests 
of  the  institution. 

Their  places  were  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Miss  Pauline 
Goler  as  Librarian's  Secretary,  and  Mr.  John  Adams  Lowe  as 
Assistant  Librarian. 

Alluring  salaries  offered  by  banks,  insurance  companies,  and 
conunerdal  houses  attracted  many  members  of  the  staff,  and  as 
a  consequence  there  are  124  vacancies  out  of  a  full  staff  of  398 
people.  But  that  is  not  the  worst  phase  of  the  matter.  These 
124  vacancies  were  filled  by  401  part-time  workers,  made  up  of 
school  teachers,  coU^[e  students,  and  women  working  in  offices 
during  the  day,  untrained  in  library  methods.  Some  of  these 
workers  were  faithful  and  showed  much  interest  in  the  work 
itself,  but  they  could  not  take  the  places  of  experienced  assistants, 
and  as  a  consequence  the  reputation  of  the  library  for  careful 
and  painstaking  assistance  to  the  public  suffered.  As  in  1918, 
the  services  of  these  untrained  workers  enabled  us  to  keq>  open 
all  branches,  so  that  no  section  of  the  city  was  left  without  some 
library  facilities. 

Having  such  a  large  number  of  people  on  duty,  the  public 
could  not  understand  why  we  could  not  give  more  satisfactory 
service.  But  the  Branch  Librarians  knew,  and  they  also  knew 
that  no  answer  would  suffice.  And  we  have  experienced  almost 
as  much  difficulty  in  keeping  tfiese  part-time  assistants  as  in 
securing  trained  help.    Many  pages  and  part-time  workers  stayed

with  us  only  a  few  days,  one  branch — ^and  that  not  one  of  the 
largest — sending  fifty  time-sheets  to  headquarters  as  of  no  further 
use. 

As  for  full-time  pages  (the  boys  and  girls  who  place  books 
back  on  the  shelves  and  act  as  messengers)  they  are  not  to  be 
found,  and  so  we  were  obliged  to  have  three  or  four  times  the 
number  necessary  under  ordinary  conditions,  and  working  one 
or  two  hours ;  while  good  janitors  are  as  scarce  as  pages,  cleiics, 
and  general  assistants. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  not  one  branch  had  a  full  staff,  and 
every  one  was  short  from  one  to  four  persons.  Every  branch 
reports  inability  to  carry  even  the  regular  work  because  of  crip- 
pled staff. 

In  past  years  we  depended  upon  our  training  class  to  fur- 
nish graduates  to  fill  vacancies  occurring  during  the  year;  but 
to-day,  owing  to  better  financial  offers  in  the  business  world,  we 
can  not  induce  high  school  graduates  to  take  our  training  course. 

Great  credit,  hearty  appreciation,  and  sincere  thanks  should 
be  given  to  the  Branch  Librarians  and  those  other  members  of 
the  regular  staff,  who,  refusing  to  be  drawn  to  other  fields  of 
labor  by  attractive  financial  offers  during  1919,  labored  faith- 
fully and  loyally  (often  overtime)  to  maintain  the  high  standard 
of  service  established  by  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library. 

The  tide  should  turn  in  1920.  More  favorable  salary  con- 
diticms,  made  possible  by  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
and  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Estimate,  ought  to  enable  us  to 
fill  at  least  some  of  the  124  vacancies. 

For  details  of  the  library's  operations,  attention  is  called  to 
the  reports  of  the  superintendents  which  are  made  a  part  of  the 
report  of  the  Chief  Librarian. 

In  spite  of  the  drawback  incident  to  an  insufficient  staff, 
there  are  some  reasons  for  cong^tulation. 

The  circulation,  which  had  dropped  to  4,954,193  in  1918, 
rose  to  5,333,671  in  1919,  thus  showing  an  increase  of  379,478, 
most  of  whidi  occurred  in  the  last  three  months  of  the  year.  The 
total  is  still  610,627  less  than  the  banner  year  of  1917. 

Several  branches  report  the  circulation  for  1919  larger  than 
any  previous  year,  one  branch  having  an  increase  of  fifty  per  cent. 
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The  Central  Building  at  Eastern  Paricway  and  Flatbudi 

Avenue  has  four  walls  and  a  temporary  roof  of  one  wing  ccmi- 
pleted  A  little  more  pressure  on  the  Board  of  Estimate,  a  little 
more  money,  and,  from  past  experience,  a  good  deal  more  time 
would  make  this  section  ready  to  house  our  valuable  reference 
collection,  and  would  provide  quarters  for  the  executive  offices. 

The  Pacific  Branch,  which  was  damaged  by  fire  on  March 
29,  1917,  was  repaired  after  months  of  delay  and  again  occupied 
on  January  6,  1919. 

The  Department  of  Traveling  Libraries,  which  for  six  years 
had  occupied  commodious  rooms  in  the  Peoples  Trust  G>mpany 
Building,  Nostrand  Avenue,  comer  Herkimer  Street,  was  moved 
to  cramped  quarters  in  the  Bedford  Branch  auditorium,  because 
outside  accommodations  were  not  to  be  found  in  the  neighbor- 
hood. 

The  prospects  of  a  new  building  for  Ridgewood  are  en- 
couraging, the  City  having  bought  a  site  upon  which  the  Cam^e 
Committee  will  erect  a  new  library  building,  which,  when  com- 
pleted, will  enable  this  busy  brandi  to  become  more  definitely  a 
part  of  the  life  of  that  particular  community. 

Conqr  Island  Station  has  outgrown  its  space  in  Edward  A. 
Ancelin's  Drug  Store,  and  should  be  provided  with  a  building  of 
its  0¥m. 

For  two  reasons  book  purchases  were  fewer  than  usual. 
First,  because  the  iq>propriation  was  less  by  $23,177,  and,  second, 
because  of  the  increased  price  of  books  and  binding.  The  sum 
of  $78,345.54  was  expended  for  books  and  $30,000  for  binding, 

as  compared  with  $92,993.71  spent  for  books  and  $30,648  for 
binding  in  1918. 

The  cost  per  book  increased  twenty-four  cents  and  of  bind- 
ing twelve  cents. 

The  "Bulletin,"  tmder  the  editorship  of  Mr.  Louis  N.  Fdpel, 
has  continued  to  be  issued,  but  with  the  exception  of  5,000  copies 
of  "After  War — ^What?"  no  special  lists  were  published,  owing 
to  insufficiency  of  appropriation. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  Messrs.  John  Wiley  &  Sons 
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to  include  in  a  new  edition  of  Miss  Ethel  Traphagen's  book  on 
"Costtime"  a  revised  list  of  the  library's  "Reading  and  Reference 
List  on  Costume." 

With  branch  librarians  obliged  to  curtail  work,  there  was 
little  chance  for  exploration  in  new  fields,  but  one  such  effort  is 
worthy  of  note.  A  few  weeks  ago,  some  sixty  non-English- 
speaking  women  were  brought  together  at  one  of  the  branches 
and  the  use  of  the  library  explained  to  them.  As  a  result,  more 
than  half  of  them  are  taking  out  easy  books  in  English.  The 
desire  for  an  acquaintance  with  the  English  language  has  become 
quite  general  in  the  Brownsville  and  Bushwick  sections  where 
the  older  people  of  foreign  birth,  having  given  up  hope  of  getting 
in  communication  with  their  families  in  Russia,  from  whom  they 
have  not  heard  for  more  than  four  years,  are  taking  up  the  study 
of  English  with  a  determination  to  make  a  permanent  place  for 
themselves  in  America,  and  so  fulfill  their  duties  as  citizens  of  the 
United  States. 

With  a  contented  staff,  made  so  by  increase  in  salary,  and 

an  adequate  appropriation,  $669,450.87,  we  may  look  forward 

hopefully  to  1920.

This  report  covers  essentially  the  year's  work  of  the  Depart- 
ment under  the  Superintendent  of  Branches  and  Apprentices, 
who  became  Chief  of  Circulation  at  the  Montague  Branch  in 
November. 

During  the  war  period,  on  account  of  vacancies  on  the  staff, 
it  was  necessary  to  cut  down  the  number  of  books  allowed  to 
each  borrower.  In  place  of  the  privil^;e  then  existing  of  two 
books  charged  on  a  card  to  juvenile  borrowers  and  six  books 
allowed  to  adults,  only  one  book  was  given  to  a  juvenile  and  two 
to  an  adult.  As  rapidly  as  possible  Branch  Librarians  have  gone 
back  to  the  two  and  six  book  plan ;  and  while  several  have  had 
difficulty  in  granting  the  privil^e  because  of  a  depleted  staff, 
toward  the  end  of  the  year  practically  every  branch  operated  on 
this  basis. 
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The  experience  throughout  the  system  with  r^;ard  to  » 
dimimshed  staff  is  not  at  all  unique,  but  finds  its  prototype  every- 
where in  the  professional  and  labor  world.  At  the  beginning  of 
the  year  there  were  only  197  persons  on  the  pay-roll  who  had 
been  in  the  employ  of  the  library  on  January  1,  1917 ;  and  at  its 
close,  out  of  a  staff  of  398  there  are  124  vacancies.  During  the 
year,  76  resigned,  the  majority  doing  so  to  accq>t  conmierdal 
appointments  at  higher  salaries.  Under  normal  conditions  the 
S^aduates  of  the  Training  Class  might  be  counted  upon  to  fill 
whatever  vacancies  might  occur  in  the  lowest  grades.  But  it 
could  not  hope  to  cope  with  this  emergency  with  success.  The 
time  of  the  training  period  was  reduced  to  six  months,  one 
devoted  to  intensive  instruction  and  the  remaining  five  to  practice 
work  in  the  branches.  To  offset  the  attractive  offers  elsewhere, 
the  students  were  paid  at  the  rate  of  $50  a  month  during  prac- 
tice work.  The  last  of  February,  seven  students  were  graduated 
from  the  Training  Class,  and  four  of  them  received  immediate 
appointment  on  the  staff.  From  the  class  which  was  graduated 
in  August,  five  appointments  to  the  staff  were  made.  Appoint- 
ments were  also  made  from  the  graduating  classes  of  several 
library  schools.  To  cover  the  hotu^  on  the  schedules  still  left 
vacant,  401  persons  have  been  engaged  as  substitutes.  These  were, 
for  the  most  part,  teachers,  college,  normal  and  high-school  stu- 
dents, and  people  engaged  in  business,  all  practically  without  any 
training  in  library  methods,  who  gave  service  at  the  branches  for 
two  or  three  evenings  a  week.  Without  this  aid  it  would  have  been 
practically  impossible  to  maintain  a  complete  schedule  of  hours, 
but  at  the  same  time  it  goes  without  saying  that  the  quality  of 
service  rendered  necessarily  suffered  somewhat.  The  burden  was 
courageously  carried  by  the  Superintendent  of  Branches  and  by 
the  Branch  Librarians,  as  well  as  many  loyal,  faithful  workers, 
who  in  many  cases  refused  enticing  offers  into  other  fields^  i^d 
who  faced  their  task  all  too  frequently  without  thi^  encourage- 
ment of  any  immediate  amelioration  of  general  conditions.

With  a  reduced  allowance  and  a  curtailment  to  meet  the  con- 
ditions facing  us  during  the  year  1919,  together  with  a  mounting 
increase  in  the  price  of  books,  a  smaller  number  and  a  higher 
average  cost  per  volume  will  be  seen,  and  this  will  continue  during 
the  ccmiing  year. 

With  the  return  of  our  army  to  peaceful  pursuits,  greater 
demands  were  made  for  books  dealing  with  af ter-the-war  prob- 
lems, both  in  trade  and  occupations,  and  these  we  endeavored  to 
meet  as  far  as  possible. 

The  following  amounts  were  spent  for  the  various  classes  of 

books  during  1919:

The  average  price  per  volume  for  all  books  purchased  during 
1919  was  $1.14,  as  compared  with  90  cents  for  1918.  The  aver- 
age price  varied  this  year  from  80  cents,  for  replacements  and 
duplicates,  to  $5.68  for  books  bought  from  endowment   funds. 

From  the  volumes  bought  through  second-hand  sources,  and 
placed  in  the  stock  room,  8,762  were  supplied  to  the  branches 
during  the  year,  at  an  average  cost  of  39  cents.  3,136  were  trans- 
ferred from  the  duplicate  pay  collection  to  the  regular  shelves, 
the  only  cost  to  the  library  being  the  handling  while  used  in  that 
collection. 

During  the  year,  42,665  volumes  (exclusive  of  periodicals 
and  newspapers)  were  bound,  at  an  average  cost  of  67  cents,  as 
compared  with  54  cents  the  preceding  year.  452  volumes  of 
periodicals  and  newspapers  from  the  Montague  Branch  were 
bound,  at  an  average  cost  of  $1.80,  an  increase  of  24  cents  per 
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volume ;  and  372  volumes  of  periodicab  from  the  other  branches 
were  botmd^  at  an  average  cost  of  $1.55,  an  increase  of  23  cents 
per  volume. 

The  average  cost  of  all  volumes  rebound  in  1919  was  69 
cents,  as  compared  with  57  cents  the  previous  year. 

The  heavy  increases  noted  above,  both  in  books  purdiased 
and  for  binding,  are  due  to  the  increase  in  cost  of  material  and 
labor,  and  further  increases  may  be  locked  for,  as  each  day  brings 
notice  of  price  changes  in  books  formerly  published  at  lower 
figures.

Cataloguing  Department 

During  1919,  the  Cataloguing  Department  prepared  and  sent 
82338  volumes  to  the  various  branches,  11,250  volumes  less  than 
last  year's  record  of  accessions.  The  Montague  Branch  received 
the  largest  number  of  volumes,  8,259 ;  DeKalb  Branch  following 
with  6,358  volumes ;  the  smallest  number,  362  volumes,  going  to 
P.  S.  89  Branch,  while  Winthrop  Branch  and  Sheepshead  Bay 
Station  received  each  520  volumes.  6,074  volumes  of  the  total 
82,838  represent  titles  new  to  the  library,  of  which  433  were 
works  of  fiction. 

Deducting  the  65,525  volumes  which  were  lost  and  discarded 
during  the  year,  the  net  gain  to  the  library  amounts  to  but  17,313 
volumes,  and  the  active  number  of  volumes  in  the  system  totals 
962,522.  V 

1,403  foreign  books  were  added,  of  which  696  were  French, 
428  Yiddish,  and  124  German.  20  books  for  the  blind  were  also 
added. 

64,096  cards  were  filed  in  the  Union  and  Montague  Cata- 
logues and  Shelf  Lists,  17,915  of  the  former  being  Library  of 
Congress  printed  cards. 

Branch  catalogue  cards  to  the  number  of  66,710  were  revised 
and  corrected  by  this  Department,  previous  to  being  filed  in  the 
branch  catalogues. 

The  Depository  Catalogue  was  increased  by  30,344  cards 
received  from  the  Library  of  Congress,  which  were  alphabetized 
and  filed  as  they  were  received. 
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One  vacancy  occurred  during  the  autumn  in  the  Second 
Grade  of  the  Dqpartment,  for  the  best  reason  in  the  world,  and 
this  was  satisfactorily  filled  almdst  at  once.  The  Department  has 
held  together  wonderfully,  considering  the  temptations  offered  to 
librarians  during  the  past  three  years,  and  in  consequence  sixteen 
trained  and  experienced  assistants,  including  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Department  and  two  clerks,  were  able  to  carry  on  to  a 
successful  conclusion  the  entire  routine  woiic  of  the  year.

Children's  Department 

Looking  over  n^  annual  report  for  the  year  1918,  I  am 
grimly  reminded  of  a  suggestion  made  by  one  of  our  branch  libra- 
rians, namely,  that  until  the  library  world  recovers  from  the 
devastating  effect  of  the  war  upon  our  staff,  we  might  economize 
time  in  annual  report  week  by  using  a  printed  form,  so  exactly 
similar  to  the  tale  of  1918  and  1917  is  that  of  1919. 

The  number  of  resignations  of  children's  librarians  during 
1919  was  ten.  We  lost  one  of  our  number  by  death.  We  were 
able  to  secure  eight  new  children's  librarians,  but  since  we  had 
begun  the  year  with  eight  vacancies,  we  are  left  (Dec.  31,  1919) 
with  eleven  vacancies  for  the  banning  of  1920. 

We  are  in  no  worse  condition  than  libraries  in  all  other  parts 
of  the  country.  The  demand  from  business  houses  for  trained 
librarians  and  the  pitiful  salaries  paid  by  libraries  have  depleted 
the  library  ranks  all  across  the  United  States. 

Happily  many  cities  have  imi^-oved  their  salary  scales,  but 
even  that  will  not  mend  matters  quickly. 

So  few  young  women  from  coll^;e  and  high  schools  are 
entering  library  schools  and  library  training  classes  that  it  may 
take  some  years  of  effective  publicity  work  to  get  enough  people 
into  our  training  courses  to  put  the  libraries  on  a  "pre-war  basis" 
— and  the  pre-war  staff  of  tfiis  library  was  not  adequate  to  meet 
the  rapidly  growing  woric 

Of  course,  instead  of  expanding  we  have  been  obliged  in 
1919,  as  in  1918,  to  curtail  the  woric  with  children.  It  is  hard  for 
workers  to  keep  up  their  enthusiasm  when  they  seem  to  be  merely 
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marking  time,  not  marching  forward.  We  try  to  keep  cheerful 
by  reminding  oursdyes  how  fortunate  we  are  that  all  our  branches 
are  open;  that  2,105,109  fine  books  for  children  have  gone  into 
Brookljm  homes;  that  many  classes  with  their  teachers  have 
visited  the  branches  to  be  introduced  to  books  and  their  use ;  that 
some  story  hours  have  been  kept  up ;  that,  in  spite  of  the  increased 
cost  of  bodes,  we  are  still  able  to  buy  almost  enough  books  to 
meet  our  young  borrowers'  needs.  And  such  fine  books  the  chil- 
dren are  reading  these  days !  Of  course,  a  great  deal  of  juvenile 
trash  is  printed  every  year,  but  that  we  do  not  buy.  Maintaining 
a  high  standard  of  book  selection,  our  children's  rooms  are 
crowded  with  boys  and  girls  whose  minds  are  being  stored  with 
the  imperishable  riches  which  alone  truly  enrich  the  life  of  our 
country. 

The  removal  by  death  of  Miss  Exlith  Swayne,  children's  libra- 
rian of  our  Bedford  Branch,  was  a  severe  loss  to  the  cause  of 
library  woric  with  children.  Miss  Swayne  was  a  young  woman 
of  great  gifts  and  a  spirit  of  entire  devotion  to  the  work. 

In  our  Training  Course  for  Qiildren's  Librarians  we  keep 
up  our  standard  of  quality,  though  in  numbers  our  graduates  are 
few.  Five  students  graduated  in  June  and  are  doing  excellent 
work  in  the  branches.  The  present  class  also  numbers  five,  three 
students  having  come  from  outside  schools  and  colleges,  two  being 
members  of  our  staff. 

While  reports  during  recent  years  may  sound  discouraging, 
we  do  not  fed  in  the  least  pessimistic.  There  cannot  be  a  finer 
body  of  branch  librarians  than  those  who  have  stood  by  the 
Brooklyn  Public  Library  during  all  the  hardships  of  the  war  and 
after-war  years.  They  have  done  splendid  work  against  the  odds 
of  inadequate  hdp  and  harassing  personal  economies.  If  war 
crosses  had  been  bestowed  upon  the  qui^,  inconspicuous  women 
who  truly  did  ''keep  the  home  fires  burning"  at  great  personal 
sacrifice,  many  of  our  librarians  would  have  been  eligible  for 
tbem.  It  sometimes  takes  more  courage  to  stay  by  the  humdrum 
task  than  to  don  a  uniform  and  sail  away  to  exdtement  and  public 
notice.  With  such  women  as  we  have  in  charge  of  our  branchCA« 
and  with  our  new  salary  scale,  we  are  full  of  hope  for  the  future, 
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even  though  annual  reports  for  another  year  or  two  may  not 
report  full  recovery  from  the  effects  of  the  war.

Reference  Department 

The  reference  use  of  the  library  increased  during  the  past 
year,  and  it  can  fairly  be  said  that  it  has  resumed  pre-war  propor- 
tions. There  was  the  usual  variety  of  subjects  studied,  with 
special  stress  on  reconstruction  problems  and  foreign  trade. 

There  was  also  a  noticeable  increase  in  the  number  of  refer- 
ence questions  sent  from  the  branch  libraries. 

Altogether  it  was  a  busy  year,  and  seemed  unusually  so  be- 
cause of  our  reduced  staff.  There  is  nothing  further  of  interest 
to  menticm  at  this  time  which  has  not  been  covered  in  previous 
rq>orts.

Department  of  Supplies 

After  having  been  closed  to  the  public  since  the  fire  on  March 
29,  1917,  which  destroyed  a  large  part  of  the  building,  the  Pacific 
Branch  was  reopened  on  January  6,  1919.  The  books  and  other 
equipment,  which  had  been  stored  at  other  branches,  were  moved 
to  Pacific  Branch  under  contract. 

The  Library  for  the  Blind  was  later  moved  from  Montague 
Branch,  where  it  had  been  temporarily  housed,  back  to  Pacific 
Branch. 

The  express  service  to  the  branches  by  motor  truck  continued 
throughout  the  year.  The  Ford  truck  was  rather  costly,  owing 
to  the  need  of  continued  repairs;  but  after  removing  the  solid 
rubber  tires  horn  the  rear  end  and  replacing  them  with  pneumatic 
tires,  the  repair  bills  were  materially  lessened,  and  a  reduction  in 
gasoline  consumption  was  also  apparent  An  appropriation  for 
tfie  purchase  of  a  new  truck  in  1920  has  been  allowed.  On  the 
whole,  the  inter-branch  express  service  by  auto  truck  has  proven 
satisfactory. 

The  coal  contract  for  the  year  was  awarded  on  the  Qty 
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specifications  and  after  test  by  the  City  of  New  York  Central 
Testing  Laboratories.  Satisfactory  deliveries  have  been  made 
and  the  quality  of  the  coal  has  been  generally  uniform. 

Und.er  the  direction  of  the  Department  of  Water  Supply, 
Gas,  and  Electricity^  of  the  City  of  New  York,  the  interior  illu- 
minating fixtures  at  the  South  and  Williamsburgh  Branches  were 
changed,  and  a  great  improvement  in  the  qtiality  of  the  light  is 
evident  Surveys  of  the  equipment  at  DeKalb,  Macon,  and  Bush- 
wick  Branches  were  also  made,  but  owing  to  lack  of  funds  the 
physical  replacement  of  the  old  fixtures  will  not  take  place  until 
1920. 

Due  to  our  inatnlity  to  renew  our  lease  for  the  Department 
of  Traveling  Libraries  quarters  with  the  Peoples  Trust  Company, 
on  April  26th,  the  Department  was  moved  to  the  auditorium  of 
the  Bedford  Branch.  These  quarters  are  not  entirely  satisfac- 
tory, and  if  possible  a  new  location  will  be  obtained  in  1920. 

The  Deposit  Station  at  Mapleton  Park,  in  the  store  of  Samuel 
Rivkin,  was  moved  to  Church  Avenue  and  Argyle  Road,  and  is 
now  in  care  of  Mr.  Max  Samet 

Leases  expired  and  were  renewed  at  tfie  f blowing  branches : 
Astral,  Kensington,  Ridgewood;  and  at  the  following  stations: 
Concord,  Sheepshead  Bay,  Kings  Highway ;  and  at  the  Adminis- 
tration Building. 

The  difficulty  in  maintaining  adequate  janitorial  service  at 
the  branches  was  greater  this  year  than  during  the  year  previous. 
The  morning  hours  for  members  of  the  cleaning  force  were 
reduced  from  five  to  four  hours.  This  action  helped  matters 
somewhat,  as  many  applicants  objected  to  the  6  A.  M.  hour  of 
reporting. 

The  following  changes  occurred  in  the  cleaning  force  during 
the  year:  resignations,  8;  dismissals,  2;  deaths,  2;  appoint- 
ments, 11. 

Minor  injuries  were  sustained  by  six  members  of  the  staff 
while  on  duty,  all  of  which  were  reported  to  the  New  York  State 
Industrial  Commission  and  the  insurance  company.  None  of  the 
injuries  necessitated  absences  of  fourteen  days  or  more,  there- 
fore compensation  was  not  paid  as  prescribed  by  the  Workmen's 
Compensation  Law.

Supplies  and  equipment  were  furnished  to  all  brandies  and 
repairs  made  as  needed.  The  labor  difficulties  and  our  inability 
to  obtain  supplies  at  times  caused  slight  delays,  but  never  did 
they  impede  the  progress  of  tfie  work. 

Major  repairs  completed  during  the  year  were  as  follows :

Department  of  Traveling  Libraries 

The  year  proved  to  be  the  most  critical  in  the  history  of  this 
Department,  for  the  time  was  finally  reached  when,  in  spite  of 
every  possible  labor-saving  device  and  every  possible  curtailment 
of  non-essentials  in  work,  the  force  of  workers  reached  so  low  a 
number  that  it  seemed  impossible  to  continue  all  the  regvisLT  ac- 
tivities of  the  Department.  In  fact,  for  a  period  of  several  weeks 
at  the  banning  of  the  school  term,  the  shipment  of  r^^ar  travel- 
ing libraries  was  stopped,  in  order  to  allow  the  diminutive  staff  to 
devote  all  possible  time  to  the  preparation  of  the  school  libraries. 

Thanks  to  the  loyalty  and  enthusiasm  of  tfie  staff  members 
and  to  their  ability  to  work  under  extreme  pressure,  the  critical 
point  was  passed  before  the  curtailment  of  the  work  with  the 
public  had  reached  the  point  where  the  ill  effects  would  be  lasting. 
The  end  of  1919  finds  the  Department  in  a  much  more  satisfac- 
tory condition  than  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  with  a  staff  more 
nearly  complete  in  number,  and  with  all  activities  connected  with 
the  public  resumed. 

It  is  hoped  that  during  the  coming  year  the  staff  will  be  still 
further  strengthened,  so  that  work  of  expansion  may  be  under- 
taken. The  need  for  this  is  pressing.  The  business  houses  are 
developing  their  welfare  departments  to  an  unprecedented  extent 
and  are  calling  on  the  library  for  co-operation.  The  public  insti- 
tutions of  the  dty  should  have  library  service,  but  are  unable  to 
use  the  books  unless  personal  service  for  their  distribution  can 
also  be  furnished.  A  start  along  this  line  has  been  successfully 
made  in  the  establishment  by  this  Department  of  a  weekly  library 
hour  for  the  prisoners  at  the  City  Prison.  This  has  been  made 
possiUe  through  the  kind  co-operation  of  several  of  the  Branch 
Librarians,  who  are  helping  to  carry  the  work.    Nothing  more 
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worth  whik  nor  more  keenly  appreciated  by  the  recipients  has  been 
done  by  the  Department ;  and,  if  it  should  prove  posable  to  do  so 
without  injury  to  the  r^ular  vroric,  this  type  of  work  wiU  be 
more  fully  developed  during  the  coming  year. 

The  Department  was  unfortunate  in  being  forced  to  move  in 
May  from  its  large  light  quarters  in  Herkimer  Street  The  kind 
hospitality,  however,  shown  by  the  Bedford  Branch  has  done 
much  to  make  the  staff  happy  in  the  new  quarters,  in  spite  of  the 
inadequacy  of  the  accommodations. 

The  statistical  report  for  the  year  has  been  much  curtailed, 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  keeping  of  statistics  seemed  less  essential 
than  the  work  directly  related  to  the  puUic.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  spite  of  tfie  difficult  conditions 
under  which  the  Department  worked,  for  the  year  the  circulation 
of  the  books  is  larger  than  for  1918. 

Interchange  Work 

The  Interchange  was  handled  by  this  Dq>artment  as  in 
previous  years,  the  only  change  being  the  reduction  to  a  minimum 
of  the  statistics  connected  with  the  woric  The  number  of  requests 
for  books  sent  in  by  the  branch  libraries  amounted  to  39,454. 

Foreign  Book  Work 

During  the  war,  as  an  emergency  measure,  the  changing  of 
foreign  book  collections  at  the  branches  by  means  of  the  circuit 
system  was  stopped.  The  need  for  a  change  of  foreign  books  at 
the  branches  has  been  making  itself  felt  during  the  year,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  during  the  coming  year  not  only  will  the  circuit  system 
of  foreign  book  distribution  be  put  in  effect  again,  but  that  the 
purchase  of  foreign  books,  which  was  curtailed  greatiy  during 
war  times,  largely  because  of  the  lack  of  imported  books,  may 
resume  its  old  proportions,  so  that  the  entire  foreign  book  cdlec- 
tion  may  be  brought  up  to  date. 

Deposit  Stations 
Difficulties  in  the  work  of  all  the  stations  developed  during 
the  year,  due  to  the  acute  labor  conditions  which  prevailed  every- 
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where.    The  station  keepers  found  difficulty  in  getting  clerks,  and 

the  libraries  in  all  the  stores  suffered  in  consequence.    One  Station 

(No.  4)  was  forced  to  move  for  this  reason,  and  because  no  other 

suitable  place  could  be  found  in  its  immediate  neighborhood  it 

was  changed  to  an  entirely  new  district.

Department  of  Staff  Instruction 

The  instructional  work  of  the  Library  has  not  yet  begun  to 
recover  from  the  strain  imposed  upon  it  by  war  conditions.  Prices 
and  the  cost  of  living  have  steadily  advanced,  while  library  salaries 
have  remained  almost  stationary.  Opportunities  for  women  in 
the  commercial  world,  with  good  pay,  have  increased  to  a  point 
that  practically  puts  the  library  out  of  the  rtmning  when  it  comes 
to  attracting  new  workers.  In  the  talks  given  at  high  schools  by 
the  Supervisor,  for  the  purpose  of  gaining  recruits  for  the  en- 
trance course,  the  competition  met  with  from  speakers  for  other 
lines  of  work  made  a  presentation  of  library  opporttmities  almost 
farcical. 

The  two  classes  in  the  Elementary  Entrance  Course  covered 
by  this  report  have  brought  into  the  Library  but  thirteen  new 
assistants,  less  than  the  average  single  class  in  former  years. 

Also,  there  has  been  a  steady  lowering  of  the  proportion  of 
students  who  wotdd  be  of  permanent  value  to  the  Library;  that 
is,  students  with  such  qualifications  as  would  enable  them  to 
advance  to  the  higher  grades  of  service. 

Merely  as  a  matter  of  bookkeeping,  it  is  expensive  for  the 
Library  to  take  into  its  service  workers  who  will  remain  but  a 
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year  or  so.  The  constant  training  in  of  new  workers  is  a  great 
strain  upon  the  Brandi  Librarians ;  and  the  time  and  expense  put 
into  this  training,  both  in  the  dass-room  and  in  the  branches,  does 
not  return  to  the  Library  in  the  way  of  helpful  or  efficient  service. 
The  system  is  not  being  strengthened  and  built  up. 

But  whatever  the  lack  of  material,  no  lowering  of  standards 
should  be  allowed,  as  that  cripples  the  Library  for  years  to  come. 

The  Advanced  G)urse  in  Library  Training,  offered  to  assist- 
ants on  the  staff,  closed  its  first  year  of  work  in  June,  1919.  In 
spite  of  the  disadvantages  under  which  it  was  conducted,  with  a 
reduced  staff,  and  the  demands  on  the  branch  libraries  so  great, 
the  outcome  was  encouraging  for  the  future. 

Twenty-one  assistants  completed  the  woiic  and  passed  the 
final  examinations,  with  an  average  passing  mark  of  85. 

With  the  staff  still  further  reduced,  the  registration  for  this 
year  has  been  much  smaller.  We  have  but  sixteen  students.  Of 
these,  twelve  took  courses  last  )rear,  and  the  value  of  that  training 
is  evidenced  by  the  surer  touch  with  which  their  work  has  been 
entered  upon  this  year. 

The  Training  G)urse  for  Children's  Librarians  graduated 
five  students  in  June,  1919,  who  were  all  appointed  to  the  staff. 

The  present  class  is  smaller  than  the  preceding,  consisting  of 
but  three  members  from  out  of  town,  taking  the  complete  work, 
and  but  two  members  of  the  staff  taking  separate  subjects;  but 
the  students  are  doing  very  satisfactory  work. 

During  the  five  years  in  which  the  Library  has  been  conduct- 
ing this  course,  fifteen  students  in  all  have  been  graduated,  and 
so  were  entitled  to  the  certificate  which  it  was  decided,  this  last 
year,  to  grant  to  those  who  completed  the  course.  On  December 
2, 1919,  these  fifteen  graduates  were  invited  to  the  Pacific  Branch, 
to  meet  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Chief  Libra- 
rian, the  Superintendent  of  the  Children's  Department,  and  the 
Supervisor  of  Staff  Instruction. 

After  brief  remarks  by  each  of  the  officials,  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  presented  to  each  of  the  graduates  the 
engraved  certificate. 

WTiile  this  review  of  the  year's  work  seems  gloomy,  we  turn 
our  faces  toward  the  new  year  with  great  hope.    The  new  scale 
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of  salaries  recently  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  will  prob- 
ably attract  to  the  service  of  the  Library  a  larger  number  of  young 
women  of  the  sort  fitted  for  the  important  and  responsible  work 
rendered  to  its  community  by  a  public  library.  It  is  sincerely 
hoped  that  the  new  class,  entering  March  1st,  will  show  a  return 
to  former  standards,  both  in  numbers  and  in  quality.

Editor  of  Publications 

The  "Bulletin  of  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library"  was  compiled, 
edited  and  issued  regularly  from  January  to  July,  and  from  Octo- 
ber to  December,  except  that  the  November  and  December  niun- 
bers  had  to  be  combined  into  one  issue,  owing  to  unsettled  con- 
ditions in  the  local  printing  industry. 

A  special  point  was  made  of  having  each  issue  of  the  "Bul- 
letin" feature  some  particular  phase  of  the  Library's  work,  or 
some  particular  portion  of  the  Library's  book-collections.  Thus, 
the  January  number  re-featured  the  interesting  old  book  entitled 
"Bietigheim" ;  the  February  number  showed  how  the  Library  was 
instrumental  in  furthering  the  Americanization  movement;  the 
March  number  had  a  leading  article  on  "The  Library  and  the 
Discharged  Fighting  Men" ;  the  April  ntmiber  gave  a  brief  resiune 
of  the  1918  Annual  Report;  the  May  number  contained  a  com- 
prehensive survey  of  the  League  of  Nations  literature  available 
at  the  Library;  the  June  number  was  a  special  Walt  Whitman 
Centenary  ntunber,  which  created  wide-spread  interest;  the  July 
number  explained  how  the  public  could  use  the  Government  most 
advantageously  through  the  Library ;  the  October  number  devoted 
its  first  pages  to  a  bibliography  of  Edwin  Percy  Whipple,  critic 
and  librarian ;  and  the  November-December  number  featured  the 
literature  of  two  other  centenarians — ^Herman  Melville  and 
Thomas  Dunn  English. 

The  various  numbers  of  the  "Bulletin"  for  1919  aggregated 
184  pages, — ^twelve  more  than  in  1918.  The  contents,  in  addition 
to  the  special  articles  above  mentioned,  consisted  of  minor  literary 
items  and  annotated  lists  of  new  books  added  to  the  Library. 
Altogether,  4,048  new  books  were  listed  and  described  during  the 
year. 
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The  "Bulletin,"  together  with  the  "Annual  Report  for  1918," 
used  up  practically  the  whole  of  the  1918  printing  fund  available 
for  publications.  However,  five  thousand  cc^es  of  a  32-page 
book-list  entitled  "After  War — ^What?"  were  printed  in  February. 
This  book-list  was  a  classified  list  of  some  of  the  most  useful 
books  in  the  Library  pertaining  to  trades  and  occupations  in  which 
our  returning  soldiers  and  sailors  might  be  interested.  It  was  a 
forerunner  of  the  list  of  "One  Thousand  Technical  Books" 
recently  issued  by  the  A.  L.  A.  War  Service. 

Late  in  the  year,  at  the  suggestion  of  Miss  Ethel  Traphagen, 
a  Brooklyn  woman,  and  author  of  a  technical  book  on  "Costume," 
the  Library's  well-known  "Reading  and  Reference  List  on  Cos- 
tume" was  revised  and  brought  up  to  date,  and  arrangements  were 
made  with  John  Wiley  &  Sons  (the  publishers  of  Miss  Trap- 
hagen's  book)  to  include  this  revision  of  our  Costume  List  in  a 
new  edition  of  Miss  Traphagen's  book  which  was  about  to  be 
published.  The  book  is  now  in  press ;  and  the  inclusion  of  our 
Costume  List  in  this  book  will,  it  is  believed,  add  greatly  to  the 
prestige  of  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library. 

The  short  weekly  book-lists  on  interesting  and  timely  topics 
were  continued  throughout  the  year,  thirty-eight  of  them  having 
been  prepared  and  distributed  through  the  branches.  These  book- 
lists were  also  published  by  several  of  the  local  daily  and  weekly 
newspapers. 

Twenty-one  special  typewritten  lists  of  books  were  prepared 
at  the  request  of  individual  users  of  the  Library.  The  topics 
covered  by  these  lists  were :

A  twelve-page  pamphlet  on  ^'Winning  and  Handling  Foreign 
Trade"  was  written  up  by  the  Editor  of  Publications,  to  be  issued 
as  one  of  a  series  of  self-training  courses  planned  by  the  U.  S. 
Bureau  of  Education,  in  co-operation  with  the  public  libraries  of 
the  country.  Up  to  the  time  of  the  present  writing,  this  pamphlet 
had  not  been  published. 

Nineteen  newspaper  articles  about  the  Library  were  written 
up  and  sent  to  the  local  press  for  free  publication. 

In  October,  a  special  letter-head  was  prepared  and  printed 
for  use  by  the  Rotary  Qub  of  Brooklyn  in  sending  out  the  notices 
of  one  of  its  regular  meetings.  This  letter-head  thus  served  the 
purpose  of  an  advertisement  of  the  Library  among  the  various 
members  of  the  Qub. 

In  connection  with  the  new  course  in  Community  Civics  in 
the  New  York  high  schools,  the  Library  in  October  sent  to  the 
Department  of  Education  a  representative  lot  of  publications 
issued  by  the  Library.  These  publications  were  intended  for 
class-room  use  in  the  twenty-five  high  schools  of  the  City. 

On  November  12th,  the  work  of  the  Editor  of  Publications 

was  consolidated  with  the  Book  Order  Department,  the  Editor 

taking  over  the  work  of  book-selection  in  addition  to  carrying  on 

•the  work  of  his  own  department.
